J^r ticks  of  Peace  and  Commerce  between  His  Majefty 
George  II.  hy  the  Grace  of  Gody  King  of  Great-Bri^ 
tain,  iSc.  and  the  mofi  Noble  Prince  Muley  Hamet 
Dahebby,  Ben  Muley  Ifmacl,  Ben  Muley  Zeriph, 
Ben  Muley  Aley,  King  and  Emperor  of  the  Kingdoms  of 
of  Fez  and  yiovocco,  ^c.  Concluded  Jsiu.  14,  1727-8. 

J.  rr^HAT  all  Moors  or  Jews,  fubjedt  to  tbe  Empc- 
X  ror  of  Morocco,  Ihall  be  allowed,  a  free  trafHck, 
viz.  to  buy  or  fell  for  30  days  in  the  city  of  Gibraltar,  or 
illand  of  Minorca:  apd  not  to  refide  in  either  place,  but 
to  depart  with  their  efFe^s,  without  let  or  moleftation,  to 
any  part  of  the  faid  Emperor  of  Morocco's  dominions. 

II>  That  the  king  of  Qreat-Britain's  fubjedts  reiiding  in 
Barbary,  Ihall  not  be  obliged  to  appear  before  the  Cadi  or 
Juftices  of  the  country ;  but  only  the  governor  of  the 
place,  and  his  Britannick  Majcfly's  conful,  are  to  take 
cognizance  of  and  adjuft  the  differences  they  may  have  with 
the  natives  of  the  country. 

III.  That  the  menial  fervants  of  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty's  fubjedis,  though  natives  of  the  country,  either  Moors 
or  Jews,  be  exempt  from  taxes  of  all  kinds. 

IV.  That  all  his  Britannick  Majeily's  fubjedts,  as  well 
paffengers  as  others,  taken  by  any  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez 
and  Morocco's  cruifers,  on  board  any  foreign  fhip  or  vefle^ 
whatever,  ftiall  immediately  be  fet  at  liberty  and  fent  to 
the  city  of  Gibraltar. 

V.  That  there  be  permiflion  for  buying  proyiiions,  and 
all  other  neceflaries  for  his  Britannick  Majefty's  fleet,  or 

^  city  of  Gibraltar,  at  any  of  the  Ernperor  of  Fez  and 
Morocco's  fea-ports,  at  the  market-prices ;  and  the  fame 
to  be  Ihipped  olF  without  paying  cuftom,  as  has  been  ex-^ 
torted  lately  contrary  to  the  treaty  of  peace  fubfifting. 

VI.  All  the  other  articles  being  fittecn  in  number,  con^ 
eluded,  agreed  and  adjufted  by  the  Honourable  Charles 
Steward,  Efq;  on  the  behalf  of  his  Britannick  Majefty, 
and   by   his  Excellejicy  Bafl^iaw   Hamet^   Ben  Aly,-  Ben 
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Abdalla,  and  his  Imperial  Majefly*s  Trcafurer,  Mr.  Mofes 
Ben  Hatter,  a  Jew,  on  the  behalf  of  the  faid  King  of 
Fez  and  Morocco,  Ihall  ftand  good,  and  be  of  the  fame 
force  as  in  the  reigns  of  the  moft  high  and  mofl  renowned 
Prince  George  I.  King  of  Great-Brirain,  France  and  Ire- 
land, &c.  of  glorious  memory,  and  the  high  and  glorious, 
mighty  and  right  noble  Prince  Albumazar  Muley  Ifinael, 
late  Emperor  of  Morocco.  And  it  is  farther  agreed  that 
all  the  articles  aforementioned,  as  well  the  fifteen  as  thefc 
additional  ones,  fhall  in  twenty  days  after  the  date  hereof, 
be  publiflied  in  the  Arabick  language,  and  affixed  on  the 
gates  of  all  the  fea-port  towns  in  his  Imperial  Majefty's 
dominions.

(Convention  hftween  Spain  and  Great-Britain  relating  to  the 
execution  of  the  preliminaries  \  figned  at  the  Pardo,  thi 

dth  of  Mafch,  17^8,  iV.  5.    ' 

WHEREAS  certain  difficulties  have  arifen  upon  the 
execution  of  the  articles  which  are  palled  prelimir 
paries,  and  which  were  figned  at  Paris  the  laft  day  of  May, 
and  after  at  Vienna  the  13th  of  June,  1727,  by  the  mi- 
nifters  refpe(5tively  furnifhed  with  fufficient  full  powers  j 
and  whereas,  by  a  certain  declaration  madp  by  the  Count 
de  Rothemburg,  with  the  confent  of  all  the  parties,  and 
approved^  the  aforefaicl  difficulties  have  been  happily  ad- 
jufted ;  of  which  declaration,  and  of  the  acceptation 
thereof  by  his  Catholick  Majeity,  as  the  fame  was  exhi- 
bited and  fubfcribcd  by  the  Marqui^  de  la  Paz,  in  his 
name,  and  by  his  command,   the  tenor  hereof  follows. 

Whereas,  fince  the  figning  of  the  preliminaries,  certain 
difficulties  liave  arifen  between  the  contrndting  parties,  in 
relation  to  the  reditution  of  prizes  that  have  been  taken  on 
(Either  fide  J  and  pamely,  that  the  Prince  Frederick  and  it$ 
pargo,  belonging  to  the  South-fea  company,  has  been  feiz- 
fd  apd  detained  by  the  Spaniards  at  La  Vera  Cruz  ;  which 
difficulties  have  delayed  the  execution  of  the  preliminaries, 
^  exchanging  the  ratification  with  Spain,  and  the  opeuT 
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ing  the  congrefs  :  Hs  Britannick  Majefty,  to  facilitate 
matters  as  much  as  lies  ip  his  power,  and  tq  remove  all 
obftacles  that  ob{lru<^  a  general  pacification,  has  declared, 
and  given  his  royal  word  to  the  mqft  Chriftian  King,  that 
he  will,  without  delay,  fend  orders  to  his  admii^Rls,  Wager 
and  Holier,  or  the  chief  commander  in  his  Head,  to. with- 
draw from  the  feas  of  the  Indies  and  gf  Spain  ;  and  that 
he  confents  that  the  contraband  trade,  and  other  caufes  pf 
complaint,  v^rhich  the  Spaniards  may  have  in  relation  to 
the  Ihip  Prince  Frederick,  Ihall  be  difcuflcd  and  decided  in 
the  congrefs ;  that  all  the  reii^eftive  pretenlions,  on  each 
fide,  ihall  be  produced,  debated  and  decided,  whether  the 
prizes  taken  at  fea,  on  each  fide,  fliall  be  reftored ;  and 
that  his  Britannick  Majefty  v/ill  abide  by  what  Ihall  on  all 
this  be  regulated. 

On  my  part,  I  promife,  in  the  name  of  the  King  iny 
mafter,  by  virtue  of  the  orders  and  full  pov/ers  which  I 
have  received  for  that  purpofe,  that  this  difcullion,  to  be 
made  at  the  congrefs,  fhall  be  faithfully  executed ;  that 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  fliall  be  performed  with^ 
out  delay,  and  that  the  congrefs  lliall  meet,  infallibly,  and 
the  foonefl  that  fliall  be  poffible,  according  to  what  fliall  be 
agreed  by  the  minifters  of  the  contracfting  parties  who  fliall 
happen  to  be  at  Paris ;  provided  his  Catholick  Majefly  will 
give  his  royal  word, 

I.  To  raiie,  immediately,  the  blockade  of  Gibraltar,  by 
fending  back  the  troops  to  their  quarters,  by  caufing  the 
cannon  to  be  drawn  on,  the  trenches  to  be  filled  up,  and 
the  works  made  on  the  occafion  of  this  fiege  to  be  demo- 
lifhed,  by  re-eflabliihing  every  thing  on  each  fide,  ccn-» 
formable  to  the  treaty  of  Utrecht, 

IL  To  fend,  without  delay,  his  order,  clear  and 
exprefs,  for  delivering  up  forthwith  the  fliip  Prince  Fre- 
derick, and  her  cargo,  to  the  agents  of  the  South-fea  com-r 
pany,  who  are  at  Vera  Cruz,  that,  when  they  think  fit, 
they  may  fend  her  to  Europe  ;  and  to  reftore'the  commerce 
of  the  Englifli  nation  in  the  Indies,  according  to  what  is 
ilipulated  by  the  Afiiento  treaty,  and  agreed  by  the  fc-^ 
cond  and  third  articles  of  the  preliminaries. 

III.  To  caufe  the  efFedts  of  the  Flotilla  to  be  imrncdiately 
delivered  to  thofe  to  whom  they  belong;  and  tjiofa  of  the

Galleons,  wlien  they  return,  as  in  time   of  freedom   an4 
cf  full  peace,  according  to  the  fifth  article  of  the  prelimi-. 
caries. 

IV.  That  his  Catholick  Majefly  does  engage,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  bis  Britannick  Majefly  has  engaged  above,  to 
abide  by  all  that  fliall  be  regulated  by  the  abovefaid  dif- 
cufiicn.  and  dcciijon  of  the  congrefs.

In  the  Name  of  the  mofl  Holy  Trinity,  Father,  Son,  and. 
.  Holy  Ghoft,  three  diitind:  Perfbns,  and  one  only  true  God. 

THEIR  moH  Serene  Majeities  the  King  of  Great- 
Britain,  the  moft  Chriftian  King,   and  tiie  Catholick 
King,  deliring,  with  equal  earneltnefs,  not  only  to  renew 
and  bind  more  clofely  their  antlent  friendfhip,  but  likewife 
to  remove  whatever  might  hereafter  difturb  it,   td  the  end 
that  being  united  in  fentiments  and  inclination,  they  may 
for  the  future  ad:  in  every  thing  as  having  but  one  and  the 
fame  view  and  intereft ;  and  for  this  purpofe,  the  nlofl  Se- 
rene King  of  Great-Britain   having  given  full   power  fof^ 
treating  in  his  name  to  M.  William  Stanhope,  Vice-Cham- 
berlain  of  his  Britannick  Majelly's  Houfhold,  one   of  his 
I'rivy-Council,  Member  of  the   parliament  of  Great-Bri- 
tain, Colonel  of  a  regiment  of  dragoons,  and  his  faid  Ma- 
jefly's  Ambaffador  extraordinary  to  his  Catholick  Majfefty  j 
as  alfo  to  M.  Benjamin  Keene,  his  faid  Britanrlick  Majefty's 
Minifter   Plenipotentiary  to  his  Catholick  Majcfly :   The 
moft    Serene    mofl    Chrifliah    King  having   given    full 
power  for  treating  in  his  narrie  to  the  Marquis  de  Brancas^ 
Lieutenant-Geheral  of  his  armies,   knight  of  his   orders, 
and  of  that  of  the   Golden-Fleece,     his    Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral  in  the  government   of  Provence,   and  *his   Ambaf- 
fador   Extraordinary    to   his  Catholick  Majefty :    And  the 
moft  Serene   Catholick  Kins;  havins;   likewife   jriven  full 
power  for  treating  in  his  name  to  M.  John  Baptiit  D'Oren- 
dayn  Marquis  de  la  Paz,  his  Counfelior  of  State  and  firit 
Secretary  of  flate  and  of  the  dlfpatches  ;   and  to  M.  Joieph 
Patino,  Commander  of  Alcuefca  in  the  Order  of  St.  James, 
Governor  of  the  .Council  of  the  Treaf ury,  and  of  the  Tri- 
bunals depending  thereon,  Superintendant-General  of  the 
general  revenues,    and   his  Secretary  of  fiiate  and  of  the' 
difpatches  for  affairs '  of  the  Marine,  the  Indies,  and  the 
Treafury :    The  above-mentioned  Minifters   have    agreed 
between  thtm  on  the  following  atticles. 

B  %  L  There 
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!i  Th<  re  iliall  be  from  this  time  and  fct  ever  a  iolid 
fteace,  a  ftridt  union,  g.nd  a  iincere  and  conilant  friendfhip 
between  the  mod  Serene  King  of  Great-Britain,  the  moft 
Serene  moft  Chriftian  King^  and  the  moft  Serene  King  of 
Spain  j  their  heirs  and  fucceflcrs,  as  alfo  between  their 
kingdoms  and  fubjedts,  for  the  mutual  afliftance  and  de- 
fence of  their  dominions  and  interefts ;  there  fliall  likcwife 
be  an  oblivion  of  all  that  is  paft;  and  all  the  former  treaties 
and  conventions  of  peace,  of  friendfhip,  and  of  com.merce, 
concluded  between  the  contracting  powers  refped:ivcly, 
ihall  be,  as  they  hereby  are,  effectually  renewed  and  con- 
firmed, in  all  thofe  points  which  are  not  derogated  from 
by  the  prefcnt  treaty,  in  as  full  and  ample  a  manner,  as  if 
the  faid  treaties  were  here  inferted  word  for  word,  their  faid 
Majefties  promifing  not  to  do  any  thing,  nor  fuffer  any 
thing  to  be  done,  that  may  be  contrary  thereto  dired:ly  or 
indire&iyi 

11.  In  cotircquehce  of  which  treaties,  and  in  order  to 
eftablifh  firmly  this  union  and  correfpondence,  their  Bri- 
tannick,  moft  Chriftian,  and  Catholick  Majefties,  promifc 
and  engage  by  the  prefent  defeniive  treaty  of  alliance,  to 
guarantee  reciprocally  their  kingdoms,  ftatcs,  and  domi- 
nions under  their  obedience,  in  what  parts  of  the  world 
foever  fituate ^  as  alfo  the  rights  and  privileges  of  their  com- 
merce^ the  whole  according  to  the  treaties ;  fo  that  the  faid 
powers,  or  any  one  of  them,  being  attacked  or  moleftcd 
by  any  power  and  under  any  pretext  whatever,  they  pro- 
mife  and  oblige  themfelves  reciprocally  to  employ  their 
offices,  affoon  as  they  fhall  be  thereto  required,  for  ob- 
taining fatisfadtion  to  the  party  injured,  and  for  hindering 
the  continuance  of  hoftilities  ;  and  if  it  happen  that  the 
faid  offices  be  not  fufficient  for  procuring  fatisfadtion  with- 
•t)ut  without  delay,  their  faid  Majefties  promife  to  furnifli 
the  follov/ing  fuccours,  jointly,  or  feparately,  that  is  to 
fay,  his  Biitannick  Majefty  eight  thoufand  foot  and  four 
thoufand  horfc  ;  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  eight  thouilmd 
foot  and  four  thoufand  horfe  ;  and  his  Catholick  Majefty 
eight  thoufand  foot  and  four  thoufand  horfe:  If  the  Party 
attacked,  inilcad  of  troops,  Ihould  demand  ihips  of  war 
or  tranfports,  or  even  fublidies  in  money,  he  fhall  be  free 
to  chufc,  and  the  other  parties  Ihall  furnilh  the  faid  fhips 

or 
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©i-  mohcy,  iri  proportion  to  the  expenceof  troops  *  attcl  for 
taking  away  all  doubt  touching  the  valuation  of  the  fuc- 
cours,  their  abovefaid  Majefiies  agree,  that  a  thoiifand  foot 
ihall  be  computed  at  ten  thoufaiid  florins  Dutch  money, 
and  a  thdufand  horfe  at  thirty  thoufand  florins  Dutch  money, 
by  thfe  month  ;  and  the  fame  proportion  lliall  be  obferved 
with  refpedt  to  the  Jhips  that  ought  to  be  furnilhed  ;  their 
faid  Majellies  promifing  to  continue  arid  keep  up  the  faid 
fuccours  as  long  as  the  trouble  fhall  fubiift  ;  and  in  cafe  it 
fhould  be  found  neceflaryj  their  faid  Majefties  fnall  mu^' 
tually  fuccour  each  other  with  all  their  forces,  and  fliall 
even  declare  war  againft  the  aggreflbn 

IIL  The  Miniflers  of  his  Britannick  Majefiy  and  of  his 
moft  Chriflian  Majefty,  having  alledged  that  in  the  treaties 
concluded  at  Vienna  between  the  Emperor  and  the  King 
of  Spain,  in  the  year  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  twenty 
five,  there  were  divers  claufes  that  infringed  the  articles  of 
the  feveral  treaties  of  commerce,  or  of  the  treaties  of  peace  - 
•in  which  commerce  may  be  concerned,  antecedent  to  the 
year  One  thouland  feven  hundred  twfenty  five>  his  Gatho- 
iick  Majefly  has  declared,  as  he  declares  by  the  prefent  ar- 
ticle, That  he  never  mednt  to  grantj  nor  will  fufter  to  fub- 
lift  by  virtue  of  the  faid  treaties  of  Vienna,  any  privilege 
contrary  to  the  treaties  here-above  confirmed  * 

IV.  It  having  been  agreed  by  the  preliminary  articles^ 
that  the  commerce  of  the  Englifh  and  French  nations,  as 
Well  in  Europe  as  in  the  Indies^  fhould  be  re-eftablilhed 
on  the  foot  of  the  treaties  and  conventions  antecedent  to 
the  year  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  twenty  fivc)  and  par^ 
ticulariy  that  the  commerce  of  the  Engliih  nation  in  Ame* 
rica  fhoiild  be  exercifed  as  heretofore  ;  it  is  agreed  by  the 
J)refent  article^  that  all  neceffary  orders  fhall  be  difpatched 
ion  both  fides^  without  any  delay,  if  they  have  not  been 
fent  already,  as  well  for  the  execution  of  the  faid  treaties 
bf  commerce^  as  for  filpplying  what  may  be  wanting  for 
the  entire  re-eftablifhment  of  commerce  on  the  foot  of  the 
faid  treaties  and  conventions-. 

V.  Although  it  was  flipuiated  by  the  preliminaries  that 
all  hoftilities  flioilld  ceafe  on  both  fides^  and  that  if  any 
trouble  or  hoftilities  fhould  happen  between  the  fubjedts 
of  the  contradting  parties,  either  in  Europe,  or  in   the 
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Indies,  the  contrafling  powers  Ihould  cohctir  for  the  ire- 
paration  of  damages  fuftained  by  their  refpecftive  fubje(fts  ; 
and  notwithftanding  this  it  is  alledged,  that  on  the  part  of 
the  fubjedls  of  his  Catholick  Majefty  ads  of  difturbance 
and  hoflilities  have  been  continued  ;  it  is  agreed  bv  this 
prefent  article,  that  as  to  what  relates  to  Europe,  his  Ca- 
tholick Majefty  fhall  forthwith  caufe  reparation  to  be  made 
for  the  damages  which  have  been  fuffered  there  fince  the 
time  prefcribed  by  the  preliminaries  for  the  ceflation  of 
hoftilitics;  and  as  to  what  relates  to  America,  he  will 
likewife  forthv%'ith  caufe  reparation  to  be  made  for  the  da- 
mages which  fliall  have  been  fuffered  there  fince  the  arrival 
of  his  orders  at  Cartagena  on  the  4-4:  day  of  June  One 
thoufand  feven  hundred  twenty  ei^t.  And  his  faid  Ca- 
tholick Majefty  fhall  publilh  the  mod  rigorous  prohi- 
bitions for  preventing  the  like  violences  on  the  part  of 
his  fubjeds  ;  their  Britannick  and  mofl  Chriftian  Ma- 
jeftics  promifing  on  their  part,  if  there  be  like  cafes,  to 
caufe  reparation  to  be  made  for  what  fhall  have  been  fo 
done,  and  to  give  like  orders  for  the  prefervation  of  the 
peace,  tranquility^    and  good  intelligence. 

VI.  Commillaries  fhall  be  nominated,  with  fufficient 
powers,  on  the  part  of  their  Britanrtick  and  Catholick 
}vIajelVies,  who  fhall  allemble  at  the  court  of  Spain  within 
the  f[vice  of  four  months  after  the  exchange  of  the  ra- 
tifications of  the  prefent  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be 
done,  to  examine  and  decide  what  concerns  the  (hips  and 
effects  taken  at  fca  on  either  fide  to  the  times  fpecified  in 
the  preceetiing  article^  The  faid  commilfaries  fliall  like- 
'wife  examine,  and  decide,  according  to  the  treaties,  the 
'reipediive  prctcnlions  which  relate  to  the  abufes  that  arc 
fupptncd  to  have  been  committed  in  commerce,  as  well  in 
the  Indies  as  in  Europe^  and  all  the  other  refpedtive  pre- 
tenfious  in  America,  founded  on  trcatiesj  whether  with 
tcipedt  to  the  limits  or  othervvifc.  The  faid  commiffarics 
fhall  likewife  difcufs  and  decide  the  prctcnfions  which  his 
Catl-iolick  MiijcAv  may  have,  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of 
One  thoufand  fcvcji  hundred  twenty  one,  for  the  reftitution 
of  the  Ihips  taken  by  the  Engliih  fleet  in  the  Year  One 
thoufand  fevtn  hundred  eighteen.  And  the  faid  conimif- 
fArica  after   having  exaiiiined,    difcuiied^  ^nd  decided  the 

above- 
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abovefald  points  and  pretenfions,  ihall  make  a  report  ef 
their  proceedings  to  their  Britannick  and  Catholick  Ma- 
jefties,  wrto  promife  that  within  the  fpace  of  fix  months 
after  the  making  of  the  faid  report,  they  will  caufe  to  be 
-executed  pundtually  and  exadlly  what  Ihall  have  been  fo 
■decided  by   the   faid  Commiliaries. 

VII.  Commiifaries  Ihall  likewife  be  nominated  on  the 
part  of  his  moil  Chriftian  Majefly,  and"  of  his  Catholick 
Maiefty,  who  ihall  examine  all  grievances  generally  what- 
foever,  which  the  faid  parties  thercni  intereiled  may  form 
refpedively,  whether  for  the  reilitution  of  veiTels  feized  or 
taken,  or  with  refped:  to  commerce,' limirs,  or  otherwife. 

VIII.  The  faid  Commifikries  lliall  finilh  punaraally  their 
commiilion  within  the  fpace  of  three  3^ears,  or  fooner  if  it 
can  be  done,  to  be  computed  from,  the  day  of  the  figning 
of  the  prefent  treaty,  and  this  without  any  further  delay, 
■on  any  motive  or  pretext  whatever. 

•  IX.  The  introducing   of  garrifons   into  the   places  of 

•  Leghorne,  Porto-fa-raio,  Parma,  and  Placentia,  to  the 
number  of  fix  thouland  men  of  his  Catholick  Majeily's 
troops,  and  in  his  pay,  Ihall  be  effeduated  without  lofs 
of  time  ;  which  troops  fnall  ferve  for  the  better  fecuring 
^nd  prelerving  of  the  immediate  fucceffion  of  the  faid 
States  in  favour  of  the  moil  Serene   Infante  Don  ^Carlos, 

•  and  to  be  ready  to  withlland  any  enterprize  and  oppofition 
which  might  be  formed  to  the  prejudice  of  what  has  beeft 

•  regulated    touching  the  laid  fucceifion. 

X.  The  contracting  powers  ihall  forthwith  ufe  all  the 
applications  which  they  iliall  judge  to  be  confiilent  with 
the  dignity  and  quiet  of  the  moil  Serene  Great  Duke  of 
Tufcany,  and  the  Duke  of  Parma,  to  the  end  the  gar- 
rifons may  be  received  with  the  greateil  tranquility  and 
without  oppofition,  as  foon  as  they  ihall  prefent  themfelves 
before  the  places  into  which  they  are  to  be  introduced. 

The  faid  garrifons  fnall   take   an  oath    to  the  prefent 

poiieiibrs  to  defend  their  perlbns,  fovereignty,  poiieiiions 

■  and  ilates,    and   fjbjedls,  in  every  thing  that  Ihall  not  be 

contrary  to  the  right  of  fuccefilon  referved   to  the  moft 

Serene  Infante  Don  Carlos,    and  prefent  polTeliors   fhall 

•  not  demand  or  exadt  any  thing  that  is  contrary  thereto. 

.   The 
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TIk  laid  garrifons  fhall  not  meddle  directly  or  indirecftly,' 
Under  any  pretext  whatfoever,  in  affairs  of  the  political, 
ceconomical  or  civil  government ;  and  iliall  have  mod  ex- 
■  prefs  orders  to  render  to  tlie  molt  Serene  Great  Duke  of 
Tufcany  and  the  Duke  of  Parma,  all  the  refpecis  and  mi^ 
litary  honours  that  are  due  to  Sovereigns  in  their  own  do- 
minions. 

XL  The  intent  of  introducing  the  faid  fix  thoufand 
men  of  his  Catholick  Majefty's  troops  and  in  his  pav,  be- 
ing to  fccure  to  the  moft  Serene  Infante  Don  Carlos  the 
immediate  fucceflion  of  the  States  of  Tufcany,  Parma,  and 
Placentia,  his  Catholick  Majefly  promifes,  as  well  for  him- 
felf  as  his  fuccefTors,  that  as  foon  as  the  moil  Serene 
Infante  Don  Carlos  his  Son,  or  fuch  other  who  fhall  fuc- 
ceed  to  his  rights,  fhall  be  the  quiet  pofleffor  of  thofe 
States,  and  in  fafety  from  all  invafion  and  other  Juft 
grounds  of  fear,  he  will  caufe  to  be  withdrawn  from  the 
places  in  thofe  States  the  troops  which  ihall  be  his  own, 
and  not  belonging  to  the  -Infante  Don  Carlos,  or  to  him 
who  fhall  fucceed  to  his  rights,  in  fuch  manner  that  there- 
by the  faid  fucceflion  or  polleflion  may  reit  fccure  and 
exempt  from  all  events. 

XI I.  The  contracting  powers  engage  to  eilabliih,  ac- 
cording to  the  rights  of  fjcccffion  which  have  been  ftipu- 
-lated,  and  to  maniialn  the  mod  Serene  Infante  Don  Carlos, 
lor  him  to  whom  his  rights  fliall  devolve,  in  the  pof- 
feffion  and  enjoyment  of  the  States  of  Tufcany,  Parma, 
and  Placentia,  when  he  lliall  once  be  fettled  there ;  to 
(defend  him  from  all  infult,  againft  any  power  whatfoevcr, 
that  might  intend  to  diiturb  him  ;  decLaring  thcmfelvcs 
■by  this  treaty,  Guarantees  for  ever  of  the  right,  pof- 
feffion,  tranquility,  and  quiet  of  the  moft  Serene  Infante, 
i and  of  his  fuccelfors  to  the   laid  States. 

XIII.  As  to  other  particulars  or  regulations  cdncerning 
the  keeping  up  of  the  faid  garrilbns  once  eftablirned  iit 
the  States  of  Tufcany,  Pamia,  and  Placentia,^  as  it  is  to' 
■be  prefumed  that  his  Catholick  Majefty  and  the  moft  Se- 
rrene  Great  Duke,  and  Duke  of  Parma,  will  fettle  the  fame 
;by  an  agreement  between,  themfclves,  their  Britannick  and 
moft  Chriftian  Majefties  promife,  that  alfoon  as  that 
agrtcment  fliall  be  made,  thcv  will  ratify  anil  guarantee 


ir,  as  well  as  to  Kis  Catholick  Majefly,  as  to  the  mod  Se- 
rene Great  Duke  and  Duke  of  ^arma,  as  if  were  in* 
ferted  word  for  word  in  the  prcfent  treaty. 

XIV.  The  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  Ihall 
be  invited  to  eome  into  the  prefent  treaty  and  articles. 
Such  other  powers  as  Ihall  be  agreed  on,  ihall  likewife 
be  invited, and  admitted  by  concert  into  the  fame  treaty  and 

articles. 

The  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty  Ihall  be  difpatchcd 
within  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooncr,  if  it  can  be 
done,  to  be  reckoned   from  the  day   of  figning  it. 

In  witnefs  whereof.  We  the  underwritten  Minifters 
Plenepotentiaries  of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  of  his  moft 
Chriflian  Majefiiy,  and  of  his  Catholick  Majeily,  by  vir- 
tue of  our  full  powers,  which  have  been  communica' 
ted  to  each  other,  tranfcripts  of  which  fiiall  be  hereto 
annexed,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty,  and  caufed  the 
feals  of  our  arms  to  be  affixed  thereto.  Done  at  Seville, 
the  ninth  day  of  November,  One  thoufand  feven  hundred 
twenty  nine.

Separate  Articles. 

I.  A  LTHOUGH,  conformably  to  the  preliminary 
^f\  articles,  it  is  faid  in  the  fourth  article  of  the 
treaty  figned  this  day,  that  the  commerce  of  the  Englifh 
nation  in  America  Ihould  be  re-eftablifhed  on.  the  foot  of 
the  treaties  and  conventions  antecedent  to  the  year  One 
thoufand  feven  hundred  twenty  five  ;  however,  for  the 
.greater  exaftnefs,  it  is  further  declared  by  the  prcfent  ar- 
ticle between  their  Britannick  and  Catholick  Majefties, 
which  Ihall  have  the  fame  force,  and  be  under  the  fame 
..guaranty  as  the  treaty  figned  this  day,  that  under  that  ge- 
Jieral  denomination  are  conr.prehended  the  treaties  of  peace 
and  of  commerce,  concluded  at  Utrecht  the  tJiirteenth 
*f  July  and  nkith  of  December j  in  the  year  One.  thoufand 
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fevcn  hundred  thirteen,  in  which  are  comprifed  the  treaty 
of  One  thoufand  fix  hundred  fixty  feven,  made  at  Madrid, 
and  the  cedulas  therein  mentioned ;  the  latter  treatv  made 
at  Madrid  the  fourteenth  of  December,  One  thoufand 
feven  hundred  fifteen  ;  as  alfo  the  particular  contract,  com- 
monly called  the  Afiiento,  for  bringing  negro  flaves  into 
the  Spaniili  Indies,  which  was  made  the  twenty  fixth  day 
of  March,  in  the  faid  year  One  thoufand  feven  hundred 
thirteen,  in  confequence  of  the  Twelfth  article  of  the 
treaty  of  Utrecht ;  and  likewife  the  treaty  of  declaration, 
touching  that  of  the  Affiento,  made  the  Twenty  fixth 
of  May,  One  thoufand  fevcn  hundred  fixteen  :  All  which 
treaties  meiitioncd  in  this  article,  with  their  declarations, 
fhall  from  this  diiy  (even  during  the  examination  by  the 
commiiTaries)  be  and  remain  in  their  force,  virtue  and  full 
vigour;  for  the  obfcrvation  of  which  his  Catholick  Majefly 
fliall  caufe  to  be  difpatched  forthwith,  if  they  have  not 
been  difpatched,  the  neceliary  orders  and  cedulas  to  his 
Vice-roys,  Governors,  and  other  Miniliers,  to  whom  it 
fhall  appertain,  as  well  in  Europe  as  in  the  Indies,  to  the 
end  that  without  any  delay  or  interpretation  they  may 
caufe  them  to  be  obferved  and  fulfilled. 

In  like  manner  his  Britannick  Majeily  promifes  and  en- 
o-p.ges  to  publilh  the  neceiTary  orders,  if  any  be  wanting, 
for  re-cfcabliihing  the  commerce  of  the  fubjcdts  of  Spain 
in  all  the  countries  under  his  dominion,  on  the  foot  fpe- 
cificd  by  the  faid  treaties,  and  for  caufnig  them  to  be 
exadly  .obferved  and  fulfilled. 

II.  Confcquently,  all  Hfips,  merchandize  and  efTcfbr.,^ 
which  fli2ll  not  liave  been  tiikcn  or  fcized  on  account  of 
unlawtui  commerce,  and  which  lliall  now  be  proved  by 
authentick  proofs  and  documents,  to  have  been  detained, 
Icizcd,  or  confifcarcd  in  the  ports  of  Spain,  either  in  Eu- 
rope or  in  the  Indies,  and  namely  the  ihip  Prince  Frc- 
deiick  ?:h1  her  cirgo,  if  they  have  not  been  reilorcd  al- 
ready, fhall  be  immediately  rcdorcd,  in  the  fame_  kind  as 
to  tnufe  tiiivigs  wiiieh  fliall  be  found  (till  remaining  in 
that  condition  ;  or  in  default  thereof,  the  jurt  and  true 
value  of  them,  according  to  their  valuation,  w'lich,  it  it 
was  not  made  at  the  time,  fhall  be  regulated  by  the  au- 
thentick informations  which  dic   proprietors  Ihall  exhibit 

to 
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to  the  magiftrates  of  the  places  and  towns  where  the  feizures 
were  made  :  His  Britannick  Majefty  promifing  the  like  on 
his  part^  as  to  all  feizures,  confifcations,  or  detentions, 
which  may  have  been  made  contrary  to  the  tenor  of  the 
faid  treaties  :  Their  faid  Britannick  and  .Gatholick  Ma- 
jcfties  agreeing,  that  with  refpedt  to  the  like  feizures,  con- 
fifcations,  or  detentions  on  either  fide,  the  validity  of 
which  may  not  yet  have  been  fafficiently  made  out,  the 
difcuffion  and  decifion  of  them  Ihail  be  referred  to  the  ex- 
amination of  the  commiffaries,  to  do  therein  according  to 
right  upon  the  foot  of  the  treaties  here  above-mentioned. 

The  prefent  feparatc  articles  fhajl  have  the  fame  force 
as  if  they  were  inferted  word  for  word  in  the  treaty,  con- 
cluded and  figned  this  day.  They  Ihall  be  ratified  in  the 
lame  manner,  and  the  ratifications  of  them  fhall  be  ex- 
changed at  the  fame  time  as  thofe  of  the  faid  treaty. 

In  witnefs  whereof  w^e  the  underwritten  Minifters  Ple- 
riipotentiarics  of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  of  his  moft 
.Chriftian  Majefty,  and  of  his  Catholick  Majefty,  by 
virtue  of  our  full  powers,  have  figned  the  prefent  fepa- 
rate  articles,  and  caufed  the  fcals  of  our  arms  to  be  put 
thereto.  Done  at  Seville  the  ninth  day  of  November, 
One  thoufand  feven   hundred  twenty  nine.

Treaty  of  alliance  and  commerce  between  Great-Britain  and 
the  nation  of  the  Cherrokees  in  America-  Sept,  20, 
1730. 

\.  TT'.ORASMUCH  as  you  Scayagufta  Oukah,  Chief 
X?  of  the  city  of  Taftetfa,  you  Scalilolken  Ketaguftah, 
you  Tathtowe,  you  Clogittah,  you  Kolkannah,  and  you 
Ukwanequa,  were  fent  by  Moytoy  de  Telliquo,  with 
approbation  of  the  whole  nation  of  the  Cherrokees,  in  an 
aflembly  held  at  Nikoflen  the  14th  of  April,  1730,  to 
Sir  AlciXander  Cunsing,  Bart,  in  Great-Britain^  where  you 

h^vc 
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have  fccn  the  great  King  George,  at  whofe  feet  the  faid 
Sir  Alexander  Cuming,  by  the  exprefs  order  of  Moyto}^, 
and  the  whole  nation  of  the  Cherrokees,  has  laid  the 
crown  of  your  nation,  the  ikulls  of  your  enemies,  and  the 
plumes  of  honour,  as  a  mark  of  your  fubmillion  :  The 
King  of  Great-Britain,  who  has  a  tendernefs  for  the 
powerful  and  great  nation  of  the  Cherrokees,  his  good 
children  and  fubjed:s,  has  authorized  us  to  treat  with  you ; 
and  in  this  character  we  confer  with  you,  as  if  the  whole 
nation  of  the  Cherrokees,  its  old  men,  its  young  men, 
its  women  and  children  were  here  prefent :  and  }"ou  ought 
to  look  upon  the  words  which  we  fay  to  you,  as  if  pro- 
nounced from  the  lips  of  the  Great  King  your  Mafter, 
whom  you  have  feen ;  and  w^e  will  conlider  the  words 
which  you  fnall  fp^cak  to  us,  as  the  words  of  your  v.'hole 
nation,  delivered  frankly  and  fincerely  to  the  Great  King. 
Whcreupcrx  we  give  you  four  pieces  of  flrip'd  ferge. 

II.  Hear  therefore  the  words  of  the  Great  King,  whom 
you  have  feen,  and  who  has  commanded  us  to  tell  yoUj^ 
that  the  Englilli  in  all  places,  and  on  both  fides  the  great 
inountains,  and  great  lakes,,  are  his  people  and  children 
whom  he  dearly  loves  ;  that  their  friends  are  his  friends, 
and  their  enemies  his  enemies ;  that  he  is  plcafed  that  the 
great  nation  of  the  Cherrokees  has  fent  you  hither,  to  po- 
liih  the  chain  of  friendfhip  which  is  betwixt  him  and  them, 
betwixt  your  people  and  his  people  ;  that  the  chain  of 
friendfhip  betwixt  him  and  the  Indians  of  the  Cherrokees, 
is  like  the  fun  which  gives  light,  both  here  and  upon  the 
high  mountains  that  they  inhabit,  and  which  warms  the 
hearts  both  of  the  Indians  and  the  Englilli.  A  nd  as  we 
fee  no  fpots  in  the  fun,  fo  there  is  no  ruft  nor  dirt  on  this 
chain  :  and  as  the  Great  King  holds  one  end  of  it  faf- 
tened  to  his  bread,  'tis  his  intention  that  you  fhould  take 
up  the  other  end  of  the  chain,  and  fix  it  to  the  bread  of 
Moytoy  Telliquo,  and  to  thofe  of  your  wife  old^  men, 
your  captains  and  your  people,  in  fuch  manner  that  it  may 
never  be  broke  nor  loofed.  And  hereupon  we  give  )ou 
two  pieces  of  blue  cloth. 

III.  The  Great  King  and  the  Indians  of  the  Cherrokees, 
being  thus  united  by  the  chain  of  friendfhip,  he  has  or- 
dcr'd  his  children,  the    Indi:^ns  of  Carolina,    to  traffick 
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with  tlie  Indians,  and  to  furnilh  them  with  whatever 
commodities  they  want,  and  to ^ build  houfes,  and  fow 
corn  with  fpeed,  all  the  way  from  Charles-Town  to  the 
Cherrokees-Town,  on  the  other  fide  of  the  great  moun- 
tains ;  for  he  would  have  the  Indians  and  the  Englifh  live 
together  like  children  of  one  and  the  fame  family,  whofc 
Great  King  is  their  dear  father :  and  forafmuch  as  the 
Great  King  has  given  his  lands  on  both  fides  the  great 
mountains  to  the  Englilh  his  children,  he  gi'ants  the  In- 
dians of  the  Cherrokees  the  privilege  to  live  where  they 
pleafe.     And  upon  this  we  give  you  a  piece  of  red  cloth. 

IV.  The  great  nation  of  the  Cherrokees  being  at  pre- 
sent the  children  of  the  Great  King  of  Great-Britain,  and 
he  being  their  father,  the  Indians  ought  to  confider  the 
Englilhi  as  brothers,  of  one  and  the  fame  family,  and 
pught  always  to  be  ready  at  the  Governor's  orders  to  fight 
againft  any  nation  whatfoever,  either  Whites  or  Indians, 
that  {hall  moleil  or  attack  the  Englifh.  And  hereupon 
we  give  you  twenty  mufkets. 

V.  The  Cherrokees  nation  fhall  take  care  to  keep  the 
way  of  commerce  clean,  and  that  there  be  no  blood  in  the 
jroad  where  the  Engliih  white  men  travel,  even  though 
j:hey  happen  to  be  accompanied  by  any  other  nation  at  war 
with  the  Cherrokees.  Whereupon  we  give  you  two  hun- 
dred weight  of  gunpowder. 

VI,  That  the  Cherrokees  nation  lliall  not  fufFer  any  of 
its  people  to  traffick  with  any  other  white  men  befides 
the  Englifh,  and  fhall  grant  leave  to  no  other  nation  to 
build  any  fort  or  habitation,  or  to  fow  corn  in  their  country, 
^either  near  any  towns  of  the  Indians,  or  on  the  lands  be- 
longing to  the  Great  King ;  and  if  any  thing  like  it  be 
undertaken,  you  muft  give  advice  of  it  to  the  Engliih 
Governor,  and  adt  as  he  fhall  order  you,  for  maintaining 
the  rights  of  the  Great  King  over  the  lands  of  Carolina. 
Whereupon  we  give  you  five  bundred  weight  of  muiket 
bullets,  and  the  fame  quantity  of  cannon  ball, 

VII,  That  in  cafe  any  negro  flave  runs  away  from  his; 
Engliih.  mailer  into  the  woods,  the  Indians  of  the  Cher-t 
rokees  fhall  do  what  they  can  to  apprehend  him,  an4 
bring  him  back  to  the  plantation  from  whence  he  fled, 
gj  to  the  Governor's  hpufe  ;  and  for  every  negro  which 
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the  Indians  fhall  thus  retake,  they  fliall  have  a  mufisLct, 
and  a  fentincl's  fuit  of  cloaths.  Whereupon  we  give  you 
a  box  full  of  vermilion_,  with  loooo  flints,  and  6  dozen 
of  hatchets. 

VIII.  That  if  an  Englifhman  has  the. misfortune  to  kill 
an  Indian,  the  King  qr  Chief  of  the  Cherrokces  fhall  firft 
of  all  make  his  complaint  to  the  Englifh  Governor,  and 
the  perfon  who  committed  the  murder  ihall  be  puniihcd  . 
according  to  the  laws,  as  much  as  if  he  had  killed  an 
Englifhman,  and  in  like  manner  if  an  Indian  kill  an 
Englilhman ;  the  .gmltV  Indian , fhall  be  delivered  up  to 
the  Governor,  Who  fnall  punifh  him  according  to  the 
Englifh  laws,  and^,as  if  he  was  an  Englifhman.  Where- 
upon we  give  you ,  twelve  dozen  of  clafp-knivcs,  four 
dozen  of  kettles,    and  ten  dozen  of  bells. 

IX.  You  are  to'  know,  that  every  thing  we  have  faid  to 
you  are  the  v/ords  of  the  Great  King  whom  you  have  feen ; 
and  to  Ihew  that  his  heart  is  open  and  fincerc  to  his  chil- 
dren and  friends  the  Cherrokees,  and  their  whole  nation, 
he  pyts  liis  hand  into  this  Bandelier,  which  he  demands 
may  be  received  and  fhewn  to  your  whole  nation,  to  their, 
children  and  Grand-children,  to  confirm  what  has  been 
faid  to  you,  and  to  perpetuate  this  treaty  of  peace  and 
friendfhip  between  the  Englilh  and  the  Cherrokees,  as 
long  as  the  mibuntains  and  rivers  arc. in  being,  and  as  long. 
as  the  fun  fliall  fhine>  Whereupon  wc  give  you  this  Ban- 
delier.

TO  all  to  whom  it  does  or  may  any  way  appertain.  Be 
it  known,  that  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent 
Prince  and  Lord,  Charles  Vl.  Emperor  of  the  Romans,  &c. 
and  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  Potent  Prince  and  Lord, 
George  II.  King  of  Great-Britain,  Frsncc  and  Ireland,  to- 
gether with  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General 
of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Nethetlands,  having  taken 
into  confideration  the  prefent  unfettled  and  perplexed  ftate 
bf  affairs  in  Europe,  ferioufly  bethouglit  thcmfelves  of 
finding  proper  methods,  not  only  to  prevent  thofe^  evils 
Which  muft  naturally  arife  from  the  cavils  and  dlvifions 
that  were  daily  increafing,  but  alfo  to  eftablifti  the  pubiick 
tranquility  upon  a  fure  and  Lifting  foundation,  and  in  as 
eafy  and  fpeedy  a  manner  as  it  was  poffibie :  For  this  end 
their  faid  Majeftics  and  the  faid  States-General,  being  fully 
animated  with  a  fincere  defire  to  promote  fo  wholelome  a 
work,  and  to  bring  it  to  perfection,  judged  it  expedient 
to  agree  among  themifelves  upon  certain  general  conditions, 
which  might  ferve  as  the  bafis  for  reconciling  tbe  ani- 
moiitiesj  and  fettling  the  differences  of  the  chief  Princes 
of  Europe,  \vhich  as  they  are  heightened  among  them- 
felves,  do  greatly  endanger  the  pubiick  tranquility. 

For  which  purpofe,  the  moft  high  Prince  and  Lord, 
Eugene  Prince  of  Savoy  and  Piedmont,  &c.  and  alfo  the 
moft  illuftrious  Lord,  Philip  Lewis,  Hereditary  Treafurcr 
of  the  holy  Ptoman  Empire,  Count  of  Zinzendorf,  &c,  and 
alfo  the  moft  illuftrious  Lord,  Gundacker  Thomas,  Count 
of  the  holy  Roman  EmpirCj  &c.  on  the  part  of  his  Sacred 
Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  ;  and  Thom.as  Pccbinfon, 
Efq;  Minifter  of  his  Majefty  of  Great-Britain  to  his  faid 
Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  -on  the  part  of  bis  Majefty 
of    Great-Britain;     and  on   the  part  of  the   High   and 
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Mighty  States  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands ; 
being  all  furnifhcd  with  full  ]:)o\vers,  after  they  had  held 
conferences  together,  and  exchanged  their  credential  letter 
and  full  powers,  agreed  upon  the  following  articles  and 
condiL'ions. 

I.  That  there  ihall  be  from  this  time  forward,  between 
his  SaCTed  Imperial  Catholick  Majefly,  his  Sacred  Royal 
Majefty  of  Great-Britain,  the  heirs  and  fucceflbrs  of  both, 
snd  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands,  a  firm,  fincerc,  and 
inviolable  friendfliip,  for  the  mutual  advantage  of  the  Pro- 
vinces and  fubjefts  belonging  to  each  of  the  contracting 
powers:  and  that  this  peace  be  fo  eftabliilied,  that  each  of 
the  contrafiiors  ihall  be  obliged  to  defend  the  territories 
and  fubjefts  of  the  others ;  to  maintain  the  peace,  and 
promote  the  advantages  of  the  other  contradlors  as  mAich 
as  tJieir  own  ;  and  to  prevent  and  avert  all  damages  and 
injuries  of  every  kind  whaifoever,  which  might  be  done 
to  them*  For  this  end,  all  the  former  treaties  or  con- 
ventions of  peace,  friendfhip  and  alliance,  fliall  have  their 
Full  effedt,  and  ihall  preft-rve  in  all  and  every  part  their  full 
force  and  virtue,  and  iiiall  even  be  looked  upon  as  re- 
newed and  confirmed  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  treaty,  ex- 
cept only  fuch  artieko,  claufes,  and  conditions,  from 
Vv'hlch  it  IrD^-  been  thought  fit  to  derogate  by  the  pre- 
fent Treat).  And  moreover,  the  laid  contracting  parties 
liave  cxpreily  tn.liged  themfelves,  by  virtue  of  this  pre- 
ft-nr  article,  to  a  mutual  defence,  or  as  it  is  called,  gua- 
vant}'  of  all  the  kingdoms,  Itates,  and  territories,  which 
each  of  them  pofielics,  and  even  of  the  rights  and  im- 
munities each  of  them  enjo\  s,  cr  ought  to  enjoy,  in  fuch 
manner,  that  they  have  mutually  declared  and  promifcd 
to  one  another,  t belt , they  will,  with  iill  their  forces  op- 
pofe  the  enrerpritcj  of  all  and  every  one  who  Ihall  (per- 
haps contrary  to  exjX'datlon)  undertake  to  difturb  any 
of  the  conrradtors,  or  their  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  in  the 
pc;';ccablc  polieflion  of  their  kingdoms,  Itates,  provinces, 
land-?,  rights,  and  inimunities,  which  each  of  the  contract- 
ing parties  ciorh  cr  ougli.t.  lo  enjoy,  at  the  time  of  the 
tonciulio;i  of  tlie  jTrcfer.t  treaty.

II.  Moreover,  as  it  has  been  frequently  remon{!rated  on 
the  part  of  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  that  tl"K 
publick  tranquility  could  not  reign  and  Jaft  long,  and  that 
no   other  fure  way   could  be  found   out  for  maintaining 
the  balance  of  Europe,  than  a  general  defence,  engage- 
ment,   and  eviction,  or  as  they  call  it,  a  guaranty   for  the 
order  of  his  fuccefiion,  as  it  is  fettled  by  the    imperial 
declaration  of  17:3,  and  received  in  the  moil  Serene  Houfc 
of  Auftria  ;  his  Sacred  R.oyal  M?jefty  of  Great-Britain,  and 
the  High    and  Mighty   Lords  the  States  of  the  United 
Provinces  of  the  Netherlands,  moved  thereto  by  their  ar- 
dent deiire  to  fecure  the  publick  tranquility,  and  to  pre- 
ferve  the  balance  of  Europe,    as  alfo  by  a  view  of  the 
terms  agreed  upon  in  the  following  articles,  which  are  ex- 
ceedingly welj  adapted  to  anfwer  both  purpofes,  do,  by 
virtue  of  the  prefent  article,   take  upon  them  the  general 
guaranty  of  the  faid  order  of  fucceffion,  and  oblige  them- 
felves  to  maintain  it  as  often  as  there  Ihall  be  occafion, 
againfl  all  perfons  whatfoever ;  and  confequently  they  pro- 
itiife,  in  the  moft  authentick  and  ftrongeft  manner  that  can 
be,  to  defend,  maintain,  and    (as  it  is   called)    to  gua- 
ranty, with  all  their  forces,  that  order  of  fucceffion  which 
his    Imperial  Majefly  has  declared  and  cftabliihed    by   a 
folemn  ad:  of  the  19th   of  April,    17 13,    in  manner  of  a 
perpetual,  indiviiible,    and  infeparable  feoffment  of  truft, 
in  favour  of  primogeniture,  for  all  his  Majefty's  heirs  of 
both  fexes ;    of  which  ad:  there  is  a  copy  annexed  at  the 
end  of  this  treaty  :  Which  faid  ad:  v/as  readily  and  unani- 
moufly  received  by  the  orders  and  eftates  of  all  the  king- 
doms, archduchies,  principalities^  provinces  and  domains, 
belonging  by  right  of  inheritance  to  ^he  molt  Serene  Houie 
of  Auftria  ;    all  which   have  humbly  and  thankfully  ac- 
knowledged it,  and  tranfcribcd  it  into  their  publick  rcgt- 
fters,  as  having  the  force  of  a  law  and  pragmatick  fanc- 
tion,  which  is  to  fubfift  for  ever  in  full  force.  And  )vhere- 
as  according  to   this  rule    and   order  of  fucceffion,  if  it 
Ihould  pleafe  God  of  his  mercy  to  give  his  Imperial  and 
Catholick  Majefty  iffije  male,    then  the  eldeft  of  his  fons, 
or,  he  being  dead  before,  the  eldeft  Ion's  eldeft  fon  ;  and 
in  cafe  there  be  no  m^ale  iffije^  o-n  hh  Imperial  aad  Ca- 
tholick Majefty's  demife,  the  eldeft  of  his  daughters,  ilie 
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rhoft  Serene  Arcliducliefles  of  Auftria,  by  the  order  and 
right  of  feniority,  which  has  always  been  indiviiibly  pre- 
iferved,  is  to  fuccecd  his  Imperial  Majefty  in  all  his  king- 
doms, pfovinces,  and  domains,  in  the  fame  manner  as  he 
now  polfefies  them :  nor  fhall  they  at  any  time,  upon  any 
account,  or  fbv  any  rcafon  whatever,  be  divided  or  fepa- 
rated  in  favour  of  him,  or  her,  or  them,  who  may  be  of 
the  fecondj  the  third,  or  more  difiant  branch.  And  this 
lame  order  and  indiviiiblc  right  of  feniority  is  to  be  pre- 
lervcd  in  all  events,  and  to  be  obferved  in  all  ages ;  as 
well  in  his  Imperial  Majefty's  male  ifllie,  if  God  grants 
him  any,  as  in  his  Imperial  Majefty's  female  ifllic,  after 
the  extindion  of  the  male  heirs ;  or,  in  fliort,  in  all  cafes 
wherein  the  focceffion  of  the  kingdoms,  provinces,  and 
hereditary  dominions  cf  the  moft  Serene  Houfe  of  Au- 
ftria  lliall  be  called  in  qneftion.  For  this  purpofe,  his 
Majefty  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords 
the  State:;  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Nether- 
lands, promife  and  engage  to  maintain  him,  or  her,  who 
ouolit  to  fucceed  accordinp-  to  the  rule  and  order  above 
let  forth  in  the  kingdoms,  provinceSj  or  domains  of  which 
his  Imperial  Msjefty  is  now  adiually  in  pofteffion  ;  and 
they  engage  to  defend  the  fame  for  ever  againll  all  fiich  as 
fhall  perhaps  prefume  to  difturb  that  poflefiion  in  any 
manner  whatfoevcr; 

III.  And  forafmuch  as  it  hath  been  often  reprcfentcd 
to  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  in  terms  full  of 
friendftiip,  on  the  }')art  of  his  Sacred  Pvoyal  Majefty  of 
Great-Britain j  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  that  there  was  no  furer 
ncr  niore  fpeedy  method  for  cftablifliing  the  publick  tran- 
quilit}-  lo  long  defired,  than  by  rcndtring  the  fucceffion  of 
the  Duchies  of  Tufcany,  Parma,  and  Placcntia,  defigned 
for  the  moft  Serene  the  Infante  Don  Carlos,  }Tt  more  fc'^ 
cure  by  the  immediate  introduclion  of  6000  Spanifli  fol- 
dicrs  into  tlic  ftrong  places  of  thofe  Duchies,  his  faid  Sa- 
trcd  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  defiring  to  promote 
the  paciiic  views  and  intentions  of  his  Britannick  Majefty, 
and  the  High  and  Mighty  States  General  of  the  United 
Netherlands,  will  by  no  means  oppofe  the  peaceable  intro- 
<d«Clion  of  the  faid  6000  Spaniards  into  the  ftrong  placea^ 
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of  the  Duchies  of  Tufcany,  Panna,  and  Placentia,  in  pure 
fiiance  of  the  above-mentioned  engagements  entered  into 
by  his  faid  Britannick  Majefty,  and  by  the  States  General 
And  whereas  to  this  end^  his  Imperial  apd  Cathohck  Ma- 
jelly  judges  the  confent  of  the  empire  necefiary,  he  pro- 
mifes  at  the  fame  that  he  will  ufe  his  utmoft  endeavours  to 
obtain  the  faid  confent^  within  the  fpace  of  two  m.onths, 
or  fooner,  if  poffible.    And  to  obviate  as  readily  as  may  be 
the  evils  which  threaten  the  publick  peace,   his  Imperial 
and  Catholick  Majefty  moreover  promifes,   that  imm.edi? 
ately  after  the  m.utual  exchange  of  the  ratifications,    he 
will  notify  the  confent  vvhich  he^    as  Head  of  the  em- 
pire,  has  given  to  the  faid  peaceable  introduction,   to  the 
Minifter  of  the  Great  Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  to  the  Mi- 
nifler  of  Parma  refiding  at  his  court,    or  wherever  elfe  i^ 
ihall  be  thought  proper,     His  faid  Imperial  and  Catholick 
Majefly   1  ike  wife '  promifes  and  affirm^s,  that  he  is  fo  far 
irorn  any  thought  of  railing,  or  cauling  any  hindrance,  di- 
reffly  or  indiredtl)',  to  the  Spanifh  garrifons  being  admitted 
into  the  places  aforefaid,   that  on  the  contrary  he  v^dll  in- 
terpofe  his  good  offices  and  authority,  for  removing  any  un- 
expeded  obftrudiipn  or  diiriculty  that  may  oppofe  the  faid 
introduction,   and    confequcntly   that  the    6000   Spaniih 
foldiers  may  be  introduced  cjuietly,    and  without  any  de- 
lay in    the  manner  aforeiaid,    into   the   ftrong   places   as 
vv^ell  of  the  Great  Duchy  of  X^fcany,    as  of  the  Duchies 
of  Parma  and  Placentia. 

IV,  That  therefore  all  the  articles  thus  agreed  to,  with 
the  irrevocable  confent  of  the  contrafting  parties,  be  fo 
firmly  and  reciprocally  eftablilhed,  and  fo  entirely  decided, 
that  it  fliall  not  be  lawful  for  the  contracting  parties  to  de- 
viate from  them  iq  any  wife  ;  meaning  as  well  thofe  which 
are  to  be  put  in  execution  without  delay,  and  immediately 
after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications,  as  thofe  which 
oiiglin  to  remain   for  ever  inviolable. 

Vo  Whereas  for  attaining  to  the  end  which  the  con- 
trad:ing  parties  in  this  treaty  propofe  to  themifelves,  it  has 
been  found  necelTary  to  pluck  up  every  root  of  divifion  and 
4iirenfion,  and  therefore  that  the  antient  friendfiiip  which 
pniicd-the  faid  contra<!iting  parties,  may  not  only  be  re- 
|jf  wed^  but  knit  clofer  and  clofer  every  day,   his  Imperial 
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Catholick  Maj^fly  promiies,   and,   by  virtue  of  the  pre- 
fcnt  article,  binds  himfclf  to  caufe  all  commerce  and  na- 
vigation to  the  Eaft-Indies  to  ceafe  immediately  and  for 
ever   in  the   Auflrian  Netherlands,   and  in  all  the  other 
countries  which  in  the  time  of  Charles  11.  Catholick  king 
of  Spain,  were  under  the  dominion  of  Spain ;   and  that  he 
will,  bona  fide,  ad:  infuch  manner,  that  neither  the  Oftend 
company,  nor  any  other,   either  in  the  Auftrian  Nether- 
lands,   or  in  the  countries   which,  as  is  abovefaid,   were 
under  the  dom^inion  of  Spain  in  the  time  of  the  late  Ca- 
tholick King  Charles  II.  fnall  at  any  time  directly  or  indi- 
recily  contravene  this  rule  eflablifhed  for  ever.     Excepting 
that  the  Oitend  Company  may  fend,    for  once  only,    two 
fliips,  which  fnall  fail  from  the  faid  port  to  the  Eaft-Indies, 
and  from  thence  return  to  Oftend,  where  the  faid  Com- 
pany may,  wlicn  they  think  fit,    expofe  the  merchandizes 
fo  brought  from  the  Indies  to  fale.     And  his  Sacred  Royal 
M.ijefty  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  States 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  do  likewife  prcmife  on 
their  part,  and  oblige  themfelves,    to  make  a  new  treaty 
w^ith  his  Imperial  Majefty  without  delay,   concerning  com- 
rnerce  and  the  rule  of  impofts,  commonly  call'd  a  Tariff, 
^s  far  as  relates  to  the  Auitrian  Netherlands,  and  agreeable 
to  the  intention  of  the  26th    article  of  the  treaty,  com- 
monly caird  (by  reafon  of  the  limits  therein  fettled)    the 
Barrier.     And  for  this  purpofe  the  contracting  parties  fhali 
immediately  name  commillioners,    who  Iliall  meet  at  Ant- 
werp  within  the  fpace  of  two  months,    to  be  computed 
trom  the  day   of  iigning  the  prefent  treatv,    to  agree  to- 
gether upon  every  thing  that  regards  the  entire  execution 
of  the  faid  Barrier  treaty,  which  was  concluded  at  Antwerp 
the  V^h  day  of  November,  Anno  17  15,  and  of  the  con- 
vention fincc  figned  at  the  Hague  the  H  day  of  Decem- 
ber,  1 7 1 8  ;    and  particularly   to   conclude  a  new   treaty 
there,  as  has  been  faid,    concerning  commerce,   and  the 
rate  of  impofts,  as  far  as  relates  to  the  Auftrian  Nether- 
lands,   and   according  to  the    intention  of  the   aforcfaid 
26th  article.     'Tis  moreover  agreed,  and  folemnly  ftipu- 
latcd,  that  every  thing  which  it  hath  been  thought  fit  to 
leave  to  the  commiftioners  who  are  to  meet  at  Antwerp, 
ihall  be  brought  to  a  final  ifllie,  with  all  the  juftice  and  in- 
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tcgiity,  as  foon  as  poffible,  and  in  fuch  manner  that  the 
lalt  hand  may  be  put  to  that  woik^  at  leaft  Vydthin  the 
l])ace  of  two  }'ears, 

VI.  As  the  examination  and  difcnfH'on  of  the  other 
points  which  remain  to  be  difcufied^  cither  between  the 
contracting  parties,  or  any  of  their  confederates,  require 
much  more  time  than  can  be  fpared  in  this  critical  fitu- 
ation  of  affairs,  therefore  to  avoid  all  delays  which  might 
be  too  prejudicial  to  the  common  welfare,  'tis  covenanted 
and  agreed  to  declare  mutually,  that  all  the  treaties  and 
conventions  which  any  of  the  faid  contradiing  powers  have 
made  with  other  Princes  and  States,  ihall  fublift  as  they 
now  are,  excepting  only  fo  far  as  they  may  be  contrary  to 
any  the  points  regulated  by  the  prefent  treaty  ;  and  more- 
over, that  all  the  difputes  which  arc  aftually  between, 
the  faid  contrafting  parties,  or  any  of  their  allies,  fhali 
be  amicably  adjufied  as  foon  as  poilible  •  and  in  the  mean 
time  the  contracting  parties  fcall  mutually  endeavour  to 
prevent  any  of  thofe  who  have  differences,  from  having 
recourfe  to  arms  to  fuppcrt  their  pretenfions. 

VII.  To  take  away  all  manner  of  doubt  from  the  fab- 
jefts  of  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  I>ords  the 
States  General,  touching  their  commerce  in  the  kingdom 
of  Sicily,  his  Imperial  and  Catho]ick  Majcfly  has  been, 
pleafed  to  declare,  that  from  this  time  forward,  they  fhall 
be  treated  in  the  lame  manner,  and  upon  the  fame  foot  as 
they  were  or  ought  to  have  been  treated  in  the  time  of 
Charles  II..  King  of  Spain  of  glorious  memory,  and  as 
any  natioji  in  the  ilriftefl  fi-icndHiip  has  been  ufually 
treated. 

VIII.  There  fhall  be  included  in  this  treaty  of  peace, 
all  thofe  who  within  the  fpace  of  fix  months,  after  its  ra-. 
tifications  are  exchanged^  fliall  be  propofed  by  cither  party^ 
and  by  common  confent, 

IX.  This  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  approved  and  ratified 
by  his  Im])erial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  by  his  Sacred 
Royal  Majefly  of  Great-Britain,  and  by  the  High  and 
Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Nether- 
lands, and  the  ratifications  fhall  be  given  and  exchanged 
at  Vienna,  within  .fix  weeks,  to  be  computed  from  the 
i\^y  of  figning, 
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In  wiiiiers  and  confirmation  whereof,  as  well  the  Im- 
perial  commiffi'oners,  in  quality  of  ambafladors  extraordi- 
nary and  plenipotentiaries,  as  the  Minifter  of  the  King  of 
Great-Brittin,  equally  furniflied  with  full  powers,  have 
fio-ned  this  treaty  with  their  own  hands,  and  fealed  it  with 
their  feals.  Done  at  Vienna  in  Aiiftria,  the  i6th  day  of 
March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,   1731.

f~W^  HOUGH  by  the  firft  article  of  the  treaty  con- 
\  eluded  this  day  between  his  Imperial  and  Catholick 
Jlajefty,  his  Sacred  Royal  Ivlajefly  of  Great-Britain,  and 
the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of 
the  Netherlands,  the  contracting  parties  did  mutually 
promife,  amopg  other  things,  that  they  would  with  all 
their  fprces  oppofe  the  enterprizes  of  any  perfcn  or  perfons 
who  Hiould  (perhaps  contrary  to  expectation)  offer  to  give 
dillurbance  to  any  of  the  contracting  parties,  their  heirs 
or  fuccelibrs,  in  the  peaceable  poileilion  of  their  king- 
doms, dominions,  provinces,  countries,  rights  or  immu- 
nities, which  each  qf  the  contractors  "doth  or  ought  to 
enjoy  at  the  time  of  the  conclufion  of  the  prefent  treaty  ; 
the  fiid  contrad'ing  parties  have  ncverthclefs  agreed  among 
'themfelves,  by  virtue  of  the  prefent  feparate  article,  Thar 
if  it  faould  happen,  perhaps  in  procefs  of  time,  that  the 
Turks  Ihonld  orfer  to  ditlurb  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholick. Majcfty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflbrs, '  in  the  quiet  pof- 
femoii  cf  the  kingdoms,  dominions,  provinces,  countries, 
rights  or  immunities,  which  his  Imperial  Majclty  adtually 
doth,  or  ought  to  enjoy,  the  guaranties  flipulated  in  the

'^hii  fcMrate  article  JJjall  have  tbe  fame  force,  &c. 
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DECLAPvATION  concerning  the  Spaniih  garrifons, 
which  are  to  he  introduced  into  the  Jtrong  places  of  Tiif^ 
cany,    Parma,  and  Placeiuia. 

Y~?'  Orafmuch  as  his  Sacred  Imperial  Catholick  Majelly 
^  was  defiroLis  to  have  all  manner  of  fecurity,  before  he 
would  conient  on  his  part  to  the  third  article  of  the.  treaty 
concluded  this  day,  which  regulates  the  immediate  intro- 
duction of  the  Spanhh  garrifons  into  the  ftrong  places  of 
Tufcanv,  Parma  and  Placentia,  agreeably  to  the  real  views, 
and  intentions  contained  in  the  promifes  m.ade  and  figned 
in  the  treaty  of  Seville,  pardy  on  the  9th,  and  partly  on 
the  2 ill  day  of  November,  Anno  1729;  his  Sacred  Royal 
Majefty  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords 
the  States  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  have  not 
only  exhibited  thofe  promifes,  bona  fide,  as  they  are  here 
fubjoined,  to  his  Sacred,  Imperial,  and  Catholick  Majefty, 
but  morco\cr  they  have  not  hefitated  to  affirm  in  the 
ftrongeli  manner,  that  when  they  agreed  to  introduce  the 
Spanifh  garrifons  into  the  ftrong  places  of  Tulcany,  Parma 
and  Placentia,  they  had  no  intention  to  depart  in  the  leaft 
from  thofe  things  which  had  been  fettled  by  the  fifth  article 
of  the  quadruple  alliance,  concluded  at  London  •— p-7^  J^  7 1 8, 

either  with  regard  to  the  rights  of  his  Imperial  Majefty, 
and  the  empire,  or  to  the  lecurity  of  the  kingdoms  and 
ftates,  v^  hich  his  Imperial  Majefty  adtually  poflefleth  in 
Italy,  or  laftly  to  the  prefervation  of  the  quiet  and  dig- 
nity of  thofe  who  were  then  the  lawful  polieffors  of  thofe 
Duchies.  For  this  purpofe  his  Royal  Majefty  of  Great-Bri- 
tain and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Netherlands  have  declared,  and  do  declare,  that 
they  are  entirely  difpofed,  and  ready  to  give  his  Imperial 
and  Catholick  Majefty,  as  they  do  by  thefe  prefents,  all 
the  ftrong  and  folemn  promifes,  evidtions,  or,  as  they 
are  caM'd,  guaranties  that  can  be  defired,  as  v.'ell  in  relation 
to  the  points  above-mentioned,  as  in  relation  to  all  the 
dther  points  ftill  contained  in  the  faid  fifth  article  of  the 
treaty  called  quadruple. 

Xhis  prefent  declaration  JJoall  have  the  fame  force,  i^c. 
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DECLAPvATION  concerning  the  Succejfion  of  Parma. 

IT  being  apprehended  that  the  unexpe<5ted  death  of  the 
late  moll:  Serene  Prince,  Anthony  Farnefe,  in  his  life- 
time Duke  of  Parma  and  Placentia,  might  m  fome  fort 
retard  or  obftrucl  the  concluiion  of  this  treaty,  it  having 
happened  at  the  very  time  when  it  was  upon  the  point  of 
being  concluded ;  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  doth 
by  virtue  of  this  prefent  aft,  declare  and  engage,  that  in 
cafe  the  hopes  of  the  pregnancy  of  the  moft  Serene  Duchefs 
Dowager,  wife  of  the  faid  moll  Serene  Duke  Anthony 
whilft  he  lived,  do  not  prove  abortive,  and  the  faid  Duchefs 
Dowager  fhould  bring  a  man-child  into  the  world,  all  that 
has  been  regulated,  as  well  by  the  third  article  of  the  treaty 
concluded  this  day,  as  by  the  aft  of  declaration  above  re- 
cited, fhall  Cake  place,  as  much  as  if  the  unforefeen  death 
ot  the  Duke  had  not  happened :  but  that  if  the  hopes 
conceived  of  the  pregnancy  of  the  faid  Duchefs  Dowager 
fhould  vanilh,  or  fhe  Ihould  bring  a  pofthumous  daughter 
into  the  world,  then  his  faid  Imperial  Majefty  declares,  and 
binds  himfelf,  that  inftead  of  introducing  the  Spaniih  fol- 
diers  into  the  ftrong  pldces  of  Parma  and  Placentia,  the 
moft  Serene  Infante  of  Spain,  Don  Carlos,  fhall  be  put 
into  the  poffefi]on  of  the  faid  Duchies,  in  the  fame  manner 
as  was  agreed  upon  with  the  court  of  Spain,  by  confent  of 
the  empire,  and  purfuant  to  the  letters  of  eventual  invefti- 
turc,  the  tenor  of  which  fhall  be  looked  upon  as  repeated 
and  confirmed  in  all  its  articles^  claiifes  and  conditions ; 
in  fuch  manner  notwithftanding,  that  the  faid  Infante  of 
Spain,  as  alfo  the  court  of  Spain,  fhail  firft  of  all  fulfil 
the  former  treaties,  wherein  the  Emperor  is  a  contrafting 
party  with  the  confent  of  the  empire.  And  whereas  upon 
the  dcceafc  of  the  faid  Duke  Anthony  Farnefe,  the  Impe- 
rial troops  were  not  put  into  the  ftrong  places  of  Parma 
and  Placentia,  with  a  view  to  Ifindcr  the  eventual  fuc- 
cCiTion,  as  it  w;.s  fecured  to  the  moft  Serene  Intante  Don 
Carlos  by  the  treaty  of  London,  commonly  called  the 
Quadruple  Alliance,  but  only  to  prevent  any  cnterprize 
which  might  have  difturb^d  the  tranquility  of  Italy  ;  his 
Sacred  imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty  perceiving,  that 
by  the  treaty  concluded  this  day,   the  publick  tjrapqjiliry 
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is  reftored  and  confirmed  as  far  as  poffible,  he  doth  again 
declare,  that  in  putting  his  troops  into  the  ftrong  places 
of  Parma  and  Placentia,  he  had  no  other  intention  than 
to  fupport  as  far  as  lay  in  his  power,  the  lucceffion  of 
the  moft  Serene  Infante  Don  Carlos,  as  it  is  fecured  to 
the  faid  Infante  by  the  faid  treaty  of  London :  and  that 
very  far  from  oppofing  the  faid  fuccefiion,  in  cafe  the  male 
branch  of  the  houfe  of  Farnefe  fhould  be  utterly  extindl ; 
or  from  oppofing  the  introduction  of  the  Spanilh  garrifons, 
if  the  Duchefs  Dowager  Ihould  happen  to  bring  a  poft- 
humous  fon  into  the  world,  his  Imperial  Majefiy  doth  on 
the  contrary  declare  and  promife,  that  the  faid  forces  Ihall 
by  his  exprefs  orders  be  withdrawn,  either  that  the  faid 
Infante  Don  Carlos  may  be  put  into  pofleffion  of  the  faid 
Duchies,  according  to  the  tenour  of  the  letters  of  eventual 
inveftiture,  or  that  the  Spanifh  garrifons  may  be  introduced 
peaceably,  and  without  any  refiftance  whatever  ;  which  faid 
gairifons  are  to  ferve  for  no  other  ufe  than  to  fecure  the  ex- 
ecution of  the  promife  made  to  him,  in  cafe  the  male 
branch  of  the  Houfe  of  Farnefe  Ihould  be  utterly  extind:.

DECLAPvATION  ftgned  by  the  Minifiers  of  the 
King  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General^ 
by  virtus  of  their  full  powers. 

WHEREAS  among  feveral  articles  agreed  upon  In 
the  treaty  of  Seville,  on  the  9th  and  2 1  il  day  of 
November  1729,  in  favour  of  the  Great  Duke  of  Tuf- 
cany,  as  well  as  of  the  Duchies  of  Parma  and  Pla- 
centia, it  was  likewife  provided,  that  as  foon  as  the  moft 
Serene  Infante  of  Spain,  Don  Carlos,  or  the  Prince  to 
whom  his  rights  may  devolve,  fhould  be  in  peaceable  pof- 
feffion  of  the  fucceflion  defigned  for  him,  and  fecure  from 
•  any  infults  of  enemies,  and  againft  any  juft  caufe  of  fear,^ 
then  his  Royal  Catholick  Majefty  Ihould  prefently  give 
orders  for  withdrawing  his  own  troops  out  of  the  faid 
Duchies,  but  not  thofe  belonging  to  the  Infante  Don 
Carlos,  or  to  the  Prince  upon  whom,  as  above-mentioned, 
his  rights  m*ay  devolve. 

The 
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The  under-written  Miniflers  of  the  King  of  Grcat-Bri- 
t^ln,  and  the  Lords  the  States  General,  do,  by  virtue  of 
this  prefcnt  inftrument,  declare,  that  as  his  faid  R.oyal 
Majeily  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  High  and  Mighty 
Lords  the  Sratcs  General  of  the  United  Netherlands,  are 
always  accuilomed  to  fulfil  what  they  have  promifed,  fo 
'tis  Hill  their  meaning  and  intention,  that  in  the  cafes 
aforeiaid,  the  Spiiiiirli  troops  fhall  be  immediately  with- 
drawn from  the  Duchies  of  Tufcany,  Parma  and  Pla- 
ccnria. 

^bis  Declaration  is  to  he  kept  fecret^  hut   is  ncvertbekfs 
to  he  of  the  fame  force^  &c. 

Separate  Article. 
HERE  AS  the  treaty  concluded  this  day  between 
his    Impel ial   Cathollck   Majelty,  his  Britannick 
I^':aj.:iiy,   and  the  High  and  Mighty  Lords  the  States  Ge- 
neral of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Netherlands,    could 
RL^L  be  fubfcribed  or   figned  by  the  Miniiler  of  the  faid 
Str  "es  General  reiiding  at  the  Lnperial  Court ;    becaufe 
according  to  the  cufloin  of  the  republick,    and  the  form 
of  its  governm.eRt,  the  full  powers  could  not  be  difpatched 
to  the  faid  Minlller  fo  fcon  as  was  neceilliry  ;    it  is  agreed 
b:tvvcc::  his  iii.perial  Majefty  and  his   Ro)al  Maiefly  of 
Crcct-Bilcaln,  that  the  faid  Stares  General  (there  being  fe- 
veral  coiiditions  in  tlie  faid  trQat)-,    wherein  they  are  ])arti- 
cularly  concerned)  fnall  be  held  and  repa.td  as  a  principal 
contra5;ing  party,  according  as  they  arc  alio  named  in  the 
faid  treaty,    in  firm  hope   and  confidence  that  they  would 
accede  to  it,  as  loon  as  the  ufual  form  of  their  e;overnmcni 
would  admit  of  it.     And  becaufe  the  zeal  which  that  re- 
publick manifclls  for  cllablilhing  and  fccuring  the  publick 
tranquility,  leaves  their  faid  Majeflics  no  room  to  doubt, 
that  the  faid  Rquiblick  is  delirous  of  becoming,  as  foon  as 
may  be,  a  principal  contracting  party  in  the  faid  treat)',  to 
the  end  fhc  may  partake  of  the  advanugcs  therein  fllpu- 
lated  for  her;   both    their  Majefties  will   therefore  unite 
their  endeavours,  that  this   treaty  may  be  fign.ed  at  the 
Hague  on  the  part  of  the  faid  States  General,  within  the

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it  appeared  neceffary  both  to  his  Imperial,  and  to  his  P«.cya4

the  prefent  treaty,  and  for  completing  the  publick  tran- 
quility, that  the  faid  States  General  Ihould  enter  into  a 
part  and  partnerihip  of  the  faid  conventions.

A  Declaration  concerning  Eaft  i^riefland, 

TH  E  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the 
Netherlands,  having  upon  feveral  occafions  aflured 
his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  that  how  much  foever 
they  are  interelled  in  the  re-ellablifhment  and  prefervatioii 
of  the  peace  in  their  neighbourhood,  and  by  confequence 
that  of  the  province  of  Eail  Friefland,  it  was  never  their 
intention  to  prejudice  in  the  leaft  the  dependence  of  the 
faid  province  of  Ealt  Friefland,  upon  the  Emperor  and 
the  Empire ;  his  faid  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty, 
to  give  the  States  a  frefli  proof  of  his  defire  to  oblige  them 
as  far  as  is  confiftent  with  juftice,  has  been  pleafed  to  ex- 
plain to  them  his  true  fentiments  on  that  affair,  and  by  that 
means  to  recover  them  from  the  fears  they  feem  to  have  re- 
ceived. In  order  to  this,  no  hefitation  has  been  made  to 
declare  to  them  on  his  part  by  the  prefent  ad;,  that  his  in- 
tention always  was  and  flill  is. 

I.  That  an  amnefty  which  he  has  moft  gracloufly  grant- 
ed to  thofe  of  Embden  and  their  adherents,  iliali  have  its 
entire  effed: ;  and  therefore  that  the  feveral  pains  and  pe- 
nalties pronounced  againft  thofe  of  Embden  and  their  ad- 
herents, upon  the  fcore  of  then-  renitency  (reiiilance) 
fliall  not  be  put  in  execution.  And  as  for  thofe  of  them 
which  have  adiually  been  executed  lince  the  moft  gracious 
acceptance  of  the  fubmiffion  made  by  the  people  of  Emb- 
den and  their  adherents,  the  whole  fliall  be  reftored  upon' 
the  foot  it  flood  before  ■  the  faid  fubmiiiion  was  accepted, 
that  is  to  fay  before  the  third  of  May,  1729,  faving  what 
is  hereafter  mentioned  of  an  agreement  to  indemnify  thofe 
for  their  loffesy  who  were  plundered  during  the  late  troubles. 

IL  His  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majeity,  having  ^y  his 
refolution  of  the  J2th  of  Sept.  1729,  moft  gracloufly  per- 
mitted thofe  of  the  to'vvn   of  Emben^   and   their   acihe-. 
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rents,  to  draw  up  a  frefli  account  of  their  grievances,  of 
matters  wherein  they  thought  themfelves  aggrieved  by  the 
decrees  of  1721,  and  the  years  following,  concerning  the 
ground  of  the  affairs  upon  which  they  differed  with  the 
prince  ;  and  the  faid  grievances  having  been  afterwards 
exhibited  to  the  Imperial  Aulick  council,  with  all  fub- 
miffion,  the  of  November  the  fame  year,  his  faid 

Majefty  has^already  ordained  by  his  moft  gracious  refo- 
lution  of  jEhe  3  iff  of  Auguft,  that  thofe  grievances  Ihould 
be  exa>iiined  as  foon  as  poffible.     And  as  it  has  been  often 
decided,  it  has  been  and  ftill  is  his  conftant  delire,  that 
they  iliould  be  determined  and  decided  with  all  the  juftice 
and  difpatch  that  is  poflible,    according  to  the  agreements, 
conventions  and  decifions,   which  make  the  particular  law 
of  the  province  of  Eaft  Friefland,    and  which  are  referred  ^ 
to  in  the  Prince's  reverfal  letters,  paffed  and  fworn  to  at 
his  acceffion  to  the  regency  :  Provided  neverthelefs,   that 
under  the  denomination  of  thofe  agreements,  conventions, 
and  decilions,   none  be  comprehended  which  were  abro- 
gated and  annulled  by  his  Imperial  Majefty's  auguft  prede- 
cessors in  the  empire,  or  which  ffrikc  at  the  fupreme  rights 
of  the  Emperor  and  the  Empire  over  the  province  of  Eaft 
Friefland.     And  his  ImjK'rial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  as  a 
farther  proof  of  his  moil  gracious  intention  to  cut  as  fhort 
as  jufiice  will  admit  Inm,  the  examination  of  the  grievances 
of  the  people  of  Embden,  and  their  adherents,    has  al- 
ready ordained  by  his  rcfolution  of  the  31ft  of  Auguft  laft 
year,  that  as  foon  as  the-  account  thereof  is  delivered  to 
thofe  who  are  pro]")crly  to  take  cognizance  of  the  fame,  ac- 
cording to  the  tcnour  of  the  refolution  above-mentioned, 
they  Ihall  anfwer  it  very  foon,   and  once   for  all  ;  after 
which  his  Imperial  Majefty,  with  the  advice  of  his  Impe- 
rial Auiick  council,    will  redrefs'  every  complaint,   article 
by  article,  which  ftiall  appear  to  be  grounded  on  the  agree- 
ments above-mentioned. 

HI.  It  having  been  already  ordained,  purfuant  to  his 
Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty's  laft  refolution  of  the  31ft 
of  Auguft,  1730,  that  the  people  of  the  town  of  Embden, 
and  their  adherents,  ought  to  be  admitted  into  the  af- 
fembly  of  the  States,  which  is  to  be  called  together  to 
deliberate  freely  upon  the  aftairs  that  f.c  before  them  ;  h/is 
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Imperial  and  Catholick  Majcfty,  will  take  care,  that  this 
refolution  Ihall  have  its  entire  effedt,  and  that  none  of 
thofe  who  have  a  right  to  aflift  therein  be  excluded,  con- 
trary to  the  tenor  of  it. 

IV.  As  to  the  indemnification,  his  Imperial  Majelly 
thinks  it  proper,  that  an  account  be  taken  of  the  da- 
mages, which  according  to  the  tenour  of  the  amnelty  pub- 
liflied  the  in  the  year  1728,  and  of  the  refolution 
of  rfie  1 2th  of  September,  1729,  ought  to  be  made  good 
by  the  Renitents ;  and  that  the  faid  account  be  commu- 
nicated to  them,  that  they  may  make  their  objed:ions : 
after  which  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majelly  will  caufe 
the  difference  to  be  amicably  adjufted,  or  on  failure  of 
an  accommodation,  will,  with  the  utmoit  equity,  fix  the 
fum  which  Ihall  be  required  to  make  good  the  damages 
fuHained. 

V.  His  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majelly  perlifls  in  the 
intention  he  always  had  to  take  particular  care  of  the 
payment  of  the  interelt  of  the  fums  which  the  States  of 
Eaft  Friefiand,  and  of  the  town  of  Embden,  have  bor- 
rowed of  the  fubjedts  of  the  United  Provinces,  as  alfo  of 
the  reimburfement  of  the  capital,  according  to  the  en- 
gagements entered  into  on  that   account.

TO  all  and  every  one  whom  it  doth  or  may  concern. 
Be  it  known.  That  different  troubles  having  arifen, 
which  feemed  even  to  threaten  the  publick  tranquility, 
about  the  introdud:ion  of  the  Spanifti  garrifons  into  the 
llrong  places  of  Tufcany,  Parma  and  Placentia,  which 
his  Catholick  Majefly  thinks  it  proper  to  guard  with  his 
own  troops  iniiead  of  Neutral,  v/hich  were  to  have  been 
there,  purfuant  to  what  had  been  agreed  upon  in  the  treaty 
of  the  Quadruple  Alliance:  In  confequenc^  whereof,  his 
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Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefly^  and  his  Majefly  the  King 
of  Grear-BritauT,  to  prevent  the  evils  which  might  rcfult 
therefrom,  did  formerly  come  to  an  agreem.enf:  by  the  third 
article  of  the  treaty,  concluded  and  figncd  at  Vienna  the 
1 6th  of  March  this  prefcnt  year,  and  by  two  declarations 
thereunto  annexed. 

Novv^  the  laid  article,  and  the  declarations  thereon  de- 
pending, having  been  communicated  to  his  Maieft\'  the 
Catholick  King,  according  to  his  defirc,  and  he  having 
likewife  fcen  that  the  faid  article  and  declarations  tended 
only  to  render  more  fecurc  to  the  Serene  Infante  Don  Car- 
los his  Son,  the  eventual  fuccefaon  to  the  Duchies  of  Tuf- 
cany,  Parma  and  Placentia  :  In  ihort,  his  faid  Catholick 
Majefly  perceiving  that  the  engagements  entered  into  be- 
tween him  and  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  as- 
they  had  been  communicated  to  his  imperial  and  Catholick 
Majefly,  and  explained  in  the  aforefaid  declarations  were 
entirely  performed,  he  would  not  be  wanting  on  his  party 
to  do  every  thing  in  his  power  to  eftablilli  the  publicfc 
tranquility  on  a  flirer  foot. 

To  this  end,  on  the  part  of  lils  Sacred  Imperial  and 
Catholick  Majefly,  the  mofi  High  Prince  and  Lord,  Eu- 
gene, Prince  of  Piedmont  and  Savoy,  ad:ual  Privy  Coun- 
Icllor  to  his  faid  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefly,  Prefident 
of  the  Aulick  Council  of  the  Netherlands,  and  his  Lieu- 
tenant General,  Major  General  of  the  Holy  Roman  Em- 
pire, and  his  Vicar  General  in  all  the  kingdoms  and  Hates 
of  Italy,  Colonel  of  a  regiment  of  dragoons,  and  Knight 
of  the  Golden  Fleece:  and  ;ilfa  the  moft  illuflrious  and 
mofl  excellent  Lord,  Philip  Lewis,  Hereditary  Trcafurer 
of  the  Lloly  Pxoman  Empire,  Count  of  Zlnzendorf,  Free 
Baron  of  Ernflbrunn,  Lord  of  the  lands  of  Gfol,  the 
upper  Selowitz,  Porliz,  Sabor,  Mulzig,  Lots,  Zaan  and 
Droflian,  Burgravc  of  ileincck,  Hereditary  Maflcrofthc 
Horfc,  Great  Cupbearer  in  L^ppcr  and  Lower  Auftria  on 
this  fide  Ens,  Knight  of  the  Golden  Tlccce,  Chamber- 
lain to  his  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefly,  aitual  Privy

.on  the  part  of  his  Majelty  the  Catholick  King,  the  moil: 
illuftrious  and  moft  excellent  Lord  James  Francis  Fitz- 
James,  Duke  of  Liria  and  Xerica,  Grandee  of  Spain  of 
the  firft  clafs.  Knight  of  the  Golden  Fleece,  of  St,  Andrew 
and  St.  Alexander  of  Ruffia,  Alcalde-Major,  firft  and  per- 
petual Governor  of  the  town  of  St.  Philip,  Chamberlain 
to  his  Majefty  the  Catholick  King,  Colonel,  and  his  Mi- 
nifter  Piienipotentiary  to  his  faid  Imperial  and  Catholick 
Majefty.  Laftly,  on  the  part  of  his  Majefty  the  King  of 
Great-Britain,  Thomas  Robinfon,  Efq;  Member  of  the 
parliament  of  Great-Britain,  and  his^  Minifter  to  his  faid 
Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty.  All  which  Minifters  fur- 
niflied  with  full  power,  after  having  confen-cd  among 
themfelves,  and  exchanged  their  faid  full  powers,  have 
agreed  upon  the  articles  and  conditions  following. 

-I,  His  facred  Majefty  the  Catholick  King  having  ma- 
turely examined  the  third  article  of  the  treaty  concluded 
the  6th  of  March  the  prefent  year,  having  bkewife  ma- 
turely examined  the  declarations  mentioned  above,  which 
article  and  two  declarations  are  on  the  point  of  being  ex- 
ecuted, he  has  declar^  that  he  not  only  defires  nothing 
more,  but  that  he  entirely  acquiefces  therewith.  And  in 
order  to  remove  a]l  occafion  of  doubt  or  difpute,  his  faid 
Majefty  has  given  aflurances,  that  he  confents  and  is  ready 
to  do  his  part,  immediately  towards  renewing  and  confirm- 
ing, in  all  their  articles,  claufes,  and  conditions,  as  well 
the  treaty  of  London,  commonly  called  the  Quadruple  Al- 
liance, concluded  the  fecond  of  Auguft,  1718,  as  the

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peace  of  Vienna  in  Auflria,  iigncd  the  feventli  of  June, 
1725,  between  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catholick  Ma- 
jeftv,  and  the  Holy  Roman  Empire  on  the  one  part,  and 
his  faid  Sacred  Majefl}'  the  Catholick  King  on  the  other 
part,  excepting  only  with  regard  to  what  is  mentioned  in 
the  above-mentioned  article  and  declarations,  concerning 
the  change  of  the  neutral  garrifons  into  Spaniili  g'arrifons; 
which  article,  and  declarations,  have  been  approved'  b)'' 
their  faid  Majeflies,  and  again  corroborated  by  the  prcfent 
treat}^  For  this  end  his  Sacred  Majefly'the  Catholick 
King  has  declared,  as  he  does  declare  by  virtue  of  tins 
prefent  article,  that  the  treaties  above-named  fhall  be  decm.- 
cd  to  be  fully  renewed  and  confirmed  again,  in  the  famie 
manner  as  they  are  by  the  prefent  article  renevi'ed,  and  again 
confirmed  :  And  his  Majefty  the  Catholick  King  promifes, 
as  well  for  himfelf  as  for  his  heirs  and  fucceiTors,  and  in  par- 
ticular for  him  of  his  male-heirs  who  is  to  enter  into  the  pof- 
felnon  of  the  aforefaid  Duchies  of  Tufcan)-',  Parma  and  Pla- 
centia,  by  right  of  fucceflion,  by  virtue  of  the  faid  treatle*, 
and  according  to  the  tenor'  of  the  letters  of  eventual  ih- 
veftiture,  expedited  the  9th  of  December  1723,  in  cafe  the 
male  line  of  the'  families  of  Medicis  and  Farnefe  lliould 
happen  to  be  intirely  extindt ;  or  laflly,  for  hiiti  to  whofn 
that  fucceffion  fliail  devolve  hereafter.

II-  His-  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majc(|:y,  and 
his  Sacred  Majefly  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  do  llkevvife 
promife  on  their  fide,  and  bind  themfelves  to  "his  Sacred 
Majefly  the  Catholick  King,  his  heirs  and  fucccfTors,  that 
in  favour  to  the  male  line  of  the  prefent  Queen  of  Spain, 
the  f^iid  male  line  having  been  called  to  the  fucceffion  of 
the  Duchies  of  Tufcany,-  Parma  and  Placcntia,  by  virtue  of 
the  treaties  above-named,  and  according  to  the  tenor  of  the 
letters  of  eventual  inveftiture,  they  will  entirely  accomplifli 
all  that  is  fettled  in  the  faid  third  article  of  the  treaty,  con- 
cluded the  1 6th  of  March  the  prefent  year,  and  in  the  two 
jrieclarations  mtntioncd  as  above;   all  in  like  manner,   as 
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his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catholick  Majefty,  and  his  Sacred 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain ,  confenting  to  renew  the 
faid  treaty  of  Quadruple  Alliance  ;  and  his  Sacred  Imperial 
and  Catholick  Mfijelty  confenting  alfo  to  renew  the  peace 
of  the  7th  of  June  1725,  concluded  between  his  faid 
Majefly,  and  the  Holy  Roman  Empire  on  the  one  part, 
and  his  Sacred  Majefly  the  Catholick  King  on  the  other 
part^  Their  faid  Majcfties  promife  and  engage  for  them- 
felveSj  their  heirs  and  fucceiibrs,  faithfully  to  perform  in 
favour  of  his  Majefly  the  Catholick  King,  his  heirs  and 
fucceflors,  sU  that  they  have  engaged  to  do  by  virtue  of 
their  confent  to  renew,  viz,  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Ca- 
tholick Majefly  every  thing  contained,  as  well  in  the 
Quadruple  Alliance,  as  in  the  faid  treaty  of  peace  con- 
cluded the  feventh  of  June,  1725,  and  his  Sacred  Majefly 
the  King  of  Great-Britain,  every  thing  which  he  is  en- 
gaged to  do  by  the  treaty  of  Quadruple  Alliance. 

III.  Every  thing  which  has  hitherto  been  fettled  by 
the  common  and  unalterable  confent  of  the  contracting 
parties,  whether  in  relation  only  to  the  introdu<ftion  of  the 
Spanilh  troops,  or  to  the  introdud:ion  of  the  Serene  In^ 
fante  of  Spain  Don  Carlos,  into  the  Duchies  of  P^rma  and 
Placentia,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  treaty  of  Quadruple 
Alliance,  is  to  ferve  as  a  rule  in  cafe  the  vacancy  remain  ; 
in  fuch  manner,  however,  that  in  this  lafl  cafe,  the  faid 
Serene  Infante  of  Spain  Don  Carlos,  or  he  who  according 
to  the  fifth  article  of  the  Quadruple  Alliance,  fhall  be  called 
to  that  eventual  fuccefEon  after  him,  may  and  ought  to 
enter  inte  pofTeflion  of  thofe  Duchies,  precifely  in  the  man- 
ner exprefted  in  the  leters  of  eventual  inveflitqre,  difpatch^ 
ed  the  9th  of  December,   1723. 

IV.  Forafmuch  as  care  has  been  taken  to  communicate 
long  fince,  and  at  different  times,  to  the  Serei.e  Princes 
the  Great  Duke  of  Tufcany,  and  the  Duke  of  Parma 
and  Placentia,  who  were  tlien  both  living,  every  thing 
that  had  been  regulated  by  the  5th  article  of  the  quadruple 
alliance,  in  favour  of  the  Serene  Infante  of  Spain,  Don 
Carlos,  or  in  favour  of  thofe  who  fucceed  to  his  rights, 
purfuant  to  the  treaties  above-mentioned,  together  with 
the  fore-mentioned  engagements  between  his  Sacred  Ma- 
jefly the  Q  atholick  King  and  his  Sacred  Majefly  the  King 
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t>f  'Great-Britain :  moreover,  the  above-mentioned  third 
article  of  the  treaty  concluded  at  Vienna  the  j  6th  of  March 
this  year,  and  the  two  declarations  thereto  annexed,  hav- 
inc^  likewife  been  communicated  to  the  Great  Duke  of , 
Tufcany's  Minifter,  and  to  the  Minifter  of  Parma,  both 
refiding  at  the  Imperial  Court ;  and  becaufe  there  is  no- 
thing moie  capable  of  fecuring  the  publick  tranquility,  than 
to  lemDve  at  once  all  the  obflacles  and  all  the  difficulties 
which  might  be  flarted,  and  retard  the  execution  of  what 
has  been  agreed  upon  between  the  contracting  parties  :  for 
thefe  reafons,  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catholitk  Majefty, 
and  his  Sacred  Majefly  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  have 
■p;cmlfed  and  obliged  themfelves,  each  for  himfelf,  bon^ 
tide,  to  try  all  manner  of  ways,  as  foon  as  the  prefent 
treaty  fliall  be  figned,  to  engage  alfo  the  Serene  Duke  of 
Tufcany  to  confent  forthwith,  not  only  to  the  introduction 
of  Spanilh  troops  fo  often  mentioned,  but  alfo  to  whatever 
•has  been  formerly  regulated  in  favour  of  the  male  line  of 
the  prefent  Queen  of  Spain,  by  the  treaties,  conventions, 
and  declarations  above  cited  ;  in  fuch  manner,  however, 
that  all  that  is  above-mentioned  Ihall  not  take  place  till 
after  the  mutual  exchange  of  the  ratifications,  even  though 
the  Great  Duke  of  Tulcany  lliould  give  his  confent  to  it 
fooner. 

V.  Furthermojrc,  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catholiek 
Majefty,  and  his  Sacred  Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain 
declare,  that  they  delire  nothing  more  than  to  fee  the  Serene 
Great  Duke  of  Tufcany  acr[uiefce  with  every  thing  that 
has  been  fettled  in  the  treaties  above-mentioned,  for  the 
prefervation  of  his  dignity  and  repofe,  as  well  as  for  his 
own  fafety  and  that  of  the  States  which  he  governs.  Where- 
fore the  faid  contrafting  powers  promife  and  engage,  not 
only  to  one  another,  but  alfo  to  his  Royal  Highnefs,  to 
look  upon  all  and  every  point  fettled  in  the  ti'eaties  above- 
mentioned  to  be  renewed  and  confirmed,  as  well  with  re- 
gard to  his  dignity,  as  with  regard  to  his  fafety,  and 
that  of  the  States  which  are  under  him :  and  they  un- 
dertake to  maintain,  fulfil,  or,  as  it  j^  called,  to  guaranty 
them. 

VI.  And  becaufe  for  attaining  to  this  end,  and  to  finifh 
the  wholcfome  work   which    the  contracting  parties  have 
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undertaken,  viz.  the  entire  eflablilhment  of  the  publick 
tranquility,  nothing  has  been  thought  of  more  importance 
han  the  acceffion  of  the  Serene  Great  Duke  to  the  pre- 
fent  treaty ;  therefore  the  faid  contradtihg  parties  have 
judged  it  proper  to  invite  his  Royal  Highnefs  to  the  faid 
acceilion,  in  the  mofl  friendly  manner  that  can  be^  as 
they  do  exprefsly  invite  him  by  the  prefent  article  ;  to  the 
end  that  his  Royal  Highnefs  concurring  on  his  part  to  fo 
advantageous  a  work,  the  publick  tranquility  of  Europe 
may  be  better  fecured. 

Vll.  The  prefent  treaty  Ihall  be  ratified  and  approved 
by  his  Sacred  Imperial  and  Catholiclr  Majelly,  by  his 
Sacred  Majefly  the  Catholick  King,  and  by  his  Sacred 
Majelly  the  King  of  Great-Britain  ;  and  the  letters  of 
ratification  ihall  be  communicated  and  exchanged  at  Vien- 
tia  in  Auftria,  in  the  fpace  of  two  months,  to  be  reckon- 
ed from  the  day  of  figning  the  prefent  treaty,  or  fooner  if 
it  can  he  done. 

.'f  in  witnefs  whereof,'  tlie  Gommiflioners  of  his  Imperial 
Majelly,  in  the  quality  of  Ambaffadors  Plenipotentiaries 
extraordinaryj  and  the  Minifters  of  their  Catholick  and 
Britannick  Majefties  furnilhed  in  like  manner  with  full 
i^owers,  to  give  the  neceflary  force  to  the  prefent  treaty, 
have  figned  it  witH  their  own  hands,  and  fealed  it  with 
their  feals.

Hercas  dlfierenccs  have  aiifen,  of  late  }"ears,  be- 
tween the  two  crowns  of  Great-Britain  and  Spain, 
on  account  of  the  vifiting,  fearching,  and  taking  of  vef- 
fels,  the  feizing  of  effects,  the  regulating  of  limits,  and 
other  grievances  alledged  on  each  fide,  as  well  in  the 
Welli-Indics,  as  elfewhere  ;  which  differences  are  fo  le- 
rious,  and  of  fuch  a  nature,  that  if  care  be  not  taken  to 
put  an  entire  flop  to  them  for  the  prefent,  and  to  pre- 
vent them  for  the  future,  they  might  occafion  an  open 
rupture  between  the  laid  crowns  ;  for  this  reafon  his  Ma- 
jefly  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  and  his  Majeil:y  the  King 
of  Spain,  having  nothing  fo  much  at  heart  as  to  prefervc 
and  corroborate  the  good  correfpondcnce,  which  has  fo 
happily  fubfirted,  have  thought  proper  to  grant  their  full 
power'.,  viz.  his  Britannic  Majefty  to  Benjamin  Keene, 
Efq;  his  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  his  Catholic  Majcfly, 
and  his  Catholic  Majeil:y  to  Don  Sebailian  de  la  Quadra, 
Knight  of  the  order  of  St.  James,  counfellor  of  Hate, 
and  firfl  lecretary  of  0at«  and  of  the  difpatches  ;  who 
after  previoufly  producing  their  full  powers,  having  con- 
terred  together,  have  agreed  upon  the  following  articles. 

Article  I. 

Whereas  the  ancient  friendfhip,  fo  dcfirable  and  fo 
ncceliary  for  the  reci})rocal  interefl  of  both  nations,  and 
particularly  with  regard  to  their  commerce,  cannot  be 
eflablilhed  upon  a  laltlng  foundation,  unlefs  care  be  taken, 
not  only  to  adjufl  and  regulate  the  pretenfions  for  recipro- 
cal reparation  of  the  damages  already  fulhiined,  but  above 
all  to  find  out  means  to  prevent  the  like  caufes  of  com- 
plaint for  the  future,  and  to  remove  abfolutely,  and  for 
ever,  every  thing  which  might  give  occafion  thereto  ;  it 
is  agreed  to  labour  immediately,  with  all  imaginable  ap- 
plication and  diligence,  to  attain  fo  defirable  an  end  ;  and 
tor  that  purpole  there  Ihall  be  named,  on  the  part  of  their 
'Britannic  and  Catholic  Majeflies  rcfpectivcly,  immediately 
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after  tte  fignlng  of  the  prefent  convention,  two  mmillers 
plenipotentiaries,  who  Ihall  meet  at  Madrid  within  the 
Ipace  of  fix  weeks,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications,  there  to  confer,  and  finally 
regulate  the  refpeftive  pretenfions  of  the  two  crowns,  as 
well  with  relation  to  the  trade  and  navigation  in  America 
and  Europe,  and  to  the  limits  of  Florida  and  of  Carolina, 
as  concerning  other  points,  which  remain  likewife  to  be 
adjufted  ;  the  whole  according  to  the  treaties  of  the  years 
1667,  1670,  1713,  1715,  1721,  1728,  and  1729',  in- 
cluding that  of  the  afiiento  of  negroes,  and  the  convention 
of  1 7 1 6  ;  and  it  is  alfo  agreed,  that  the  plenipotentiaries, 
fo  named,  ihall  begin  their  conferences  fix  weeks  after  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications,  and  fhall  finifh  them  within 
the  fpace  of  eight  months. 

Article  11. 

The  regulation  of  the  limits  of  Fk)rida  and  of  Carolina, 
(Avhich,  according  to  what  has  been  lately  agreed,  was  to 
be  decided  by  commiffaries  on  each  fide,  Ihall  likewife  be 
committed  to  the  faid  plenipotentiaries,  to  procure  a  more 
iblid  and  effectual  agreement ;  and  during  the  time  that 
the  difcuflion  of  that  affair  ihall  laft,  things  fhall  remain 
in  the  aforefaid  territories  of  Florida  and  of  Carolina  in  the 
situation  they  are  in  at  prefent,  without  increafing  the  for- 
tifications there,  or  taking  any  new  polls ;  and  for  this 
purpofe,  his  Britannic  Majeity  and  his  Catholic  Majefty 
ihall  caufe  the  neceiiary  orders  to  be  difpatched  immedi- 
ately after  the  figning  of  this  convention. 

Article  III. 

After  having  duly  confidered  the  dejnands  and  preten- 
fions of  the  two  crowns,  and  of  their  refpedive  fubjecfts, 
for  reparation  of  the  damages  fuflained  on  each  fide,  and, 
all  circumftances  which  relate  to  this  important  affair ;  it 
is  agreed,  that  his  Catholic  Majeily  ihall  caufe  to  be  paid 
to  his  Britannic  Majeily  the  fum  of  ninety  five  thoufand 
pounds  ilerling  for  a  balance,  which  has  been  admitted  as , 
due  to  the  crown  and  the  fubjeifts  of  Gxeat-Britain,  after

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deduction  made  of  the  demands  of  the  crown  and  fiibjcd:s 
of  Spain  ;  to  the  above-mentioned  Turn,  together  with  the 
amount  of  what  has  been  acknowledged  on  the  part  of 
Great-Britain  to  be  due  to  Spain  on  her  demands,  may  be 
emplo\'ed  by  his  Britannic  Majefty  for  the  fatisfaftion, 
difcharge,  and  payment,  of  the  demands  of  his  fubjcdts 
upon  the  crown  of  Spain  ;  it  being  underltood,  neverthe- 
leis,  That  it  ihall  not  be  pretended,  that  this  reciprocal 
difcharge  extends,  or  relates  to  the  accounts  and  differen- 
ces, which  fubfift,  or  are  to  be  fettled  between  the  crown 
of  Spain  and  the  company  of  the  afliento  of  Negros,  nor 
to  any  particular  or  private  contrad:s  that  may  fubfift  be- 
tween either  of  the  two  crowns,  or  their  minifters  with  the 
fubjects  of  the  other,  or  between  the  fubjed:s  and  fubjedts 
of  each  nation  reiped:ively  ;  wdth  exceptton  however  of  all 
pretenfions  of  this  clafs  mentioned  in  the  plan  prefented  at 
Seville  by  the  commifiaries  of  Great-Britain,  and  included 
in  the  account  lately  made  out  at  London,  of  damages  fuf- 
tained  by  the  fubjedts  of  the  laid  crown,  and  efpecially  the 
three  particulars  inferted  in  the  faid  plan,  and  making  but 
one  article  in  the  account,  amounting  to  one  hundred  nine- 
teen thoufand  five  hundred  twelve  piaftres,  three  reals  and 
three  quartils  of  plate  ;  and  the  fubjedis  on  each  fide  fhall 
be  entitled,  and  ihall  have  liberty  to  have  rccourfe  to  the 
laws,  or  to  take  other  proper  meafures,  for  cauling  the 
abovefaid  engagements  to  be  fulfilled,  in  the  fame  manner 
as  if  this  convention  did  not  exift. 

Article  IV. 

The  value  of  the  (hip  called  the  Woolball,  which  was

The  definitrce  Treaty  cf  Peace^  Union,  Friend/hip,  and 
Mutual  Defence^  h^-i''u:em  the  Croivns  of  Great  Britain, 
Hungary,  a?id  Sardinia,  concluded  at  Worms  on  the  -r4 
cf  September,   1743. 

1  EORGE  the  Second,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King 
J  of  Grecit-Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of 
the  Faith,  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  and  Lunenburg,  Arch- 
Treafurer,  and  Prince  Elector  of  the  Holy  Reman  Em- 
pire, &c.  To  all  and  lingular  to  whom  thefe  prefents  ihall 
COiP.e,  greeting,  Whereas  the  Miniiters  plenipotentiary, 
as  v/ell  on  our  part,  as  on  the  part  of  our  good  Brother 
the  King  of  Sardinia,  8cc.  and  of  our  good  Sifter  the  Queen 
of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  &c.  being  aiTembled  at  Worms, 
and  fjfficiently  authorized  thereto,  did  conclude,  and  figii 
a  ccrtj^in  treaty  of  mutual  friendfhlp  and  perpetual  alii- 
£-  3  ■  ancq^ 
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ance,  on  the  -i4  ciay  of  the  prefent  month    of  Septem- 
ber^  in  the  form  and  words  following. 

In  the  Name  of  the  mofi  Hoh'  Trin'ty. 

E  it  known  to  all,  and  every  one,  to  whom  it  ap- 
pertains, or  may  appertain,  in  any  manner  what- 
Jot'ver. 

Forafmiich  as  the  difuurbances,  which,  upon  the  deceafe 
of  the  Emperor  Charles  the  Sixth,  of  glorious  m.emory, 
ivichout  male  ilTue,  arofe  in  Germany,  notwithftanding  the 
exprefs  tpnor  of  the  moft  iblemn  and  recent  treaties  of 
peace  and  alliance,  corroborated  by  the  authentick  gua- 
ranty of  the  body  of  the  Empire,  which  do  affure  to  his 
elueft  daughter,  and  to  her  poiterity,  the  entire  and  indi- 
viiible  fuccefiion  to  his  hereditary  dominions,  do  mani- 
fellly  tend  to  the  overthrow  of  all  balance  in  Europe,  and 
do  expofe  its  liberty,  and  that  of  its  commerce,  to  the 
moit  evident  danger  ;  which  danger  is  ilill  increafed  by  the 
conqiieft  which  the  Kings  of  Spain  and  Naples  have  openly 
undertiken  t:o  make  of  the  dominions  noIieHed  by  the 
iTioft  Serene  Houfeof  Auftria  in  Italy,  contrary  to  the  faith 
of  their  own  engagements  ;  after  which,  the  reft  of  Italy 
would  no  longer  be  able  to  refift  them,  and  all  the  coafts 
of  the  Mediterranean'  fea  would  be  under  fubjedion  to 
one  and  the  fame  family. 

To  obviate,  as  much  as  in  them  lies,  fuch  imminent 
evils,  ard  an  enterplize,  whole  confequences  would  be  fo 
fatal  to  all  the  Princes  and  States  of  Italy,  to  their  li- 
berty and  commerce,  and  to  that  of  the  maritime  powers 
jn  the  M(.ditcrranean'  Sea,  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  potent 
PiiiAce  George  tl.e  Second,  King  of  Great-Britain,  ElecStor 
of  Brunfwick,  Liinenburg,  &c.  the  moft  Serene  and  moft  po- 
pntPrlnccfs  Maria  Tlierefia,  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohc- 
iiiia,  Archduchefs  of  Auftria,  &c.  and  the  moft.  ferenc  and  moft 
]:>otent  i'rincc  Charles  Emanuel  King  of  Sardinia,  Duke  of 
Savoy,  5:c.  having  ftvch  an  cftential  intcreft  in  the  pre- 
fcrvcu'i^-n  oi  a  juft  balance  in  Europe,  on  which  depends 
the  liberty  of  Europe,  and  in  the  m.aintcnancc  of  the  li- 
berty and  fecurity  of  Italy  in  particular,  on  which  depends 
that  of  its  couuncrce,  and  of  the  commerce  of  the  Aledi- 
'  '  terranean^ 
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terranean,  have  refolved  to  enter  into  a  clofer  a.nd  more  is? 
feparable  union,  in  this  iixt  intention,  and  to  perlevere  in? 
violably  in  jqjning  their  forces  and  coimfels  in  order  to  ob- 
taining the  efFed:  deiired  therefrom,  and  more  efpecially 
for  the  fake  of  repelling,  with  one  accord,  the  unjufl  in-f 
vafion  made  by  the  Kings  of  Spain  and  Naples,  and  for 
fecuring  Italy,  if  poilible,  for  the  future,  from  all  attempts 
of  the  fame  kind. 

In  this  vieu^,  and  in  order  to  prevent  the  faid  invafion, 
without  lofs  of  time,  his  Majelty  the  King  of  Sardinia  did 
enter,  from  the  ifl:  day  of  February,  1742,  into  a  pror 
vifional  convention  with  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hua-- 
gary,  the  tenor  whereof  is  as  follows. 

As  it  is  fufiiciently  evident,  that  the  motions  of  the 
Spanifh  troops,  which  having  landed  in  the  States  of  the 
Przefidii,  are  advancing  in  the  dominions  of  the  Pope,  in 
order  to  join  thofe  of  Naples,  and  from  thence  to  purfue 
their  march  as  far  as  Imola,  are  bent,  according  to  ccx- 
tain  intelligence,  towards  Lombardy,  and  muft  neceliaril}^ 
very  much  affed:  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  as  well 
as  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  their 
Majefties  have  thought,  by  the  means  of  the  Marquis 
d'Ormea  and  of  the  Count  de  Schulenbourg  (they  being 
refpediively  provided  with  th.e  neceflary  full  powers)  of 
concerting  and  agreeing  upon  the  following  articles,  under 
the  hopes  of  their  being  ratified  and  accepted. , 

Atticle  I, 


■  The  forces  of  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary 
alone,  which  qre  now  in  Italy,  appearing  fuflicient  to  make 
head  againft  the  aggrelibrs,  they  Ihall  be  brought  to- 
gether, in  order  to  march  towards  them,  and  to  give  an 
immediate  check  to  their  progrefs,  and  particularly  in  order 
to  cover  the  States  of  Modcna,  and  Mirandola,  which  are 
as  it  were,  a  bulwark  to  the  dominions  pf  the  Queen  of 
Hungary  in  Italy, 

Article  II, 

The   faid   King  of  Sardinia  fhall,   in  the  meai^  whllf , 
have  a  conlidcrable  body  of  his  troops  upon  the  froniif  :s 
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t)f  his  dominions  towards  the  borders  of  the  Mllanefe,  and 
of  the  Duchy  of  Placentla,  which  fliall  be  dilpofed  in  fuch 
a  manner,  as  that  they  may  be  brought  \^gether  in  a 
fhcrr  rime ;  and  in  cafe  the  forces  of  the  ap-orreir:rs  ihould 
come  V3  be  /  ~^.ented,  and  that  there  fhoiild  be  caufe  to 
fear  a  new  vyy'\'-K\  cr  any  other  fide,  as  is  probable,  ac- 
cording to  the  auvice  \x.  have  been  received,  that  a  fe- 
cond  convoy  of  Spariii:^.  troops  has  ah'eady  fet  fail  at  Bar- 
celona, and  that  they  arc  to  land  in  the  harbour  of  La 
'Spezia,  hi?  Majefty  fliall  then  co-operate  with  all  his  forces 
for  preventing  the  body  of  Aullrian  troops,  which  ihali 
haVe  m  irched  forward,  from  being  cither  taken  in  flank, 
or  intercepted  by  that  new  reinforcement  of  Spanifh  troops .: 
and  to  this  end,  all  the  paiiages  in  the  States  above-men- 
tio.ied,  and  principaily,  the  places  of  Parma,  Placentia, 
and  Pavia,  fhall  rCimain  free  and  open  to  the  King's 
troops  for  their  convenience  and  fecuricy. 

Article  III. 

•  As  to  what  relates  to  further  motions,  and  fuch  other 
militar}'  operations,  as  might  l^e  afterwards  undertaken,  as 
they  mail  depend  upon  the  circumiliances  which  fall  out 
from  day  to  daj-,  it  is  neceiiary  to  refer  them  to  the  con- 
cert which  fiiall  be  entered  into,  in  proportion  to  the  cir- 
cumftances  wh^ch  Ihali  happen  ;  and  for  this  purpofe,  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia  thall  fend  one  of  his  general 
Oi'iicers  to  tlie  army  of  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungar}', 
and  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  fhall  fend  one  ot' 
her's  likewile  to  refide  with  his  Majefty  the  King  of  SarV 
dinia  :  To  which  general  olficers  ftiall  be  rccip.rocalh'  com- 
municated, all  the  ac vices  that  lliaU  be  received  about  the 
enemy ;  and  all  the  refolutions  which  ftiall  be  taken  on 
eidier  fide  Ihall  be  concerted  with  them. 

Article  IV. 

Nothing  being  fo  ncceflfary  towards  obtaining  the  end 
dcfircd  on  each  fide,  as  the  reciprocal  fecurity  of  the  rc- 
lj)edivc  poftcir»ons,  and  rights,  and  a,  confidence  in  the 
good  fiilLli  of  the  parties,  v\  ho  are  to  co-operate  towards 
the   fi^.me  cud,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia  promifes, 

upon 
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upon  the  faith  and  word  of  a  Prhice,  to  her  Majefcy  the 
Queen  of  Hungary ;  Firf!:,  That,  for  as  long  time  as 
the  prefent  provifional  agreement  Ihall  laft,  he  will  not 
avail  himfelf  of  his  pretended  rights  to  the  ftate  of  Milan, 
which  are  not  entered  into  in  this  provifional  convention, 
forafmnch  as  the  Queen  of  Hungary  cannot  admit  them, 
and  t'he  King  of  Sardinia  on  the  contrary  thinks  them 
founded  ;  and  Secondly,  That  if  it  fhould  be  necelTary 
that  his  faid  Majefty  Ihould  enter,  with  his  forces,  into 
any  one  of  the  Hates  above-mentioned,  he  will  not  exercife 
in  the  fam.e  any  adt  of  fovereignty,  and  will  not  in  any 
wife  hinder  the  Queen  of  Hungary  from  continuing  to 
-exercife  them  in  the  m^anner,  that  that  princefs  has  done  it 
hitherto  ;  neither  will  his  Majcity  exadl  any  contribution, 
and  will  content  himfelf  in  the  faid  cafe  with  being-  fur- 
nilhed  with  fuch  things  as  are  indifpenfably  requifite  to  an 
army  ;  as  for  inftance,  forage,  wood,  quarters,  carts, 
beds,  caferns,  and  flraw,  the  rations  whereof  fiiall  be  re- 
gulated upon  the  foot  on  which  they  are  ufually  allowed  to 
bis  troops* ;  as  alio  horfes,  mules,  and  oxen,  for  the  ule 
of  the  artillery,  and  viftuais. 

Article  V. 

On  the  other  hand,  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary 
declares  in  the  like  folemn  manner,  that  it  is  not  her 
meaning,  that  the  abovefaid  promifes  of  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  Sardinia,  nor  the  execution  of  them,  fhould  pre- 
judice the  rights  by  him  pretended  to  the  ftate  of  A-Iilan, 
nor  ever  to  avail  herfelf  of  them,  fo  as  to  infer  from  thence 
th'jt  the  faid  ri&hts  were  no  lor.o-er  fubiiilinp; ;  the  intention 
of  the  two  high  contrafiing  parties  being  to  preferve  to 
each  of  them  their  refpecftive  rights  in  their  full  force,  in 
fuch  manner  as  they  may  appertain  to.  them,  indepen- 
dently of  the  prefect  convention,. 

Article  VI, 

And  it  is  likewife  in  this  view,  that  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  Sardinia  referves  to  himfelf  exprefty  the  entire  li- 
berty of  availing  himfelf  of  his  faid  rights,    a,t  whatever 

time. 
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time,  and  hv  whatever  means,  either  Tjv  himfelf  fingl}--, 
or  by  Hich  alliance  as  he  Ihall  judge  to  be  mofl  for  his 
convenience. 

Article  VII. 

But  as  his  Majefty  does  not  mean  to  acquire  any  advan- 
tage by  the  faid  refervation,  and  defigns  to  proceed  with 
all  the  good  faith,  which  is  naairal  to  him,  he  promifes 
and  engages,  in  the  cafe  above-mentioned,  not  to  ad: 
himfelf,  nor  to  permit  any  prince,  with  whom  he  might 
be  allied,  to  ad:,  (which  his  Majefty  w-ill  take  care  to 
ilipulate  as  a  principal  condition,  in  any  treaty  whatfoever, 
which  he  might  conclude)  fooner  than  after  the  fpace  of 
one  month,  from  the  time  that  he  Ihall  have  caufed  notice 
to  be  given  by  the  means  of  the  p;eneral  officer,  which  he 
ihall  have  at  the  Queen  of  Hung^i)  s  army  ;  to  the  end 
that  the  commanding  officer  of  the  Auftrian  troops,  being 
thus  put  upon  his  guard,  may  take  fuch  meafures  and  re- 
folutions,  as  he  ihall  judge  moft  for  his  advantag^. ' 

Article  VIII. 

Moreover  the  King  of  Sardinia  promifes,  in  that  cafe, 
to  make  his  troops  evacuate  all  the  dominions  of  the  Queen 
of  Hungary,  and  ail  the  places  and  polls,  which  he  fhould 
have  taken  poiieffion  of  during  the  prcfent  pvovifional 
agreement,  without  carrying  any  thing  off;  to  the  end 
that  the  troops  of  the  abovefaid  Queen,  may,  during  the 
faid  month,  retake,  freely,  and  without  any  hindrance, 
the  polls  which  .they  Ihall  think  proper. 

Article  IX, 

The  prelcn':  convention  fliall  be  ratified  by  the  Jving  of 
Sardinia  and  bv  rhe  Queen  of  Hungarv,  ijnd  the  ads  of 
ratification  Ihall  be  exchanged  within  the  term  of  twenty 
days. 

Article  X. 

During  the  faid  tenn,  the  King  of  Sardinia:  Ihall  not 
undcriiiinii  hiiufclf  to  be  obliged  to  caufc  his  troops  to  en-

ter  into  the  ftates  poffeffed  by  the  Queen  of  Hungary  ; 
and  if,  after  the  expiration  of  the  faid  term,  the  Queen 
ihould  not  have  fent  her  ratification,  fo  that  for  want  of  it^ 
the  prefent  convention  fhould  remain  without  effe(5t,  ne- 
vcrthelefs  the  King  fhall  not,  in  that  cafe,  caufe  his  troops 
to  enter  into  the  above-mentioned  ftates,  durino;  the  term 
of  other  ten  days,  neither  during  that  term  ftiall  he  give 
a:iy  hindrance  to  the  free  return  of  the  Aufirian  troops  into 
the  fjme  ftates,  and  into  fuch  polls  as  the  Queen  of  Hun- 
gary's generals  Ihall  judge  to  be  n:oft  convenient. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  underwritten  plenipotentia- 
ries havefigned  the  prefent  convention,  &c.  at  Turin,  the 
&fl:  of  February,   1742. 

.  In  confequence  of  this  convention,  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Sardinia  did  immediately  join  a  confiderable  body  of  his 
troops  to  thofeof  the  faid  Queen,  his  Majefcy  the  King  of 
Great-Britain  having  fent  a  ftrong  fquadron  to  co-operate 
/or  the  maintenance  of  the  liberties  of  Italy.

In  order  not  to  leave  fruitlefs  fo  great  expcnces,  and  to 

fecureftill  farther,  and  to  accelerate,  for  the  prefent,  the 
entire  execution  of  fo  neceiTary  and  juft  a  refolution,  and 
in  order  likewife  to  perpetuate  the  effed:  of  it  for  the  times 
to  come,  their  faid  Majeflies  have  authorized,  and  do  au- 
tiiorize  their  minifters  plenipotentiary  to  make  an  imme- 
diate regulation  of  the  particulars  and  of  the  conditions, 
viz.  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  his  privy- 
pounfellor  John  Lord  Carteret,  Baron  of  Hawnes,  one  of 
his  principal  fecretaries  of  flate,  &c.  His  Majefty  the 
King  of  Sardinia,  the  Chevalier  OlTorio,  Chevalier  Grande 
Croix,  and  Grand  Confervator  of  the  religious  and  military 
orders  of  the  Saints  Maurice  and  Lazarus,  envoy  extraor- 
dinar}^  and  minifler  plenipotentiary  of  his  faid  Majefty  to 
his  I\iajefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain.  And  her  Majefty 
the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  the  Sicur  Ignatius 
John  de  Wafner,  her  minifter  plenipotentiary  to  his  faid 
Britannick  Majefty  ;  who,  after  having  communicated  to 
each  ether  their  rejjpedlive  full  powers,  and  having  ma- 
-  ■     ■   ;  ■  turely 
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turcly  conferred  together,   have  agreed  upon  the  following; 
articles. 

Article  I. 

There  fnall  be,  from  the  prefent  time,  and  for  all  time« 
to  come,  between  his  Majeily  the  King  of  Great-Britain, 
her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and  his 
MajelVy  the  King  of  Sardinia,  a  clofe  friendlhip,  and  fin-^ 
cere,  perpetual,  and  inviolable  alliance,  by  virtue  of 
\vl)ich  they  IhaJl  be  obliged  to  fupport,  defend,  and  fuc- 
cour  each  other  reciprocally  and  conftantly,  to  be  attentive 
to  the  fecurity  each  of  the  other,  as  to  their  own,  to  pro- 
cure all  advantages,  and  tQ  keep  off  all  damage  and  pre-^ 
judice  from  one  another  to  the  utmoit  of  their  power. 

Article  II. 

To  this  end  the  allies  engage  themfelves  afrefli  to  a  mofl 
exprels  guaranty  of  all  the  kingdoms.  Hates,  countries,  and 
dominions,  which  they  are  now  in  poffeffion  of,  or  ought 
to  pollefs  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of  alliance  made  at  Turin 
in  1703  :  Of  the  treaties  of  peace  of  Utrecht  and  Baden  : 
Of  the  trea::y  of  peace  and  alliance,  commonly  called  the 
Quadruple  alliance :  Of  the  treaty  of  pacification  and  al- 
liance concluded  at  Vienna  the  16th  of  March,  1731  :  Of 
the  adt  of  guaranty  given  in  confequence  thereof,  and 
palled  into  a  law  of  the  empire,  the  nth  of  January, 
1732  :  Of  the  acl  of  acccfiion,  figned  likcwife  in  confe- 
quence of  the  faid  treaty,  at  the  Hague  the  20th  of  Fe- 
bruary, 1732  :  Of  the  treaty  of  peace  figned  at  Vienna, 
the  iSrh  of  November,  1730  ;  and  of  the  acceiiion  there- 
to, done  and  figned  at  Verfaillesthe  3d  of  February,  1739  : 
All  wliich  treaties  are  fully  recalled  and  confirmed  here, 
.  forafmuch  as  they  may  concern  the  Allies,  and  as  far  as 
they  have  not  derogated  from  thqm  b}-  the  prefent  treaty. 

Article  III. 

In  conformity  to  the  guaranty  contained  in  the  foregoing 
article,  and  to  the  end  that  no  fubje£l  of  difpute  may 
remain  between  the  two  moft  fcrcne  houfes  of  Auftria 
anu  Savoy,  his  Mi^jclly  the  King  of  Sardinia,  farhimf(,lf,  liis 
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heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  renounces  by  name,  and  for  ever,  but 
folely  in  favour  of  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and 
Bohemia,  andof  her  heirs  and  fucceflbrs,  to  his  pretended 
rights  upon  the  ftate  of  Milan  ;  which  rights,  though  never 
admitted  on  the  part  of  the  Queen,  he  had  referved  to  him- 
felf,  by  the  proviiional  convention,  the  liberty  of  availing 
himfelf  of.  And  befides,  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardi- 
•nia  engages  himfelf  form-ally  and  fpecially  to  the  guaranty 
of  the  order  of  fucceffion  eftablifhed  in  the  faid  mofi:  fercne 
houfe,  by  the  Pragmatick  Sanftion,  in  the  fame  manner  as 
it  is  fet  forth  in  the  treaty  of  pacification  and  alliance  made 
at  Vienna  the  1 6th  of  March,  173 1,  excepting  however, 
that  his  faid  Majefty  fhall  never  be  obliged  to  fend  fuccours 
out  of  Italy. 

Article  IV. 

For  this  purpofe  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  who 
has  already  joined  his  troops  to  thofe  of  the  Queen  of 
Hungary,  and  who  has  already  coniiderably  augmented 
them,  fliall  continue  to  concert  and  execute,  jointly  with 
her  and  her  generals,  all  the  meafures  and  operations  which 
ihall  be  judged  the  moft  efFe&ual  for  keeping  off  and  re- 
pelling the  invalion  now  made,  or  to  be  hereafter  made, 
againfl:  the  dominions  of  the  faid  Queen,  and  for  fecuring 
them  from  all  danger,  prefent  and  future,  as  much  as 
poffible. 

Article  V. 

In  order  to  attain  this  end,  and  as  long  as  the  prefent 
war  fhall  laft,  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hungary  engages 
not  only  to  keep  in  Italy  the  number  of  troops  which  Ihe 
has  there  now,  but  to  augment  them  to  the  number  of 
30,000  etleftive  men,  as  foon  as  the  fituatlon  of  affairs  in 
•Germany  will  permit  it.  And  his  Majefly  the  King  of 
Sardinia  engages  to  keep  and  employ  the  number  of  40,000 
foot,  and  5000  horfe,  comprehending  in  it  what  will  be 
necefiary  for  the  garnfons,  and  defence  of  his  own  donri- 
nions. 

Article  Vi. 

His  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia  fliall  have  the  lupreme 
command  of  the  allied  army,    when  h$  fhall  be  there  in 
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perron,  and  he  ihall  rcgv.late  the  mliirary  motions  and 
operations  of  it,  in  concert  with  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of 
Hungary,  according  as  the  common  interelt  and  occafions 
fhall  require. 

Article  VII. 

As  long  as  it  fliall  be  neceflary  towards  favouring  and 
feconding  thofe  operations,  and  as  long  as  the  danger  of 
the  allies,  and  of  Italy,  Ihall  demand  it,  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  Great-Brituin  engages  to  keep  in  the  Mediterranean 
Sea  a  ftrong  fquadron  of  fliips  of  war,  and  bomb  veflels, 
and  fire-fhips,  the  admiral  and  commanders  whereof  fhall 
have  orders  to  concert  conftantly  and  regularly  with  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  or  with  his  generals,  and 
with  thofe  of  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary,  wha 
Hiall  be  neareft  at  hand,  the  moft  proper  meafures  for  the 
fervice  of  the  common  caufe. 

Article  VIIL 

Moreover,  and  in  order  to  affift  in  bearing  the  extraor- 
dinary expence  which  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia  is 
and  will  be  obliged  to  fupport,  for  raifing,  and  caufing  to 
a6t,  a  much  greater  number  of  troops  than  his  own  reve- 
nues can  maintain,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain 
engages  to  furniih  to  him,  for  as  long  as  die  war,  and  the 
occafion  for  it  fhall  continue,  a  fubiidy  of  two  hundred 
thoufand  pounds  fterling  per  annum,  to  be  paid  ever/ 
three  months,  and  to  commence  from  the  ift  ot  Februar)^ 
1742,,  New  Style,  being  the  day  upon  which  the  provi- 
fional  convention  was  figncd  between,  die  fiid  King  and  her 
Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  ;  and  the  faid  Subfidy' 
fhall  he  punctually  paid  from  three  months  to  three 
months  in  advance  ;  provided  ho\^'ever,  that  what  fliall 
have  been  advanced  to  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia, , 
before  the  fignature  of  the  prcfent  treat) ,  fliall  be  reckon-- 
cd  into  it. 

Article  IX. 

In  confidcralion  of  the  zeal,  and  gcnerofiry,  with  which  ^ 
his  Sardinian  Majefty  has  been  willing  to  expofe  bis  per- 
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jforij  and  his  dominions,  for  the  publick  caufe,  and  for 
that  of  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia, 
and  of  the  moft  Serene  houfe  of  Auitria  in  particular,  and 
of  the  eifediual  fuccours,  which  the  faid  caufe  has  ah-eady 
received  from  him  ;  in  confideration  aUb  of  the  burchen- 
fome  engagements  of  affiilance,  and  of  the  perpetual  tye 
of  guaranty,  which  he  Gontrad;s  with  her,  by  the  prefent 
alliance,  her  faid  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bo- 
hemia, for  herfelf,  her  heirs  and  fucceilbrs,  yields,  and 
transfers,  from  this  prefent  time  and  for  ever,  to  his  faid 
Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  his  heirs  and  fucceilbrs,  to 
be  united  to  his  other  dominions,  the  diftrict  of  Vige- 
Vano,  called  the  Vigevenafco,  the  part  of  the  dutchy  of 
Pavia,  which  is  between  the  Po  and  the  Thefin,  fo  that 
the  Thefin  lliall  for  the  future,  by  the  middle  of  its  ftream, 
form  the  feparation  and  limit  between  the  refped:ive  do- 
minions, from  the  Lago  Maggiore,  or  greater  lake,  to 
the  place  where  it  falls  into  the  Po,  excepting  only  the 
ifland  formed  by  the  canal  over-againft  the  city  of  Pavia, 
which  ifland  fliall  be  referved  to  her  Majelty  the  Queen, 
upon  thefe  conditions,  that  the  King  fhall  have  neverthe- 
lefs  the  free  communication  of  the  river  Thefin  for  the 
paflage  of  barks,  without  their  being  either  flopt,  vifited, 
or  fubjedied  to  the  payment  of  any  duty,  and  that  the  faid 
canal  fliall  never  be  filled  up,  and  fliall  ferve  in  this  place 
for  a  limit.  Moreover,  that  other  part  of  the  dutchy  of 
Pavia,  called  the  Pavefe,  beyond  the  Po,  Bobbio,  and  i^s 
territory  being  reckoned  into  it,  the  city  ofPlaifance,  with 
that  part  of  the  dutchy  of  Placentia,  which  is  between  the 
Pavefan,  and  as  far  as  the  bed  of  the  river  Nura,  from  its 
fource  quite  to  the  Po  ;  in  fuch  manner  that  the  middle, 
as  well  of  the  Nura  as  of  the  Po,  do  make  m  this  part  the 
limit  of  the  two  ftates  ;  and  confequently,  that  which  has 
hitherty  belonged  to  the  dutchy  of  Placentia  on  the  other 
fide  of  the  Po,  do  remain  feparated  from  it. 

Laftly^  That  part  of  the  county  of  Anghiera^  or  of  the 
fliate  of  Milan,  whatfoever  particular  name  may  be  given 
to  it,  which  borders  upon  the  Novarefci  the  valley  of 
Sefiaj  the  Great  Alps,  and  the  country  of  V'allais,  extend- 
ing to  die  Swifs  pitfedures  of  Val  A'laggia  and  Locarno, 
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and  along  the  banks  of,  and  in  the  Lago  Maggiore,  0 
the  middle  of  the  faid  lake,  in  fuch  manner,  that  for  the 
future  the  confines  between  the  dominions  of  his  Majefty 
the  King  of  Sardinia,  and  thofe  of  her  Majefty  the  Queen 
of  Hungary,  fliall  be  continually  fixed  by  a  line  draw^i 
from  the  borders  of  the  Swifs,  in  the  middle,  and  all  along 
the  Lago  Maggiore  to  the  mouth  of  the  Thefin,  which 
line  fi-iall  go  from  thence  along  the  middle  of  the  ftream 
of  that  river  to  the  place  of  its  falling  into  the  Po,  ex- 
cepting the  front  of  the  above-mentioned  ifland  before 
Pavia,  and  from  thence  go  on  along  the  middle  of  the 
Gourfe  of  the  Po,  to  the  place  where  the  Nura  falls  into 
the  Po,  and  go  up  by  the  middle  of  the  bed  of  the  Nura 
quite  to  its  fourcc;  which  is  oppofite  to  the  ccuntr}'  of 
Genoa. 

The  abovefaid  divifion  of  the  courfe  of  the  rivers  fnall 
not  prevent  the  navigation  rem.aining  free,  as  it  is  to  re- 
main to  the  fubjecis  of  the  tw^o  fovereigns,  in  the  whole 
breadth  of  the  faid  rivers,  with  libert)'  to  pafs  upon  the 
banks  on  either  fide,  for  the  towing  of  boats  which  go  up 
ftream,  the  faid  banks  being  nevefthelefs  to  appertain, 
as  well  with  regard  to  the  property,  as  in  all  other  refpecfts 
to  the  Pavcreirrns  rcipcctively,  on  cither  fide  of  the  laid 
rivers,  who  fhall  be  allowed^  each  on  their  O'.vn  fide,  to 
•make  fuch  reparations  as  thev  fhall  judge  neceliary  towarels 
ftrengiiiening  of  them,  provided  that  thole  reparations  be 
not  prominent,  that  is  to  fay,  that  they  may  not  force  the 
ftream  of  the  river  againft  the  oppofite  fide,  and  that,  en 
the  part  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  it  ftiall  never  be  lawful, 
under  any  pretence"  whatfoever,  to  make  fuch  works  as 
mi^ht  prevent  the  frc^  entry  of  the  waters  into  tlie  canal  ot 
Nuv  ■iio,  which  is  on  the  fide  of  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of 
i-Iungary,  and  which  conducts  the  fifid  waters  to  Milan. 

To  enjoy  th.e  fame  in  full  property  and  fovereignty,  as 
her  Majefty  the  Queen  and  her  predecefturs  have  eujo)-cd 
them  hitherto-,  which  countries  her  Majefty  the  Queen 
difincmbers  for  ever  from  her  hcreditar}'  dominions,^  and 
from  the  ftate  of  Milan,  derogating,  for  that  purpofe,^  as 
far  as  there  can  be  oocafion  for  it,  from  every  thing  that 
might  in  any  manner  be  contrary  thereto,  fiwing 'always 
the  direct  jurilUidion  of  the  empire. 

Article 
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Amcle  X. 
Befides,  as  it  is  of  importance  to  the  public  caiife,  that 
his  Majeily  the  King  of  Sardinia  fhould  have  an  immediate 
communication  of  his  dominions  with  the  fea,  and  with 
the  maritime  powers,  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  "Hungary 
and  Bohemia,  yields  to  him  all  the  rights  which  Ihe  may 
have  in  any  manner,  and  upon  any  title  whatfoever,  to 
the  town  and  marquifate  of  Final,  which  rights  flie  }'iclds 
and  transfers,  without  any  reilridiion,  to  the  faid  King, 
in  the  fame  manner  as  fhe  does  the  countries  defcrlbed  m 
the  foregoing  article ;  in  the  juft  expectation,  that  the 
republick  of  Genoa  will  facilitate,  as  far  as  ihall  be  necef- 
fary,  a  difpofition  fo  indiipenfably  requiiite  for  the  liberty 
and  fecurity  of  Italy,  in  consideration  of  the  lum,  which 
Ihall  be  found  to  be  due  to  the  faid  republick,  without  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  nor  her  Majefty  the  Queen 
of  Hungary  being  obliged  to  contribute  to  the  payment 
of  the  faid  fum,  provided  always,  that  the  town  of  Final 
te  and  remain  for  ever  a  free  port,  as  is  Leghorn  ;  and 
that  it  Ihall  be  allowable  for  his  Majefty  the  King  of 
Sardinia  to  re-eftablifh  there  the  forts  v/liich  have  been  de- 
molilhed,  or  to  caufe  others  to  be  built  according  as  he 
Ihall  judge  convenient. 

Article  XI. 

His  Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  her  Majefty  the 
Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  Sardinia,  engage  themfelves  not  to  make  either 
peace  or  truce,  without  comprehending  therein,  in  exprefs 
v/ords,  all  the  above-mentioned  ceflions,  and  without  fti- 
pulating  alfo  a  full  reftitution  to  the  King  of  Sardinia  of 
every  part  of  his  other  dominions,  which  may  have  beeh 
feized  or  occupied  in  hatred  of  his  union  with  the  allies  ; 
provided,  that  the  King  of  Sardinia  fliall  hold  himfelf  to 
be  from  this  prefent  time  indemnifiedfor  the  revenue  which 
might  be  fo  withheld  from  him,  by  that  of  the  countries 
yielded  and  transferred  to  him  by  th?  prefent  treaty. 

Article  XII. 
In  return,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia  ftiall  remain 
firmly  and  infeparably  united  and  attached  to  the  interefts 
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and  to  the  caufe  of  the  allies,  not  only  for  as  long  as" the 
war  may  laft  in  Italy,  but  to  the  conclufion  of  the  peace  in 
German)^,  and  of  the  peace  between  Great-Britain  and 
Spain  ;  and  this  is  the  principal  condition,  and  fine  qua 
non,  of  tlie  ceffions  made  to  him  above  by  the  9th  and 
I  oth  articles  of  this  treaty,  which  ceffions  fhall  not  receive 
their  full  and  irrevocable  force,  but  from  its  entire  accom- 
plilhment,  after  which  the  countries  yielded  to  the  faid 
King,  lliall  be  deemed  guarantied  to  him  by  the  allies  for 
ever,  as  his  other  dominions  are. 

Article  XIII. 

And  as  foon  as  Italy  Ihall  be  delivered  from  enemies, 
and  out  of  all  apparent  danger  of  being  a-frefh  invaded, 
her  Majeily  the  Queen  of  Hungary  Ihall  not  only  be  at 
liberty  to  withdraw  part  of  her  troops,  but,  if  flie  requires 
it,  his  Majelty  the  King  of  Sardinia  fhall  furnilh  her  fome 
of  his  own  troops  to  be  employed  for  the  fecurity  of  her 
Majelly's  dominions  in  Lombardy,  that  fo  ihe  may  be  able 
to  make  ufe  of  a  greater  number  of  her  own  in  Germany, 
in  like  manner  as,  at  the  requiiitlon  of  the  King  of  Sar- 
dinia, the  Queen  of  Hungary  Ihould  caufc  fome  of  her 
troops  to  pafs  into  the  dominions  of  the  faid  King,  if  it 
were  ncceilbry,  for  defending  the  paflages  thereof,  which 
an  enemy's  army  fhould  undertake  to  force,  and  for  deli- 
vering from  enemies  all  the  dominions  of  his  Majelly  the 
King  of  Sardinia,  and  freeing  them  from  any  danger  of  a 
frefli  invafion. 

Article  XIV. 

,  In  any  cafe,  the  allies  ihall  not  make  cither  peace,  or 
truce,  or  accommodation  whatfoever,  with  the  common 
enem}',  but  in  concert,  and  with  the  participation  and  ad- 
vice one  of  the  other,  nor  without  the  <2;uai-anty  of  fuch 
powers  as  Ihould  have  a  fliare  in  the  pacification,  for  the 
pofleflions  and  acquifitions  of  the  allies,  as  let  forth  in  this 
treaty  •,  and  after  the  conclufion  of  the  peace,  the  prcfent 
alliance  Ihall  equally  and  unalterably  fubfilt,  as  well  for 
the  fecurity  of  its  execution,  as,  in  general,  for  the  mutual 
and  conflant  fecurity  of  the  allies. 

Article 
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Article  XV. 
His  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  and  her  Majefly  the 
Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  in  gratitude  for  the  ge- 
nerous concern  of  his  Britannick  Majefty  for  the  publick 
fecurity,  and  for  theirs,  and  for  that  of  Italy  in  particular, 
do  not  only  confirm  to  the  Britifh  fubjefiis  the  advantao-es 
of  commerce  and  navigation,  which  they  enjoy  in  their 
refpedtive  dominions,  but  promlfe  to  fecure  them  flill  far- 
ther to  them,  and  as  far  as  it  Ihall  be  found  reafonable 
and  pradlicable,  by  a  fpecifick  treaty  of  commerce  and 
navigation,  whenever  his  Britannick  Majelly  Ihall  require 
it  of  them. 

Article  XVI. 

The  Lords  the  States-General  of  the  United  Provinces 
being  already  under  the  fame  engagements  towards  the 
moft  ferene  Houfe  of  Auftria,  and  having  the  fame  interefl 
with  his  Britannick  Majelly  in  all  the  objedrs  of  the  prefent 
treaty,  the  allies  will  jointly  invite  them  to  enter  into  this 
alliance,  as  a  principal  contracting  party. 

Article  XVII. 

The  other  princes  and  ftates,  who  have  at  heart  the 
peace,  the  liberty,  and  the  fecurity  of  Europe,  of  the 
Empire,  and  of  Italy,  and  who  will  be  willing  to  enter 
into  the  prefent  alliance,  Ihall  be  admitted  into  it. 

Article  XVIII. 

This  treaty  of  alliance  fhall  be  ratified  by  all  the  allies, 
and  the  ratifications  of  it  Ihall  be  exchanged  within  the 
Ipace  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooner  if  poffible. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  plenipotentiaries  above- 
named  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty  with  our  own  hands, 
and  have  fet  our  feals  with  our  coats  of  arms  thereunto. 
Done  at  Worms,  this  -^^5-  day  of  September,  one  thoufand 
feven  hundred  and  forty-three.

We  having  feen  and  confidered  the  treaty  above- written, 
have  approved  and  ratified  it  in  all  and  Angular  its  articles 
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and  claiifes,  as  \vc  do  by  thefe  prefents  approve  and  ratify 
the  fame  for  onrfelves,  our  heirs  and  fucceffors,  under- 
taking and  promifing,  upon  our  ro3^al  word,  that  we  will 
rcligioufly  and  inviolably  perforin  and  obferve  all  and  fingu- 
lar  the  things  which  are  contained  in  it ;  and  that  we  will 
never  fuffer,  as  much  as  in  us  lies,  that  they  be  violated 
by  any  body,  or  that  any  thing  be  done,  in  any  manner 
whatfoever,  to  the  contrary  thereof.  For  the  greater  faith 
and  corroboration  of  all  which,  we  have  commanded  our 
great  feal  of  Great-Britain  to  be  fet  to  thefe  prefents,  iigned 
by  the  hands  of  our  guardians  and  juftices  of  our  king- 
dom of  Great-Britain,  and  our  lieutenants  in  the  fame. 
Given  at  Weiiminfter  the  20th  day  of  September,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord,  1743,  and  of  our  reign  the  feventeenth.

I'he  Definitive  Treaty  of  Peace  and  Friendfhip.,  between  his 
Britannick  Majefty,  the  mofi  Chriflian  King,  and  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces.  Concluded  at 
Aix  la  Chapelle  the  iSth  Day  of  Odobcr  N.  S.  1748. 

In  the  Name  of  the  mofl  holy  and  undivided  Trinity,  the 
Father,   Son,    and  Holy  Ghoft. 

BE  it  known  to  all  thofe,  whom  it  fhall  or  may  con- 
cern, in  any  manner  whatfoever.  Europe  fees  the 
day,  which  the  Divine  Providence  had  pointed  out  for  the 
re-cftablilhment  of  its  repofe.  A  general  pence  fucceeds  to 
the  long  and  bloody  war,  which  had  arofe  between  the  mofl 
fercnc  and  moft  potent  Prince  George  II.  by  the  Grace  of 
God,  King  of  Great-Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  Duke  of 
Brunfvvick  and  Lunebourg,   Arch-Trcafurer  and  Elector 
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of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  he.  and  the  moft  Serene 
and  moft  potent  Princefs  _Mary  Therefia,  by  the  Grace 
of  God,  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  &c.  Em- 
prefs  of  the  Romans,  on  the  one  part ;  and  tbe  mofl  Se- 
rene and  m.oft  potent  Prince  Lewis  XV.  by  the  Grace  of 
God,  the  moil  Chriilian  King,  on  the  other;  as  alfobe-. 
tween  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  the  Emprefs  Queen 
of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and  the  molt  Serene  and  moil: 
potent  Prince  Charles  Emanuel  III.  by  the  Grace  of  God, 
King  of  Sardinia,  on  the  one  part,  and  the  moil  Serene 
and  moil  potent  Prince  Philip  V.  by  the  Grace  of  God, 
King  of  Spain  and  the  Indies,  (of  glorious  memory)  and 
after  his  deceaie,  the  m.oil  Serene  and  moil  potent  Prince 
Ferdinand  VI.  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  Spain  and 
the  Indies,  on  the  other  ;  In  which  war  the  high  and 
mighty  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces 
of  the  Low  Countries  had  taken  part,  as  auxiliaries  to 
the  King  of  Great-Britain ;  and  the  Emprefs  Queen  of 
Hungary  and  Bohemia  ;  and  the  moil  Serene  Duke  of 
Modena,  and  the  moft  Serene  Republick  of  Genoa,  as 
auxiliaries  to  the  King  of  Spain.  God,  in  his  mercy, 
made  known  to  all  thefe  powers,  at  the  fame  time,  the 
way  which  he  had  decreed  for  their  reconciliation,  and  for 
the  reftoration  of  tranquility  to  the  people,  whom  he  had 
fubjefted  to  their  government.  They  fent  their  minifters 
to  Aix  la  Chapelle,  v/here  thofe  of  the  King  of  Great- 
Britain,  his  moft  Chriftian  Majeft)',  and  of  the  States  Ge- 
neral of  the  United  Provinces,  having  agreed  upon  preli- 
minary conditions  for  a  general  pacification  ;  and  thofe  of 
the  Emprefs  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  of  his  Ca- 
tholick  Majefty,  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  of  the  Duke 
of  Modena,  and  of  the  Republick  of  Genoa,  having  ac- 
ceded thereunto,  a  general  ceifation  of  hoftilities,  by  fea 
and  land,  happily  enfued.  I9  order  to  compleat,  at  Aix 
la  Chapelle,  the  great  work  of  a  peace,  equally  ftable  and 
convenient  for  all  parties,  the  high  contradling  powers  have 
nominated,  appointed,  and  provided  with  their  full 
powers,  the  moft  illuftrious  and  moft  excellent  Lords  their 
Ambafladors  extraordinary,  and  Minifters  Plenipotentiary, 
viz.  His  Sacred  Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  John 
Earl  of  Sandwich,  Vifcount  Hinchinbrook,  Baron  Montagu 
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of  St.  Ncots,  "Peer  of  England,  Firft  Lord  Commiffioner 
of  the  Admiralty,  one  of  the  Lords  regents  of  the  king- 
dom, his  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  to  the  States  General  of 
the  United  Provinces,  and  Sir  Thomas  Robinfon,  Knight 
of  the  moft  honourable  order  of  the  Bath,  and  his  Mi- 
niller  Plenipotentiary  to  his  Majefty  the  Emperor  of  the 
Pcomans,  and  her  Majefly  the  Emprefs  Queen  of  Hungary 
and  Bohemia. 

His  Sacred  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  Alphonfo  Maria 
Lewis  Count  de  St.  Severin  of  Arragon,  Knight  of  his 
orders,  and  John  Gabriel  de  la  Porte  du  Theil,  Knight 
of  the  order  of  our  Lady  of  Mount  Carmel,  and  of  St. 
Lazarus  of  Jerufalem,  Counfellor  of  the  King  in  his  coun- 
cils. Secretary  of  the  chamber,  and  of  the  cabinet  of  his 
Majefty,  of  the  orders  of  the  Dauphin,  and  of  Mefdames 
of  France. 

Her  Sacred  Majefty  the  Emprefs  Queen  of  Hungary 
and  Bohemia,  Wenceftaus  Anthony  Count  of  Kaunitz 
Kittberg,  Lord  of  Eflens,  StedefdorfF,  Wittmund,  Auf- 
terlitz,  Hungrifchbrod,  Wite,  &c.  adtual  intimate  Coun- 
fellor of  State  to  their  Lnperial  Majefties. 

His  Sacred  Catholick  Majefty,  the  Lord  Don  James  Maf- 
fonedeLima  and  Sotto  Major,  Gentleman  of  the  bed-chamber 
to  his  Catholick  Majeft}^,  and  Major  General  of  his  Forces. 

His  Sacred  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  Don  Jofeph 
Oftbrio,  Knight,  Grand  Croix  and  Grand  Confer\'ator  of 
the  military  order  of  the  Saints  Maurice  and  Lazarus,  and 
Envoy  extraordinary  of  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia 
to  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain ;  and  Jofeph  Borre 
Count  Chavannc,  his  Counfellor  of  State,  and  his  Minifter 
to  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces. 

The  High  and  Mighty  Lords  tlie  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces,  William  Count  Bentinck,  Lord  of  Rhoon 
and  Pendrecht,  one  of  the  Nobles  of  the  Province  of  Hol- 
land and  Weft  Frieftand,  Curator  of  the  Univcrfity  of  Ley- 
den,  &c.  &:c.  &c.  Frederick  Henry  Baron  of  Walienaer, 
Lord  of  Catwyck  and  Zand,  one  of  the  Nobles  of  the 
Province  of  Holland  and  Weft  Friefland,  Hoog-Heemradc 
of  Rhyiiland,  (kc.  Gerard  Arnout  Haflelaer,  Burgo- 
niaftcr  and  Counfellor  of  the  citv  of  Amfterdam,  Dirc(I:tor 
ot  the  Eaft-lndia  company ;  John  Baron  of  Borfele,   P'irft 
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Noble  and  Reprefentative  of  the  nobility  in  the  States,  In 
the  council  and  admiralty  of  Zealand,  Diredtor  of  the  Eaft- 
India  company  ;  Onno  Zwier  Van  Haren,  Grietman  of 
Welt-Sterlingwerf,  Deputy-Counfellor  of  the  Province  of 
Friefland,  and  Commiffary  General  of  all  the  Swifs  ani 
Grifon  troops  in  the  fervice  of  the  aforefaid  States  General, 
and  refpedtive  Deputies  in  the  aflembly  of  the  States  Ge- 
neral, and  in  the  council  of  State,  on  the  part  of  the  Pro- 
vinces of  Holland  and  Weil  Friefland,  Zealand,  and 
Friefland. 

The  mofl  Serene  Duke  of  Modena,  the  Sieur  Count  de 
Monzone,  his  Counfellor  of  State,  and  Colonel  in  his  fer- 
vice, and  his  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  to  his  mofl  Chriilian 
Majelly. 

The  moll  Serene  Republick  of  Genoa,  the  Sieur  Francis 
Marquis  Doria. 

Who,  after  having  communicated  their  full  powers  to 
each  other,  in  due  form,  copies  whereof  are  annexed  at 
the  end  of  this  prefent  treaty  ;  and  having  conferred  on 
the  feveral  objedis,  which  their  Sovereigns  have  judged 
proper  to  be  inferted  in  this  inllrument  of  general  pacifi- 
cation, have  agreed  to  the  feveral  articles,  which  are  as 
follow. 

Article  I. 

There  fhall  be  a  Chriilian,  univerfal  and  perpetual  peace, 
as  well  by  fea  as  land,  and  a  iincere  and  lailing  friendfhip 
between  the  eight  powers  above-mentioned,  and  between 
t'heir  heirs  and  fuccelTors,  kingdoms,  ftates,  provinces, 
countries,  fubjefts  and  vaflals,  of  what  rank  and  condition 
foever  they  may  be,  without  exception  of  placer  or  pcr- 
fons.  So  that  the  high  contracting  powers  may  have  the 
greateil  attention  to  maintain  between  them  and  their  faid 
ftates  and  fubjedls,  this  reciprocal  friendfhip  and  corre- 
ipondence,  not  permitting  any  fort  of  hoilllities  to  be  com- 
mitted, on  one  fide  or  the  other,  on  any  caufe,  or  under 
any  pretence  whatfoever  ;  and  avoiding  every  thing  that 
may,  for  the  future,  diilurb  the  union  happily  re-eilablifh- 
ed  between  them  ;  and,  on  the  contrary,  endeavouring  to 
procure,  on  all  occafions,  whatever  may  contribute  to  their 
mutual  glory,  intereils  and  advantage,  without  giving  any 
aflillance  or  protedion,  diredly   or    indlredly,  to  thole 
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who  v/ould   Injure  or   prejudice  any   of  the  contra(ftIng 
parties. 

II.  There  fliall  be  a  general  oblivion  of  whatever  may  have 
been  done  or  committed  during  the  war,  now  ended.  And 
all  peiTons,  upon  the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
tions of  all  the  parties,  fliall  be  maintained  or  re-eftabliihed 
in  the  pofleffion  of  all  the  effedis,  dignities,  ecclefiaftical 
benefices,  h-onours,  revenues,  which  they  enjoyed,  or 
ought  to  haVe  enjo\^ed,  at  the  commencement  of  the  war, 
notwithftanding  all  difpofiTefl^ons,  feizures,  or  confifcations, 
occafioned  by  the  faid  war. 

III.  The  treaties  of  Weftphalia  of  1648  ;  thofe  of  Madrid, 
between  the  crowns  of  England  and  Spain,  of  1667,  and 
1670;  the  treaties  of  peace  of  Nimcgen  of  1678,  and 
1679;  of  Pvyfwick  of  1697;  of  Utrecht  of  1713  ;  of 
Baden  of  1 7 1 4 ;  the  treaty  of  the  Triple  Alliance  of  the 
Hague  of  1 7 1 7  ;  that  of  the  Quadruple  Alliance  of  Lon- 
don of  17 18  ;  and  the  treaty  of  peace  of  Vienna  of  1738, 
fcrve  as  a  bafis  and  foundation  to  the  g  ?neral  peace,  and  to 
the  prefent  treaty ;  and,  for  this  purpofe,  they  are  re- 
newed and  confirmed  in  the  beft  form,  and  as  if  they  were 
herein  infcrtcd,  word  for  word  ;  fo  that  they  Ihall  be 
punctually  obferved  for  the  future  in  all  their  tenour,  and 
religioufiy  executed  on  the  one  fide  and  the  other ;  fuch 
points  however,  as  have  been  derogated  from  in  the  pre- 
fent txQztJ,  excepted. 

IV.  Ail  the  prifoners  made  on  the  one  fide  and  the  other, 
as  well  by  lea  as  by  land,  and  the  hoftages  required  or  giv"eil 
during  the  war,  and  to  this  day,  fliall  be  reftored,  with- 
out ran  1cm,  in  fix  weeks  at  latefi,  to  be  reckoned  from  the 
exchange  of  the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treat)'  ;  and  it 
fhall  be  immediately  proceeded  upon  after  that  exchaifge  : 
And  all  the  fliips  of  war,  as  well  as  merchant  vcflels,  that 
Ihall  have  been  taken  fince  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
agreed  upon  for  the  cefiation  of  hortiliries  at  fea,  fliall  be, 
in  like  manner,  faithfully  reftored,  with  all  their  equipages 
and  cargoes  ;  and  fureties  ihall  be  given  on  all  fides  for 
payment  of  the  debts,  which  the  prilbners  or  hoftages  may 
have  contracflcd  in  the  dates,  whert;  tb.ey  had  been  de- 
tained, until  their  full  difchargc. 

V.  All 
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V.  All  the  conquers,  that  have  been  made  ifince  the  com- 
mencement of  the  war^  or  which,  lince  the  concluiion  of 
the  preliminary  articles,  figned  the  30th  of  April  laft,  may- 
have  been  or  ihall  be  made,  either  in  Europe,  or  the  Eaft 
or  Welt-Indies,  or  in  any  other  part  of  the  world  what- 
foever,  being  to  be  reftored  without  exception,  in  confor- 
mity to  what  was  ftipulated  by  the  faid  preliminary  articles, 
and  by  the  declarations  lince  ligned  ;  the  high  contracting 
parties  engage  to  give  orders  immediately  for  proceeding 
to  that  reititution,  as  well  as  to  the  putting  the  moil  fe- 
rene  Infant  Don  Philip  in  polTeliion  of  the  Hates,  which 
are  to  be  yielded  to  him  by  virtue  of  the  faid  preliminaries, 
the  faid  parties  folemnly  renouncing,  as  well  for  them- 
felves  as  for  their  lioirs  and  fuccelfors,  all  rights  and  claims, 
by  what  title  or  pretence  foever,  to  all  the  Hates,  countries 
and  places,  that  they  refpediively  engage  to  reltore  or  yield  ; 
faving,  however,  the  reverlion  ftipulated  of  the  States 
yielded  to  the  moll  ferene  Infant  Don  Philip. 

VI.  It  is  fettled  and  agreed,  that  all  the  refpedtive  rellitu- 
tions  and  cefiions  in  Europe  fhall  be  entirely  made  and  ex- 
ecuted on  all  lides  in  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooner 
if  poffible,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  exchange 
of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty  of  all  the  eight  par- 
ties above-mentioned  ;  fo  that,  within  the  fame  term  of  fix 
weeks,  the  moil  Chriilian  King  Ihall  rellore,  as  well  to 
the  Emprefs  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  as  to  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  all  the  conquells 
which  he  has  made  upon  them  during  this  war. 

The  Emprefs  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia  Ihall  be 
put,  in  confequence  hereof,  in  full  and  peaceable  pof- 
feffion  of  all  that  ihe  polfefled  before  the  prefent  war  in  the 
Low  Countries,  and  clfewhere,  except  what  is  otherwife 
regulated  by  the  prefent  treaty. 

In  the  fame  time  the  Lords  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces  fhall  be  put  in  full  and  peaceable  pof- 
feffion,  and  fuch  as  they  had  before  the  prefent  war,  of 
the  places  of  Bergen-op-Zoom  and  Maellricht,  and  of  all 
they  poflefled  before  the  faid  prefent  war  in  Dutch  Flan- 
ders, Dutch  Brabant,  and  elfewhere  : 

And  the  towns  and  places  in  the  Low  Countries,  the  fb- 
vereignty  of  which  belongs  to  the   Emprefs  Queen  of 
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Hungary  and  Bohemia,  in  which  their  High  Mightl- 
neffes  have  the  right  of  garrifon,  ihall  be  evacuated  to  the 
troops  of  the  R.epublick,  within  the  fame  fpace  of  time. 

The  King  of  Sardinia  Ihall  be  in  like  manner,  and 
within  the  fame  time,  entirely  re-eftabliihed  and  n:aintalned 
in  the  Dutchy  of  Savoy,  and  in  the  county  of  Nice,  as 
well  as  in  al)  the  ftates,  countries,  places  and  forts  con- 
quered,. aTid  taken  from  him  on  occaiion  of  the  prefent 
war. 

The  moft  ferene  Duke  of  Modena,  and  the  mofl  ferene 
Kepublick  of  Genoa,  fliall  be  alfo,  within  the  fame  time, 
entirely  re-eftablilhed  and  maintained  in  the  ftates,  coun- 
tries, places,  and  forts  conquered  and  taken  from  them  du- 
ring the  prefent  war,  conformably  to  the  tenour  of  the 
13th  and  14th  articles  of  this  treaty,  which  relate  to 
them.. 

All  the  reftitutions  and  ceffions  of  the  faid  towns,  forts 
and  places,  Ihall  be  made,  with  all  the  artillery  and  war- 
like ftores,  that  were  found  there  on  the  day  of  their 
iurrender,  during  the  courfe  of  the  war,  by  the  powers 
who  are  to  make  the  faid  ceffions  and  reftitutions,  and  this 
according  to  the  inventories  which  have  been  made  of  them, 
or  v/hich  fnall  he  delivered  bona  fide,  on  each  fide.  Pro- 
vided that,  as  to  the  pieces  of  artillery,  that  have  been  rc- 
Jlioved  eilcwhere  to  be  new  caft,  or  for  other  ufes,  they 
Ihall  be  replaced  by  the  fame  number  of  the  fame  bore,  or 
weight  in  m.etal.  Provided  alfo,  that  the  places  of  Char- 
leroy,  Mons,  Athe,  Oudenarde,  and  Menin,  the  out- 
works of  which  ha\'c  been  demolilhed,  fliall  be  reftored 
without  artillery.  Nothing  Ihall  be  demanded  for  the 
charges  and  ex]-)enccs  employed  in  the  fortifications  of 
all  the  other  places;  nor  for  other  publick  or  private, 
works,  which  have  been  done  in  the  countries  that  are  to 
be  reftored. 

VII.  In  confideration  of  the  reftitutions  that  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty,  and  his  Catholick  Majcfty  make,  by  the 
prefent  treaty,  either  to  her  Majefty  the  Queen  of  Hungary 
and  Bohemia,  or  to  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Sardinia,  the 
duchies  of  Parma,  Placentia,  and  Guaftalla  fliall,  for  the 
fijture,  belong  to  the  moft  ferine  Infant  Do:i  Philip,  to 
be.  poffcficd  by  him  and  his  male  defendants,  born  in 
;  lawful 
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lawful  marriage,  in  the  fame  manner,  and  in  the  fame 
extent,  as  they  have  been,  or  ought  to  be,  poflefled  by 
the  prefent  poffelfors ;  and  the  fald  moft  ferene  Infant,  or 
his  male  defcendants,  fhall  enjoy  the  faid  three  duchies, 
conformably  and  under  the  conditions  exprefled  in  the 
adls  of  ceffion  of  the  Emprefs  Queen  of  Hungary  and 
Bohemia,  and  of  the   King  of  Sardinia. 

Thefe  acts  of  ceffion  of  the  Emprefs  Queen  of  Hun- 
gary and  Bohemia,  and  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  Ihall  be 
delivered,  together  with  their  ratifications  of  the  prefent 
treaty,  to  the  Ambaffador  extraordinary  and  plenipotentiary 
of  the  Catholick  King,  in  like  m.anner  as  the  ambafladors 
extraordinary  and  plenipotentiaries  of  the  moft  Chriftian 
King  and  Catholick  King,  fhall  deliver,  with  the  ratifica- 
tions of  their  Majefties,  to  the  ambaffador  extraordinary  and 
plenipotentiary  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  the  orders  to  the 
generals  of  the  French  and  Spanifh  troops  to  reftore  Savoy 
and  the  county  of  Nice  to  the  perfons  appointed  by  that 
Prince  to  receive  them  ;  fo  that  the  reftitution  of  the  faid 
ftates,  and  the  taking  poffeffion  of  the  duchies  of  Parma, 
Placentia,  and  Guaftalla,  by  or  in  the  name  of  the  moft 
ferene  Infant  Don  Philip,  may  be  effected  within  the  fame 
time,  conformably  to  the  ads  of  ceffion,  the  tenor  whereof 
follows. 

E  Mary  Therefia,  &c.  make  known  by  thefe  pre- 
fents:  Whereas,  in  order  to  put  an  end  to  the  fatal 
war,  certain  preliminary  articles  were  agreed  upon  the 
30th  of  April  of  this  year,  between  the  minifters  pleni- 
potentiaries of  the  moft  ferene  and  moft  potent  Prince 
George  II.  King  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  moft  ferene  and 
moft  potent  Prince  Lewis  XV.  the  moft  Chriftian  King, 
and  their  high  Mightinelies  the  States  General  of  the  Uni- 
ted Provinces,  which  have  been  fince  ratified  by  all  the 
powers  concerned.  The  tenor  of  the  4th  article  whereof 
is  conceived  in  the  following  manner. 

The  duchies  of  Parma,  Placentia,  and  Guaftalla  fhall 
be  yielded  to  the  moft  ferene  Infant  Don  Philip  to  ferve 
him,  as  an  eftablifliment,  with  the  right  of  reverfion  to 
the  prefent  pofteffors,  after  that  his  Majefty  the  King  of 
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the  Two  Sicilies  ihall  have  fucceeded  to  the  Crown  of 
Spain ;  as  alfo  in  cafe  the  faid  moil  ferene  Infant  Don 
Philip  fl:i0u]d  happen  to  die  without  children. 

And  whereas  a  definitive  treaty  of  peace  having  fince 
been  concluded,  the  feveral  points  relating  to  this  affair, 
have  been,  by  virtue  of  the  articles  thereof,  explained  by 
the  common  confent  of  the  parties  concerned,  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner. 

In  confideration  of  the  reilitutions,  that  his  moft  Chriftian 
Majefty  and  his  Catholick  Majefty  make,  by  the  prefent 
treaty,  either  to  her  Majefly  the  Queen  of  Hungary  and 
Bohemia,  or  to  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia,  the 
duchies  of  Parma,  Placentia,  and  Guaflalla  Ihall,  for  the 
future,  belong  to  the  mofl  ferene  Infant  Don  Philip,  to 
be  pofiefied  by  him,  and  his  male  defendants  born  in 
lawful  marriage,  in  the  fame  manner,  and  in  the  fame  ex- 
tent, as  they  have  been  or  ought  to  be  pofiefied  by  the 
prefent  pofTeflbrs  ;  and  the  faid  moft  ferene  Infant,  or  his 
male  defcendants,  Ihall  enjoy  the  faid  three  duchies,  con- 
formably and  under  the  conditions  expreffed  in  the  ads  of 
ceffion  of  the  Emprefs  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia, 
and  of  the  King  of  Sardinia. 

Thefe  atts  of  ceflion  of  the  Emprefs  Queen  of  Hungary 
and  Bohemia,  and  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  Ihall  be  deli- 
vered, together  wilh  their  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty, 
to  the  anibaflador  extraordinary  and  plenipotendar}'  of  the 
Catholick  King,  in  like  manner  as  the  am.bafihdors  ex- 
traordinary, and  plenipotentiaries  of  the  moil;  Chriflian 
King  and  Catholick  King  fliall  deliver,  with  the  ratilica- 
ticns  of  their  Majcflies,  to  the  ambafladors  extraordinary 
and  plenipotentiaries  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  the  orders  to 
the  Generals  of  the  French  and  Spanifh  troops  to  reftorc 
Savoy  and  the  county  of  Nice,  to  the  perfons  appointed 
by  that  Prince  to  receive  them  ;  fo  that  the  rettitution  of 
the  faid  flates,  and  the  taking  pofiefiion  of  the  duchies  of 
Parma,  Placentia,  and  Guaflalla,  by  or  in  the  name  of 
the  mofl  ferene  Infant  Don  Philip,  may  be  cflcded  in  the 
fanic  time,  conformably  to  the  laid  ads  of  cefiion. 

Wherefore,  in  order  to  fulfil  thofe  things,  to  which  we 
have  bound  ourlelves  by  the  articles  before  inferted,  and  in 
the  firm  ho]ic,  that  the  moil  Chriflian  and  Catholick  Kings, 
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and  the  future  pofleffor  of  the  aforefaid  three  duchies,  and 
his  male  defcendants  will,  on  their  part,  bona  fide,  and 
pundtually,  fulfil  the  tenor  of  the  articles  above-mentioned, 
and  wiiriikewife  reftore  to  us,  within  the  fame  time,  the  Hates 
and  places  which  are  to  be  reftored  to  us,  in  confequence  of 
the  fecond  and  eighteenth  articles  of  the  fame  preliminaries, 
we  do  yield  and  renounce,  for  us  and  our  fucccflbrs,  under 
the  conditions  expreffed  in  the  above-mentioned  articles,  all 
rights,  claims,  and  pretenfions  to  us  under  any  title  or  caufe 
whatfoever  belonging,  upon  the  aforefaid  three  duchies  of 
Parma,  Placentia,  and  Guaflalla,  formerly  poffelTed  by 
us ;  and  to  transfer  the  fame  rights,  claims  and  pretenfions, 
in  the  beft  and  moft  folemn  manner  pofilble,  to  the  moft 
ferene  Don  Philip  Infant  of  Spain,  and  his  male  defcen- 
dants, to  be  born  in  lawful  marriage,  abfolving  all  the  in- 
habitants of  the  faid  duchies  from  the  allegiance  and  oath, 
which  they  have  taken  to  us,  who  fhall  be  obliged,  for  the 
future,  to  pay  the  fame  allegiance  to  thofe  to  whom  we 
have  yielded  our  rights ;  all  which  however  is  to  be  under- 
itood  only  for  that  fpace  of  time,  that  either  the  faid  mofi: 
ferene  Infant  Don  Philip,  or  one  of  his  defcendants,  fhall 
not  have  afcended  either  the  throne  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  or 
of  Spain ;  for  at  that  time,  and  in  cafe  the  aforefaid  In- 
fant fhould  die  without  male  defcendants,  we  exprefiy  re- 
ferve  to  ourfelves,  our  heirs  and  fucceffors,  all  rights, 
claims  and  pretenfions,  which  have  heretofore  belonged  to 
us,  and  confequently  the  right  of  reverfion  to  the  faid 
duchies.     In  witnefs  whereof,  &c. 

CHARLES  EMANUEL,  &c.  The  defire  we  have 
to  contribute,  on  our  part,  to  the  mofl:  Ipeedy  re- 
eftablifliment  of  the  publick  tranquility,  which  lately  in- 
duced us  to  accede  to  the  preliminary  articles,  figned  the 
30th  of  April  laft  between  the  minifter  of  his  Britannick 
Majefty,  his  moll  Chriftian  Majefliy,  and  the  Lords  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  which  we  did,  on 
the  3 1  ft  of  May  laft,  by  our  plenipotentiary,  accordingly 
accede  to,  inducing  us  now  to  accomplifii  as  much  as  is  to 
be  performed,  on  our  part,  in  purfuance  of  them ;  and 
particularly  for  the  execution  of  what  is  contained  in  the 
fourth  article  of  the  faid  preliminaries,  by  virtue  whereof 
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the  duchies  of  Parma,  Pkcentia,  and  Gnaftalla,  are  td  be 
yielded  to  the  moft  ferene  Prince  Don  Philip,  Infant  of 
Spain,  to  hold,  as  an  eflabliihment,  with  the  right  of  re- 
verfion  to  the  prcfent  poffeffors,  as  foon  as  his  Majefty  the 
King  of  the  two  Sicilies  Ihall  have  fucceeded  to  the  crown 
of  Spain,  or  that  the  faid  Infant  ftioiild  happen  to  die 
without  iflue  male  ;  we,  in  conformity  thereto,  do,  by  the 
prefent  adt,  renounce,  yield,  and  transfer,  for  ourfelves 
and  our  fucceflbrs,  to  the  aforefaid  moft  ferene  Infant  Don 
Philip,  and  to  his  male  iffue,  and  their  defcendants  born 
in  lawful  marriage,  the  town  of  Placcntia,  and  the  Plai- 
far  tine,  (whereof  we  were  poffelTed)  to  be  held  and  pof- 
feffed  by  him  as  Duke  of  Placentia ;  renouncing  to  this 
end  all  rights,  claims,  and  pretenfions,  which  we  have 
upon  them ;  referving,  however,  exprelly  to  us,  and  our 
fucceflbrs,  the  right  of  reverlion,  in  the  cafes  above-men- 
tioned. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  &c. 

VIII.  In  order  to  fecure  and  effectuate  the  faid  refti- 
tutions  and  ceflions,  it  is  agreed,  that  they  fhall  be  en- 
tirely executed  and  accomplilhed  on  all  fides,  in  Europe, 
within  the  term  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooner,  if  poflible,  to  be 
reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications 
of  all  the  eight  powers ;  it  being  provided,  that  in  fifteen 
days  after  the  figning  of  the  prefent  treaty,  the  Generals, 
or  other  perfons,  whom  the  high  contradting  parties  fhall 
think  proper  to  appoint  for  that  purpofe,  ihall  meet  at 
Bruflels  and  at  Nice,  to  concert  and  agree  on  the  method 
of  proceeding  to  the  rellitutions,  and  of  putting  the  parties 
in  pofleflion,  in  a  manner  equally  convenient  for  the  good 
of  the  troops,  the  inhabitants,  and  the  refpedtive  countries ; 
but  fo  that  all  and  each  of  the  high  contradiing  powers 
may  be  agreeable  to  their  intentions,  and  to  the  engage- 
ments contracted  by  the  prefent  treaty,  in  full  and  peace- 
able pofleflion,  without  any  exception,  of  all  that  is  to  be 
acquired  to  them,  cither  by  refl:itution  or  ccflion,  within 
the  faid  term  of  fix  weeks,  or  fooner  if  poflible,  after  the 
exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty  by  all  the 
faid  eight  powers. 

IX.  In 
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IX.  In  Gonlideration  that,  notwithftanding  the  reciprocal 
engagement  taken  by  the  1 8th  article  of  the  preliminaries^ 
importing,  that  all  the  reftitutions  and  ceffions  Ihould  be 
carried  on  equall}'",  and  fhould  be  executed  at  the  fame 
time,  his  moft  Chriflian  Majefty  engages,  by  the  6th  ar- 
ticle of  the  prefent  treaty,  to  reftore,  within  the  fpace  of 
fix  weeks,  or  fooner  if  poffible,  to  be  reckoned  from  the 
day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty, 
all  the  conquelts  which  he  lias  made  in  the  Low  Countries; 
whereas  it  is  not  poffible,  confidering  the  dillance  of  thf 
countries,  that  what  relates  to  America  Ihould  be^  effefted 
within  the  fame  time,  or  even  to  fix  the  time  of  its  entire 
execution  ;  his  Britannick  Majefty  likewife  engages  on  his 
part  to  fend  to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  immediately 
after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty, 
two  perfons  of  rank  and  confideration,  who  fhall  remain 
there  as  hoftages,  till  there  ftiall  be  received  a  certain  and 
authentick  account  of  the  reftitution  of  Ifte  B.oyal  called 
Cape  Breton,  and  of  all  the  conquefts  which  the  arms  or 
fubjeds  of  his  Britannick  Majefty  may  have  made  before, 
or  after  the  figning  of  the  preliminaries,  in  the  Eaft  and 
Weft-Indies. 

Their  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  oblige 
themfelves  likewife  to  caufe  to  be  delivered,  upon  the  ex- 
change of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty,  the  dupli- 
cates of  the  orders  addrefled  to  the  commiflaries  appointed 
to  reftore,  and  receive,  refpediively,  whatever  may  have 
been  conquered,  on  either  fide,  in  the  faid  Eaft  and  Weft- 
Indies,  agreeably  to  the  2d  article  of  the  preliminaries, 
and  to  the  declarations  of  the  21ft  and  31ft  of  May,  and 
the  8th  of  July  laft,  in  regard  to  what  concerns  the  faid 
conquefts  in  the  Eaft  and  Weft-Indies.  Provided  never- 
thelefs,  that  Ifte  Royal,  called  Cape  Breton,  Ihall  be 
reftored  with  all  the  artillery  and  warlike  ftores,  which 
Ihall  have  been  found  therein  on  the  day  of  its  fun-ender, 
conformably  to  the  inventories,  which  have  been  made 
thereof,  and  in  the  condition  that  the  faid  place  was  in, 
on  the  faid  day  of  its  furrender.  As  to  the  other  reftitu- 
tions, they  fliall  take  place  conformably  to  the  meaning  of 
the  fecond  article  of  the  preliminaries,  and  of  the  decla- 
rations and  convention  of  the  21ft  and  31ft  of  May,  and

the  8th  of  July  lafl,  in  the  condition  in  which  things  were 
on  the  I  ith  of  June,  N.  S.  in  the  Weft-Indies,  and  on  the 
31ft  of  October,  alfo  N.  S.  in  the  Eaft-Indies.  And 
every  thing  befides  fhall  be  re-eftablifhed  on  the  foot  that 
they  were  or  ought  to  be  before  the  prefent  war. 

The  faid  refpediive  commiflaries,  as  well  thofe  for  the 
Weft,  as  thofe  for  the  Eaft-Indies,  fliall  be  ready  to  fet 
out  on  the  firft  advice  that  their  Britannick  and  moft  Chrif- 
tian  Majefties  fhall  receive  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifica- 
tions, furnifhed  with  all  the  ncceflary  inftrudtions,  com- 
miffions,  powers,  and  orders,  for  the  moft  expeditious  ac- 
complifliment  of  their  faid  Majefties  intentions,  and  of  the 
engagements  taken  by  the  prefent  treaty. 

X.  The  ordinary  revenues  of  the  countries  that  are  to 
be  refpeftively  reftored  or  yielded,  and  the  impofitions 
laid  upon  thofe  countries  for  the  entertainment  and  winter 
quarters  of  the  troops,  fliall  belong  to  the  powers  that  are 
in  poffeffion  of  them,  till  the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty,  without,  however,  its 
being  permitted  to  proceed  to  any  kind  of  execution,  pro- 
vided lufficient  fecurity  has  been  given  for  the  payment ; 
it  being  always  to  be  underftood,  that  the  forage  and  uten- 
lils  for  the  troops  fliall  be  furniflied  till  the  evacuations  ; 
in  confequence  of  which,  all  the  powers  promife  and  en- 
gage not  to  demand  or  exad:  impofitions  and  contributions 
which  they  may  have  laid  upon  the  countries,  towns,  and 
places  that  they  have  poftelfcd  during  the  courfe  of  the 
war,  and  which  had  not  been  paid  at  the  time  that  the 
events  of  the  faid  war  had  obliged  them  to  abandon  the 
faid  countries,  towns,  and  places  ;  all  pretcnfions  of  this 
nature  being  made  void  by  the  prefent  treaty. 

XL  All  the  papers,  letters,  documents,  and  archives, 
which  were  in  the  countries,  eftates,  towns  and  places 
which  are  reftored,  and  thofe  belonging  to  the  countries 
yielded,  fliall  be  refpcdtively,  and  bona  fide,  delivered  or 
given  up  at  the  fame  time,  if  pofliblc,  as  pofleflion  fliall 
be  taken,  or  at  tartheft  two  months  after  the  exchange  of 
the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty  of  all  the  eight  parties, 
in  whatever  places  the  faid  papers  or  documents  may  be, 
namely,  thofe  which  may  have  been  removed  from  the 
arciiive  of  the  great  council  of  Mechlin. 

XI.  His 
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XII.  His  Majefly  the  King  of  Sardinia  Ihall  remain  in 
pofleffion  of  all  that  he  a^tiently  and  newly  enjoyed,  and 
particularly  of  the  acquilition  which  he  made  ifi  the  year 
1 743 ,  of  the  Vigevanafque,  a  part  of  the  Pavefan,  and  the 
county  of  Anghiera,  in  tl>e  manner  as  this  prince  now  pof- 
felles  them,  by  virtue  of  the  cefiions  that  have  been  made 
of  them  to  him. 

XIIL  The  mofl  ferene  Duke  of  Modena,  by  virtue  as 
well  of  the  prefenf  treaty,  as  of  his  rights,  prerogatives, 
and  dignities,  Ihall  take  polfeffion  fix  weeks,  or  fooner  if 
poffible,  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  faid 
treaty,  of  all  his  ftates,  places,  forts,  countries,  effedts, 
and  revenues,  and,  in  general  of  all  that  he  enjoyed  before 
the  war. 

At  the  fame  time  ihall  be  likewife  reftored  to  him,  his 
archives,    documents,    writings,    and  moveables  of  what 
nature  foever  they  may  be,  as  alfo  the  artillery,  and  warlike 
flores,  which  fnall  have  been  found  in  his  countries,   at 
the  time  of  their  being  feized.     As  to  w^hat  fhall  be  want- 
ing, or  fhall  have  been  converted  into  another  form,  the 
juft  value  of  the  things  fo  taken  away,  and  which  are  to 
be  refhored,  fliall  be  paid  in  ready  money  ;  which  money, 
as  well  as  the  equivalent  for  the  fiefs,  which  the  moil  fe- 
rene Duke  of  Modena  poileiTed  in  Hungary,    if  they  are 
not  reftored  to  him,    ihall  be  fettled  and  adjuiled  by  the 
refpedtive  generals  or  commiifaries,  who,  according  to  the 
8th  article  of  the  prefent  treaty,  are  to  aifemble  at  Nice  in 
fifteen  days  after  the  fignature,  in  order  to  agree  upon  the 
means  for  executing  the  reciprocal  reilitutions  and  putting 
in  poiTeifion,    fo  that  at  the  lame  time,  and  on  the  fame 
day  as  the  moil  ferene  Duke  of  Modena  ihall  take  poiTeflion 
of  all  his  ftates,  he  may  likewife  enter  into  the  enjoyment 
cither  of  his  fiefs  in  Hungary,  or  of  the  faid  equivalent, 
and  receive  the  value  of  fuch  things  as  cannot  be  reftored 
to  him.     Juftice  ihall  alfo  be  done  him,   within  the  fame 
time  of  fix  weeks  after  the  exchange   of  the  ratifications, 
with  refpe<5t  to  the  allodial  eiled:s  of  the  Houfe  of  Gua- 
flalla. 

XIV.  The  moft  ferene  Republick  of  Genoa,  as  well  by 
virtue  of  the  prefent  treaty,  as  of  its  rights,  prerogatives, 
and  dignities,  ihall  re-enter  into  the  poffefiion,    fix  weeks. 
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or  fooner  if  poflible,  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications 
of  the  fald  treaty,  of  all  the  ftates,  forts,  places,  countries,  ef- 
fed:s,  or  what  nature  foever  they  may  be,  rents  and  revenues, 
that  it  Lnioved  before  the  war  ;  particularly,  all  and  every 
one  of  the  members  and  fubjedts  of  the  faid  republick  fhall, 
within  the  aforefaid  term,  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi- 
cations of  the  prefent  treaty,  re-enter  into  the  pofieffion, 
enjoyment,  and  liberty  of  dlfpofing  of  all  the  funds,  which 
they  had  in  the  bank  of  Vienna  in  Auftria,  in  Bohemia,, 
or  in  any  other  part  whatfoever  of  the  ftates  of  the  Emprefs 
Qneen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and  of  thofe  of  the  King 
of  Sardinia  ;  and  the  mtereft  Ihall  be  exadtly  and  regularly 
paid  them,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  faid  day  of  the  ex- 
change of  thd  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

XV.  It  has  been  fettled  and  agreed  upon  between  the 
eight  high  contracting  parties,  that  for  the  advantage  and 
maintenance  of  the  peace  in  general,  and  for  the  tranqui- 
lity of  Italy  in  particular,  all  things  ihall  remain  there  in 
the  condition  they  were  in  before  the  war ;  faving,  and 
after,  tl^e  execution  of  the  difpofitions  made  by  the  prefent 
treat-/. 

XVI.  The  treaty  of  the  Afiiento  for  the  trade  of  Ne- 
g'oes,  fif^ned  at  Madrid  on  the  26th  of  March,  17 13,  and 
tnc  ardcle  of  the  annual  fhip,  making  part  of  the  faid 
treaty,  are  particularly  confirmed  by  the  prefent  treaty, 
for  the  four  years  during  which  the  enjoyment  thereof  has 
been  interrupted,  fince  the  cpmmencement  of  the  prefent 
war,  and  fhali  be  executed  on  the  fame  footing,  and  under 
the  fame  conditions,  as  they  have  or  ought  to  have  been 
executed  before  the  faid  war. 

XVII.  Dunkirk  fiiall  remain  fortified  on  the  fide  of  the 
land,  in  the  fame  condition  as  it  is  at  prefent ;  and  as  tq 
the  fide  of  the  fea,  it  Ihall  remain  on  the  footing  of  former 
treaties. 

XVIII.  The  demands  of  money  that  his  Britannick 
Majefty  has,  as  Elector  of  Hanover,  upon  the  crown  of 
Spiiin  ;  the  differences  relating  to  the  abbey  of  St.  Hubert; 
the  enclaves  of  Hainault,  and  the  bureaux  newly  eftablilh- 
cd  in  ^!ic  Low  Countries  ;  the  pretenfions  of  the  ElediOf 
Palatine  ;  and  the  other  articles,  which  could  not  beregu, 
lated,  fo  as  to  enter  into  tlic  prefent  treaty,  Ihall  be  ami^ 
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xably  adjufled  Immediately  by  the  commiffarles  appointed 
for  that  purpofe,  on  both  fides,  or  other  wife,  as  fliall  be 
agreed  on  by  the  powers  concerned. 

XIX.  The  5th  article  of  the  treaty  of  the  Quadruple 
Alliance,  concluded  at  London  the  2d  of  Auguft,  1 7 1 8  ; 
containing  the  guaranty  of  the  fucceffion  to  the  kino-dom 
of  Great-Britain  in  the  houfe  of  his  Britannick  Majefly 
now  reigning,  and  by  which  every  thing  has  been  provid- 
ed for,  tjiat  can  relate  to  the  perfon  who  has  taken  the 
title  of  King  of  Great- Britain,  and  to  his  defcendants  of 
both  fexes,  is  exprefly  confirmed  and  renewed  by  the  pre- 
fent  article,  as  if  it  was  here  inferted  in  its  full  extent. 

XX.  His  Britannick  Majefty,  as  Eledtor  of  Brunfwick 
Lunebourg,  as  well  for  himfelf,  as  for  his  heirs  and  fuc- 
ceflbrs,  and  ail  the  Hates  and  poffeilions  of  his  faid  Ma- 
jefty in  Germany,  are  included  and  guarantied  by  the  pre- 
fent  treaty  of  peace. 

XXI.  All  the  powers  interefted  in  the  prefent  treaty, 
who  have  guarantied  the  Pragmatick  Sanftion  of  the  19th 
of  April  1 7 13,  for  the  whole  inheritance  of  the  late  Em- 
peror Charles  VI.  in  favour  of  his  daughter  the  Emprels 
Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  now  reigning,  and  of 
her  defcendants  for  ever,  according  to  the  order  eftabliflied 
by  the  faid  Pragmatick  Sandtion,  renew  it  in  the  beft 
manner  poffible  ;  except,  however,  the  ceffions  already 
made,  cither  by  the  faid  Emperor,  or  the  faid  Princefs, 
and  thofe  ftipulated  by  the  prefent  treaty. 

XXII.  The  dutchy  of  Silefia,  and  the  county  of  Glatz, 
as  his  Pruilian  Majefty  now  poflefTes  them,  are  guarantied 
to  that  Prince  by  all  the  powers,  parties  and  contra6:ors 
pf  the  prefent  treaty. 

XXIII.  All  the  powers  contradting  and  intcrefted  in  the 
prefent  treaty,  reciprocally  and  refped:ively  guaranty  the 
execution  thereof. 

XXIV.  The  folemn  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treat)^, 
expedited  in  good  and  due  form,  fhall  be  exchanged  in 
this  city  of  Aix  la  Chapelle,  between  all  the  eight  parties, 
within  the  fpace  of  one  month,  or  fooner  if  poffible,  to  be 
reckoned  from  the  day  of  its  fignature. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  under- written  their  Ambafia- 
(dors  Extraordinary  and  Minifters  Plenipotentiaries,  have 
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figned  with  our  hands,  in  their  name,  and  by  virtue  of 
our  full  powers,  the  prefent  treat)^  of  peace,  and  have 
'caufed  the  feals  of  our  arms  to  be  put  thereto.

I.  O  O  M  E  of  the  titles  made  ufe  of  by  the  contradlng 
1^  powers,  either  in  the  full  powers,  and  other  ads 
during  the  courfe  of  the  negotiation,  or  in  the  preamble  of 
the  prefent  treaty,  not  being  generally  acknowledged,  it 
has  been  agreed,  that  no  prejudice  Ihall  at  any  time  refult 
therefrom  to  any  of  the  faid  contrading  parties  ;  and  that 
the  titles  taken  or  omitted  on  either  fide,  on  account  of 
the  faid  negotiation,  and  of  the  prefent  treaty,  fhall  not  be 
cited,  or  any  confequence  drawn  therefrom.  ' 

II.  It  has  been  agreed  and  determined,  that  the  French 
language  made  ufe  of  in  all  the  copies  of  the  prefent  treaty, 
and  which  may  be  ufed  in  the  ads  of  acceffion,  Ihall  not 
be  made  a  precedent  that  may  be  alledged,  or  drawn  into 
confequence,  or  in  any  manner  prejudice  any  of  the  con- 
trading  powers  ;  and  that  they  conform  themfelves  for  the 
future  to  what  has  been  and  ought  to  be  obferved  with  re- 
gard to,  and  on  the  part  of  powers,  who  are  ufed  and  have 
k  right  to  give  and  receive  copies  of  like  treaties  and  ads 
in  anotlier  language  than  the  French. 
■  The  prefent  treaty,  and  the  acceffions,  which  fhall  in- 
tervene, having  flill  the  fame  force  and  effcd,  as  it  the 
aforcfaid  pradice  had  been  therein  obferved  :  and  the  pre- 
fent feparate  articles  Ihall  have  like  wife  the  fame  force,  as 
if  they  were  inferled  in  the  treat)\ 

In  witncfs  whereof,  we  the  under-written  Ambafladors 
Extraordinary  and  Minifters  Plenipotentiaries  of  his  Bri- 
tannick  Majefly,  of  his  moft  Chrittian  Majclty,  and  of  the 
Lords  the  States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  have 
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(igned  the  prefent  feparate  articles^  and'  caufed  the  feals  of 
our  arms  to  be  put  thereto.

nEORGE  the  Second,  by  the  Grate  of  God,  of 
J  Great-Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  King,  De- 
fender of  the  Faith,  Duke  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburg, 
Arch  Treafuref  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  and  Prince 
Elector,  &c.  To  all  to  whom  thefe  prefents  Ihall  come, 
greeting.  Whereas,  in  order  to  perfect  the  work  of  a  ge- 
neral peace,  fo  happily  begun,  and  to  bring  it,  as  foon  as 
poffible,  to  the  delired  conclufion,  we  have  thought  pro- 
per to  inveft  two  fit  perfons  with  the  title  and  character  of 
our  ambafladors  extraordinary,  and  plenipotentiaries  at  the 
prefent  congrefs ;  Know  ye  therefore,  that  we,  having  en- 
tire confidence  in  the  zeal,  judgment,  fkill  and  abilities  in 
managing  great  affairs,  of  our  right  trufty  and  well-be- 
loved Coufin,  John  Earl  of  Sandwich,  as  alfo  our  trufty 
and  well-beloved  Thomas  Robinfon,  Knight  of  the  moft 
honourable  order  of  the  Bath,  and  our  minlfter  plenipo- 
tentiary to  our  good  fifler  the  Emprefs  of  Germany,  Queen 
of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  have  named,  made,  conftituted 
and  appointed,  as  we  by  thefe  prefents  name,  make, 
conftitute  and  appoint,  them  our  true  and  undoubted  am- 
bafladors  extraordinary,  minilters,  commifEoners,  depu- 
ties, procurators  and  plenipotentiaries,  giving  unto  them, 
or  each  of  tnem,  jointly  or  feparately,  all  and  all  manner 
of  power  and  authority,  as  well  as  our  general  and  fpecial 
command,  (yet  fo,  that  the  General  do  not  derogate  from 
L-  ^^x^cial,  or  otherwife)  to  repair  to  Aix  la  Chapelle,  or 
to  aiij  odier  place  where  the  treaty  and  negotiatipns  for  the 
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above-mentioned  peace  and  tranquility  may  be  to  be  car- 
ried on  ;  and  there,  for  us,  and  in  our  name,  together 
with  the  ambafladors,  commiffioners,  deputies,  and  pleni- 
potentiaries of  the  Princes  and  States,  whom  it  may  con- 
cern, properly  vefted  with  the  fame  pov«e;  and  authorit)'', 
to  meet,  in  congrefs  and  conference,  either  fingly  and  fe-

LEWIS,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  France  and 
Navarre.  To  all  thofe,  to  whom  thefe  Prefents  ihall 
come,  greeting.  Whereas  we  are  delirous  of  omitting 
nothing  in  our  power,  in  order  to  accelerate  the  conclufion 
of  the  great  and  faiutary  work  of  peace,  and  the  rc-efta- 
blifliment  of  the  publick  tranquility,  trufling  entirely  to 
the  capacit}^  and  experience,  zeal  and  fidelity  for  our  fer-

For  thefc 
caufes,  and  other  good  conliderations  us  thereto  moving, 
we  have  commiffioned  and  ordained  them,  and  by  thele 
prefents  figned  with  our  hand,  do  commiffion  and  ordain, 
and  have  given  them,  and  do  give  to  the  one  and  to  the 
.other  jointly,  as  well  as  to  either  of  them  feparately,  in 
cafe  of  abfence  or  indifpofition  of  the  other,  full  power, 
commiffion,  and  fpecial  order,  in  our  name,  and  in  the 
quality  of  our  ambafladors  extraordinary  and  plenipoten- 
tiaries, to  agree  with  the  ambafladors  and  mJnifters  actually 
aflembled  at  Aix  la  Chapelle  for  the  conclufion  of  a  peace, 
provided  with  full  powers  in  good  form  on  the  part  of  their 
mafters,  to  fettle,  conclude,  and  fign  fuch  treaties,  ar- 
ticles, and  conventions,  as  the  one  and  the  other  together. 
Or  either  of  them,  in  the  aforeiaid  cafe  of  ablencd  or  in- 
difpoiition  of  the  other,  fhall  think  good,  and  chiefly  the 
definitive  treaty,  which  Ihall  re-e£lablilh  a  folid  peace  and 
perfect  union  between  us  and  the  Princes  and  States  for- 
merly at  war,  or  auxiliaries  of  the  powers  at  war ;  pro- 
mifing  on  the  faith  and  word  of  a  King,  to  accept,  keep 
firm  and  ftable  for  ever,  accomplilh  and  execute  punctually, 
^11  that  the  faid  Count  de  St.  Severin  d'Aragon,  and  the 
faid  Sieur  de  la  Porte  du  Theil  or  either  of  them,  in  the 
faid  cafes  of  abfence  or  indifpofition  of  the  other,  fhall 
tave  ftipulated,  promifed  and  figned  by  virtue  of  this  pre- 
fent  power,  without  ever  contravening  the  fame,  or  fufter- 
ing  it  to  be  contravened,  for  what  caufe,  or  under  what 
pretext  foever ;  as  alfo  to  caufe  our  letters  of  ratification 
thereof  to  be  dilpatched  in  good  form,  and  exchanged  in 
the  time  that  fhall  be  agreed  upon  :  For-fuch  is  our  plea- 
fure.

Commiilioner  of  the  Admiralty,  one  of  the  Lords  Re- 
gents of  the  kingdom,  his  Minifter  Plenipotentiary  to  the

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A  'Treaty  concluded  and  figned  at  Madrid,  on  the  t,th  of 
Odlober  N.  S.  ijfo,  between  the  Minijiers  Plenipos. 
tentiaries  of  their  Britanmck  and  Catholick  Majefiies. 

WHEREAS  by  the  1 6th  article  of  the  treaty  of  Aix- 
la-Chapelle,  it  has  been  agreed  between  their  Bri- 
tannick  and  Catholick  Majefiies,  that  the  treaty  of  the  Af- 
liento  for  the  commerce  of  Negroes,  and  the  article  of  tht 
annual  Ihip,  for  the  four  years  of  non-enjoymeiit,  Ihould 
be  confirmed  to  Great-Britain,  upon  the  fame  foot,  and 
upon  the  fame  conditions,  as  they  ought  to  have  been  exe- 
cuted before  the  late  war  ;  and  the  refpe6tive  Ambafladofl 
of  their  faid  Majelties  having  agreed,  by  a  declaration 
figned  between  them  on  the  4|r  June,  1748,  to  regulate^ 
at  a  proper  time  and  place,  by  a  negociatlon  between  Mi^ 
nifters  named  on  each  lide  for  that  purpofe,  the  equivalent 
which  Spain  fliould  give  in  confideration  of  the  non-en^ 
joyment  of  the  years  of  the  faid  Affiento  of  Negroes,  and 
of  the  annual  ihip  granted  to  Great-Britain,  by  the  ioth,

ms  Catholick  Majefty  promifes  and  engages  to  caufe  to  be 
paid,  either  at  Madrid  or  London,  to  the  royal  Affiento 
Company,  within  the  term  of  three  months  at  lateft,  to 
te  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  ligning  of  this  treaty, 
yields  to  his  Catholick  Majefty,  all  that  may  be  due  to  thQ 
laid  Company  for  balance  of  accounts,  or  arifing  in  any 
manner  vvhatfoever  from  the  faid  Affiento  ;  fo  that  the  faid

Vlli  Hi's  Catholick  Majefly  grants,  that  tht  laid  fub- 
je<fts  fnall  enjoy  all  the  rights,  privileges,  franchifes,  ex- 
emptions and  immunities  whatfoever,  which  they  enjoyed 
before  the  lafl  war,  by  virtue  of  cedulas  or  royal  ordon- 
nances,  and  by  the  articles  of  the  treaty  of  peace  and  com- 
merce made  at  Madrid  in  1667  ;  and  the  faid  fubjeds  lliall- 
be  treated  in  Spain,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  moft  fa* 
voured  nation,  and  confequently,  no  nation  fliall  pay  lefs 
duties  "upon  wool,  and  other  merchandizes  which  they 
ihall  bring  into,  or  carry  out  of  Spain  by  land,  than  the 
faid  fubjed:s  lliall  pay  upon  the  fame  merchandizes,  whick 
they  Ihall  bring  in  or  carry  out  by  fea.

tion, being  thus  accommodated  and  extinguifhed  by  this 
particular  treaty  ;  the  two  faid  mod  Serene  Kings  engage 
themfelves  mutually  to  the  punctual  execution  of  this  treaty 
qf  reciprocal  compcnfation,  which  fhall  be  approved  and 
Ratified  by  fheir  faid  Majefties,  and  the  ratifications  ex- 
changed, in  the  term  of  fix  weeks,  to  be  reckoned  from 
the  day  of  its  figning,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done.

greeting.  Whereas  a  treaty  for  eflabliihing  peace  and 
friendlhip  was  concluded  and  ligned  on  the  1 5th  of  De- 
bember,  1734,  and  copied  the,  15th  of  E.abbei  the  firftj 
in  the  year  1164,  which. is  in  Englilh  ilile,  the  15th  day 
of  January,  1750,  O.  S.  and  the  additional  articles  of 
peace  and  commerce,  concluded  and  iigned  at  the  court  of 
Fez,  on  the  ill:  of  Februar}^,  1751,  N,  S.  between  Us 
and  the  High,  Glorious,.  Potent,  and  moll  Noble  Prince 
Mulay  Abedela,  Beh  Mulay  Ifmael,  Ben  Mulay  Seriph, 
Ben  Mulay  Aly,  King  and  Emperor  of  the  kingdoms  of 
Fez,  Morocco,  TaffiletCj  Sus  and  the  whole  Algarbe,  arid 
the  terrlories  thereof,  by  William  Petticrew,^Efq;  our 
tonfal  General  on  our  part,  and  by  the  Alcaide  Habed 
Lohab  Ben  Hamed  Limury,  lirll  MiniHer  on  the  behalf 
and  by  order  of  the  faid  King  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  in  the 
words  and  form  following. 

THE  treaty  of  peace  between  his  Majelly  George  the 
Second,  King  of  Great-Britain,  France  and  Ireland, 
knd  Mulay  Abedela  Ben  Ifmael,  King  and  Emperor  of 
Fez,  Mequinez,  Morocco,  and  all  the  W^elt  of  Africa,' 
God  blefs  him  ;  and  the  following  articles  were  concluded 
by  Alcaide  Habeb  Lohab,  Firft  Minifter,  and  William. 
Petticrew,  Efq;  his  Britannick  Majefty's  Conful  General. 

I.  For  eftablifning  peace  and  friendlhip,  it  is  agreed 
and  concluded  for  firm  and  valid,  both  by  land  and  fea, 
hi  all  the  dominions  of  both  powers,  that  the  Eno-lifh  in 
general  Ihall  and  may  now,  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  en- 
joy and  continue  in  peace  and  friendfhip  with  the  Emperor 
and  his  fubjetts,  and  be  v^^eil  ufed  and  refpedied  by  the 
Emperor's  fubjects,  agreeable  to  the  order  and  commands 
of  the  Emperor. 

IL  That  fuch  number  or  qu^tntity  of  palTports,  as  may 
be  necefiary,  be  tranfmitted  to  the  Em.perpr,  indented  in 
luch  m.anner  as  ihall  tally  with  the  palfports  that  fhall  be 
"received  by  the  Englilh  merchants  in  England  ;  and  if  an 
Englilh  man  of  war  meets  with  any  merchant  lliips  belonp-- 
ing  to  the  Emperor,  fuch  merchant  fhips  Ihall  be  obliged 
to  produce  and  Ihew  their  paliports  given  to  them  by  the 
EngliHi  Confuh

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ill.  If  any  difpute  fliall  happen  between  the  Engllfl-i  and 
the  Emperor's  fubjeft,  the  fame  not  to  be  determhied  by  a 
Judcre,  but  ended  and  adjulled  by  the  Engliih  Conful  and 
the  Coyed,  (that  is)  the  Mayor  of  the  town,  where  fuch 
difpute  fhall  happen. 

IV.  That  none  of  the  Emperor's  fubjects  Ihall,  at  any 
time,  forcibly  enter  the  hdiifes  of  the  Englifh,  or  any  place 
belonging  to  them,  or  take  and  carry  away  any  of  their 
^oods^and  effefts,  unlefs  they  have  leave  and  authority 
from  the  Emperor  fo  to  do  :  That  if  any  of  the  Emperor's 
fabjedts  Ihall  hire  any  Englifh  ihip  to  carry  and  convey 
goods  from  one  part  of  the  Emperor's  dominions  to  ano- 
ther, and  fhall  happen  by  ftrels  of  weather,  or  any  other 
occafion,  to  touch  at  any  place  or  places  in  the  voyage, 
fuch  fnip  or  fhips  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  any  thing  for 
the  Ihelter  or  affiftance  they  may  receive  •  and  that  no 
Engliih  whatever,  or  any  of  their  fervants,  (though  not 
Englifli)  fliall  be  liable  to  pay  the  tax,  impofed  upon  the 
Emperor's  fubjed:s,  called  the  poll  tax. 

V.  That  the  lifteen  articles  of  peace,  made  and  con- 
cluded between  King  George  the  Firll,  and  MuH  Ifmael,- 
are  hereby  agreed  to  and  confirmed  with  his  Majelly  King 
George  the  Second,  as  good  and  valid,  and  ihall  be  faith- 
fully kept  and  obfcrved,  together  with  the  aforefaid  four 
articles.

I.  That  if  any  Engliih  fhall  happen  to  be  on  board  any 
fhip  or  fliips,  enemies  to  the  Emperor,  that  may  be  taken 
by  the  Emperor's  fliipsj  fuch  Engliili  fhall  be  well  treated, 
delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  Englifh  Ccnful,  and  have 
their  liberty  to  go  where  they  pleafe  :  This  aitlcle  to  con- 
tinue in  force  for  fix  months  from  the  conckifion  of  this 
peace ;  in  which  time  it  is  required,  that  notice  fl^.all  be 
given  by  the  King  of  Great-Britain  to  all  the  Engliih  fub- 
jedts,  not  to  embark  on  board  any  of  the  Emperor's  ene- 
mies 
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lilies  fliips  ;  for  after  that  time,  if  the  Englifli  ihall  fo  em- 
bark, the  blame  mull  be  their  own,  as  no  regard  will  be 
had  to  them  more  than  the  Emperor's  enemies. 

II.  If  any  of  the  Emperor's  fubjeds  Ihall  be  made  Haves, 
iand  efcape  to  an  Englifh  m.an  of  warj  or  to  Gibraltar^ 
Port-Mahon,  or  any  of  the  Englifn  dominions^  .that  they 
Ihall  be  protedied^  and  with  all  convenient  fpeed,  fent  to 
their  refpeftive  homes.  Tke  like  treatment  to  be  given  to 
the  Engliih  who  fhall  be  fiaves^  and  efcape  to  any  part  of 
the  Emperor's  domiinions. 

III.  If  any  Engliih  Ihall  contract  any  thing  to  be  paid 
to  the  Ernperor's  fubjefts,  that  notes  fhall  be  given  for  tlie 
fame  ;  and  in  like  manner  the  fame  to  be  oblerved  by  the 
Emperor's  fubje^ts  in  the  Englilli  dominions ;  and  if  k 
ihall  happen,  that  luch  fubjctcs  of  either  power  cannot 
write,  to  get  feme  perfon  to  write  fuch  notes  for  them. 

IV.  That  no  excufe  be  made,  or  ignorance  of  this  peace 
pretended,  the  fame  fiiall  be  publilhed  and  declared  to  all 
the  fubjedls  of  both  powers,  both  what  is  now  agreed  on^ 
and  the  articles  concluded  with  King  George  the  Firfc  ; 
which  declaration  fhall  be  ligned.by  each  power,  and  by 
them  kept,  to  prevent  difputes.

Ben  Mulay  Seriph,  Ben  Mulay  Aly.  King  and  Emperor 
bf  the  kingdoms  of  FeZj  Morocco,  Taffilete,  Sus,  and  all 
the  Algarbe  and  its  territories,  agreed  on  and  concluded 
by  Vv^illiam  Petticrew,  Efq;  on  the  behalf  of  his  Eri- 
tanick  Majelly,  and  by  the  Alcaide  Habed  Lohab  Ben 
Hamed  Limuryj  Firll  Miniller  on  the  behalf  and  by  order 
bf  the  King  of  Fez  and  Morocco. 

I.  It  is  agreed  on  and  concluded,  that  from  hencefor- 
ward there  Ihall  be  between  his  Majelly  of  Great-Biitain, 
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Prince  and  Elcftor  of  Hanover,  and  the  King  of  Fez  and 
Morocco,  their  heirs  and  fuccefibrs,  a  general,  true  and 
perftcc  peace  for  ever,  as  well  by  land  as  by  fea  and  frefh 
Avaters  ;  and  alfo  between  the  lands,  kingdoms,  dominions 
and  territories  belonging  to  or  under  the  jurifdidtion  of  his 
Britannick  Majefty  in  Germany,  and  thofe  appertaining  to 
the  King  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  and  their  fubjevfts,  people 
or  inhabitants  refped:ively,  ot  what  condition,  degree,  of 
quality  foevcr,  from  hehceforth  reciprocally  Ihall  owe  the 
other  all  friendfhip  ;  and  that  all  fhipSj  veflels,  paflengers 
with  their  effedts  trafficking  voluntary,  or  compelled  by 
enemies,  difaflers  of  the  feas,  or  an)'  accident  whatlbever, 
to  the  coafl  of  the  Emperor  of  Fez  and  Morocco's  domi- 
nions, being  his  Britannick  Majefty's  fubjetts  in  Germany, 
Ihall,  from  henceforth,  be  treated  with  the  laid  regulations 
as  fpeciiied  by  the  treaties  of  peace  now  fubfiftihg  betweeri 
his  Britannick  Majefly  and  the  King  of  Fez  and  Morocco. 

II.  It  is  agreed,  that  all  fhips  and  veflels  belonging  to 
his  Britannick  Majefty  in  Germany,  Ihall  cany  a  proper 
pafs,  and  that  a  copy  of  fuch  pafs,  with  the  heads  of  the 
faid  pafles,  fhall  be  fent  to  his  Britannick  Majefly's  Con- 
ful  reiiding  in  Barbary,  to  the  end  that  he  may  deliver  the 
fame  to  the  commanders  or  captains  of  the  King  of  Fez 
and  Morocco's  fliips  of  war  or  Cruizers,  to  the  end  that 
due  regard  may  be  had  to  this  peace,  and  that  no  com- 
mander or  captain  may  offend  thro'  ignorance ;  and  all 
commanders  or  captains  of  ihips  or  veliels  belonging  to  his 
Britannick  Majcfty's  fubjefts  in  Germany,  meeting  with 
any  fliip  or  veliel  belonging  to  the  King  of  Fez  and  Mo- 
rocco, or  his  fubjedls,  if  the  commander  of  fuch  Hiip  or 
veffel  produce  a  pafs  figned  by  the  governor  of  die  city 
they  belong  to,  with  a  certificate  from  the  Englilli  Confulj 
and  in  cafe  of  his  death  or  ablence,  from  the  major  part  of 
the  Englilh  merchants  refiding  in  the  faid  place,  in  fuch 
cafes  the  faid  fliip  or  veliel  ihall  purfuc  freely  her  vo)agc 
vvitliout  hindrance  or  molci\ation. 

III.  It  is  agreed,-  that  the  King  of  Great-Britain's  fub- 
■  jefts  Ihall  not  be  obliged  to  appear  before  jullices  of  the 

country  on  any  caufe,    but  that  only  the  governor  of  the 

city  and  his  Britimnick  Majefly's  Conful  fliall  take  cogni- 

.  zance  of,  and  adjuft  the  difference  or  fuits  they  may  have 

with 
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with  the  Moors,  or  other  inhabitants  in  the  dominions  of 
the  King  of  Fez  and  Morocco, 

IV.  It  is  agreed,  that  no  governor  or  officer  under  the 
King  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  fliall,  without  the  King's  fpe- 
cial  order,  vifit  or  regifter  the  dwelling-houfes  or  magazines 
of  any  of  his  Britannick  Majefly's  fubjedts  refiding  in  Bar- 
bary  ;  and  that  all  Britifli  Ihips,  taking  freight  in  any  port 
of  the  King  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  to  carry  to  other  ports 
of  the  faid  kingdom,  ftiall  be  exempted  from  all  port 
charges  as  ufual,  in  whatever  port  they  may  put  in  ;  and 
that  the  Conful  and  the  other  Britllh  m^erchants  fhall  be 
freely  allowed  to  have  Moors  or  Jevv^s  as  their  interpreters 
and  brokers,  who  foall  be  exempted  from  all  taxes,  as 
likev/ife  all  their  domeftic  fervants. 

All  the  other  articles,  being  fifteen  in  number,  con- 
cluded, agreed  and  adjufted  by  the  Admiral  Charles 
Stev/arC  on  the  behalf  of  his  Britannick  Majefty ;  and  by 
his  Excellency  Bafnaw  Hemet  Ben  A.lly,  Ben  Abdalla,, 
and  his  Imperial  Pviajefly's  Treafurer  Mr.  Mofes  Eenatar, 
on  behalf  of  the  faid  King  of  Fez  and  Morocco,  ilialliiand 
e;ood  and  be  of  the  fame  force,  as  in  the  reign  of  the  Moft 
High,  Illuftripiis,  and  Renovv^ned  Prince  George  the  Firft, 
King  of  Great-Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  of  glorious 
Tiiemory;  and  the  High,  Mighty,  and  Moft  Noble  Prince 
MuUy  Ifmael  late  Emperor  of  Morocco ;  as  likewife  the 
other  articles,  being  three  in  number,  agreed  and  concluded 
by  John  Leonard  SollicofFre,  Efcj;  on  behalf  of  his  Bri- 
tannick Ma^jefty,  and  his  Excellency  Bafliaw  Hamet  Beii 
Aly  Ben  Abdella,  on  behalf  of  the  King  of  Fez  and  Mo- 
rocco. 

It  is  agreed  on  and  concluded,  that  all  the  articles  afore- 
mentioned, being  eighteen  in  number,  with  thefe  additional 
articles  that  are  tranllated  into  the  Arabick  ians-uag'c,  co- 
pies  thereof  be  fent  to  all  his  Imperial  MaJGily's  Alcaides 
and  Officers  of  all  the  ports  in  his  dominions,  there  to  be 
read  by  the  Cady  or  Chief  Juftice  in  publick  ailembly ; 
and  afterwards  to  remain  depoiited  either  in  the  hands  of 
the  Judge,  or  the  Alcaide  of  the  port,  that  recourfe  may 
be  had  thereto  on  all  occaiions  which  may  occur  ;  and  that 
the  ratifications  of  the  faid  articles  fnall  be  made  within  the 
term  of  fix  months  or  fooner  if  poffible,  inSpanilh,  which 
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fhali  be  received  and  be  of  equal  force.     Dated  and  figned 
at  the  court  of  Fez,  on  the  ifl  of  February,   1751,  N.  S.'

TREATY  of  peace  concluded  between  his  Majefly 
George  the  Firft,  King  of  Great-Britain,  France, 
and  Ireland,  and  Muli  Ifmael,  fon  of  Muli  Alii  Sherife, 
King  of  Fez,  Mequinez,  Morocco,  and  all  the  Weft  of 
Africa,  God  blefs  him.  The  following  articles  were  agreed 
on,  in  the  preiencc  of  Balhaw  Ahamad,  fon  of  Abdula, 
and  the  then  Englifh  Ambailador,  interpreted  by  Mofes 
fon  of  Attor,  fervant  and  interpreter  at  the  Emperor's 
court. 

I.  In  order  to  eflablifli  peace  between  the  powers,  both 
by  land  and  fea,  and  all  their  refpeftive  dominions,  it  i« 
agreed  on,  that  the  Englifti  may  now,  and  always  here- 
after, be  well  ufed  and  refpeded  by  our  fubjeds,  agree- 
able to  the  orders  and  commands  of  the  Emperor. 

II.  That  all  Engliih  men  of  war  and  merchant  Ihips, 
that  Hiall  come  to  any  part  of  the  Emperor's  dominions, 
to  trade  or  orherwife,  and  ihail  have  on  board  a  cargo, 
not  proper  for  vending  in  the  place  where  they  Ihall  come, 
may  depart  with  the  lame  to  any  other  part  of  the  Empe- 
ror's dominions,  and  fhall  pay  duty  but  once  for  the  fame  ; 
and  that  no  duty  at  all  Aiall  be  pafd  for  any  war  imple- 
ments, fuch  as  fire-arms,  fvvords,  and  any  thing  belonging 
to  the  army,  as  alfo  for  materials  of  all  kinds  for  Ihip- 
building ;  and  if  any  Engliih  fnip  fliall  arrive  at  any  of 
the  Emperor's  ports,  with  any  merchandize  deftined  for 
any  other  part  of  the  world,  that  no  duty  ihall  be  paid  for 
fuch  merchandize,  but  Hiall  dcp.irt  with  the  (lime  without 
^ny  manner  of  moleHalion.  If  any  Engliih  fliip  fliall  be 
thrown  upon  the  Emperor's  coafts  by  Ib-cis  of  weather,  or 
othcrwife,  the  fame  Ihall  be  protcded,  and  may  fafely  de- 
part v.'ithout  any  ill  ufage  or  interruption  :  in  like  manner 
Ihall  be  treated  the  Em]>eror's  Ihips,  haj)j)cning  to  be  thus 
thrown  on  the  coall  of  Great-Britain,  or  the  dominions 
thereto  belonging. 

III.  That  all  the  Englifn  Iliips  and  Emperor's  iliips  may 
pafs  and  rcpafs  the  fcas  without  hindrance,  interruption  or 

moleftatio^ 
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moleftation  from  each  other ;  nor  fhall  any  money,  mer- 
chandize, or  any  demand  be  made  or  taken  by  the  fhips  of 
either  power  from  each  other  ;  and  if  any  fubjecfts  of  any 
other  nation  Ihall  be  on  board  either  the  Engliih  or  the  Em- 
peror's (hips,  they  fhall  be  fafely  protected  by  both  fides. 

IV.  If  the  Emperor's  men  of  war  meet  with  any  Eng- 
llfh  fhips,  and  fhall  want  to  fee  their  palTports,  they  are  to 
fend  a  boat  with  two  men  of  fidelity  to  perufe  the  faid 
pafTports,  who  are  to  return  without  any  further  trouble, 
and  then  both  fides  to  proceed  quietly  on  their  refpeftive 
voyages ;  the  fame  ufage  to  be  received  by  the  Emperor's 
m  rchant  fhips  from  the  Englifh  m^n  of  war,  who  fhall  a'- 
bw  the  paffpoits  made  out  by  the  Englifh  conful,  and  if  tl"  e 
conful  fhall  not  be  prefent  to  make  them,  then  the  pafTports 
made  out  by  the  Englifh  merchants  to  be  good  and  valid. 

V.  If  the  Englifh  men  of  war,  privateers,  or  letter  of 
marque  fnips,  fhall  take  prizes  from  any  nation  with  whom 
they  fhall  be  at  war,  they  fhall  have  liberty  to  bring  and 
difpofe  of  the  fam.e  in  any  of  the  Emperor's  dominions, 
without  any  duty  or  charge  whatfoever. 

VI.  If  any  Engliih  fhip  fhall,  by  florm,  or  in  ^ying 
from  her  enemy,  come  upon  the  Emperor's  coafts,  the 
fame  fiiall  be  fafely  protected,  and  nothing  touched  or 
taken  away,  but  fhall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  EnglifH 
conful,  who  fhall  fend  the  goods  and  people  where  he  Ihall 
think  fit.  ■  " 

VIL  It  is  the  ni'itual  agreement  of  the  King  of  Great- 
Britain  and  the  Emperor,  that  the  Emperor  do  iffue  out 
orders  to  all  parts  of  his  dominions,  for  the  well  ufing  of 
all  the  Englifii  fubjeds  ;  and  that  particular  places  be  ap- 
pointed for  the  burial  of  their  dead  ;  that  the  conful's  bro- 
kers fliall  freely  go  on  board  any  fhip  without  interruption ; 
that  the  Englifh  confuls,  merchants,  and  other  fubjedrs  of 
Great-Britain,  may  fafely  travel  by  land  v^'ith  effedrs  with- 
out any  hindrance  whatever- ;  and  if  any  Engliih  fettled  in 
the  Emperor's  dominions  fhall  be  defirous  to  return  home, 
that  they  may  fo  do  with  their  families,  goods  and  effects, 
without  interruption  :  If  any  Englifh  die,  the  effecfls  of 
fuch  to  be  taken  under  the  care  of  the  conful,  to  be  dif- 
pofed  of  as  direfie.ljby  the  will  of  fuch  perlbn,  and  if  no 
will,  for  the  bcneiit'of  fuch  perfon's  next  heir ;  and  if  any 
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debts  fhall  be  owing  to  fuch  deceafed  pcrfou,  the  fame  to 
be  paid  b}'  order  of  the  governor  or  other  perfon  in  power, 
where  fuch  perfon  fhall  die;  and  that  a  fubject  of  the  Em- 
peror's be  appointed  to  demand  and  receive  the  fame,  and 
dep'ofit  the  fame  in  the  hands  of  the  E^ngUfh  Conful  for  the 
aforefaid  ufes.  If  any  Englilh  Ihall  contradt  debts  in  the 
Emperor's  country,  and  remove  from  thence  without  fatis- 
fyin>^  the  fame,  no  other  perfon  ihall  be  liable  to  pay  fuch 
debts:  The  like  ufage  and  treatment  the  fubjed:s  of  the 
Emperor  are  to  receive  in  the  King  of  Great-Britain's  do- 
minions ;  and  that  the  King  may  fend  as  many  Confuls  to 
the  Emperor's  dominions  as  he  iliall  think  necellary. 

VIII.  That  no  EnglilTi  merchant,  captains  of  fhips,  or 
Other  perfon  or  perfons  whatfoever  that  are  Englilh  fubjedis, 
ihall  be  forced  to  fell  any  of  their  goods  for  lefs  than  the 
real  value ;  and  that  no  captain,  mailer,  or  com.mander 
of  any  Englifh  fhip  fnall  be  compelled,  without  their  own 
will  and  confent,  to  carry  any  goods  or  merchandizes  for 
any  perfon  or  perfons  w^hatfoever ;  nor  Ihall  any  failor  be 
forced  av^'ay  from  any  Englilh  lliip. 

IX.  If  any  quarrel  or  difpute  fhall  happen  between  any 
Engliihman  and  a  MulTelman,  by  which  hurt  to  either 
may  enfue,  the  fame  to  be  heard  before  and  determined  by 
the  Emperor  only  ;  and  if  an  Englilliman,  w'ho  may  be 
the  aggreiTor,  lliall  make  his  efcape,  no  other  Englifhman 
ihall  fuffer  upon  his  account ;  and  if  two  Englifhmcn  fhall 
quarrel,  to  be  deterinined  by  the  Englilh  Conful,  who  fliall 
do  with  them  as  he  pleafes  ;  and  if  any  quarrel  or  difpute 
fhall  happen  between  Muflclmen  in  England,  or  in  any  of  the 
Englilh  dominions,  by  which  hurt  may  enfue,  the  fame  to 
be  heard  before  one  Chrifl:ian  and  one  Mulfclman,  and  to 
be  determined  according  to  the  laws  of  Great-Britain. 

X.  If  it  Ihall  happen  that  this  peace  by  any  means, 
ihall  be  broke,  the  Conful,  and  all  other  Engliih,  fhall 
have  fix  months  time  to  remove  thcmfclvcs  with  their  fa- 
milies and  efieds  to  any  place  they  pleafe  without  inter- 
ruption ;  and  that  all  debts  owing  to  them  Ihall  be  juflly 
paid  to  them. 

XI.  If  any  Engllfli  in  the  Emperor's  dominions,  or  the 
Emperor's  fubjedts  in  the  Englilh  dominions,  fliall  mnli- 
icionllN'  endeavour  to  break  the  peace,  fuch  of  them  who 

fliajl 


fnall  be  proved  fo  to  ini'end,  {hall  by  each  power  be  pii*-. 
nifhed  for  iucii  ofience,  each  i:>ower  to  takes  cog^ilzance  of 
their  own  lubjedts.  ■  •-    ;. ; 

XII.  if  ciiy  of  the " Emperor's  iubj eels  llialf .•  .pQrcJiafe 
any  commoJiity  in  che  Engliili  doniiniohs^  they  ihail  not 
be  impofed  on  in  price,  byt  pay  the  fame  as  is  fold  to'  the 
Englilh. 

XIII,  That  not  any  of  the  Spaniih,  whether  coptains, 
fallors,  or  other  perfons  under  the  Englifn  government  in 
Gibraltar  or  Port  Mahon,  Ihall  be  taken  or  molefted,  fail- 
ing under  Englifh  colours  with  pafiports. 

XIV,  That  no  excufe  be  made,  or  ignorance  pretend- 
ed, of  this  peace,  the  fame  fhall  be  publifned  and  declared 
to  ail  the  iubjed:s  of  each  power,  which  declaration  fiiali 
be  figned  by  each  power,  and  kept  by  them  to  prevent 
difputes. 

XV.  If  any  men  of  v/ar  lliall  be  on  the  Emperor's  coalts, 
that  are  enemies  to  the  Englifli,  and  any  Englifh  mert  of 
war,  or  other  Englifh  fliips,  Ihall  happen  to  be  or  arrive 
there  alfo,  that  they  fliall  not  in  any  manner  be  hurt  or 
engaged  by  their  enemy ;  and  when  fuch  Engliili  Ihips 
iliall  fail,  their  enemies  fhips  Hiall  not  fet  fail  under  forty- 
hours  afterwards.  And  if  after  the  conclufion  of  this  peace, 
any  iliips  ihali  happen  to  be  taken  by  either  powers  within 
fix  months  after  tiie  proclamation  of  the  peace,  that,  the 
fame,  v^'ith  the  people  and  effe<fts,  fhjall  be  reftored.  Made 
and  declared  in  the  pretence  of  the  Emperor's  fervant 
Abammed  Baiha,  fon  of  AUi,  fon  of  Abd(ila,  by  jhe 
authority  given  to  him  by  the  Emperor.  Dated  this  23d 
ot  January,  in  the  year  1721,  Englilh  ftlle.  Wrote  and 
given  to  Charles  Stewart,  Efq;  the  Engliili  ambaiiador,  in 
the  feventh  year  of  the  reign  of  our  late  royal  father  King 
George  th^  Firil:, 

JFi  having  feen  and  coniidered  the  above-written 
,  ,  treaty,  with  the  additional  articles,  have  approved, 
raLihcd,  and  confirmed  the  fame,  in  all  and  iino;ular  their 
ciaufes,  as  by  thefe  prefents  we  do  approve,  ratify,  and 
contirm  the  ian;;e5  ^or  us,  our  heirs,  and  fucceflbrs,  en- 
gaging and  promifmg  ori  our  royal  word,  facredly  and  in- 
vi.jiabiy  to  perform  and  obferve  all  and  lingular  their  con- 
I  tents. 
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tents,  and  never  to  fuifer,  as  far  as  in  us  lieS;,  any  perfon 
to  violate  the  fame,  or  in  any  manner  to  aft  contrary 
thereto.  In  witnefs  whereof  we  have  caufed  our  great 
feal  of  Great-Britain  to  be  affixed  to  thefe  prefents,  figned 
with  cur  royal  hand.  Given  at  our  Court  aT  Kenfington 
the  Thirty-firfl;  day  of  July,  in  the  j'carof  cur  Lord,  1751, 
and  of  our  reign  the  twenty-fifth.

treaty  of  peace  and  commerce y  between  the  moji  fercne  and 
wighty  Prince  GEORGE  the  Second^  by  the  Grace  of 
God^  of  Great-Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  King^  De- 
fender cf  tbs  Ctrijtian  Faith,  Duke  of  Brunf.vick  and 
Lunenburgh,  Anh-Treajurer  and  Ele5ior  cf  the  Holy 
Roman  Empire^  &.c.  &c.  &c-  &c.  And  the  mcfi  ex- 
cellent and  iilujirioui  Lords,  Mahammet  Bafhaw  Gramali, 
Dey,  Governor,  and  Captain  General,  Secdv  Ali  Bey, 
Seedy  Hafian  Kiaja,  the  Divan,  and  all  the  Officers, 
Soldiers,  and  People  cf  the  noble  city  and  kingd  m  cf 
Tripoli  in  Barbary,  renewed,  agreed  on,  and  confirmed, 
by  the  honourable  Auguftus  Keppel,  Commander  in 
chief  of  his  Brltannick  Majejlfsfulps  and  v'jftls  in  and 
about  the  Mediterranean  feas,  and  Robert  WHiite,  Efq; 
his  fa'id  Serene  Majefifs  agent  and  Confid  general  to  the 
Dey  and  State  oj  Tripoli,  furnifhed  'v:)ith  his  Majeftfs 
full  powers  for  that  purpofc, 

< 

Article  i. 

IN  the  firft  place  it  is  agreed  and  concluded,  That  from 
this  time  forward,  for  ever,  there  ihallbea  true  and  in- 
violable peace,  between  the  mod  Serene  Iving  of  Great- 
Britain,  and  tho  moft  illuflpous  Lords  and  Governors  of 
the  city  and  kingdom  of  TriiX)li  in  Barbarv  ;  and  betw.-en 
all  the  dominions  and  fubjeds  cf  either  fide  ;  and  if  ihe 
ihips  and  fubjefts  of  either  party,  fhall  happen  to  meet 
upon  the  feas,  or  elfewhcre,  they  fliall  not  molefi:  each 
other,  but  ih;dl  fliew  all  podible  rcfpcd:  and  fricndfliip. 

II.  That  all  merchant  Ihipo  belonging  to  the  domitiions 
of  Great-Rrii?.in,  an.d  muling  to  the  citv,  or  any  j)art  of 
the  kingdom  of  Tripoli,  fliall  pay  no  more  than  Three 

per 
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per  Cent.  cuHom,  for  all  kinds  of  goods  they  fliall  fell  i 
and  for  fuch  as  they  Ihall  not  fell,  they  fhall  be  permitted 
freely  to  embark  it  again  on  board  their  ihips,  without 
paying  any  fore  of  duty  whatfoever,  and  fnall  depart  with- 
out any  hindrance  or  moleftation. 

III.  That  all  lliips  and  other  veiTels,  as  well  thofe  be- 
longing to  the  laid  King  of  Great-Britain,  or  to  any  of 
his  Majefty's  fubjedts,  as  thofe  belonging  to  the  kingdom 
or  people  of  Tripoli,  fhall  freely  pafs  the  feas,  and  traffick 
where  they  pleafe,  without  any  fearch,  hinderance  or  mo- 
leftation from  each  other :  And  that  all  perfons  or  paC- 
iengers,  of  what  country  foever  ;  and  all  monies,  goods, 
merchandizes,  and  moveables,  to  whatfoever  people  or 
nation  belonging,  being  on  board  of  any  the  laid  fhips  or 
veflels,  Ihali  be  wholly  free,  and  Ihall  not  be  flopped^, 
taken  or  plundered  from  either  party. 

IV.  The  Tripoli  fhips  of  war,  or  any  other  vefiels  there- 
unto belonging,  meeting  with  any  merchant  fnips,  or  other 
veffels  of  the  King  of  Great-Britain's  fubjecfls  not  being  in 
any  of  the  feas  appertaining  to  any  of  his  Majefty's  do- 
minions) may  fend  on  board,  one  fingle  boat,  with  tvvo 
fitters,  beiides  the  ordinary  crew  of  rowers  ;  and  no  more 
but  the  two  fitters  to  enter  any  of  the  faid  merchant  fhips, 
or  any  other  veii'els,  without  the  exprefs  leave  of  the  com- 
mander of  every  fuch  ihip  or  vefTel ;  and  then,  upon  pro- 
ducing unto  them  a  pals  under  the  hand  and  feal  of  the 
Lord  High  Admiral  of  England,  the  faid  boat  fiiall  pre- 
fently  depart,  and  the  merchant  fhip  or  fnips,  veflel  or 
veirds,  Ihall  proceed  freely  on  her  or  their  voyage  :  And 
although  the  commander  or  com.manders  of  the  faid  mer-  ■ 
chant  Ihip  or  fnips,  veiiel  or  veilels,  produce  no  pafs  from 
the  Lord  High  Admiral  of  England,  yet  if  the  major  part 
of  the  {hip's  or  veflel's  company  be  fubje«51:sro  the  laid  King 
of  Great-Britain,  the  faid  boat  fiiall  prefently  depart,  and 
the  merchant  fliip  or  fiiips,  yeiTel  or  veilels,  fhall  proceed 
freely  on  her  or  their  voyage  :  And  any  of  the  faid  fhips  of 
war,  or  other  veffels  of  h;s  faid  Majefty,  m.eeting  with 
any  fliip  or  fhips,  veiiel  or  veiTels,  belonging  to  Tri- 
poli, if  the  commander  of  any  fuch  fnip  or  ihips,  veiTel 
or  veiTels,  fhall  produce  a  pais,  figned  by  the  chief  go- 
V  ernors  of  Tripoii,  and  a  certificate  from  the  Engliili  Con- 

ful 
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ful  living  there ;  or  if  they  have  no  fuch  pafs  or  certificate^ 
yet  if  the  major  part  of  their  Ihip's  company  or  companies 
be  Turks,  Moors  or  Slaves  belonging  to  Tripoli,  then  the 
faid  Tripoli  Ihip  or  Ihips,  veflel  or  veilels,  ihall  proceed 
freely. 

V.  That  no  commander,  or  other  perfon,  of  any  fhip 
or  veffel  of  Tripoli,  Ihall  take  put  of  any  fliip  or  velfel  of 
his  faid  Majefly's  fubjeds,  any  perfon  or  perfons  what- 
foever,  to  carry  them  any  where  to  be  examined,  or  upon 
any  other  pretence,  nor  lliall  ufe  any  torture  or  violence 
unto  any  perfon  of  what  nation  or  quality  foevcr,  being 
on  boa;-d  any  fhip  or  veael  of  his  Majefly's  fubjedcs,  upon 
any  pretence  whatfoever. 

VI.  That  no  fliipwreck  belonging  to  the  faid  King  of 
Great-Britain,  or  to  any  of  his  Majefly's  fubjeds,  upon 
any  part  of  the  coafls  belonging  to  Tripoli,  fhall  be  made 
or  become  prize  ;  J\nd  that  neither  the  goods  thereof  iliall 
be  feized,  nor  the  men  made  flaves ;  but  that  all  the  fub- 
jeds of  Tripoli  fhall  do  thf ir  b.pfl  endeavours  to  fave  the 
faid  men  and  their  goods. 

VII.  That  no  fhip,  or  any  other  vefTel  of  Tripoli,  fliall 
have  permiflion  to  be  delivered  up,  or  to  go  to  any  other 
place  in  enmity  v/ith  the  faid  King  of  Great-Britain,  to 
be  made  ufe  of  as  Corfairs  at  fea  againfl  his  faid  Majcity's 
fubjeds. 

VIII.  That  if  any  Ihlp  or  vefTel  of  Tunis,  Algier,  Te- 
tuan,  or  Sally,  or  any  other  place,  being  in  war  with  the 
faid  King  of  Great-Britain,  bring  any  iliips  or  vcfiels,  men 
or  goods,  belonging  to  his  faid  Majefty's  fubjeds,  to  Tri- 
poli-, or  to  any  port  or  place  in  that  kingdom,  the  go- 
vernors there  fl:iall  not  permit  them  to  be  fold  within  the 
territories  of  Tripoli,    like  as  it  agreed  at  Algiers. 

IX.  That  if  any  fubjcd  of  the  King  of  Great-Britain 
j^appens  to  die  in  Tripoli,  or  its  territories,  his  goods  or 
money  fhall  not  be  feized  by  the  governors,  or  any  mini^ 
flers  of  Tripoli,  but  fliall  all  remain  with  the  Englifh 
Conful. 

X.  That  neither  the  Engliili  Confal,  nor  any  other 
fubjed  of  the  faid  King  of  Great-Britahi,  fJKill  be  bound 
to  pay  the  debts  of  any  other  of  his  Majeily's  fubjeds, 
u^ilcfs  they  become  furcty  for  the  fume  by  a  publick  ad. 

XI.  That 
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XL  That  the  fubjeds  of  his  faid  Majefl}'  in  Tripoli,  or 
Its  territories,  in  matter  of  controverfy,  fliall  be  liabk  to 
no  other  jurifdidiion  but  that  of  the  Dey  or  Divan,  except 
they  happen  to  be  at  difference  between  themfelves,  in 
which  cafe  they  fliall  be  liable  to  no  other  determination 
but  that  of  the  Conlul  onlv. 

XII.  That  in  cafe  any  fubjed:  of  his  Majeftyj  bein^  in 
"any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Tripoli,  happen  to  fcrike,  kill^ 
or  wound  a  Turk  or  Moor,  if  he  be  taken,  he  is  to  be 
punilhed  in  the  fame  mannerj  and  with  no  greater  feverity 
than  a  Turk  ought  to  be,  being  guilty  of  the  fame  offence ; 
but  if  he  efcape,  neither  the  faid  Englifh  Coniul,  nor  any 
other  of  his  faid  Majefty's  fubjed:s,  Ihall  be  in  any  fore 
queflioned  or  troubled  upon  that  account,  and  no  tryal  or 
fentence  to  be  paifed  without  the  Conful  being  prefent. 

XIII.  That  the  Engliih  Conful  now,  or  at  any  time 
hereafter,  living  at  Tripoli,  fKall  be  there  at  all  times  with 
entire  freedom  and  fafety  of  his  perfon  and  eftate,  and  fliall 
be  permitted  to  choofe  his  own  druggerman  and  broker ,- 
and  freely  to  go  on  board  any  Ihip  in  the  road^  as  often 
and  wlien  he  pleafes,  and  to  have  the  liberty  of  the  countiy ; 
and  that  he  Ihall  be  allowed  a  place  to  pray  in  ;  and  that 
no  man  fhall  do  him  any  injury,  either  in  word  or  deed  ; 
and  that  he  Ihall  have  liberty  at  all  times  of  hoifling  his 
Majeily's  flag  at  the  top  of  his  houfe,  and  on  his  boat, 
when  he  pafles  on  the  water. 

XIV^  That  not  only  during  the  continuance  of  this  peace 
and  friendlliip,  but  likewife  if  any  breach  or  v/ar  ha])pen 
to  be  hereafter,  between  the  faid  King  of  Great-Britain, 
and  the  city  and  kingdom  of  Tripoli,  the  faid  Conful,  and 
all  other  his  Majeily's  fubjefts^  inhabiting  in  the  kingdom 
of  Tripoli^  Ihall  always,  and  at  all  times,  both  of  peace 
and  war,  have  full  and  abfolute  liberty  to  depart,  and  go 
to  their  own  country^  or  any  other,  upon  any  fhip  or  veflel^ 
of  what  nation  foever  they  ftiall  think  fit,  and  to  carry  with 
•them  all  their  efiates,   goods,    families  and   fervants,  al- 

■  though  born  in  the  country,  without  any  intermption  or 

■  hind  c  ranee. 

XV.  That  no  fubjed:.of  his  faid  Majelly^  being  a  paf- 
fenger  from  or  to  any  port,  fnali  be  any  way  mcleited  or 
meddled  with,  either  in  perfon  or  property,  ,,akhoiigh  on 

board 
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board  any  ihip  or  veffei  in  enmity  v;ith  Tripoli ;  and  thS 
faind  is  to  be  regarded  in  favour  of  the  fubjccts  of  Tripoli. 

XVI.  That  when  any  of  his  Majefty's  Ihips  of  war  Ihall 
appear  before  Tripoli,  upon  notice  thereof  given  by  the 
Engliili  Conful,  or  by  the  comiriander  of  the  laid  fnlps,  to 
the  chief  governors  of  Tripoli,  publick  proclamation  fliali 
be  immediately  made  to  fecure  the  Chriftian  captives  ;  and 
if  after  that,  any  Chriftians  Vv'hatfoever  make  their  efcape 
on  board  any  of  the  faid  fnips  of  war,  they  Hiallnotbe  re- 
quired back  again,  norfnall  the  faid  Conful  or  commander, 
or  any  other  his  Majefty's  fubjedts,  be  obliged  to  pay  any 
thing  for  the  faid  Chriftians. 

XVIL  That  all  merchant  fhips  coming  to  the  cit\'  or 
kingdom  of  Tripoli,  though  not  belonging  to  Great-Bri- 
tain, fhall  have  free  liberty  to  put  themiclves  under  the 
protection  of  the  Britifli  Conful,  in  felling  and  dif})ofing 
of  their  goods  and  merchandize,  if  they  lliall  think  proper, 
without  any  hindrance  or  moleftation; 

XVIII.  That  at  all  times  when  any  fhip  of  war  of  the 
King  of  Great-Britain,  &c.  carrying  his  faid  Majeflv's 
ilag,  appears  before  the  faid  city  of  Tripoli,  and  comes  to. 
an  anchor  in  the  road,  immediately  after  noticfe  thereof 
given  by  his  faid  Majefty's  Conful,  or  officer  ftom  the 
ihip,  unto  the  Dey  and  government  of  Tripoli,  the}^  flially 
in  honour  to  his  Majefty,  caufe  a  falute  of  twenty-  feven 
cannon  to  be  fired  from  the  caftle  and  forts  of  the  citv,  and 
that  the  faid  lliip  lliall  return  an  anfwer  by  firing  the  fame 
number  of  cannon. 

XIX.  That  no  fubjedt  of  the  King  of  Great-Britain 
ftiall  be  permitted  to  turn  Turk  or  Moor  in  the  city  and 
kingdom  of  Tripoli,  (being  induced  thereunto  by  any  fur- 
prize  whatfoever)  unlefs  he  voluntarily  appear  before  the 
Dey  or  Governor,  with  the  Englifh  Conful's  druggcrman, 
three  times  in  three  days,  and  each  day  declare  his  refo- 
lution  to  turn  Turk  or  Moor. 

XX.  V^'^hereas  it  is  cuftomary  for  the  European  Confuls 
to  pay  their  refpcds  to  the  Bafliaw  at  the  feafts  of  llama- 
dam  and  Birham,  it  is  hereby  declared.  That  his  Briran- 
nick  Majefty's  Conful  Ihall  be  adniittcd  firft  to  audience, 
and  take  the  precedency  of  alJ  other  Confuls,  in  confide- 

ration 
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tfition  of  the  Engliih  being  the  oldefl  friends  to  the  Stafs 
of  Tripoli. 

XXI.  That  whereas  the  illand  of  Minorca  in  the  Medi- 
terranean fea,  and  the  city  of  Gibraltar  in  Spain,  do  now 
belong  to  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain  ;  it  is 
therefore  hereby  agreed.  That  from  this  time  forward,  for 
ever,  the  faid  illand  of  Minorca,  and  city  of  Gibraltar, 
Ihall  be  efteemed,  In  every  refpedt,  by  the  Bafliaw  and  go- 
vernment of  Tripoli,  to  be  part  of  his  Britannick  Majefiy's 
own  dominions,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  Ihall  be  look- 
ed upon  as  his  Majefiy's  natural  fubjefts,  in  the  fame  man- 
ner as  if  they  had  been  born  in  any  part  of  Great- Britain ; 
and  they,  with  their  Ihips  and  vefTels  wearing  Britifh  co- 
burs,  and  being  furailhed  with  Mediterranean  paffes, 
lliail  be  permitted  freely  to  trade  and  traffick  in  any  part 
of  the  kingdom  of  Tripoli,  or  dominions  thereunto  be* 
longing,  ?tnd  fhall  pafs  without  any  moleflation  whatfoever, 
either  on  the  feas  or  elfewhere,  in  the  fame  manner,  and 
with  the  fame  freedom  and  privileges,  as  have  been  llipu- 
iated  in  this  and  all  former  treaties,  in  behalf  of  the  Britiih 
nation  and  fubjedis  ;  and  that  none  of  the  fhips  or  veffeb 
belonging  to  Tripoli,  Ihall  cruize  or  look  for  prizes,  be-^ 
fore,  or  in  fight  of  the  ports  of  the  ifland  of  Minorca,  and 
the  city  of  Gibraltar,  to  difturb  or  moleil  the  trade  thereof 
in  any  manner  whatfoever. 

XXII.  That  if  any  of  the  fhips  of  war  of  the  faid  King 
of  Great-Britain  come  to  Tripoli,  or  to  any  other  port  or 
place  of  that  kingdom,  with  any  prize,  they  may  freely 
fell  it,  or  otherwife  difpofe  of  it,  at  their  own  pleafure, 
without  being  molefled  by  any ;  and  that  his  Majefiy's 
faid  fhips  of  war  ihall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  cufloms  m 
any  fort ;  and  that  if  they  fliall  want  provifions,  viftuals, 
or  any  other  things,  they  may  freely  buy  them  at  the  rates 
in  the  market. 

XXIIL  That  whenfcever  it  fliall  happen  hereafter,  that 
any  thing  is  done  or  committed,  by  the  fnips  or  fubjefts 
of  either  fide,  contrary  to  any  of  thefe  articles,  fatisfadtion 
being  demianded  therefore,  the  fame  fhall  be  made  to  tlie 
full,  and  without  any  m.anner  of  delay  ;  and  it  fhall  not 
be  lawful  to  break  this  peace,  until  fuch  fatisfatftion  be 

denied ; 
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denied ;  arid  whofoever  ihall  be  die  caiife  of  breaking  th'i^ 
peace,  fhall  aiiuredly  be  poniilied  with  prefent  death. 

XXIV.  That  his  Britannick  Majefly's  fubjects  (oVer 
and  above  the  ftipiilations  contained  in  this  and  all  former 
treaties)  fhall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  and  advantages, 
which  now  are,  or  which  hereafter  may  be,  granted  td 
any  of  the  fubjefts  of  the  mod  favoured  nation. 

XXV.  That  in  cafe  any  of  his  faid  Majsfty's  fubjeds 
■fhall  import  mto  the  faid  kingdom  of  Tripoli,  or  into 
any  of  the  ports  or  dominions  thereunto  belonging,  any 
w^arlike  ftores,  as  cannons,  muflcets,  piflols,  cannon  pow- 
der, or  fine  powder,  brimftone,  bullets,  iron,  planks,  and 
all  forts  of  timber  fit  for  building  of  fhips,  pitch,  tar, 
rofin,  ropes,  cables,  mafls,  blocks,  anchors,  fails,  and 
all  other  habiliments  of  war,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land  ;  aS 
alfo  provifions,  viz.  wheats  barley,  beans,  oats,  or  the 
like,  they  fhall  not  pay  any  fort  of  duty  or  cuftom  what- 
foever. 

XXVI.  That  new  Mediterranean  pafies  fliall  be  ifTued 
but  and  given  to  his  faid  Majefly's  trading  fubjedls,  with 
all  convenient  fpeed,  and  that  the  time  for  the  continuance 
of  the  old  paiies,  for  the  fhips  in  the  Indies  and  remote 
|)arts,  fhall  be  three  years ;  and  for  all  other  fliips  and 
vefTels,  one  year ;  to  commence  from  the  deliven'  of  the 
counter-tops  of  the  new  paiies  at  Algiers ;  of  which  his 
Majefly's  Conful  here,  fliall  give  the  earliell:  notice  to  the 
Bafhaw^  and  government ;  and  it  is  hereby  exprell}'  agreed 
and  declared,  that  the  faid  new  pafies  fiiall,  during  the 
above-mentioned  fpaces  of  time  of  three  years  and  onfc' 
year,  be  of  full  and  fufficient  force  and  effect  to  prote<ft  all 
Ihips  and  veffels  of  his  faid  Majefly's  fubjccb,  who  ihall 
be  provided  with  the  fame. 

XXVII.  That  no  merchant  fliip'  belonging  to  Great- 
Britain,  or  any  other  nation  under  the  protection  of  the 
Britilh  Coniul,  being  in  the  port  of  Tripoli,  fhall  be  de- 
tained from  proceeding  to  lea  on  her  vo}age,  longer  than 
eight  days,  under  the  pretence  of  arming  out  the  fhips  of 
war  of  the  government,  or  any  other  whacfoever. 

XXVIII.  Tliat  if  at  any  time  the  garrlfons  of  Gi- 
braltar or  Port-Mahon  fhould  be  in  want  of  proviiions, 
ai'id  fhould  lend   for  the  jamc  to  Tripoli,  or  any  part  of 

the 
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the  dominions  thereof,  they  fhall,  if  it  is  to  ht  had,   b^ 
fupplied  with  it  at  the  inarket-pricb. 

XXIX.  That  all  packets,  bearing  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty's  commiffion^  which  fliall  be  mfet  by  any  of  thfe 
cruizers  of  Tripoli,  fliall  be  treated  with  the  famfe  refped:^ 
as  his  Majefty's  IhipS  of  war,  and  all  due  refped:  fliall  be 
paid  to  his  Majefty's  commiffion  ;  and  both  at  meeting 
and  parting  j  they  ihall  be  treated  as  friends;  and  if  any 
of  the  Tripoli  cruizers  commit  the  leaft  fault  or  violence 
againft  them,  the  captains  or  raizes,  fo  offending,  Ihall, 
on  their  arrival  at  Tripoli^  and  proper  complaint  being 
made  of  them,  be  moft  feverely  puhilhedf  without  ad- 
mitting of  their  excufes. 

'XXX.  That  all  and  every  the  articles  iii  this  titaty  Ihali 
be  inviolably  kept  and  obferved  between  his  moft  facred 
Majefty  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  moft  illuftrious  the  Ba- 
ftiaw.  Lord  and  Governors  Of  the  city  and  kingdom  of 
Tripoli,  and  between  the  dominions  and  fubjed:s  of  either 
fide  ;  arid  our  faith  fhall  be  our  faith^  and  our  word  our 
word.  Dated  in  the  prefence  of  Almighty  God,  in  the 
city  of  Tripoli^  this  nineteenth  day  of  September,  One 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fifty  one,  according  to  the 
Chriftian  computation,  and  of  the  Turkifti  Hageira,  One 
thoufand  One  hundred  and  fixty  four^  the  twenty  ninth  day 
of  the  ilioon  ^hawan. 
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Treaty  of  peace  and  commerce,   between  the  moji  ferene  and 
mighty  Prince  GEOR.GE  the  Second^  by  the  Grace  of 
Cod^  of  Great-Britain,  France,  and  Ireland,  King^  De- 
fender of  the  Cbrijiian  Faith,  Duke  of  Brunfvvick   and 
Lunenburgh,  Arch-Treafurer  and  Ele^ior  of  the  Holy 
Romarj  Empire,  Szci  &c.  &c.  &c.     And   the  mcft  ex- 
cellent and  tlh'JtriGUi  Lord  Ali  Pafcha,  Begler  Bey  and 
fupreme  Commander  of  the   State   of  Tunis,    renewed, 
agreed  on,  and  confirmed,  by  the  honourable  AugUftus 
Keppel,    Ccmmandtr  in  chief   of  his   Britannick   Ma- 
jefiy's  Jhips  and  vejjels  in  and  about  the  Mediterranean 
feas,  and  Charles  Gordon,  Efq;  bis  f aid  Serene  Majefiy's 
agent  and  Conful  general  to  the  State  of  Tunis,  furnifh' 
ed  with  his  Majejtfs  full  powers  for  that  purpofe^ 

Article     I. 

THAT  iiW  former  grievances  and  lofTcs,  and  othei' 
pretences  between  both  partieSj  fliall  be  void  and  of 
no  efFed: ;  and  from  henceforward  there  fhall  be  a  firnt 
peace  for  ever,  and  free  trade  and  commerce,  between 
his  .Britannick  Majefly's  fubjeds,  and  the  people  of  the 
kinp"dom  of  Tunis,  and  dominions  thereunto  belonging  i 
But  this  article  fhall  not  cancel  or  make  void  any  juA 
debt,  either  in  commerce  or  otherwife,  between  the  fub-* 
jeds  on  both  ^'Ac?,,  but  the  lame  may  be  demanded  and 
recovered  as  before. 

IL  That  the  fhi}^s  of  either  party  fhall  have  a  free  li- 
berty to  enter  into  ctny  port  or  river  belonging  to  the  do- 
minions of  the  other,  w^hcre  they  iliall  pay  duty  only  toi" 
tv'hat  they  fell,  and,  for  the  reft,  may  freely  export  it 
again  withc?ut  moleitatlon  ;  and  fliall  enjoy  all  other  ac- 
cuftomcd  privileges  J  And  the  late  exadion  that  hath  been 
at  the  Golctra  and  the  Marine,  iliall  be  reduced  to  the 
ancient  cuiloms  in  thofe  cafes. 

III.  That  there  iliall  not  be  any  fcizurc  made  of  any  of 
th€  Ihips  of  cither  party,  either  at  fea  or  in  port,  but  ihcy 
Hiall  pafs  without  any  interruption,  they  difplaying  their 
colours  ;  and  to  prevent  any  mifunderftandings,  the  Ihips 
fcf  Twnis  ihali  be  furnifhed  with  ceiaificatcs,  under  the 

hand 
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hahd  and  feal  of  the  Britifh  conful,  of  their  belongmg  M 
Tunis,  which  they  are  to  produce  on  meeting  any  Englifh 
fliip,  on  board  of  whom  they  fhall  have  liberty  of  fend- 
ing two  men  only,  peaceably  to  fatisfy  themfelves  of  their 
being  Englilh,  who,  as  well  as  any  paffengers  of  other 
nations  they  may  have  on  board,  Ihall  go  free^  both  them 
and  their  goods; 

IV.  That  if  an  Engliih  Ihip  receive  on  board  any  goods 
or  paffengers  belonging  to  the  kingdom  of  Tunis,  they 
fliall  be  bound  to  defend  them  and  their  goods,  fo  far  as 
lyeth  in  their  power,  and  not  deliver  them  unto  their  ene^ 
mies  ;  and  the  better  to  prevent  any  unjuft  demands  being 
made  upon  the  crown  of  Great-Britain,  and  to  avoid  dif- 
putes  and  differences  that  might  arife,  all  goods  and  mer- 
chandize that  Ihall  from  henceforward  be  Ihipp'd  by  the 
fubjefts  of  Tunis,  either  in  this  port,  or  in  any  other 
whatfoever,  on  board  the  fhips  or  veflels  belonging  to 
Great-Britain,  Ihall  be  firfl:  entered  in  the  ofKce  of  Can- 
cellaria,  before  the  Britifh  Conful  refiding  at  the  refpec- 
tive  port,  expreffing  the  quantityj  quality,  and  value  of 
the  goods  fo  Ihipp'd,  which  the  faid  Conful  is  to  manifeft 
in  the  clearance  given  to  the  faid  Ihip  or  veflel  before  flie 
departs ;  to  the  end  that  if  any  caufe  of  complaint  fhould 
happen  hereafter,  there  may  be  no  greater  claim  made  on 
the  Britifh  nation,  than  by  this  method  Ihall  be  proved  to 
be  juft  and  equitable. 

V.  That  if  any  of  the  fhips  of  either  party  fhall,  by 
iaccident  of  foul  weather,  or  otherwife,  be  caft  away  upon 
any  of  the  coafts  belonging  to  the  other,  the  perfons  flialj 
be  free^  and  the  goods  faved  land  delivered  to  the  pro- 
prietors thereof.  ' 

VL  That  the  Englifh  whith  do  at  prefentj  or  fliall  at 
any  time  hereafter,  inhabit  in  the  city  or  kingdom  of  Tu- 
nis, fhall  have  free  liberty,  when  the}^j)leafe,  to  tranfport 
themfelves,  with  their  families  and  children,  although 
born  in  the  country. 

VIL  That  the  people  belonging  to  the  dominion  of 
cither  party,  fhall  not  be  abufed  with  ill  language,  or 
otherwife  ill  treated,  but  the  parties  fo  offending,  fhall  be 
;^jnjfh3d  feverelv  according  to  their  deferts. 

K  2  Yllh  That 
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VlII.  That  the  Conful  or  any  other  of  the  EngUi!t 
nation  refidn-ig  in  Tunis,  fhall  not  be  obliged  to  make! 
tlieir  addrefles,  in  any  difference,  unto  any  court  of  juf- 
t'ice,  but  to  the  B'afhaw  himfelf,  from  whom  only  they 
{hall  receive  judgment,  in  cafe  the  difference  ihould  hap- 
pen betwecri  a  !ubje«fl  of  Great-Britain  and  another  of 
this  government,  or  any  other  foreign  nation  ;  but  if  ir 
l^ould  be  berween  two  of  his  Britannick  Majefly's  fub- 
jedis,  then  it  Is  to  be  decided  by  the  Britifh  Conful  onl3% 

IX.  That  neither  the  Englifh  Conful,  nor  any  other  of 
his  Majefty's  fubjedts,  ffiall  be  liable  to  pay  the  debts  of 
any  other  of  the  nation,  unlcfs  particularly  bound  thereta 
under  his  own  hand. 

X.  That  whereas  the  ifland  of  Minorca  in  the  Medi- 
terranean fea,  and  the  city  of  Gibraltar  in  Spain,  do  now 
belong  to  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain  ;  it  is 
hereby  agreed  and  fully  concluded.  That  from  this  time 
forward,  for  ever,  the  faid  ifland  of  Minorca,  fhall  be 
efteemed,  (as  likewife  Gibraltar)  by  the  government  of 
Tunis,  to  be,  in  every  refpeft,  part  of  his  Britannick  Ma- 
iefty*s  dominions,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  fhall  be 
looked  ilpon  as  his  Majelly's  natural  born  fubjedts,  in  the 
fame  manner  as  if  they  had  been  born  in  any  other  part  of 
(jreat-Sritaiii ;  and  they,  with  their  ffiips  and  veffels  wear- 
ing BfitifK  colours,  (hall  be  permitted  freely  to  trade  and 
traffick  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  of  Tunis,  and  (hall 
I'Jafs,  without  any  moleftation  whatfoever,  either  on  the 
feas  or  elfewhere,  in  the  fame  manner,  and  with  the  fame 
freedom  and  privileges,  that  have  been  ftlpulated  in  this 
and  all  former  treaties,  in  behalf  of  the  Britifh  nation  and 
iubjedts* 

XI.  Thrtt  the  better  and  more  firmly  to  maintain  the 
good  correfpondence  and  friend(hip  that  haMe  been  fo  long 
and  happily  Cilablillied  between  the  crown  of  Great-Bri- 
tain and  the  goVerlimcnt  of  Tunis,  it  is  hereby  agreed  and 
c'onckldcd  bv  the  parties  before-mentioned,  that  none  of 
the  (hips  and  vcliels' belonging  to  Tunis,  or  the  domi- 
nions thereof,  fliall  be  permitted  to  cruize  or  look  for 
prizes,  of  any  natnre  whatfoever,  before,  or  in  fight  of 
the  (jforcfaid  city  of  Gibralt;ir,  or  any  of  the  ports  in  the 
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Jilaiid  of  Minorca,  to  hinder  or  niolell  any  veffels  bringing 
provifions  and  refrefhments  for  his  Britannick  Majp%'s 
troops  and  garrifons  in  thofe  places,  or  to  give  any  diflurb- 
ajice  to  the  trade  and  commerce  thereof :  And  if  any  prize 
Ihall  be  taken  by  the  ihips  or  veflels  of  Tunis,  within  the 
fpace  of  ten  miles  of  the  aforefaid  places^  ihe  Ihall  be  re- 
llored  without  any  contradidtion, 

XIL  That  all  the  fhips  of  war  belonging  to  the  do- 
minions of  either  party,  ihall  have  freely  liberty  to  ufe  each 
othi^r's  ports,  for  wafhing,  cleaning  and  repairing  any  their 
deiedits,  and  to  bpy  and  ihip  off  any  fort  ot  vidtuals,  alive 
01-  dead,  or  any  other  neceffaries,  at  the  price  the  natives 
buy  at  in  the  market,  without  paying  cultpm  to  any  of- 
ficer. And  whereas  his  Britannick  Majeily's  ihips  of  war 
do  frequently  aflemble  and  harbour  in  the  jx)rt  of  Mahon 
in  the  ifland  of  Minorca ;  if,  at  any  time,  they,  or  his 
Majefiy's  troops  in  garrilbn  there,  ihould  be  in  want  of 
provifions,  and  fliould  fend  from  thence  to  purchafe  fup-r 
plies  in  any  part  of  the  dominions  belonging  to  Tunis, 
they  fliali  be  permitted  to  buy  cattle  alive  or  dead,  and  all 
other  kinds  of  proviiion,  at  the  prices  they  are  fold  in  the 
market,  and  ihall  be  fufFered  to  carry  it  off  without  pay- 
ing duty  tQ  aiiy  officer,  i;i  tlie  fame  manner^,  as  ii'  hjs  Mar 
jelly's  Ihips  wqy^  thcmielves  in  the  port^ 

XIII.  That  in  cafe  any  ihips  of  way  belonging  to  the 
d.ominions  of  Tunis,  ihall  takc;,  in  any  of  their  enemies 
ihips,  any  Englifhmen  ferving  for  w^ges,  they  are  to  be 
made  ilayes;  but  if  merchants  or  pa^bngers^  they  are  to- 
enjoy  their  liberty  ^nd  goqds  free. 

XIV.  Xhat  if  ar^y  ilaye  of  Tunis  lliould  make  his 
<fcape  from  thence,  and  get  on  board  an  Englilh  man  of 
war,  the  faid  llave  be  free,  and  neither  the  Englifh  Con- 
ful,  nor  any  of  his  naticnj,  ihall  iij  any  manner  be  quef- 
tipned  abqut  the  fame, 

XV.  That  th^  better  tQ  prevent  any  difputes  that  may 
hereafter  arife  -between  the  two  parties  about  falutes  and 
publick  ceremonies,  it  is  hereby  agreed  and  concluded, 
that  whenever  any  flag  officer  of  Great-Britain,  iliaii  ar- 
rive in  the  Bay  of  Tunis,  in  any  of  his  Majeity's  Ihips  of 
war,  there  ihall  be  iliot  off  from  the  callles  of  the  Go^ 
Iftta^  or  Other  the  neareil  fortification  belonging  to  Tunis, 
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a  number  of  guns  according  to  cuflom,  as  a  royal  falntc 
to  his  Britifh  Majefly's  colours,  and  the  fame  number 
fhall  be  returned  in  anfwer  thereto  by  his  Majefty's  fhips; 
and  it  is  hereby  ilipUlated  and  agreed,  that  all  ceremonies 
of  honour  fhall  be  allowed  to  the  Britifh  Conful  who  re- 
fides  here,  to  reprefent  equal  in  every  refpeift  his  Majefty's 
perfon,  to  any  other  nation  whatfoevcr,  and  no  other  Conful 
m  the  kingdom  to  be  admitted  before  him  in  precedency. 

XVJ.  That  the  fiibjedis  of  his  moft  facred  Majefty  of 
deat-Britain,  &c.  either  refiding  in,  or  trading  to  the  do- 
minions of  Tunis,  fhall  not,  for  the  time  to  come,  pay 
any  m.05:e  than  three  per  cent,  cuftom,  on  the  value  of 
the  goods  or  merchandize  which  they  fhall  either  bring 
into  or  carry  out  of  the  kingdom  of  Tunis. 

XVII.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  concluded  and  eftablifb- 
ed,  that  at  whatfoever  time  it  fhall  pleafe  the  government 
of  Tunis,  to  reduce  the  cufloms  of  the  French  nation  to. 
lefs  than  they  pay  at  prefent,  it  fhall  always  be  obferved, 
that  the  Britifh  cufloms  fliall  be  two  per  cent,  lefs  than 
any  agreement  that  fhall  for  the  future  be  made  with  the 
faid  French,  or  that  fhall  be  paid  by  the  fubjedts  of 
J^^-ance. 

XVIII.  It  is  moreover  agreed,  concluded  and  eftablllh-^ 
ed,  That  in  cale  any  Britifh  fliip  or  fhips,  or  any  of  the 
fubjecfts  of  his  Majefly  of  Great-Britain,  fhall  import  at  the 
port  of  Tunis,  or  any  port  of  this  kingdom,  any  warlike 
llores,  as  cannons,  mulkets,  piftols,  cannon  powder,  or 
fine  powder,  bullets,  mafls,  anchors,  cables,  pitch,  tar, 
cr  the  like  ;  as  alfo  pravifions,  viz.  wheat,  barley,  beans, 
oats,  oil,  or  the  like,  for  the  faid  kind  of  merchandize 
they  fhall  not  pay  any  fort  of  duty  or  cuftom  whati 
ever. 

XIX.  That  in  cafe  a  war  fhould  happen  between  his 
Britannick  Majefty  and  any  other  ftate  or  nation  what- 
ever, the  fliips  of  Tunis  fhall  not  in  any  fort  afford  af- 
liftance  to  the  enemies  of  his  Majefty  or  his  fubjedts. 

XX.  That  if  an  Englifhman  kills  a  Turk,  he  fhall  be 
iudged  before  ihc  Caddi  of  the  place,  according  tojufticc: 
If  he  is  found  guilty  of  the  crime,  he  fhall  be  punifhed 
with  death;  but  if  he  cfcnpe,  the  Conful  fhall  not  be  mo- 
kfted,  or  calkd  upon  for  that  account ;  and  the  Conful 

(hall 
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fiiall  always  have  timely  notice,  that  he  may  have  an  op- 
portunity of  being  prelent  at  the  tryah 

XXI.  That  if  at  any  time  a  war  or  rupture  happen 
between  the  two  contrad:ing  powei's,  th^  Englilh  Conful 
and  his  nation  may  freely  depart  with  till  their  g^ods  and 
efFedls :  And  this  article  is  to_  be  reciprocal  for  the  fubr 
jedts  of  Tunis, 

XXIL  That  whereas  Gibraltar  and  the  ifland  of  Mi- 
norca do  belong  to  his  Britannick  Majeily,  if  at  any  time 
any  of  the  cruizers  of  Tunis  fhould  meet  with  any  vefTels 
of  the  faid  places,  under  Englifh  colours,  furnillied  with 
proper  paffports^,  they  Iball  be  treated  in  all  refpetts  like 
other  Englilh  Ihips,  provided  that  there  be  no  more  thai^ 
one  third  part  of  the  fhip's  company  who  are  not  fubjedits 
pf  his  faid  Majefty,  for,  in  luch  cafe,  they  (the  faid 
grangers)  fhall  be  deemed  as  prifoners :  But  it  is  allovvcd 
to  embark  as  many  merchants  or  palicngers  as  they  fee 
good,  be  they  of  what  nation  foever  i  And  if  at  any  time 
a  Tunis  man  of  war  ihall  take  a  lliip  from  their  enemies, 
on  board  of  which  may  happen  to  be  any  Enghfh  fubjedrs^ 
they  fhall  be  immediately  releafed,  with  all  their  goods  and 
merchandize,  provided  always,  that  they  be  provided  with 
proper  paflports  j  and  this  article  is  to  be  obferved  reci- 
procally on  the  parts  of  the  Englilh, 

XXIII.  That  if  any  Britlili  Ihips  or  vefiels  meet  with 
^ny  of  the  (hips  or  vellels  belonging  to  the  llate  of  Tunis, 
and  there  Ihould  be  any  injury  or  ofFenpe  given  by  either 
fide,  jullice  being  properly  demanded,  fhall  be  immedi- 
ately done,  and  the  aggrelfor  fliall  be  feyerely  puniflied^ 
without  it  occasioning  any  breach  of  war. 

XXIV.  That  his  Britannick  M?jcfty's  fubjedts  fhall  be 
always  treated,  by  the  flate  of  Tunis,  with  the  highefl 
degree  of  refpedt,  love  and  honour,  becaufe  the  Englifh, 
pf  all  other  powers,  are  their  firll  and  beft  friends, 

XV.  That  new  Mediterranean  pafles  fhall  be  iliaed  out 
and  given  to  his  faid  Majefly's  trading  fubjeds,  with  a'l 
convenient  fpeed,  and  that  the  time  for  the  continuance 
of  the  old  palTes,  for  the  Ihips  in  the  Indies  and  remote 
parts,  fhall  be  three  years ;  and  for  all  other  fliips  and 
velTels,  one  year;  to  commence  from  the  delivery  of  the 
CQunter-tops  of  the  new  pafles  at  Algiers ;  of  which  his 
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Majefty*s  Conful  here,  fliall  give  the  earlieft  notice  to  this 
iiate  *,  and  it  is  hereby  exprefly  agreed  and  declared,  that 
the  faid  new  palTes  Ihall,  during  the  above-mentioned 
fpaces  of  time  of  three  years  and  one  year,  be  of  full  and 
Sufficient  force  and  efFedt  to  protect  all  (hips  and  veffels  of 
his  faid  Majefty*s  fubjefbs,  who  fhall  be  provided  with  the 
fame. 

XXyi,  That  all  packets  bearing  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty's  commiffion,  which  fhall  be  met  by  any  of  the

State  of  Tunis,  which  let  no  one  prefume  to  infringe 
or  violate.  Dated  in  the  pretence  of  Almighty  God, 
at  the  Palace  of  Bardo  near  Tunis,  this  nineteenth  day 
of  06tober,  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fifty-one, 
according  to  the  Chriflian  computation  ;  and  of  the 
Turkifh  Hageira,  One  thoufand  one  hundred  and  fixty-. 
four,  the  tenth  day  of  the  Moon  Zil  Hadgi  SherifTay.

Jn  the'  naitie  pf  the  Holy  and  Undivided  Trinity. 

WHEREAS  the  fincere  and  intimate  friendlhip, 
which  unites  his  Britannick  Majefty  and  her  Impe- 
irial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruffias,  as  well  as  the  engagements 
which  they  contrafted  by  the  treaty  of  defenlive  alliance  of 
the  year  1742,  oblige  them,  at  all  times,  to  be  watchful 
pf  the  publick  tranquility,  and  their  reciprocal  lecurity  : 
And  whereas,  in  the  prefent  conjund:ure  of  affairs,  the 
prefervation  of  the  general  peace,  and  the  defence  of  their 
fefpective  dominions,  rights  and  fabjects,  have  appeared 
fo  tjiem  neceflarily  to  rec^uire,  that  they  Ihould  be  guarded 
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aga'infl  the  attacks,  with  which  they  may  be  threatened  on 
the  part  of  any  power  whatever,  by  fecuring  a  body  of  ' 
troops  capable  of  making  a  powerful  diverfion,  in  cafe  oi  ' 
fuch  attacks :  And  whereas,  confidering  the  prefent  fitua- 
tion,  the  contingents  of  the  fuccours,  fdpulated  by  the 
above-mentioned  treaty,  would  not  be  fufficient  for  all  the 
aforefaid  objects  :  His  Britannick  Majefly  and  her  Imperial 
Majefry  of  all  the  Riiffias,  have  thought  proper  to  concert, 
before-hand,  the  further  meafures  of  precaution,  which 
the  general  tranquility,  and  their  common  interefts  and  f&- 
curity,  feem  to  demand ;  and  for  this  purpofe,  they  have 
authorized  their  refpeflive  minifters  ;  that  is  to  fay,  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  Sir  Charles  Hanbury 
Williams,  Knight  of  the  moft  honourable  order  of  the 
Bath,  one  of  the  members  of  the  parliament  of  Great-Bri- 
tain, and  his  Ambaffador  at  the  court  of  the  Emprefs  of 
all  the  PvUilias ;  and  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruflias, 
her  Chancellor,  ad:ual  Privy-Counfellor,  Senator,  and 
Knight  of  the  orders  of  St,  Andrew,  of  the  White  Eagle, 
and  of  St.  Alexander  Newlky,  Alexis  Count  de  Beftoui 
cheff  Rumin  ;  and  her  Vice-Chancellor,  adual  Privy- 
Counfellor,  l>icutenant  of  the  company  of  the  body-guards, 
rdiual  Chamberlain,  and  Knight  of  the  orders  of  St.  An-^ 
drew,  of  the  White  Eagle,  of  the  Black  Eagle,  of  St.- 
Alexander  Ncw&y,  and  of  St.  Anne,  Michael  Count  de 
Woronzow ;  who,  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  refpedtive  full  powers,  and  having  conferred  together, 
have  agreed  on  the  following  articles. 

I.  The  higli  contracting  parties  renew  exprefly,  by  this 
convention,  the  treaty  of  dcfenfive  alliance,  concluded  be-» 
twcen  them.,  the  nth  of  December,  1742,  at  Mofcow, 
in  all  its  articles  ;  and  confirm  the  ftipulations  of  the  fuc- 
ro\irs  to  be  given  reciprocally,  as  they  are  contained  in  the 
IVdi  article  of  the  laid  treat)' ;  which  fuccours  lliall  be  fur- 
rjihcd,  on  each  lide,  in  the  manner  and  on  the  condition* 
tlicrcin  cxprclicd. 

IT.  Whereas  it  h  declared  by  the  XVIIth  article  of  thtf 
2b?vc-mentioncd  alliance  ;  "  That  if  the  fuccours  therein 
*•  llipulated  ihould  not  be  fullicient,  the  contradting  par- 
■*'  ties  fliall  then  agree,  without  delay,  on  the  farther  fuc- 
^'  coiir:^  tD'  be  given  ;"    and  as  that  \\ould  iiQt  aufwer  the 
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ends  propofed,  and  there  may  happen  cafes,  which  may 
not  allow  them  time  to  agree  thereupon  ;  in  order  to  ob- 
viate the  inconveniences  which  would  neceflarily  refult  from 
ilich  a  delay,  they  have  agreed  to  fettle  from  henceforth, 
and  at  all  events,  the  means  of  their  defence.  With  this 
view,  her  Imperial  Majefly  of  all  the  Ruffias  has  not 
only  caufed  to  march  towards  the  frontiers  of  Livo- 
nia, adjoining  to  Lithuania,  but  engages  alfo,  to  hold 
there,  as' long  as  this  convention  Ihall  Kibfift,  as  near  to 
thofe  frontiers  as  the  quarters  will  permit,  a  body  of  her 
troops,  amounting  to  55,000  men;  that  is  to  fay,  40,000 
infantry  of  her  regulax  troops,  furnillied  with  the  neceflary 
artillery,  and  15,000  cavalry,  compofed  of  three  regiments 
of  Cuiraffiers,  of  twenty  companies  of  Horfe  Grenadiers, 
of  two  regiments  of  Hufiars,  and  the  remainder  of  Light 
troops,  to  wit,  of  Coflacks  and  Calmucks,  each  with  two 
horfes,  as  many  as  Ihall  be  wanting  to  compleat  thefe 
15,000  cavalry ;  fo  that  the  whole  infantry  and  cavalry 
ihall  form  a  compleat  body  of  55,000  men. 

in.  Her  Imperial  Majefty  engages,  moreover,  to  caufe 
to  be  held  in  readinefs,  during  the  time  above  fpecified,  on 
the  coafls  of  the  above-mentioned  province,  40  or  50  gal- 
lies,  with  the  neceflary  crews,  in  condition  to  a(ft  on  the 
firft  order. 

IV.  The  body  of  troops  and  the  gallics,  mentioned  in 
the  two  preceding  articles,  Ihall  not  be  put  in  ad:ivity,  but 
in  cafe  his  Britannick  Majefty,  or  any  of  his  allies,  fhould 
be  attacked  ;  and,  in  that  cafe,  the  general  commander  in 
chief  of  the  faid  corps,  v;ho,  for  this  purpofe,  Ihall  be 
furnilhed  before-hand  with  the  orders  of  her  Imperial  Ma- 
jefly of  all  the  Ruffias,  fhall  march  as  foon  as  he  fliall  re- 
ceive the  requiiition  on  the  part  of  his  Britannick  Majefty  ; 
and  Ihall  make,  as  foon  as  poffible,  a  diverfion  with  a  bo- 
dy of  30,000  infantry,  provided  with  the  neceflary  artillery, 
and  with  all  the  j  5,000  cavalry,  above-mentioned ;  and. 
Ihall  embark  at  the  fame  time  the  other  10,000  infantry, 
on  board  the  ao  or  50  gallies,  in  order  to  make  a  defcent, 
according  to  tke  exigence  of  the  cafe,  and  the  utility  of  the 
fervice. 

V.  In  cafe  the  dominions  of  his  Britannick  Majefty  in 
Germany,  Hiould  be  invaded  on  account  of  interefts  or 
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difputcs  which  regard  his  kingdoms ;  her  Imperial  Ma« 
jefly  declares,  that  fhe  will  look  upon  fuch  an  invaiion,  as 
a  cafe  of  the  above-faid  alliance  of  1 742,  and  that  the  faid 
dominions  fhall  be  therein  comprized  in  this  refpedt. 

VI.  In  coniideration  of  fo  im.portant  an  augmentation. 
of  the  fuccour  ftipulaied  by  the  treaty  of  defenfive  alliance 
above-mentioned,  as  alfa  of  all  the  other  extraordinary  ex- 
pences,  which  the  march  and  maintenance  of  troops  in 
Livonia,  with  the  artillery  and  its  appurtenances,  as  well 
as  the  preparations  of  galleys  may  have  coft,  or  Ihall  ftill 
coll ;  his  Britannick  Majefly  promifes  and  engages  to 
caufe  to  be  paid  to  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruflias, 
the  fum  of  500,000  pounds  fterling  per  annum,  to  be 
reckoned  from  the  day  when  the  body  of  her  troops  fhall 
have  palled  the  frontiers  of  her  dominions,  in  confequence 
of  the  requifition  made  by  his  Majelly  the  King  of  Great- 
Britain  ;  this  fum  fhall  be  paid  by  Baron  Wolif,  refident  of 
Great-Britain,  in  tTie  place  where  it  Ihall  be  demanded,  at 
the  rate  of  10  lloriijs  and  15  ftivers,  current  money  of  Hol- 
land, for  every  pound  fterling,  and  always  four  months  in 
advance  ;  and  the  firft  payment  thereof  fhall  be  made  the  day 
that  this  body  fhall  go  out  pf  the  dominions  of  her  Imperial 
Majefty. 

'  VII.  Whereas  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruffias 
is  particularly  intereftcd  in  the  prefervation  of  the  tranqui- 
lity of  the  north,  and  that  no  innovation  fhould  happen  in 
tlie  neighbourhood  of  her  dominions  ;  confidering  alfo  the 
proximity  of  the  countries,  wherein  the  diverfion  in  quef- 
tion  will  probably  be  made,  and  the  facility  her  troops  will 
have  of  fubfifting  immediately  in  an  enem3''s  country  ; 
flie  takes  upon  hcrfelf  alone,  during  fugh  a  diverfion,  the 
iubfiilcnce  and  treatment  of  the  faid  troops,  by  fea  and 
land,  as  alfo  the  heavy  artillery,  which  they  may  have  oc- 
cifion  for,  and  of  the  djetails  thereto  belonging. 

VIIL  Her  Imperial  Majefty  engages  tQ  continue  the 
diverfion  to  be  made,  and  aot  to  iccal  lier  troops,  even 
though  Ihe  fiiould  be  attacl^ed  by  any  other  power.  On 
the  other  hand,  his  Britannick  Mnjefty  promifes,  that,  in 
oife  her  Majefty  the  Emprcfs  Ihould  be  difturbcd  in  the 
fnid  diverfion,  or  iliould  be  attacked  herlclf ;  his  liritannick 
Majefty  will  fiirnifti  immediately  the  fuccour  ftipulated  by

IJC.  in  cafe,  that,  contrary  to  all  expectation,  a  \wdf 
Ihould  break  out,  his  Britannick  Majefty  engages  to  fend 
into  the  Baltic  Sea  a  fquadron  of  his  Ihips,  of  a  force  fuit- 
able  to  the  circumflances ;  and  the  Admiral  of  this  fqua- 
dron Ihall  adt  in  concert  with  the  Imperial  Ruffian  army, 
as  long  as  they  fhall  be  within  reach  of  each  (jther^ 

X.  For  the  conveniency  and  readinefs  of  correipondenccj 
his  Britannick  Majefty  fliail  keep,  with  the  auxiliary  body, 
(which  (hall  be  commanded  folely  by  the  General,  whom 
her  Majefty  the  Emprefs  Ihall  put  at  their  head,  to  whom 
aifo  the  perfon  who  fhall  command  the  galleys,  is  to  be 
fubjed)  a  commiflary,  who,  as  well  as  the  Admiral  of  the 
Britilh  fquadron,  in  cafe  there  fhotild  be  one,  Ihall  alwa}^s^ 
be  invited  and  admitted  to  the  general  councils  of  war ; 
and  Ihall  have,  moreover,  communication  of  every  thing, 
which  may  concern  the  common  fervice. 

XI.  All  the  plunder  which  the  Ruffian  troops  fhall  gain 
from  the  enemy,  of  what  nature  and  quality  foever,  ihall 
be  for  the  advantage  of  thofe  fame  troops. 

XII.  In  cafe  thefe  auxiliary  troops  fhould  be  obliged  to 
pafs,  in  their  march,  the  territories  of  the  Republick  of 
Poland,  his  Britannick  Majefly  takes  upon  himfelf  the  care 
of  obtaining  from  his  Polifh  Majefty,  and  the  Republick 
ctf  Poland,  free  palTage  through  the  faid  territories. 

XIII.  This  convention  fhall  fubfift  for  the  fpace  of  four 
years,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  when  the  ratifications 
of  it  fhall  be  exchanged. 

■'  XIV.  In  cafe  peace  fhould  be  made,  or  the  objedt  of 
the  diverfion  to  be  made  fhould  ceafe  to  exift,  before  the 
expiration  of  the  four  years  above-mentioned  ;  the  above- 
faid  auxiliary  body  fhall  return  alfo,  before  that  time,  into 
the  dominions  of  her  Imperial  Majefty  ;  and  his  Britannick 
Majefty  confents,  that,  after  the  return,  the  faid  body 
fhall  enjoy  three  months  of  the  fuccour  agreed  on.  But, 
in  cafe  peace  fhould  not  be  made  before  that  term,  thca 
the  contrading  parties  fhall  agree  further  upon  the  pro- 
longation of  this  convention. 

XV.  The  prefent  convention  fhall  be  ratified,  and  the 
letters  of  ratification  fhall  be  exchanged  at  St.  Peterlburg 
within  the  term  of  two  months,  or  fooner  if  that  can  be

WHEREAS  the  moft  ferene,  mofl  high,  and  moft 
pdtent  Prince  and  Lord,  George  the  Second,  King 
Gf  Great-Britain,  t^rarice  and  Ireland,  Duke  of  Brunfwick 
and  Lunenburg,  Elector  and  Arch-Treafurer  of  the  Roman 
fempire,  &c.  And  the  moft  ferene,  moft  high,  and  moft 
potent  Princefs  and  Lady,  Elizabeth  Petrowna,  Emprefs 
and  fole  Monarch  of  all  the  Ruflias,  &e.  (pleno  tirulo) 
have  confidered,  how  ufeful  and  falutary  it  might  be  ta 
their  refpdftiVe  ftates  and  fubjeds,  and  alfo  how  much  it 
might  contribute  to  the  maintaining  of  the  general  tranqui-

^attacked  by  fea  or  land,  by  whomfoever  it  be,  they  fhal| 
■^iend  each  other,  inimediately  after  requifition,  the  necelTary 
Tuccours  ;    which  fhall  be  determined,  as  well  with  regard 

to  the  nature,    as  tq  the  quantity,    according  to  what  1? 
hereafter  ftipulated  in  the  following  articles  of  this  treaty. 

III.  His  Britannick  Majefty,  and  her  Imperial  Majefty, 
do,  from  henceforth  declare,  that  they  do  not  mean,  by 
making  this  alliance,  to  offend  or  injure  any  one  foever ; 
but  that  it  is,  on  the  contrary,  their  only  aim  and  defign 
to  provide,  by  thefe  engagements,  for  thei]:  reciprocal  ad- 
vantage and  fecurity ,-  and  to  contribute,  ag  rnuch  as  it 
fliall  depend  on  their  care,  to  the  prefervatjon  of  the  genSr^fl 

n)eace  of  Europe,   ancl  of  that  of  the  north  in  particular  ; 
%of  which  ends,  they .  fhall  employ  the'mfelves  in  the  moil 
'effedtual  manner  }X)fiible  ;  and  fhall  mutually  communicate^ 
to  each  other,  their  ideas  and  councils  for  that  purpofe. 
VqlJL  I,  IV.  A3 
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rV.  As  the  principal  defign  and  end  of  this  alliance  is, 
mutually  to  fecure  one  another  from  all  invalion,  injury  and 
damage  ;  and  as  each  of  the  high  contrading  parties  defirc 
nothing  more  ardently,  than  to  be  able  always  to  fulfil  this 
reciprocal  engagement  in  the  manner,  which  Ihall  be  moft 
advantageous  to  their  ally,  according  to  the  means  which 
God  has  put  into  their  hands,  refpediiveiy ;  and  as  the 
natural  ftrength  of  Great-Britain  principally  confifts  in  Ihips 
of  war,  and  thatof  Ruffia,  in  land  forces;  it  is  agreed, 
that,  in  cafe  his  Britannick  Majefty  ihould  be  attacked  or 
difturbed  in  his  kingdoms,  provinces,  Hates,  or  poffeflions, 
•whatever,  fo  as  to  find  it  necefTary  to  require  his  ally's  af- 
fiftance  ;  her  Imperial  Majelly  of  all  the  Ruffias  will  fend 
him  forthwith  10,000  infantry,  and  2000  cavalry;  which 
iliccours  Ihall  be  continued  to  him,  on  the  part  of  her  Im- 
perial Majefty,  during  the  whole  time,  that  the  faid  attack 
or  difturbance  ftiall  laft  ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  in  cafe 
her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruflias  Ihould  be  attacked 
or  difturbed  in  her  kingdoms,  provinces,  ftates,  or  poflef- 
fions  whatever,  fo  as  to  find  it  neceflary  to  require  her  ally's 
affiftance,  his  Britannick  Majefty  will  fend  her  forthwith  a 
fquadron  of  twelve  men  of  war  of  the  line,  carrying  700 
guns,  according  to  the  following  lift  ;  two  fhips  of  70 
guns,  making  together  140  guns,  and 960 men;  fixftiips 
of  60  guns,  making  360  guns,  and  2400  men  •,  four  fliips 
of  50  guns,  making  200  guns,  and  1 200  men  ;  in  the 
whole  12  ihips,  700  guns,  and  4560  men.  This  fqua* 
dron  lliall  he  duly  fitted  out,  and  armed  for  war.  Which 
fuccour  Ihall  be,  in  like  manner,  continued  to  her,  during 
the  whole  time  the  faid  attack  or  difturbance  Ihall  laft. 

V,  But  if  the  nature  of  the  attack  or  invafion  was  fuch, 
that  the  party  attacked,  or  invaded,  ftiould  not  find  it 
fuitable  to  demand  the  fpecifick  fuccours  ftipulated  in  the 
preceding  article,  as  not  being  proper  for  their  defence ; 
the  faid  high  contradting  parties,  in  order  to  gives  each 
other,  in  every  thing,  proofs  of  their  finccre  and  friendly 
intentions  towards  each  other,  have  agreed,  by  this  article, 
that  the  faid  cafe  exifting,  they  fnall  reciprocally  fuccour 
each  other,  after  requifition  made,  in  the  following  man- 
ner ;  that  is  to  fay,  if  his  Britannick  Majefty  Ihould  find 
himfeif  attacked,   her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruffias 
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ihall  caufe  the  fum  of  500,000  roubles  a  year  to  be  paid 
to  him,  during  the  whole  time,  that  attack  or  trouble, 
which  Ihali  have  occaiioned  the  laid  demand  on  the  part  of 
his  Britannick  Majeil}'',  iliall  iaft,  in  order  to  enable  him 
to  lupport  the  expences  of  the  war  ;  and  if  it  was  her  Im- 
perial Majefty  of  all  the  Rullias,  who  fhould  be  attacked, 
his  Britannick  Majefty  ftiall  furniih  her  the  like  fum  of  mo- 
ney yearly,  as  long  as  the  attack  or  difturbance,  which 
Ihall  have  occafioned  this  demand,  fhaii  laft. 

VI.  In  cafe  the  party  required,  after  having  furnifhed 
the  afliftance,  ftipulated  by  the  fourth  article  of  this  treaty, 
ihould  be  attacked  themfelves,  fo  that  it  fhould  be  necef- 
fary  for  them  to  recall  their  forces  for  their  own  fecurity, 
they  iliall  be  at  liberty  to  do  it,  two  months  after  they 
fliall  have  duly  apprized  the  party  requiring  thereof :  and 
it  is  likewife  ftipulated,  that,  in  cafe  the  party  required 
Ihould,  at  the  time  of  the  rerpilition,  find  themfelves  in- 
volved in  a  war,  fo  that  it  ihoyld  be  abfolutely  neceffary  to 
keep  at  home,  for  their  own  fecurity  and  defence,  fuch 
forces  as  they  ought  to  furnifh  to  their  ally,  by  virtue  of 
this  treaty ;  when  this  cafe  happens,  the  party  required 
fnall  be  difpenfed  with,  for  the  time  the  faid  necellity  Iliall 
laft,  from  furnifhing  the  above-mentioned  fuccour.   . 

VII.  The  auxiliary  troops  of  Ruffia  iliall  be  provided 
with  a  field  artillery  of  two  three  pounders  for  each  batta- 
lion, and  with  warlike  ftores  ;  and  fnall  likewife  be  paid, 
replaced,  and  recruited  by  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the 
Ruflias  :  But  his  Britannick  Majefty  fnall  furniih  them,  the 
poriions,  to  w4t,  a  poundof  flclliper  diem,  bread,  or,  in- 
ftead  of  it,  lixty  pounds  of  lyc  flour  per  month,  a  pound 
of  fait,  and  four  pounds  of  grots,  per  month,  the  v^cight 
reckoned  u|X)n  the  foot  of  Holland  :  and  the  rations  <f  fo- 
rage, oats,  hay,  &c.  according  to  the  Ruffian  military 
eftabliihment,  and  in  Holland  weight,  as  well  as  the  nc- 
celiary  quarters  ;  the  whole  upon  tlie  fam.e  foot,  as  rhoJe 
troops  are  ufed  to  be  fubfiiled  by  her  Imperial  Majefty  of 
all  the  Rviilias. 

VIII.  In  cafe  the  faid-  Ruftian  auxiliary  troops,  being 
demanded  by  his  Britannick  Majefty,  were  to  march  by 
land  ;  as  it  might  be  indlfpenfable,  for  the  faid  troops  to 
pafs  through  the  dominions  of  fome  other  powers,    his 
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Britannick  Majefly  fhall  take  care  to  procure  a  free  paflfage 
for  them,  furnilhing  them  with  bread  and  forage,  in  the 
fanie  manner,  as  is  ftipulated  in  the  preceding  article  of 
this  treaty  :  and  when  they  iliall  have  the  fea  to  pafs,  his 
Britannick  Majefly  fhall  take  upon  himfelf,  either  to  tranf- 
port  them  in  his  own  fhips,  or  to  furnifh  the  expences  of 
this  tranfportation  ;  which  is  likewife  to  be  underflood,  as 
well  with  regard  to  the  recruits,  which  her  Imperial  Ma- 
jefly fliall  be  obliged  to  lend  to  the  laid  troops,  according 
to  the  preceding  article,  as  with  regard  to  the  return  of 
thofc  Ruffian  troops,  upon  their  being  either  fent  back  by 
his  Britannick  Majefly,  or  recalled  by  her  Imperial  Ma- 
jefly of  all  the  Ruflias,  for  her  own  defence,  according  to 
the  fixth  article  of  this  treaty.  It  is  moreover  ftipulated, 
that  when  the  aforefaid  troops  fliall  be  either  recalled  or  fent 
back,  a  fuificient  copvoy  of  mep  of  war  fhall  efcort  them 
for  their  fecurity. 

^  IX.  When  the  faid  fuccours  fliall  be  refpeaively  fur- 
nifiicd,  on  the  one  fide  or  the  other,  though  each  com- 
manding officer,  either  of  the  fquadron,  which  his  Britan- 
nick Majcfty  is  to  furnifh  to  Ruffia,  or  of  the  auxiliary 
troops  of  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  R.uffias,  keeps  thq 
command  he  has  been  intrufled  with  ;  the  general  com- 
mand fliall  indifputably  belong  to  him,  whom  the  party 
requiring  fhall  name  for  that  purpofe  ;  upon  condition, 
that  nothing  of  importance  fliall  b.c  undertaken,  without 
its  being  previoufly  examined,  and  relbUcd  upon,  in  the 
council  of  war,  and  in  the  prefence  of  the  general  and 
commanding  officers  of  the  party  required. 

X.  And  that  there  ma}'  be  no  difficulty  or  miftake,  with 
regard  to  rank  and  characler,  the  party  requiring  fhall  no- 
tify in  time,  what  commander  is  to  be  emplo\  ed  for  the 
command  in  chief,  either  of  the  fleet,  or  of  the  land-for- 
ces ;  to  the  end  that  the  party  rccjuiicd  may  fettle  and  pro- 
portion the  rank,  and  charader  of  the  perfon,  who  fhall 
Iiavc  the  compiand  of  the  auxiliary  trooj^s,  or  fhips. 

XI.  The  auxiliary  forces  fliall  have  their  own  miniftcrs 
or  preachers,  and  ttic  free  cxercifc  of  religion  ;  and  fliall 
not  be  tried  upon  whatever  relates  to  the  milit:iry  fcrvicc, 
but  according  to  the  laws,  articles  of  war,  and  ordinnnccs, 
pr  rhcir  own  countr}^  But  if  an\-  difputes  fliould  arile  be- 
tween 
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Hveen  tlie  officers  or  foldlers  of  the  eomblhed  forces,  they 
fliall  be  examined  and  debated  by  commiflaries,  in  equal 
number,  of  both  parties ;  and  the  offenders  Ihall  be  pu- 
nilhcd  according  to  the  articles  of  war  of  their  fovereignj 
In  Hke  manner  the  general,  as  well  as  the  reft  of  the  auxi- 
liary forces,  Ihall  be  allowed  to  carry  on  a  free  correfpon- 
dence,  with  their  countryj  whether  by  letters  or  by  ex- 
preffes. 

^  XII.  The  auxiliary  forces,  on  the  one  fide  and  on  the 
other,  ihall  be  kept  together  as  far  as  that  can  be  done  ; 
and  in  order  that  the  laid  refpedtive  auxiliary  forces  may 
hot  be  expoled  to  greater  fatigues  than  the  others,  and  that 
there  may  be  an  exad:  equality  in  all  expeditions  and  ope- 
rations ;  the  general  in  chief  Ihall  be  obliged  to  obferve  a 
juft  proportion^  in  all  the  commands^  according  to  the 
ftrength  of  the  whole  fleet  or  army. 

XIII.  The  fquadron  of  ihips,  which  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty  is  to  furnifli,  by  virtue  of  this  alliance,  Ihall  be  ad- 
mitted in  all  the  ports  of  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the 
Rufiias  ;  where  it  ihall  be  treated  in  the  moll  friendly  man- 
ner,- and  provided  with  every  things  it  may  ftand  in  need 
of,  upon  paying  the  fame  price,  as  is  paid  by  the  men  of 
war  of  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruffias ;  and  the 
laid  fquadron  iball  be  allowed  to  return,  each  year  of  the 
ivar,-  to  the  ports  of  Great-Britain,  as  foon  as  the  feafon 
will  not  permit  them  any  longer  to  keep  at  fea  ;  provided 
It  be  exprefly  ftipulatcd,  that,  whenever  the  cafe  of  this 
treaty  ihall  exift^  the  fquadron  his  Britannick  Majefty  is  td 
furniih  iliall  arrive  eVery  year,  in  the  Baltick,  about  the 
beginriing  of  the  month  of  May  ;  and  fhall  not  leave  that 
fea,  before  the  beginning  of  the  month  of  Od:ober: 

XIV.  The  party  rcquiringj  upon  making  the  demand 
bf  the  fuccour  ftipulated  by  this  treaty,  iliall,  at  the  lame 
time,  acquaint  the  party  required,  with  the  place  where  it 
is  interided  the  faid  fuccOur  ihould  forthwith  repair ;  and 
the  faid  party  requiring,  ihall  be  at  liberty  to  employ  the 
aforefaid  fuccour,  during  the  whole  time,  it  ihall  be  con- 
tinued to  them,  in  fuch  mannerj  and  fuch  places,  as  they 
fhall  judge  moft  convenient  for  their  fervice,  againft  the 
aggrefTori 
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XV.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  cafe  of.tliis  treaty  of  alljartce 
(hall  not  be  extended  to  the  wars,  which  may  happen  to 
arife  between  her  Imperial  Majcfty  of  all  the  Riiflias,  and 
the  Ottoman  Porte,  or  the  Pcrfians,  Tratars,  or  oihcf 
Eaftern  nations  ;  his  Britannick  Majefty  being  to  be  dif- 
penfed  with,  in  any  one  of  thefe  cafes,  from  furnlfhing  the 
fuccours  flipulated  by  this  treaty  :  as  in  like  manner,  on 
the  other  fide,  her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Ruffia*;, 
Ihall  not  be  obliged  to  furnifli  the  fuccours  ilipulatcd  bv 
this  treat}^,  for  the  defence  of  his  Britannick  Majefly's 
poffcflions  in  America,  or  in  any  part  whatfoever  out  of 
Europe. 

XVL  It  is  alfo  agreed,  that,  on  account  of  the  great 
diftance  of  places,  the  troops  which  her  Imperial  Majefty 
of  all  the  Ruffias  ihall  be  to  furn'ifn,  by  virtue  of  this  aU 
liance,  for  the  defence  of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  fhall  not 
be  fent  either  into  Spain,  Portugal,  or  Italy. 

XVII.  If  the  fuccours,  ftipulatcd  in  the  fourth  article 
of  this  treaty,  are  not  lufficient ;  then  the  contradting  par- 
ties fhall  agree*,  without  delay,  about  the  farther  fuccouis, 
which  they  fliall  give  each  other. 

XVIII.  If  it  ihould  happen,  that  they  fhould  be  obliged 
to  have  recourfe  to  force  of  arms,  neither  peace  nor  truce 
fnall  be  made,  without  including  therein  fuch  of  the  con- 
tratling  parties,  as  Ihall  not  have  been  attacked  ;  that 
they  may  fufFer  no  damage,  in  refentment  for  the  fuccours 
they  fhali  have  given  to  their  ally. 

XIX.  The  prcfent  defen five  alliance  fliall  be  no  obflacle 
to,  nor  in  any  wife  derogate  from,  the  treaties  and  alli- 
ances, which  the  contracting  parties  may  have  with  other 
Kings,  Princes,  or  States,  in  lb  far  as  the  faid  treaties 
fliall  not  be  contrary  to  the  prefent  treaty,  or  to  the  friend - 
fni])  and  good  undcrftaiiding,  which  fliall  always  beftri<^- 
ly  obfcrved  between  them. 

XX.  Their  faid  Majefties  have,  moreover,  agreed,  that 
they  Ihall  concert  together,  about  the  admiflion  of  fuch 
other  powers,  as  might  be  difpofed  to  enter  into  this  al- 
liance. 

'XX'.  The  peace,  friendfliip,  and  good  underftandlng 
fhall  laft  for  ever  between  the  high  contrad:ing  paities  ; 
but  as  it  is  ufual  to  fix  a  certain  t'unQ  for  treaties  of  formal 

alliance. 
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Alliance,  the  faid  high  contracting  parties  have  agreed, 
that  this  one  ihall  continue  in  force  for  the  fpace  of  fifteen 
years,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  figning  of  this 
treaty.  •         ^ 

XXII.  This  prefent  treaty  of  defenfive  alliance  Ihiall  be 
approved,  and  ratified  by  his  Britannick  Majefty,  and  by 
her  Imperial  Majefty  of  all  the  Riiffias  ;  and  the  letters  of 
ratification,  in  due  form,  fliall  be  exchanged  at  St*  Peterf* 
burg,  within  the  fpace  of  two  months^  or  foonet  if  poffi* 
ble.  In  teftimony  whereof  the  aforefaid  Plenipotentiary 
Minifters,  on  both  fides,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty  of 
alliance,  and  have  put  the  feals  of  their  arms  thereto^ 
,  Done  at  Mofcow,  the  nth  of  December^  1742.

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and  her  fucceffors  in  the  Imperial  throne  of  Ruffia,  and  to 
give  them  the  title  thereof ;  on  this  exprefs  conditionj  ne* 
verthelefs,  that  her  Imperial  Majefly  of  all  the  Pvuflias  and 
her  fuccellbrs,  Ihall  never,  on  account  of  this  quality,  and 
of  this  title,  claim  any  prerogative  or  pre-eminence^  in 
any  manner  whatever,  and  that  this  acknowledgment  Ihall 
not,  at  any  time,  caufe  any  fort  of  change  in  the  ceremo- 
nial, which  has  been  obferved  hitherto,  with  regard  to  the 
rank  of  the  Minifters  of  their  faid  Imperial  and  Britannick 
Majefties,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatfoever,  either  in 
their  own  courts,  or  in  thofe^  where  they  may,  refpeftively, 
have  Minifters*  The  prefent  feparate  article  fliall  have  the 
fame  force  and  vigour,  as  if  it  had  been  inferred  in  the 
treaty  figned  this  day  ;  and  Ihall  be  approved  and  ratified 
in  like  manner ;  and  the  letters  of  ratification  thereof  Ihall 
be  exchanged  at  the  fame  time,  and  in  the  fame  place,  a3 
thofe  of  the  treaty.  In  witnefs  whereof  the  Plenipotentiary 
Minifters  of  the  high  contradting  parties  have  ligned  the 
prefent  feparate  article,  and  have  thereto  put  the  feals  of 
their  arms.

Treaty  between  his  Britannick  Majefty^  and  the  Landgrave ' 
(?/ Hefle-Caflell.     Signed  at  Hanover,  June  18,   175^' 

BE  it  known  to  all  whom  it  may  concern  ;  That  his 
Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain,  and  his  moft  fe- 
rene  Highnefsthe  Landgrave  of  Hefle-Caffell,  having  cal- 
led to  mind  the  ftridt  ties,  which  unite  the  interefts  of  their 
refpe<fbive  Houfes ;  and  having  judged,  that,  in  the  pre- 
fent fituation  of  affairs,  it  would  contribute  to  the  reci- 
procal benefit  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  States  of  HefTe,  to 
ftrengthen  and  confirm,  by  a  new  treaty  of  defenfive  al- 
liance, the  union,  which  fubfifts  between  them  ;  his  Bri- 
tannick Majefty,  and  his  moft  Serene  Highnefs  the  faid 
Landgrave,  have  thought  proper  to  dired:  for  this  pur- 
pofe,  their  refpedtive  minifters ;  that  is  to  fay,  his  faid 
Majefty,  Robert  Earl  of  Holder neflci  one  of  his  principa 
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Secretaries  of  {late,  and  the  mofl  Serene  Landgrave,   his 

Major-general,  Ge.icral  of  the  artillery,  and  Governor  of 
thereiidence  of  Crilell,  Commander  of  the  Teutonick  order, 
the  Sieur  Diedric  Diede  de  Furftenftein,  and  the  Sieilr 
Jnftus  Henry  Alt,  his  Privy-Coirnfellor  of  legation,  and 
Minifier  charged  with  his  atfairs,  to  enter  into  conference 
thereupon  ;  who,  after  the  exchange  of  their  refped:ive  full 
powers,  have  agreed  upon  the  points  and  articles  follow- 
ing. 

Article  I. 
There  fnall  be,  between  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Gre^- 
Britain,  and  his  mioft  Serene  Highnefs  the  Landgrave  of 
Heffe-Cafleli,  their  fucceffors  and  heirs,  a  firidt  friendfhip, 
and  a  fincere,  firiu,  and  lafting  union;  inforiiuch  that  the 
one  lliall  confider  the  interefts  of  the  other,  as  his  own ; 
and  fhall  apply  himfelf  linccrely  to  advance  them  to  the 
utmoft,  and  to  prevent,  and  to  avert,  mutually,  all 
trouble   and  damage. 

II.  To  this  end  it  is  agreed,  that  all  former  treaties, 
principally  of  guaranty,  be  deemed  to  be  renewed,  and 
confirmed,  by  the  prefent  treaty,  in  all  their  points,  ar- 
ticles and  claufes,  and  fhall  be  of  the  famiC  force,  as  if 
they  were  infcrted  in  this,  v/ord  for  word,  fo  far  as  is  not 
derogated  from  them  by  the  prefent  treaty. 

III.  His  Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain  having  de- 
fired  to  fecure,  for  his  fervice,  a  body  of  the  troops  of  the 
moft  Serene  Landgrave,  in  cafe  the  good  of  his  kingdoms 
and  ftates  fnould  require  this  fuccour ;  his  moil  Serene 
Highnefs  has  willingly  com.plied  v/ith  thefe  views ;  pro- 
miling  and  engaging,  by  virtue  of  this  article,  to  hold  in 
readinefs  for  this  fervice,  during  the  fpace  of  four  fucccf* 
five  years,  to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  iigning  of 
the  prefent  treaty,  a  body  of  eight  thoufand  men  ;  to  wit, 
eight  battalions  of  infantry,  each  of  eight  hundred  men, 
including  the  oiiicers  ;  and  three  regiments  of  dragoons, 
or  Cavalry,  making  in  all  fourteen  hundred  horfe ;  which 
corps  fball  be  provided  with  the  necelTary,  general,  and 
fubaltern  officers :  The  Infantry  fhall  be  held  in  a  condition 
to  march,  for  the  fcivice  of  his  Britannick  Msjefty,  two 
months  after  the  requifition  fhail  have  been  made  for  that 
p'urpofe,  or  fooner  if  pcllible,  efpeciaily  if  it  fhould  be  for 

the 
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tlie  Immediate  defence  of  the  kingdoms,  or  electoral  do- 
minions, of  his  Majefty,  or  of  the  Low-Countries ;  in 
which  cafe  the  faid  Infantry  fhall  march  immediately  after 
requifition  made  ;  which  requiiition,  however,  is  not  to 
be  made  feparately  for  the  infantry^  but  for  the  whole 
corps  together ;  and  as  the  moft  Serene  Landgrave  Ihall 
not  be  obliged  to  remount  the  cavalry  or  dragoons,  before 
this  requifition  fhall  have  been  made  to  him,  the  term  of 
fix  months  has  been  agreed  upon,  at  the  end  of  which,' 
the  faid  cavalry  or  dragoons  fhall  be  in  a  condition  to 
march  likewife^  and  fliall  then  forthwith  join  the  Infantry, 
which  compofe  this  corps  ;  which  faid  corps  fhall  not  be 
feparated,  unlefs  reafons  of  war  require  it^  but  Ihall  al- 
ways remain  together,  under  the  orders  of  the  Heffian  Ge- 
neral, who  Ihall  command  it ;  and  the  faid  troops  fhall  take 
the  oath  of  fidelity  to  his  Britannick  Majefty,  immediately 
upon  their  being  firft  muftered  by  an  Englifli  commifTaryy 
without  prejudice,  neverthelefs^  to  the  oath,  which  they 
have  taken  to  his  moft  Serene  Highncfs  the  Landgrave  : 
His  faid  Highnefs  referving^  befides,  the  difpol'al  of  all 
employments,  which  fhall  come  to  be  vacant  therein ;  the 
adminiflration  of  juflice  being  alfo  referved  to  him; 

IV.  Each  battalion  of  infantry  of  this  corps,  fl-)all  be 
provide'd  with  tv^■o  pieces  of  field  artilkry,  with  the  olhcersy 
gunners,  and  other  perfons,  and  the  train,-  thereunto  be- 
longino-. 

V.  Towards  defraying  the  expences,  to  which  the  mof^ 
Serene  Landgrave  will  be  engaged,  to  remount,  nnd  ecjuip, 
the  faid  corps  of  8000  men,  his  Majelty  the  King  of 
Great-Britain  promifcs  to  pay,  to  his  m.ofl  Serene  High- 
nefs, for  ever}'  trooper  or  dragoon,  duly  armed  and  mount- 
ed, 80  crowns  ;  and  for  every  foot-foldicr  30  crownsy 
Banco,  in  mnnner  following ;  that  is  to  fa}',  the  moiety  of 
the  levy  money,  for  the  infantry,  and  artillery,  amount- 
ing to  ninety-nine  thoufar.d  crowns.  Banco,  fliall  be  paid 
at  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  ;  and  the  remainder  tor 
the  infantr}'  and  artillerv,  when  the}'  fliall  march  :  And 
with  regard  to  the  cavalry,  one  moiety  of  the  remount 
money  ihall  be  paid,  when  the  recjuifition  fliall  be  made  to' 
put  the  faid  corps  of  8000  men  in  a  condition  to  march  ; 

and 
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^nd  the  other  moiety,  when  the  faid  cavalry  fhall  aftually 
march. 

VI.  Beiides  what  is  ftipulated  in  the  preceding  article, 
his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain  engages  to  pay  to 
the  moil  Serene  Landgrave,  during  the  time  that  this  trea^ 
ty  fhall  lall:,  an  annual  fubiidy,  in  the  manner,  and  propor- 
tion following;  that  is  to  fay,  this  fubfidy  Ihall  com- 
mence from  the  day  of  the  figning  of  this  treaty  ;  and  for 
the  time,  which  fhall  elapfe  from  that  day,  to  the  time  of 
the  requiiition  to  put  them  in  a  condition  to  march,  fhall 
be  paid  at  the  rate  of  150,000  crowns,  Banco,  per  annum, 
the  crown  reckoned  at  53  fols  of  Holland,  or  at  four 
yfliillings  and  9d.  4  EngliHi  money ;  from  the  faid  time  of 
making  the  reqyilition,  to  the  day,  when  the  whole  body, 
as  well  cavalry  as  infrantry,  fhall  be  in  the  pay  of  the 
Crown  of  Great-Britain,  the  fubfidy  fhall  be  augmented 
and  paid  st  the  rate  of  300,000  crowns  aforefaid ;  and 
during  the  whole  time  that  the  laid  corps  fnall  be  actually 
in  the  pay  of  his  Majefcy,  the  moft  Serene  Landgrave 
Ihall  enjoy  an  annual  fubfidy  of  150,000  crowns  afore- 
faid. When  the  faid  troops  fliall  be  lent  back  by  his  Bri- 
tannick  Majefly ;  from  the  day  of  their  return  into  the  ter- 
ritories of  his  moft  ferene  Highnefs,  until  the  expiration  of 
the  Treaty,  the  fubfidy  fhall  be  again  raifed  and  continued 
on  the  foot  of  300,000  crowns  aforefaid  per  annum  ,*  and 
the  payment  of  this  refpective  fubfidy  fhall  be  made  re- 
gularly, without  diminution,  and  quarterly,  in  the  city  of 
Caffell,  into  the  military  chcft  of  the  moft  ferene  Landgrave^ 
authorifed  for  the  receipt  thereof. 

VII.  With  regard  to  the  pay,  and  treatment,  as  well 
prdinary  as  extraordinary,  of  the  faid  troops  whilft  they 
fhall  be  aftually  in  the  pay  of  Great-Britain :  It  is  agreed, 
that,  as  long  as  they  ferve  in  the  Empire,  they  fliall  enjoy 
the  fame  advantages  and  emoluments,  in  every  thing,  as 
his  Majefty  allows  to  his  German  troops,  according  to  the 
pfFcd:ive  ftate,  in  vvhich  the  faid  body  of  troops  -ihall  be 
delivered;  which  fliall  be  afcertained  by  a  Tabelle  figned 
by  the  refpediive  minifters  of  the  high-contra<5ling  parties, 
which  fnall  have  the  fame  force,  as  if  .it  was  inferted, 
word  for  word,  in  the  prefent  treaty.  Whilft  they  fliall  be 
,  f|Bpjoyed  in  the  J-.ow-countries,  they  fliall  be  treated  in 
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the  faid  refpedtj  on  the  foot  of  the  Dutch  troops :  And  if 
it  fliould  happen  that  they  were  to  be  employed  in  Great- 
Britain  or  Ireland  3  from  the  time  of  the  notification  which 
fhall  be  thereof  made^  in  that  cafe,  to  the  moft  ferene 
Landgrave,  they  ihall  be  put  on  the  fame  foot,  in  all  re- 
.fped:s,  with  the  national  Brltilh  troops;  which  feveral  pays 
and  treatments  fball  be  paid  into  the  military  chefl  of  his 
moil-  ferene  Highnefs,,  without  any  deduction  or  dimi- 
nution, in  order  to  the  making  a  diilribu'don  thereof. 

VIII.  if  it  fhouid  happen  unfortunately,  that  any  regi- 
ments or  companies  of  the  above-mentioned  corps  fhouid 
be  ruined  and  defiroyed,  in  the  whole  or  in  part ;  or  that 
the  pieces  of  cannon,  Vv^ith  which  they  fhall  be  furniihed, 
Ihould  be  taken  by  the  enem.y  ;  his  Majefty,  the  King  of 
Great-Britain,  fhall  caufe  to  be  paid  the  expences  ot  the 
neceffary  recruiting  and  remounting  tliem,  as  alfo  the  va- 
lue of  the  faid  field  pieces  ;  in  order  for rh with  to  reinftate 
the  artillery,  and  the  faid  regiments  anci  companies  :  And 
the  faid  recruiting  and  remounting  fhail  be  regulated,  like- 
wife,  on  the  foot  of  what  was  furnillied  to  the  Heffian  of- 
ficers, by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of  1702,  aiticie  V,  to  the 
end  that  this  corps  may  be  always  prefer ved  and  fent  back, 
one  day,  in  as  good  a  ftate,  as  it  was  delivered  in. 

IX.  His  Britannick  Majefty  ihall  be  at  liberty,  to  keep 
this  body  of  troops  in  his  fervice,  the  whole  tim^e  of  the 
duration  of  this  treaty,  and  to  employ  it  wherefoevcr  he 
ihall  have  occafion  for  it,  provided  it  be  not  on  board  the 
fleet,  or  beyond  the  fea,  when  once  it  has  departed  out  of 
the  territories  of  the  moll  ferene  Landgrave  ;  excepting, 
always,  for  the  defence  of  Great-Britain  and  Ireland ;  m 
which  cafe,  thefe  troops  fliall  enjoy,  fully,  and  without 
any  re(lrid:ion  whatibevei,  the  fame  pay  and  emoluments, 
as  the  Englifh  troops  enjoy,  as  has  been  faid  above.  And 
when  his  Majefly  t^ie  King  of  Great-Britain  fl^all  dfmk 
fit  to  fend  back  the  faid  troops,  he  fliall  give  notice  thereof 
to  his  moil  ferene  Highnei's,  three  months  beforehand, 
and  fliall  caule  to  be  j>ald  to  them  one  month's  pay  for 
their  return,  and  furnifn  them  gratis,  the  ncceliary  tranf- 
port  veflels. 

X.  In  cafe  the  moff:  ferene  Landgrave  fliould  be  attack- 
ed or  diflurbed  in  the  polleuion  of  his  f:?.tes ;  his  Britan- 
nick 
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nick  Majefly  promifes  and  engages  to  fend  back  to  him, 
fpeedily,  the  laid  body  of  troops,  not  only  paying  them  a 
month's  pay,  but  alfo  furnifhing  them,  gratis,  the  tranf- 
port  veflels  requifite  for  their  return  ;  and  to  give,  more- 
over, to  his  moft  ferene  Highnefs  all  the  fuccour  of  troops, 
which  the  cafe  Ihali  require ;  which  fuccour  ihall  be  con- 
tinued to  him,  until  he  Ihall  have  obtained  an  entire  fecu- 
rity  and  juft  indemnification.  And  the  moft  ferene  Land- 
grave promifes,  in  like  manner,  on  his  part,  that  in  cafe 
his  Majefty  the  King  of  Great-Britain  is  attacked  or  dif- 
turbed  in  his  dominions,  eltates,  lands,  provinces,  or 
towns,  he  will  alfo  yield  him  all  the  fuccour,  that  it  Ihall 
be  in  his  power  to  give  him  :  which  fuccour  Ihall,  in  like 
manner,  be  continued  to  him,  until  he  fhall  have  obtained 
a  good  and  advantageous  peace. 

XI.  In  order  to  render  this  alliance  and  union  the  more 
perfeQ:,  and  to  leave  no  doubt,  with  the  parties,  about 
the  certainty  of  the  fuccour,  which  they  may  expect  by  vir- 
tue of  this  treaty ;  it  is  exprelly  agreed,  that,  to  judge, 
for  the  future,  whether  the  cafe  of  this  alliance  and  fuccour 
cxifts,  or  not,  it  Ihall  fuffice,  that  either  of  the  parties  are 
adiually  attacked  by  force  of  arms,  without  his  having  firft 
ufed  open  force  againft  him  who  attacks  him. 

XIL  His  moft  ferene  Highnefs,  to  give  the  fuller  proof 
that  he  is  defirous  to  attach  himfelf  entirely  to  the  interefts 
of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  and  to  advance  them  with  all 
his  power,  engages,  moreover,  to  augment  the  faid  corps 
with  4000  men  more,  viz.  700  horfe  or  dragoons,  and 
3300  foot ;  each  regiment  of  infantry  provided  with  two 
field  pieces ;  and  confequently  to  raife  the  faid  corps  to  the 
number  of  12,000  men,  as  foon  as  his  Majefty  the  King 
of  Great-Britain  fliall  judge  it  neceflary  or  advantageous  for 
his  fervice ;  the  whole,  on  the  fame  conditions,  in  pro- 
portion, as  have  been  ftipulated  in  the  preceding  articles" 
of  this  treaty,  for  the  body  of  8000  men  ;  and  thefe  4006 
men  ftiall  be  put  in  a  condition,  to  be  delivered,  and  to 
join  the  firft  body  of  8000,  within  thefpace  of  fix  months, 
after  the  demand  of  them,  which  fhall  be  made  to  him : 
his  faid  Majefty  promifing,  on  his  part,  to  make  good, 
for  thefe  4000  men,  not  only  the  remount  and  recruit 
money,   after  the  rate  of  80  crowns,   Banco,   for  each 
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trooper  or  dragoon,  and  of  30  crowns,  Banco,  for  eacH 
foot  foldier ;  but  alfo  to  raife  the  fiibfidy  for  this  bodv  of 
-i  2,000  men,  trom  the  day,  when  his  moft  ferene  High- 
neds  Iball  be  required  to  keep  them  in  readinefs,  to  the 
fum  of  450,000  crowns,  Banco,  per  annum,  fo  long  as 
they  lliaU  be  at  the  charge  of  the  finances  of  his  moft  fe- 
i-enc  Highnefs  ;  and  to  the  fum  of  225,000  crowns,  Ban^ 
CO,  annually,  fo  long  as  they  fhall  be  in  the  pay  of  his 
Britannick  Majcft)' ;  the  pay  and  treatment,  as  well  ordii 
nar\'  as  extraordinary,  as  alfo  all  the  emoluments  for  this 
corps  of  1 2,000  men,  being  to  be  regulated  on  the  fame 
foot  as  is  fixed,  by  this  treat)^,  for  the  corps  of  the  firft 
8000  men, 

.  XIII.  This  treaty  Ihajl  fubfiil  for  the  term  of  four  years, 
to  be  reckoned  from  the  day  of  the  fignature  :  and  if  his 
Britannick  Majefty,  and  the  moft  ferene  I.andgrave,  fliould 
think  proper  to  continue,  prolong,  or  change  it,  they 
ihaii  treat  thereupon  three  months  before  it^  expiration, 
according  to  the  exigence  of  the  cafe.. 

XIV.  The  ratificationc  of  tliis  treaty  fliall  be  exchanged 
at  Hanover,  within  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks  after  the  fign'it*- 
ture,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done.  In  witncfs  whereof,  we 
the  underwritten,  furniflied  \vith  the  full  powers  of  his 
Britannick  Majefty,  and  of  the  moft  lerene  Landgrave  of 
Heiie-CaflTell,  have  figned  the  prcfent  treaty,  and  have 
caufed  the  feals  ot  our  arms  to  be  put  thereto.  Done  at 
Hanover,  the  1 8th  of  June,   1755.

^  ;i^  tween  the  King  of  Great-Britain  and  the  moft  Chrif- . 
tian  King,  and  the  conicquences  of  which  become  every 
day  more  alarming,  give  room  to  fear  for  the  public  tran- 
quility of  Europe  ;  his  Majefly  the  King  of  Great-Britain, 
Elector  of  Brfnfwlck  Lunenbourg,  &c.  and  his  Majefly 
the  King  of  Pruffia,  Elector  of  Brandenburgh,  attentive 
to  an  object  fb  very  interefling,  and  equally  delirous  ofprc- 
fervlng  the  peace  of  Europe  in  general,  and  that  of  Ger- 
many in  particular,  have  refolvecl  to  enter  into  fuch  mea- 
fures,  a;:  may  the  moft  effedtually  contribute  to  fo  dclirable 
an  end ;  and  for  this  purpofe,  they  have  refpcctivcly  au- 
thorized their  Minillcrs  Plenipotentiary,  viz.  In  the  name 
and  on  the  part  of  hisBritannickMajcfty,  his  Privy  Coun- 
fellors,  III  ilip  Earl  of  Hard  wicke,  Chancellor  of  Great- 
Britain;  John  Earl  of  Granville,  Prefident  of  the  Council ;

principal  Secretaries  of  State  ;  and  Henr}^  Fox,  another  of 
the  principal  Secretaries  of  State  ;  and  in  the  name,  and 
on  the  part  of  his  PrufTian  Majefly,  the  Sienr  Lewis  Mi-

I.  There  ihall  be,  between  the  faid  moll  ferene  Kings, 

ia  perfedt  peace  and  mutual  amity,  notwithfianding  the  ■ 
troubles  that  may  arife  in  Europe,  in  confequence  of  the 
above-mentioned  differences ;  fo  that  neither  of  the  con- 
tradting  parties  fhall  attack,  or  invade,  diredtly  or  indi- 
redtly,  the  territories  of  the  other  ;  but  on  the  Contrary, 
fhall  exert  their  utmoft  efforts,  to  prevent  their  refpetiive 
allies  from  undertaking  any  thing  againfl  the  faid  territories 
in  any  manner  whatever. 

II.  If,  contrary  to  all  expeftation,  and  in  viblation  of 
the  peace,  which  the  high  contrafting  parties  propofe  to 
maintain  by  this  treaty  in  Germany,  any  foreign  power 
fhould  caufe  troops  to  enter  into  the  faid  Germany,  under 
any  pretext  whatfoever  ;  the  two  high  contracting  parties 
Ihall  unite  their  forces  to  punifli  this  infradtion  of  the 
peace,  and  maintain  the  tranquility  of  Germany,  accord- 
ing to  the  purport  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

III.  The  high  contrafting  parties  renev/  exprcfly  all  the 
treaties  of  alliance  and  guaranty,  which  actually  fublifl:  be- 
tween them,  and  particularly  the  defenfive  alliance  and 
mutual  guaranty  concluded  at  Weftminfter  between  their 
Britannick  and  PrufTian  Majefties,  the  1 8  th  of  November, 
1 742,  the  convention  entered  into  between  their  faid  Ma- 
jefties at  Hanover  the  26th  of  Augult,  1745,  and  the  ad: 
of  acceptation  of  his  Pruffian  Majeily  of  the  guaranty  of 
his  Britannick  Majefty,  of  the  13th  of  Odlober,   1746. 

IV.  The  prefent  treaty  fhall  be  ratified  by  his  Majeily 
the  King  of  Great-Britain,  and  his  Majefty  the  King  of 
Pruflia  ;  and  the  letters  of  ratification  in  due  form  fhall  be 
delivered  on  both  fides,  within  the  fpace  of  one  month,  or 
fooner,  if  pofiible,  reckoning  from  the  day  of  figning  the 
prefent  treaty.

AS  on  the  fixteenth  day  of  January,  1756,  there  wa5 
concluded  and  figned,  between  their  Britannick  an4 
Pruflian  Majeftics,  a  treaty,  the  purport  of  which  was  to 
preferve  the  peace  of  Europe  in  general,  and  that  of  Ger-. 
rnany  in  particular  ;  and  whereas,  fince  that  period,  France 
hath  not  only  invaded  the  empire  with  numerous  armies, 
jind  attacked  their  forefaid  Majeflies  and  their  allies,  but 
hath  alfo  excited  other  powers  to  do  the  fame  ;  and  where- 
as it  is  notorious,  that  the  extraordinary  etTorts  made  by 
his  Prufiian  Majefly  to  defend  himlelt  againft  the  numerous 
enemies,  who  have  alfailcd  him  on  fo  many  fides  at  once, 
Jif^ye  ptgaficpcd  very  hpavy  cxpcnces,  whilft,  on  the  other 
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hand,  his  revenues  have  been  conliderably  diminifhed  In 
thofe  parts  of  his  dominions,  which  have  been  the  feat  of 
war  ;  and  their  Majefties  having  jointly  refolved  to  conti- 
nue their  efforts  for  their  mutual  defence  and  fecurity,  for 
recovering  their  dominions,  prot:ed:ing  their  allies,  and 
maintaining  the  Hberties  of  the  Germanic  body  ;  his  Bri- 
tannick  Majefty  is  determined,  in  confequence  of  thefe 
coniiderations,  to  give  an  immediate  fupply,  in  money, 
to  his  Pruffian  Majelly,  as  being  the  moft  fpeedy  and  ef- 
feftual ;  and  their  forefaid  Majefties  have  thought  proper,. 

that,  uDon  this  head,  there  fhould  be  concluded  a  con-

Vention,  declaring  and  fixing  their  mutual  intentions  in 

this  particular  ;  For  this  purpofe,  they  have  named  and 
authorized  their  refpedive  Minifters,  viz.  in  the  name, 
and  on  the  part  of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  his  Privy  Coun- 
fellors,  Sir  Pvobert  Henley,  Keeper  of  the  great  Seal  of 
Great-Britain  ;  John  Earl  of  Granville,  Prefident  of  the 
Council;  Thomas  Holies,  Duke  of  Newcaftle,  firft 
Commiflioner  of  the  Treafury ;  Robert  Earl  of  Holder- 
neffe,  one  of  the  principal  Secretaries  of  State ;  Philip, 
Earl  of  Hardvvicke  ;  and  William  Pitt,  another  of  the 
principal  Secretaries  of  State ;  and  in  the  name,  and  on 
the  part  of  his  Pruffian  Majefty,  Dodo  Henry,  Baron 
Knaphauflen,  his  Privy  Counfellor  of  Embafty,  and  his 
Minifter  Plenipotentiary  at  the  court  of  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jefty, and  Louis  Michell,  his  charge  d'affaires  at  the  laid 
court;  who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  refpediive  full  powers,  have  agreed  upon  the  follow-^ 
ing  articles.

N  confequence  of  the  convention  figncd  this  day,  his 
Britannick  Majcfty  very  freely  dcclaies,  that  he  will 
immediately  apply  to  his  faithful  parliament,  in  order  to 
be  put  in  a  condition  to  pay  and  to  maintain,  in  Germany, 
an  army  of  fifty  thoufand  men  at  the  expence  of  the  crown 
of  Great-Britain  •,  and  his  Majefty,  moreover,  very  wil- 
lingly declares,  that,  in  quality  of  Eledtor,  he  will  like- 
wife  augment  the  faid  army  with  a  body  of  five  thoufand 
men  ;  the  whole  of  which  ffiall  ad:  with  the  utmoll  vigour 
againft  the  common  enemy,  in  concert  with  the  King  of 
Pruffia,  in  fuch  places,  as  the  reafon  of  war,  and  the 
good  of  the  common  caufe,  fhall  require. 

And  that  nothing,  which  can  rcafonably  be  dcfircd  of 
his  Majcfty,  may  be  left  unattemptcd  for  the  good  of  the 
common  caufe,  in  a  manner  confiften't  widi  the  fafety  of 
his  kingdoms,  and  the  vigorous  profccution  of  the  necef- 
fary  operations  in  America,  It  is  the  intention  of  his  Ma- 
jcfty, that  a  confidcrablc  part  of  his  land  forces,  and  a 
fcjuadron  of  fliips,  dctVmcd  for  the  llrvice  of  the  channel, 
Hiould  be  cmplo}'ed  in  fuch  a  manner,  as  ma)-  the  moft  ct- 
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fciflually  aniloy  the  enemy  ;  for  which  purpofe  his  'b/lk-' 
jcfty  has  ordered  a  camp  to  be  formed  in  the  ille  of  Wight. 
And  as  Mr.  Michell,  the  Pruffian  Minifter,  refident  at  his 
Majefty's  court,  has  reprefented,  how  advantageous  it 
would  be  to  the  affairs  of  his  Pruffian  Majefty,  that  a  de-*' 
tachment  of  the  EngHfh  troops  fhould  be  fent  to  fecure 
the  town  of  Embden,  till  fuch  time  as  the  King  of 
Pruffia  Ihali  be  able  to  take  proper  meafures  for  the 
protection  of  that  place ;  the  King  helitates  not  to  giver 
his  Pruffian  Majelly  this  frefh  proof  of  his  fincere  friend" 
Ihip,  and  for  that  purpofe  hath  ordered  one  of  his  batta-^ 
lions  to  march,  without  lofs  of  time,  to  Embden  ;  and  he 
will  caufe  to  be  communicated  to  the  Minifler  of  his  Pruf- 
fian Majefly  a  copy  of  the  inftrudions  drawn  up  for  the 
comirander  of  that  battalion. 

As  loon  as  the  convention  figned  to-day  fhall  have  beep 
communicated  to  the  parliament,  (a  ftep  neceflary  for 
making  good  the  pecuniary  fupply  therein  ftipulated)  and 
as  foon  as,  in  confequence  of  that  communication,  the 
fum  fhall  have  been  voted  ;  it  will  then  depend  upon  hisi 
Pruffian  Majelly  to  make  ufe  of  it  at  fuch  times  as  he  fhall 
judge  proper. 

'Tis  with  the  fincereft  regret,  that  the  King  again  finds 
himfelf  under  an  abfolute  neceffity  of  refufing  to  enter  in- 
to any  engagement  with  regard  to  fending  a  fquadron  of 
fhips  into  the  Baltic,  In  order,  however,  ftill  further  to 
convince  his  Pruffian  Majefty,  that  the  fole  and  only  fburce 
of  the  difficulties  which  occur  on  this  point,  is  the  inutility 
and  danger  of  fending  thither  a  fmall  fleet,  and  the  impol- 
libility  of  being  able  to  fpare  one  that  could  make  itfelf 
fufficiently  refpedted  in  thole  parts,  and  by  no  means  a  re- 
gard to  any  of  the  powers,  who  have  taken  part  in  tlie 
war ;  and  in  order  to  demonltrate  the  more  clearly  to  all 
Europe,  that,  from  the  moment  of  the  ratification  of  the 
prefent  treaty,  their  Britannick  and  Pruffi.an  Majefties  have 
the  fame  friends  and  the  fame  enemies  ;  the  King  is  ready 
to  make  fuch  a  declaration,  as,  in  the  opinion  ot  his  Pruf- 
fian Majefty,  may  ftrengthen  the  common  caufe,  and  pro- 
mote their  mutual  interefts :  in  cafe  the  Kinp-  of  Pruffia, 
m  the  prelent  difpoiition  ot  the  courts  of  Peterfuurg  and 
Stockholm,  i:ecommends  a  language^  ditfci-ent  from  that, 
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which  his  Pruffian  Majefly  hath  hitherto  advifed  and  con- 
certed with  the  King.

end,  by  an  exprefs  convention,  upon  the  fuccours,  by 
which  he  may  affift  his  Pruffian  Majefty  the  moft  fpeedily 
and  the  moft  effedually  :  their  faid  Majcfties  have,  for 
that  purpofe,  named  and  authorized  their  refpective  minif- 
ters,  viz.

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''JIh  HrstORiCAL  Memorial  of  the  Negotiation  of  Vrmce  • 
and  England,  ftom  the  26th  of  March,    1761,  to  the^ 
2Gth  of  September  of  the  fame  Tear^  with  the  Vouchers. 
Tranflated  from  the  French  Original^  publifhed  at  Paris' 
by  Authority. 

ISMajefly  [the  French  King]  thmks  it  conMent 
with  his  goodnefs  andjuftice  to  inform  his  lubjed:s, 
of  the  endeavours  he  has  ufed,  and  the  facrifices  he  re- 
folved  tomake,  in  order  to  reftore  peace  to  his  kingdom. 

France,  and  the  whole  univerfe,  will  jtidge  from  a  plain 
and  faithful  detral  of  the  negotiation,  which  has  been  car- 
ried on  between  the  Courts  of  Verfaides  and  London, 
which  of  the  two  Courts  have  been  averfe  to  the  re-eflab- 
lilhment  of  public  tranquillity,  and  have  facrificed  th® 
common  peace  and  welfare  to  their  own  ambition. 

In  order  to  form  a  clear  and  juft  opinion  with  regard  to 
the  Negotiation  which  has  lately  broken  off  between  France 
and  England,  it  is  necelTary  to  recoiled:  the  motives  which 
occaiioned  the  rupture  between  the  two  Crowns,  and  the 
particular  circumltances,  which  have  involved  a  coniidcr- 
able  part  of  Europe  in  a  war,  which  had  at  firil:  America 
only  for  its  objed:. 

The  limits  of  Acadia  and  Canada,  which,  by  the  treaty 
of  Aixda-Chapelle^  were  left  to  the  difcuflion  of  commil- 
faries  to  be  named  by  the  two  Potentates,  have  ferved  Eng- 
land as  a  pretence  for  com.mencing  hoftilities,  and  for 
taking  two  French  ihips,  the  Alcide  and  the  Lys  ;  v/hile, 
in  the  midft  of  peace,  and  under  the  fanftion  of  the  law 
of  nations,  the  Duke  of  Mirepoix,  the  French  Ambaf- 
fador,  was  treating  at  London  in  order  to  prevent  a  rup- 
ture, and  to  terminate  thofe  differenceSj  which  might  have 
been  eaiily  accommodated  at  Aix-la-Chapelle,  and  which, 
while  the  peace  fubiifled,  had  met  with  the  moil  unrea- 
fonable  and  extravagant  oppofition  on  the  part  of  the  Eng- 
lifn  CommifTaries.' 

The  unexped:ed  violence  offered  on  the  part  of  the 
Englifii  ncceffarily  brought  on  the  war  :  his  Majefty  found 
j^imfelf  obliged,  though  with  regret,  to  repel  by  force  the 
ihdignity  ottered  to  France,  and  to  prefer  the  honour  of 
the  nation  to  the  tranquillity  it  enjoyed* 
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If  the  court  of  London  had  no  other  defign  thai!  to 
eftablifh  the  refpedtive  pofTeffions  of  the  two  Crowns  in ' 
Ncrth  America  upon  a  firm  footing,  {]->e  would  have  en- 
deavoured to  obviate,  as  France  has  done,  every  incident 
which  might  engage  the  powers  of  the  Continent  of  Europe 
to  take  part  in  a  war  vAiich.  is  abfolutely  foreign  to  them, 
and  which  in  fadl^  having  no  other  objedt  but  what  re- 
lates to  the  limits  of  Acadia  and  Canada,  could  not  lafl 
long,  and  did  not  require  the  interpofition  of  any  other 
power.  But  England  had  more  extenfive  views  :  Ihe  en- 
deavoured to  raifea  general  war  again  ft  France,  and  hoped 
to  renew  the  famous  league  which  was  formed  againft 
Lewis  XIV.  upon  the  acceffion  of  Philip  V.  to  the  throne 
of  Spain  ;  and  to  perfuade  all  the  Courts  of  Europe,  that 
they  were  as  much  interefted  in  the  limits  of  Acadia,  as 
in  the  fucceffion  of  Charles  IL 

The  condu(ft  of  France,  in  confequence  of  the  firft  hof- 
tilities  in  1755,  was  Very  different  from  that  of  England  : 
his  Majefly  pacified  his  neighbours^  reflrained  his  allies, 
refufed  the  advantageous  profped:  of  a  war,  which  was 
propofed  to  him  on  the  Continent,  and  gave  all  the  powers 
to  undcrfland,  that  his  fole  ambition  was  to  rcftrain  his 
enemies,  the  Englilh,  within  due  limits,  and  to  maintain 
peace  and  juftice  among  the  powers,  who  ought  to  regard 
the  differences  refpefting  America  with  the  moft  impartial 
neutrality. 

The  Court  of  London,  to  accomplifh  their  ends,  took 
advantage  of  his  Majeily's  equitable  and  pacific  conduct. 
She  knew  that  one  of  the  allies  of  France  might  prove  a 
lively  obflacle  to  the  eflablilhment  of  peace  and  tranquil- 
lity, and  made  no  doubt,  but,  in  Iccuring  that  ally,  Ihc 
fliould  be  able  to  make  that  Houfe,  which  was  confidered 
as  the  antient  rival  of  France,  enter  into  all  her  views  : 
but  the  Emprels  Queen  of  i4ungary  and  Bohemia,  ani- 
mated by  the  fame  principles  of  equity  of  which  his  Ma- 
jcfty  gave  fuch  laudable  proofs,  refuted  the  propol'als  of 
Englandj  and  rather  chole  to  run  the  riik  of  an  unjuft 
war,  which  was  the  natural  and  forefcen  confequence  of 
the  treaty  figned  at  Whitehall  between  the  Kings  of  En- 
gland and  Pruffia,  than  to  engage  in  one  contrary  to  the 
good  faith  of  her  Imperial  Majeft\\ 
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His  Majefly  and  the  Emprefs-Queeri,  previous  to  the 
King  of  Pruffia's  invalion  of  Saxony,  entered  into  an  al- 
liance on  the  I  ft  of  May  1756,  which  was  purely  defen- 
iive.  Their  Majefties  hoped,  that  their  alliance  would 
check  the  iire  which  was  ready  to  kindle  in  Germany,  and 
that  it  would  prevent  a  war  on  the  Continent  of  Europe. 
They  were  deceived  in  their  expedtations  :  the  Court  of 
London  had  armed  the  King  of  Pruffia ;  nothing  could 
reftrairi  a  Prince  whofe  paiiion  for  war  was  unhappily 
violent :  and  he  began  it  at  the  end  of  the  year  1756,  hy 
the  invalion  of  Saxony  and  the  attack  of  Bohemia. 

From  that  time  two  diftindt  wars  fubiifted  ,•  one  of 
f  ranee  with  England,  and  which  at  the  beginning  had 
iiothing  in  common  with  the  war  in  Germany ;  and  the 
other  which  the  King  of  Pruffia  waged  againflthe  Emprefs- 
^Queen,  and  in  which  the  King  of  England  was  interefted 
as  an  ally  of  the  King  of  Prullia,  and  his  Majefty,  as 
gaurantee  of  the  treaty  of  Weftphalia,  and,  after  his  de- 
fenfive  treaty  of  the  ift  of  May,  as  an  ally  of  the  Court  of 
Vienna. 

France  was  cautious^  In  the  engagements  fhe  was  coh- 

(ftrained  to   make  with  the  confederate  powersj    not  to 

:blend  the  differences  which  difturbed  the  peace  of  Ame- 

.rica>  With  thofe  which  raifed  a  commotion  in  Europe.     In 

(truth,  his  Majefty  having  always  made  it  his  principal 

objed:  to  tecal  each  Jiotentate  to  terms  of  reconciliation^ 

and  to  reftore  public!  tranquillity,  he  judged  it  improper  to 

blend  interefts   of  fo  diftant   and  complicated  a  nature 

^s  thole  of  Europe  and  America  would  prove,  were  they 

to  have  been  jointly  treated  of  in  a  negociation  for  a  general 

and  final  peacci     Hls.Majefty  proceeded  farther,  and  with 

an  intent  to  prevent  a  diredt  land  war  in  Europe,  he  pro- 

pofed  the  neutrality  of  Hanover  in  the  year  1757;  the 

King  of  England,  Eledor  of  Hanoverj  refufed  the  pro- 

pofition,  and  lent  his  ion  the  duke  of  Cumberland,  into 

his  hereditary  dominions  in  Germany,  who,  at  the  head 

of  an  army  entirely  eompofed  of  Germans,  was  ordered  to 

oppofe  the  march  of  thofe  forces,  which  his  Majefty,  in 

purfuance  of  his  engagements,  fent  to  the  affiftance  qf  his 

Allies  who  were  attacked  in  their  dominions*

The  cletTrcral  avmy  of  Hanover  fitiIf!:eJ  the  campa'gil 
of"  1757,  with  the  cnpitulaticn  of  Clofter-fcven.  The 
Court  of  London  thought  proper  to  break  that  capitulation, 
a  few  months  after  it  had  been  concluded  by  the  confent 
of  the  King  of  England's  fon  ;  the  chief  pretence  aliedged 
was,  that  the  army  which  had  capitulated  belonged  to  the 
Elet^or,  and  that  the  fame  army  which,  contrar^'  to  the 
right  of  nations  and  all  military  laws,  re-entered  into  ac- 
tion," was  from  that  time  to  be  confidered  as  a  Brltifh 
army.  From  that  moment,  (and  it  is  necefiary  to  attend 
to  this  circumftance)  the  army  commanded  by  Prince 
Ferdinand  of  Brunfwick,  is  become  ari  Englifli  army  : 
The  Eledor  of  Hanover,  the  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  the 
the  Landgrave  of  Hefle,  their  forces  and  their  countrieSj 
have  been  blended  together  in  the  caufe  of  England  ;  (o 
that  the  hoililities  in  Weitphalla  and  Lower  Saxony  have 
h-id  and  flill  have  the  fame  objedt  as  the  hoftilities  in 
America,  Alia,  and  Africa  ;  that  is  to  fay,  the  difputes 
fubfiftinp-  between  tl  e  two  crowns  concerninf^:  the  limits  of 
Acadia  and  Canada. 

His  Majefty  confcquently  from  that  time  being  obliged 
to  fupport  a  war  loth  by  fea  and  land  againft  England  his 
profeiled  cncni)',  has  afforded  no  farther  fuccour  of  troops 
to  his  Allies  to  enable  them  to  carry  on  their  war  in- par- 
ticular, but  has  only  undertaken  to  preferve  the  places  on 
•t!ie  Lov/cr  Rhine  for  the  Emprefs  Queen,    which  were 
'  acquired  by  conqucft  from  the  King  of  Pvuflia,  in  the 
name  of  her  Liiperial  Maiefty.     It  would  therefore  betray 
"ignorance  of  the  mod  pohtive  faels,  to  fuppofe  that  the 
■•■war  which  is  ad'ually  carried  on  in  V/eftphalia,  is  for  the 
'  interefl  of  his  Majclly's  Allies ;  that  war  is  purely  Eng-jifh, 
which  is  carried  on  only  becaufe  the  army  of  Englaiul,  in 
■that  part,   defends  the  pOilcfaons  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  and  his  Allies. 

We  muft  conclude  from  what  has  been  faid  with  regard 

to  the  ftate  of  the  tvv'o  bcUigcrant  Crowns,  that  the  war  of 

-France  with  England  is  in  fad^,  and  in  its  origin,  VC17 

-  difiiina:  from  that  of  the  Emprefs  agilnft  the   King  of 

•  Prufiia :    neverthclefs  there  is   a   connccilon  between  the 

•  two  wars,  which  cOnfills  in  the  common-  engagement  bc- 
•nvccn  tlic  King  and  the  Emprefs  Queen,  no:  to  r.rake  a 
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feparate  peace  Vv'ith  the  common  enemy  but  by  mutual 
confent.  This  engagement,  which  is  fo  conformable  to 
tiie  fentiments  of  friendfhip  and  confidence  by  which  their 
Majeilies  are  united,  was  neceilary  for  their  reciprocal  fe- 
curity.  As  it  would  be  dangerous  for  the  forces  of  the 
King  of  Pruffia  to  join  againft  France,  with  thofe  of  Eng- 
land, commanded  by  Prince  Ferdinand,  it  would  be 
equally  prejudicial  and  contrary  to  the  faith  of  his  Majefty's 
engagements  with  the  Court  of  Vienna,  that  the  Britifli 
army  fiiouid  join  the  King  of  Prufiia  againft  the  Emprefs 
Queen,  and  againft  the  Princes  of  the  Empire  who  are  in 
alliance  v/ith  France. 

Although  the  year  1758,  produced  no  political  event, 
which  might  give  room  to  a  negotiation  for  the  re-efta- 
bliihment  of  peace,  yet  France,  ever  zealous  to  promote 
it  with  the  fame  fincerity,  m.ade  uie  of  the  mediation  of 
Denmark  to  inform  England  of  her  perfeverance  in  the 
fame  pacific  difpofitions ;  the  anfwer  from  the  Court  of 
London  was  as  haughty  as  it  was  negative,  and  deftro\xd 
all  hopes  of  a  negotiation. 

In  1759,  the  Courts  of  London  and  Berlin  tranfmitted 
the  following;  declaration  from  the  Hague,  to  the  Minifters 
of  France,  Vienna  and  Rullia. 

Beclaraticn  of  their  Pruilian  and  Britannic  Majeflies. 

^^T^^HEIPv  Britannic  and  Pruffian  Majefties,  touched 
J_  with  compaffion,  when  they  rcfiedt  on  the  evils 
which  have  been  occafioned,  and  muft  ftili  neceirary  refuk 
from  the  war  which  has  been  kindled  for  fome  3'ears  paft, 
would  think  themfelves  wanting  to  the  duties  of  humanit\', 
and  particularly  regardlefs  of  the  intereil  they  take  in  the 
prefervation  and  welfare  of  their  refpedtive  kingdoms  and 
:fubjeQ:s,  if  they  negieiled  to  ufe  proper  meafures  towards 
checking  the  progrefs  of  this  cruel  peflilence,  and  to  con- 
tribute towards  the  re-eftabiilhm.ent  of  public  traRquilitv. 
It  is  with  this  view,  and  in  order  to  afccrtain  the  fincerity 
of  their  intentions  in  this  refped:,  that  their  aforefaid  Ma* 
jellies  have  refolved  to  -^ake  the  following  declaration  : 

That  they  are  ready  to  fend'  Plenipotentiaries  to  any 
place  which  Ihali  be  judged  moft   convenient,  in  order  to 
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tteat,  in  conjimdlion,  concerning  a  general  and  firm  peace, 
with  thofe  whom  the  belligerant  powers  fhall  think  proper 
to  authorize  on  their  ftde,  towards  the  accomplifhment  of 
fo  falutary  an  end. 

I  certify,  that  the  above  declaration  is  the  fame  which 
was  difpatched  to  me  by  the  Earl  of  Holderneffe  and  the 
Baron  Kniphauzen,  in  the  name,  and  on  the  part  of  their 
Britannic  and  Pruffiap  Majefties. 

Given  at  the  Callle  of  Ryfwick,  this  25th  of  November 
1759.  Signed  L.  D,  de  Brunfwick. 

This  declaration  made  no  mention  either  of  Sweden,  or 
of  the  King  of  Poland,  Ele<ftor  of  Saxony,  two  powers 
who  were  principally  interelted  in  the  war.  France  and 
her  Allies  were  not  aware  of  this  proceeding  of  the  coiirt$ 
of  London  and  Berlin.  They  were  obliged  to  wait  for  an 
anfwer  from  Peterfbourg,  in  order  to  tranfmit  in  coTimoi^ 
a  counter  declaration,  which  the  great  diftance  between 
the  countries  obliged  them  to  defer  longer  than  France 
could  have  wifhed.  At  length  it  was  tranfmitted  in  the 
following  terms,  and  the  Courts  of  London  and  Berlin 
never  made  any  reply  to  it. 

Counter  Declaration  of  bis  Moji  Chriflian  Majeftj', 

THEIR  Britannic  and  Pruffian  Majeflies  having 
thought  proper  to  teflify,  by  a  declaration  which 
was  delivered  on  their  parts  at  the  Hague,  the  25th  of 
November  lafl,  to  the  Ambaffadors  and  Minifters  of  the 
Courts  of  Yerfailles,  Vienna,  and  Peterlbourg,  rclident 
with  their  High  Mightinelies  the  States  General  of  the 
United  Provinces,  that,  from  a  fincere  defire  of  contrir 
buting  to  the  re-eftablilhmcnt  of  public  tranquillity,  they 
were  ready  to  fend  Plenipotentiaries  to  any  place  which 
lliould  be  judged  moft  convenient,  in  order  to  treat  con- 
cerning that  important  objcdt  with  thofe  whom  the  belli- 
gerant powers  Ihould  think  proper  to  authorize  on  their 
parts,  for  the  accomplifhment  of  fo  falutary  an  end. 

His  Majelly  tiie  Mod  Chrillian  King,  her  Majeily  the 
Emprels  Queen  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and  her  Ma- 
jcfty  the  Emprefj  of  all  the  Ruliias,  bcjng  equally  ani-r 
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mated  with  a  delire  of  contributing  to  the  re-eftabliihment 
of  public  tranquillity,  on  a  juft  and  folid  footing,  do  de- 
clare in  return. 

That  his  Majefty  the  Catholic  King  having  been  pleafed 
to  offer  his  mediation  with  refpeft  to  the  war,  which  has 
fubiifled  fome  years  between  France  and  England ;  and 
this  war  having  no  objed:  in  common  with  that  which  has 
likewife  for  fome  years  been  carried  on  by  the  two  Em- 
prelTes  with  their  Allies,  againft  the  King  of  Pruffia  ; 

His  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  is  ready  to  enter  into  a 
treaty  of  peace  with  England,  fo  far  as  it  regards  himfelf, 
through  the  good  offices  of  his  Catholic  Majefly,  whofe 
mediation  he  accepts  with  pleafure. 

With  refped  to  the  war  which  diredly  concerns  his 
Pruffian  Majefty,  their  Majellies  the  Moft  Chriftian  King, 
the  Emprefs  C^een  of  Hungary  and  Bohemia,  and  the 
Emprefs  of  all  the  P«.uftias,  are  difpofed  to  co-operate  to- 
wards the  appointment  of  the  propofed  congrefs ;  but  as, 
by  virtue  of  their  treaties,  they  cannot  enter  into  any  en-, 
gagements  relative  to  peace,  but  in  conjund:ion  with  their 
Allies,  it  will  be  neceflary,  in  order  that  they  may  explain 
themfelves  precifely  on  this  fubjedt,  that  their  Britannic 
and  Pruffian  Majefties  would  firft  be  pleafed  to  fend  their 
invitation  to  the  Congrefs,  to  all  the  powers  who  are  di- 
redly  at  war  with  the  King  of  Pruffia,  particularly  his 
Majefty  of  Sweden,  as  well  as  his  Polifti  Majefty  Eledior 
of  Saxony,  who  ought  to  be  exprelly  invited  to  the  future 
Congrefs. 

In  this  counter  declaration,  France  expreftv  _  feparated 
her  particular  war  with  England,  whether  in  Africa,  Afia, 
America,  or  in  Weftphalia,  from  the  war  which  was  car- 
ried on  in  Saxony  and  Silefia.  The  King  of  Spain  had 
then  offered  his  good  offices  to  bring  about  a  reconciliation 
between  France  and  England,  The  feparation  of  the  two 
wars,  and  the  tender  which  his  Catholic  Majefty  made  of 
his  good  offices,  induced  the  King  to  hope  that  the  fepa- 
rate  peace  of  France  might  be  fuccefsfully  negociated  at 
the  Court  of  London.  In  confequence  of  this  expedtatlon, 
he  ordered  the  Count  D'Affry,  his  Majefty's  Ambaffador 
at  the  Hague,  to  enter  into  a  conference  with  Genera! 
Yorke,  the  Envoy  Extraordinary  from  the  King  of  Great 
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Britain.  Tho!e  two  Miniilers  had  feveral  conferences, 
which  evidently  proved  that  the  Court  of  London  was  ex- 
tremeh/  averfe  to  an  accommodation,  and  that  the  decla^ 
ration,  which  Ihe  caufed  to  be  tranfmitted  by  Prince  Lewis 
of  Brunfvvick  (to  put  the  moft  favourable  conflru^lion  on 
it)  was  no  more  than  an  external  act  of  complaifance  for 
her  allies,  and  that  fhe  abfolutely  never  intended  it  fhculd 
take  effed:. 

His  Majefty  was  not  difcouraged  by  the  infiexibiliLv  he 
ftill  experienced  on  the  part  of  his  enemies,  from  endea- 
vouring to  bring  about  a  juft  accommodation.  His  Ma- 
jefly,  in  1761,  thought  proper  to  declare  his  fentiments, 
and  pacific  inclinations  to  his  allies.  He  found  them  in- 
clined to  concur  in  any  meafures  which  might  facilitate 
and  accelerate  the  re-eftablifliment  of  public  peace,  and  in. 
confequence  of  thefe  falutary  difpoiitions,  all  the  confede- 
rate powers  agreed  to  tranfmit  the  following  declaration  to 
London. 

'The  Dedaration  of  his  Mqfi  Chriftian  Majefty. 

THE  pacific  difpoiitions  which  the  Kings  of  England 
and  Pruffia  exprefled  the  lafl  3'ear,  and  which  are 
conformable  to  the  fentiments  of  all  the  belligerant  powers, 
having  met  with  feme  difficulties  which  have  proved  ob- 
ilacles  to  their  fuccefs,  the  Courts  of  France,  Vienna, 
Pcterfburg,  Stockholm  and  Warfaw,  have  unanimoufiy 
agreed  to  invite  thofe  of  London  and  Berlin,  to  the  renewal 
of  a  negotiation  fo  expedient  for  the  welfare  of  mankind, 
and  which  ought  to  intereft  all  the  powers  at  war  in  the 
caufe  of  humanity. 

With  this  view,  and  in  order  to  proceed  towards  the 
re-eflablilhment  of  peace,  they  propofe  the  mc.-ring  of  a 
Congrcls,  at  which  they  think  it  will  be  convenient  10 
acUiiit,  with  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  the  principal  belli- 
gerant powers,  no  other  than  thofe  of  their  allies.  If  the 
Kings  of  England  and  Pruflia  adopt  this  micafurc,  his 
Aioll  Chrillian  Majefly,  the  Emprcfs  Queen,  the  Empiefs 
of  llufiia,  the  King  of  Sweden,  and  the  King  of  Poland 
Kicd:or  of  Saxony,  propofe  the  town  of  Augfburg,  as  the 
place  of  Congrcfs,   v.'hich  they  ouiy  point  out  as  a  town 
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within  the  reach  of  all  the  parties  interefted,  which  by  its 
Situation  feems  to  fuk  the  convenience  of  all  the  States, 
and  they  will  not  oppofe  the  choice  of  any  other  town  in 
Germany,  which  their  Britannic  and  Pruffian  Majefties 
may  deem  m.ore  convenient. 

His  Moft  Chrifdan  Majefty,  the  Emprefs  Queen,  the 
Emprefs  of  Ruffia,  and  the  Kings  of  Sweden  and  Poland, 
declare  farther,  that  they  have  made  choice  of  Plenipo- 
tentiaries, to  whom  they  will  commit  their  intercfts  at  the 
Congrefs,  in  expectation  that  the  King  of  England,  the 
King  of  Pruffia,  and  their  allies,  willfpeedily  make  choice 
of  their  refpective  Miniflers,  that  the  negotiation  may  not 
be  retarded. 

The  iincerity  of  this  declaration,  which  the  Courts  of 
France,  Vienna,  Peterfburg,  Stockholm,  and  Warfaw 
have,  out  of  regard  to  the  general  good,  determ/med  to 
make  to  the  Courts  of  London  and  Berlin,  gives  them  to 
hope  that  their  Britannic  and  PrufTian  Majcilics,  will 
fignify,  by  a  fpeedy  aniwer,  their  fentiments  on  a  fubjecl"^ 
(o  eflentiai  to  the  peace  and  welfare  of  Europe, 

By  order,  and  in  the  name  of  his  Moit  Chriftian  MajcRy, 
Signed,  the  Duke  de  Choifeul. 

This  declaration,  which  concerned  all  the  Allies  in 
general,  was  not  fufhcient  to  put  a  flop  to  the  miferies  ot 
war,  fo  fpeedily  as  France  could  have  wilhed. 

In  fadt,  what  delays  and  perplexing  incidents  were  not 
to  be  cxpefted  from  a  Congreis  at  which  the  interefts  of 
America  were  to  be  treated  of  at  the  fame  time  with 
thofe  of  the  two  Emprefles,  Sweden,  Saxony,  and  the 
King  of  Prufiia  ! 

To  remove  thefe  obftacles,  the  King,  with  the  confent 
of  his  allies,  diought  proper  to  nrefs  for  a  feparation  of  the 
two  wars,  which  had  been  agreed  upon  lince  the  year 
1759.  In  confequence  of  this  intention,  his  Majefty 
cauled  a  fcparate  meniorial  to  be  addreffed  to  the  Court  of 
London,  which  v/as  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  the 
Duke  de  Choifeul,  his  Miniiter  and  Secretary  of  State  for 
foreign  alTairs,  to  Mr.  Pitt,  Minifter  and  Secretary  of  State 
to  his  Britannic  Majefty. 
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Letter  from  the  Duke  de  Choifeul  to  Mr.  Pitt, 
S  I  R, 

THE  King  my  Mafler,  a(ftingin  conformity  with  the 
fentiments  of  his  Allies,  in  order,  if  polTible,  to. 
procure  the  re-ftablifhment  of  a  general  peace,  has  autho-.^ 
rized  me  to  tranfmit  to  your  Excellency  the  memorial  hereto 
annexed,  which  folely  concerns  the  interefts  of  France  and 
England,  with  refpedt  to  the  particular  war  between  the 
two  Crowns.  The  King  has  reafon  to  hope,  that  the 
fincere  manner  in  which  he  propofes  to  treat  with  his  Bri- 
tannic Majeily,  will  banifh  ail  miftruft  in  the  courfe  of  the 
)iegotiation,  if  it  takes  place,  and  will  induce  his  Britannic 
Majefty  to  make  the  King  acquainted  with  his  real  fenti- 
ments, whether  with  regard  to  the  continuance  of  war,  or 
with  refpedt  to  the  conclufion  of  peace,  as  well  as  in  rela- 
tion to  the  principles  on  which  they  ought  to  proceed,  in 
order  to  procure  this  bleffing  to  the  two  nations. 

I  will  add,  that  I  am  likewife  authorized  to  afHire  your 
Excellency,  that  in  relation  to  the  war  in  which  the  King 
of  PrufTia  is  concerned,  the  allies  of  the  King  my  Mafler 
are  determined  to  treat  of  their  interefts  in  the  future  Con- 
grefs,  with  the  fame  franknefs  and  fincerity,  of  which  I 
can  give  your  Excellency  aflurancc  on  the  pr.rt  of  France ; 
and  that,  fo  as  not  to  depart  from  what  is  due  to  their 
dignity,  their  iituation,  and  to  the  demands  of  juRice, 
they  will  bring  with  them  to  the  negotiation  all  the  ac- 
quiefcencc,  which  their  humanity  dictates  for  the  general 
good  of  Europe. 

The  King  my  Mafter,  and  his  allies,  do  not  doubt  but 
that  they  fhall  find  the  heart  of  his  Britannic  Majcfly  and 
his  allies,  imprelied  with  the  fame  fentiments.  I  elleem  it 
a  happinefs  that  my  ofiice  makes  me  the  inftrumcnt  of 
conveying  fuch  favourable  ientlments,  which  give  nie  an 
opportunity  of  afTuring  jour  Excellence,  with  what  dif- 
tinguifhcd  confideration  1  have  the  honour  to  be,  &:c. 

Memorial  of  the  Chriftian  Kine. 

THE  mod  ChrilVian  King  wlflics,  that  the  fcparato 
peace  of  France  with  England  could  be  united  with 
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jdie  general  peace  of  Europe,  which  his  Majefl}''  moft  fm-^ 
cerely  defires  to  eftablilh  ;  but  as  the  nature  of  the  objecfts, 
which  have  occaiioned  the  war  between  France  and  Eng-^ 
land,  is  totally  foreign  from  the  difputes  in  Germany,  his 
moft  Ghriftian  Majefty  has  thought  it  neceflary  to  agree 
with  his  &itannic  Majefty  on  the  principal  articles,  which 
ftiay  form  the  bads  of  their  feparate  negotiations,  in  order 
to  accelerate,  as  niuch  as  poilible,  the  general  conclusion 
pf  the  peace. 

The  beft  method  to  accompliih  the  end  propofed,  is  to 
remove  thofe  intricacies  which  might  prove  obftacles  to  its 
fuccefs.  In  the  bufinefs  of  peace,  the  difputes  of  nations 
concerning  their  reciprocal  conquefts,  the  different  opini- 
ons with  refpedt  to  the  utility  of  particular  conquefls,  and 
the  compenfations  for  reliitutions,  generally  form  matter 
of  embarraflinent  at  a  negotiation  of  peace.  As  it  is  na- 
tural for  each  nation,  with  regard  to  thefe  different  points, 
to  endeavour  the  acquifition  ot  all  pofTible  adv'antages,  in- 
tereft  and  diftruil:  occafion  oppofitions  and  produce  delays. 
To  obviate  thefe  inconveniencies,  and  to  tcftify  the  iincerity 
of  his  proceedings  in  the  courfe  of  the  negotiation  of  peace 
with  England,  the  moft  Chriftian  King  propofes  to  agree 
with  his  Britannic  Majefty,  that,  with  refped:  to  the  par- 
ticular war  of  France  and  England,  the  two  Crowns  ihall 
remain  in  poirefTion  of  what  they  have  conquered  from  each 
other,  and  that  the  fituation  in  whiich  they  fhall  ftand  on 
the  I  ft  of  September,  in  the  year  1761,  in  the  Eaft  In- 
dies, on  the  I  ft  of  July  in  the  fame  year,  in  the  Weft 
Indies  and  in  Africa,  and  on  the  ift  of  May  following  in 
Europe,  fhall  be  the  pofition  which  Ihall  lerve  as  a  bafis 
to  the  treaty  which  may  be  negotiated  between  the  two 
powers.  Which  Ihews  that  the  moft  Chriftian  PCing,  in 
prder  to  fet  an  example  of  humanity,  ajjd  to  contribute  to 
the  re-eftabiifhment  of  the  general  tranquilHty,  will  make 
a  facrifice  of  thofe  reftitutions  which  he  has  a  right  to 
claim,  at  the  fame  time  that  he  will  maintain  thofe  acqui- 
fitions  v/hich  he  has  gained  from  England  during  the 
(lourfe  of  the  war. 

Neverthelefs  as  his  Britannic  Majefty  may  think  that 
the  periods  propofed  of  the  1  ft  of  September,  July,  and 
May,  are  either  tqo  near  or  too  diftant  fgr  the  interefts  of 

the

tht  Britiih  Crown,  or  that  his  Britannic  Majefty  ma v  judge 
'it  proper  to  make  compenfation  for  the  whole,  or  tor  part 
of  the  reciprocal  conqucfts  of  the  two  Crowns,  the  moft 
ChriiVian  King  will  readily  enter  into  negotiation  with  his 
Britannic  Majefty  in  relation  to  thefe  two  objedts,  when  he 
Ihall  know  his  fentiments  concerning  them,  the  principal 
view  of  his  mofl  Chriilian  Majefty,  being  to  tellify  not 
only  to  England,  but  to  the  whole  world,  his  fmcere  dif- 
polition  to  remove  all  impediments  ^^ilich  might  defer  the 
falutary  objedt  of  peace. 

The  m.oft  Chriilian  King  expefiis,  that  the  diipofition 
of  his  Britannic  Majefty  will  be  correfpondent,  and  that 
he  will,  with  equal  fincerit)^,  anfwer  all  the  articles  con- 
t?Jned  in  this  memorial,  in  which  the  t\\o  Powers  are  ib 
eflentially  interelfed. 

Thefe  pieces  were  dated  the  26th  of  March.  England 
had  then  conquered  from  France  Ifie  Royal  or  Cape  Bre- 
ton, all  Canada,  the  liles  of  Guadalope  and  Marigalant, 
and  that  of  Gorec  In  Africa,  with  Senegal ;  Europe  at 
that  tim.e  was  ignorant  of  the  precife  fituation  of  auairs 
between  the  two  Crowns  in  Alia,  and  the  expedition 
againit  Bell-Ifle  had  not  then  taken  place. 
.  France,  on  the  other  hand,  had  conquered  tlie  Ifland  of 
Minorca,  had  repaired  fome  parts  of  the  port  of  Dunkirk, 
and  in  Germany  were  in  poUefTion  of  Hanau,  the  Lan- 
graviatc  of  Helle,  and  the  town  of  Gottingcn  in  the  Elec- 
torate of  Hanover.  It  is  neceffary  to  oblcrve,  that  Callcl 
was  bcficgcd  on  the  26th  of  March,  and  that  it  was  to  be 
feared  that  on  the  ift  of  May  the  King's  forces  would  no 
longer  be  in  policITion  of  Hefie,  and  of  the  toun  ot  Got- 
tingen. 

Wcfel  and  Gueldres  could  not  be  comprifed  in  the  offer 
of  Uii  pofjidetis  which  France  propofed,  becaufe  thofe  two 
towns,  and  the  countries  dependant  on 'them,  appertain  to 
■the  Em[)rcfs  Queen  :  that  the  King  has  only  tlie  cullody 
of  them,  and  that  jufticc  is  adminillred  there  in  the  name 
of  her  Imperial  Miijeftv. 

All  Europe  was  aftoniflied  at  the  facvificcs  which  the 
King  was  difpofed  to  make  to  England  :  I-^is  Mnjclh-'s 
Miniltry  v,-crc  reproached  on  the  part  of  thofe  Couris  who 
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\rcre  moll  afiecclonate  to  France,  and  no  one  doubted  But 
that  England  would  prefer  the  quiet  poiTeiTion  of  her  con- 
quers, and  the  repofe  of  her  allies  in  German}?",  to  the 
continuation  of  the  war.  The  memorial  of  France,  by 
eftablifhing  a  fixed  bafis  for  the  negociation,  propofed  to 
make  neceilary  com-penfations  for  the  advantage  of  the 
two  crowns,  and  opened  a  way  for  the  evacuation  of  Ger- 
miany  on  the  part  of  the  French  troops,  in  compenfation 
of  the  conquefts  of  England  in  America, 

.The  full  extent  of  the  proportion  contained  in  the  me- 
morial of  the  26th  of  March,  addreiTed  to  Mr-  Pitt,  was 
known  in  France  ;  but  the  King,  like  a  true  father  of  his 
people,  thought  of  nothing  but  their  relief ;  and  in  con- 
fequence  of  this  fentiment,  determined  to  adhere  to  the 
offers  which  feemed  to  him  the  moil  fure  and  ready  ex- 
pedients for  infpiring  his  enemies  with  that  fpirit  of  recon^ 
ciliation,  •  which  directed  all  his  Majefly's  wilhes  and 
meafures. 

Mr.  Pitt  anfwered  the  Duke  of  Choifeul's  Letter,  and 
at  the  fame  tim'efent  him  a  memorial,  in  anlwer  to  that  of 
France  of  the  26th  of  March. 

Mr.  Pitt's  Letter  to  the  Duke  de  Choifeul. 

S  I  Pv,  London,  8th  April,   1761. 

THE  King  my  Mafter  has  authorized  me  to  tranfmit 
to  your  Excellenc)^,  with  all  the  difpatch  u^hich  was 
found .  poffible,  the  memorial  hereto  annexed,  in  anlwer 
to  that  of  the  26th  of  the  laft  month,  made  by  the  order 
and  in  the  name  of  his  moll  Chriftian  Majefiy,  folely  con- 
cerning the  interefts  of  England  and  France,  relative  to 
the  particular  war  between  the  two  Crowns,  which  was 
accompanied  by  a  letter  from  your  Excellency  of  the  fame 
■date,  tranfmitted  to  me  by  M.  the  Prince  Galitzin. 

His  Majefiy  has  publiihed  his  real  fentiments,  with  re- 
gard to  the  falutary  bulinefs  of  peace,  with   the  lincerity 
which  his  Chriilian  Majefty  deiires,  and  of  which  he  him- 
.  felf  let  the  example  ;  the  King  my  Mailer,  on  his   part, 
■  deiires  nothing  more  than,  by  the  lincerity  of  his  condudx, 
to  remove  all  diilruil  in  courie  of  the  negociation. 

I  will 
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I  will  likewife  acquaint  your  Excelkxicy,  that  the  Kin^^ 
karnt  with  great  fatisfad:ion,  that  your  Excellency  was 
authorized  to  give  aflbratice  that^  in  relation  to  the  war 
which  concerns  the  King  of  Pruffia,  the  allies  of  his  mofl 
Chriftian  Majefty  are  determined  to  treat  with  the  fame 
opennefs  and  fmcerity  at  the  Court  ot'  France,  and  that 
they  will  bring  with  them,  to  the  negotiation  at  the  future 
Congrefs,  all  the  acquiefcence  which  their  unanimity  dic- 
tates for  the  general  good  of  Europe. 

I  muft  add  that,  with  regard  to  the  war  which  concerns 
the  King  of  Pruffia^  as  well  as  with  refped:  to  the  other 
allies  of  the  King  my  Mafter,  his  Majeily,  always  con- 
stant in  fulfilling  the  engagements  of  his  crown  with  the 
moft  fcrupulous  exaftnefs,  can  never  fail  to  fupport  their 
refpecfcive  interefts,  whether  in  the  courfe  of  the  negocia- 
tion,  (which  may  God  profper)  or  in  the  continuance  of 
•the  v^ar,  (if  contrary  to  all  expedtation  this  misfortune 
Ihould  be  unavoidable)  with  the  cordiality  and  efficacy  of 
a  fincere  and  faithful  ally; 

As  to  what  remains,  it  is  fuperfluous  to  mention  to  W'hat 
degree  his  Majefty  wifhes  for  this  fpeedy  eftablifhment  of 
the  general  peace  in  Germany^  after  the  diftinguiflicd 
proof  his  Majefty  has  given,-  in  fo  readily  confenting  to  th.e 
propofition  of  fo  diftant  a  place  as  the  town  of  Augfbourg 
for  the  meeting  of  the  Congrefs. 

Such  are  the  lincere  and  upright  ir.tentions  of  the  King 
liiy  Mafter  for  the  re-eftablifhmciit  of  the  public  tranqui- 
lity. I  think  myfelf  happy  in  having  the  charge  of  con- 
veying fuch  fentiments,  and  of  having  an  opportunity  of 
aiiuring  your  Excellency  of  the  diftinguifhcd  regard  with 
which  I  have  the  honour  to  be,  &c.

I S  Britannic  Majefty,  equally  delircus  with  the  Moft 

Chriftian  King,  that  the  fcparate  Peace  of  England 

and  France  could  be  united  witli  the  general  peace,  lor 
which  the  King  of  Great  Britaih  is  ib  fmcerely  interefted, 
that,  in  regard  to  this  point,  he  even  means  that  the  con-» 
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tefts  which  might  arife  between  the  two  Crowns  concern- 
ing their  particular  differences,  Ihould  not  occalion  the 
ieaft  delay  to  the  fpeedy  conclulion  of  fo  falutary  a  work, 
as  the  general  peace  of  Germany  ;  and  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefty  is  the  more  confirmed  in  this  fentiment,  didtated  by 
humanity  towards  fo  many  nations,  that  he  feels  in  all  its 
extent  the  propofition  which  the  Moll  Chrillian  King 
eftabliihes  as  a  fundamental  principle  ;  that  the  nature  of 
the  objefts  which  have  occaiioned  the  war  between  Eng- 
land and  France,  is  totally  foreign  from  the  difputes  in 
Germany. 

In  confequence  of  this  inconteftible  principle,  the  King 
of  Great  Britain  entirely  adopts  the  fentiment  of  his  Moll 
Chrillian  Majeily,  that  it  is  necelTary  to  agree  between  the 
two  Crowns  on  fome  principal  articles,  which  may  form 
the  balls  of  their  particular  negociations,  in  order  the 
more  to  accelerate  the  conclulion  of  a  general  peace. 

The  King  of  Great  Britain  equally  agrees  in  general  to 
the  propolition  which  the  Moll  Chrillian  King  has  made 
with  an  opennefs,  in  which  his  Britannic  Majefty  will 
concur  throughout  the  courfe  of  the  negotiation  ;  that  is 
to  fay,  that,  in  relation  to  the  particular  war  between 
England  and  France,  i .  The  two  Crowns  Ihall  remain  in 
pofleffion  of  what  they  have  conquered,  one  from  the 
other.  2.  That  the  lituation  in  which  they  ihall  Hand  at 
certain  periods,  fhall  be  the  pofition  to  ferve  as  a  bafis  for 
the  Treaty  which  may  be  negociated  between  the  two 
Powers. 

With  regard  to  the  lirfl  branch  of  the  aforefaid  proj:)o- 
>fition,  his  Britannic  Majefty  takes  pleafure  in  doing  jullice 
to  the  magnanimity  of  His  Moll  Chrillian  Majefty,  who, 
from  motives  of  humanit}^,  determines  to  facrifice  to  the 
love  of  peace,  the  reftitution  which  he  thinks  he  has  a 
right  to  claim,  maintaining  at  the  fame  time  what  he  has 
conquered  from  England  during  the  courfe  of  the  war. 

With  refped:  to  the  fecond  head  of  the  aforefaid  propo- 
lition, concerning  the  reciprocal  Conquefts  made  by  the 
two  Crowns  one  upon  another ;  that  is  to  fa)^.  That  the 
lituation  in  v\^hich  they  ftiall  ftand  at  the  refpediive  periods 
affigned  for  the  different  quarters  of  the  globe,  fhall  ferve 
as  a  bafis  for  the  faid  Treaty,  the  King  of  Great  Britain 
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jigairi  acknowledges  with  fatisfaction  the  candour  whicli  19' 
manifeiced  on  the  part  of  his  Moft  Chrillian  Majefty  in 
this  article,  by  obviating,  as  he  has  done,  the  extreme  • 
difficulties^    and  by  anticipating  the  indilpenfable  objec-' 
tions,  which  could  not  but  arife  on  fuch  a   fubie^t ;  it 
being  in  fact  felt-evident,  that  expeditions  at  lea  requiring- 
preparations  of  long  ftanding,  and  depending  on  naviga-' 
tions  which  are  Uncertain,  as  well  as  on  the  concurrence 
of  feafons,  in  places  which  are  often  too  diiiant  for  orders 
relative  to  their  execution  to  be  adspted  to  the  commoni 
I'iciffitudes  of  negociations,  which  for  the  moll  part  are 
fubjed:  to  difappointments  and   delays,    and   are  alwajs 
fluctuating  and  precarious  :  from  whence  it  neceflarily  re- 
fults,  that  the  nature  01  fuch  operations  is  by  no  means 
fjfceptible,  without  prejudice  to  the  party  who  employs 
them,  of  any  other  epochas,  than  thofe  which  have  re- 
ference to  the  day  of  figning  the  treat)'  of  peace. 

Nevertherlefs  as  this  confideration,  as  well  as  that 
which  refped's  the  compenla tions  (if  fuch  fhall  be  found 
proper  to  be  made  between  the  two  Crowns)  on  account 
of  their  reciprocal  conquefts,  comprehend  the  moft  in-' 
tercfting  and  capital  articles  of  the  treaty,  and  as  it  is  upori 
thefe  two  dccifive  objeds,  that  the  Molt  Chrifiian  King 
voluntarily  oners  to  enter  into  a  ncgociatlon  ;  the  King  of 
Great  Britain,  defiring  to  concur  efteduallv  with  the  fa-- 
vourable  difpofitions  of  the  Moft  Chriftian  King,  in  order 
to  remove  all  impediir.ents,  which  might  defer  the  lalu^ 
tary  objed:  of  peace,  his  Britannic  Majefty  declares  thivt 
he  is  ready  on  his  part  to  enter  upon  the  proj)ofed  nego- 
tiation with  fpeed  and  fincerity.  And  more  authentically 
to  demonftrate  to  what  extent  the  lincerlty  of  his  condud: 
proceeds,  his  Britannic  Miijefty  declares  farther,  that  he 
Ihould  be  glad  to  fee  fom.e  perlon  at  London  fufficicntly 
authorized,  by  a  power  from  the  Moft  Chriftian  King,  to 
enter  upon  this  fubjed  with  the  Biltifn  Minifters,  in  re- 
gard to  the  feveral  articles  contained  in  the  Letter  of  the 
J3.  de  Choileul  of  the  26th  of  March  1761,  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  of  his  Britannic  Mi'jcfty,  which  points  are  fo 
eflentially  inrerefting  to  the  two  Powers.

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The  letter  of  the  Englifh  Minifier  Hiews,  in  appear^ 
(sinGe,  an  equal  zeal  with  that  of  France,  for  the  re-efla- 
blilhment  of  the  Union  between  the  two  Crowns  :  it  con- 
tainSj  moreover,  a  declaration  in  favour  of  the  King  of 
Prufliaj:  which  feems  foreign  to  the  purpofe,  and  appears 
the  more  afteded,  as  the  King  never  teflified  the  leaft 
defire  to  feparate  the  alliance  which  united  England  to  his 
Pruffiati  Majefty* 

The  Britilh  Memorial,  annexed  to  the  letter  of  the 
Englifh  Minifter,  accepts  the  Statu  ^o^  but  fays  nothing 
with  regard  to  the  epochas.  In  fad:,  it  is  concluding 
nothing  with  regard  to  that  interefting  and  necelTary  objed: 
attached  to  the  propoiition  of  Uti  PoJJidetis,  to  fay  that 
the  peace  lliall  be  the  epoch  to  fix  the  poffeflions  of  the 
two  powers. 

In  the  conciufion,  England  propofed  the  fending  of  a 
French  Miiiifler  to  London.  This  propofition  gave  a 
favourable  omen  of  the  difpoiitions  of  the  Britifh  Court 
towards  peace*  The  King  ordered  the  D.  de  Choifeul  to 
return  an  anfwer  to  Mr*  Pitt,  and  to  accompany  it  with  a 
Memorial  which,  at  the  fame  time  that  it  clearly  expreffed 
his  Majefly's  real  fentiments,  contained  an  acceptance  of 
the  propofal  for  fending  a  Minifier  to  London,  which  re- 
quired the  reprociality  of  difpatching  an  Englifh  Minifier 
to  France*

SIR,  Verfailles,  19th  April,   176  r. 

I  Made  the  King  tny  mailer  acquainted  with  the  letter 
which  your  Excellency  did  me  the  honour  to  write 
to  me  on  the  8  th  inflant,  as  well  as  with  the  Memorial 
thereto  annexed* 

His  Majefty  has  rernarked  with  real  pleafure,  the  con- 
formity of  his  Britannic  Majefly's  fentiments  with  his  own, 
in  regard  to  the  fincere  and  open  condudl  which  It  be- 
comes two  fuch  great  powers  to  obferve  in  the  negotiation 
of  a  Peace, 

The  King  has  not  delayed,  Sir,  the  nomination  of  an 
an  Ambafiador  to  reprefent  him  at  the  Congrefs  at  Augf- 
burg.    His  Majefly  has  made  choice  of  the  Count  de 

Voi..n,  O  QiQ^m\i 
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Choireul,  at  prefent  his  Ambaflador  at  Vienna,  and  he 
will  repair  to  the  town  appointed,  at  the  beginning  of 
July,  in  the  expectation  which  we  entertain  here,  that 
his  Britannic  Majefty  will  fend  his  AmbalFador  thither  at 
the  fame  time. 

The  King  has  commanded  me,  Sir,  to  obferve  on  this 
occaiion  to  your  Excellency,  in  anfwer  to  the  declaration 
contained  in  your  letter,  that  his  Majefty,  as  conftant  as 
any  other  power,  in  fulfilling  the  engagements  he  has 
made  with  the  Allies  with  the  moft  fcrupulous  punctuality-, 
will  continue,  with  that  fidelity  which  is  confiftent  ^^ith 
the  integrity  and  dignity  of  his  charad:er,  to  make  hi^ 
caufe  common  with  theirs,  whether  in  the  negotiation  for 
the  peace  of  Germany,  or  in  the  continuance  of  the  war," 
if,  to  the  misfortune  of  mankind,  the  favourable  dilpo- 
fitions  in  which  the  bell igcrant  powers  are  at  prefent  fhould 
not  be  attended  with  the  fuccefs  which  is  fo  earncftly 
defired. 

I  ought  not,  on  this  occafion,  to  omit  Informing  youf 
Excellency  with  what  concern  the  King  would  fee  himfelf 
obliged  to  continue  fjch  a  deftrudtive  war,  after  having 
entertained  a  confidence  that  all  the  parties  were  interefted 
in  putting  a  ftop  to  the  calamities  it  occafions. 

As  to  what  relates  to  the  war  in  particular  between 
France  and  England,  I  have  annexed  to  this  letter  a  me- 
iTiorial  in  reply  to  that  of  your  Excellency.  We  cannot 
be  too  zealous  in  explaining  the  upright  intentions  of  our 
mafters,  in  order  to  remove,  at  the  beginning  of  this  in- 
terefting  negotiation,  thofe  mifunderitandings,  which  often 
augment,  inftead  of  leflening  the  delay. 

You  are  a  Minifter,  Sir,  too  enlightened,  not  to  approve 
of  this  principle.

THE  Moft  Chriftian  King  perceives  with  fatisfadion, 
that  his  Britannic  Majefty  agrees  that  the  nature  ot 
the  objects  which  have  occafu-nicd  the  Wiir  between  France 

and 
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liid  England  is  totally  foreign  from  the  difputes  which 
Kave  given  rife  to  the  war  in  Germany  ;  it  is  in  confequence 
of  this  principle  that  his  Moil  Christian  Majefty  offered 
the  King  of  England  to  treat  concerning  the  preliminaries 
i-elative  to  the  particular  interefls  of  the  two  Crowns  ;  but 
in  making  that  pfopofition,  the  King  of  France,  did  not 
underftand,  as  the  beginning  of  the  memorial  of  London 
of  the  8th  of  April  feems  to  intimate,  that  the  peace  of 
Germany  could  take  placCj  without  the  differences  be- 
tween France  and  England  being  adjuffed.  His  Moft 
Chrifcian  Majeily  has  fufficieht  confidence  in  his  Allies  to 
be  certain  that  they  will  neither  conclude  a  peace  nor  a 
treaty,  without  his  confent.  He  did  not  underfiand  there- 
fore, that  the  peace  of  Germany  could  be  concluded  dif- 
tindly  from  that  of  France  and  England,  and  he  only  pro- 
poled  to  the  King  of  England,  to  leparate  the  difcuffion  of 
the  two  wars,  in  order  to  bring  about  a  general  peace  for 
all  parties; 

His  Moil  Chriflian  Majeily  renews  the  propofition  which 
he  caufed  to  be  made  in  the  firil  memorial,  that  the  two 
powers  ihculd  remain  in  Statu  ^o  with  regard  to  their 
poffefiions  and  conqueils^  according  to  the  periods  ilated 
in  the  faid  memorial,  but  his  Majeily  obferves,  that  the 
bails  of  the  pfopofitioh  is  neceffarily  conneAed  with  the 
iepochas  propofed  ;  for  it  is  eafy  to  conceive  that  fuch 
events  may  happen  on  either  fide,  as  may  abfolutely  pre* 
Vent  an  acquiefcence  to  thtUti  Pojfidetis,  if  the  epochas 
are  diilant ;  and  his  Moil  Chriilian  Ma.ieily  has  the  more 
reafon  to  reeal  the  v^?hole  propofition,  if  the  King  of  En- 
gland does  not  acquiefce  to  the  epochas  annexed  to  it^ 
lince  no  one  can  doubt  but  that  thofe  periods  were  pro- 
jpofed  at  a  time  when  they  were  not  advantageous  to 
France. 

It  is  certain  that  the  reciprocal  conqueils  cannot  bef 
afcertained  but  on  the  daiy  of  iigning  the  peace  ;  but  it  is 
no  lefs  certain,  that  it  is  impolfible  to  fix  the  bafis  of  a 
negotiation  for  peace,  otherwife  than!  according  to  the' 
fituation  in  which  the  belligerant  parties  flood  at  fuch  or 
fuch  a  period  of  the  war.  This  is  the  light  in  which  the 
King  of  i'^rance  underilood  the  propofition  which  he  made 
to  the  King  of  England  ;  and  it  is  upon  this  principle,  if 

O  a  hi«} 
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his  Britannic  Majefty  adopts  it,  that  his  Mofl  Chriftlan 
Majefty  will  fend  a  Minifter  to  London  with  credentials, 
and  charged  with  full  power  fufficient  to  treat  with  the 
Miniflers  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  either  with  refpcdt 
to  the  ground  of  the  difpute,  or  in  regard  to  the  coiTH)en- 
fations  proper  to  be  made  to  the  two  Crowns,  as  well  as 
concerning  the  intcrefls  of  their  colonies  and  their  com- 
merce. The  difpofition  of  his  Moll  Chriflian  Majefl}',  tQ. 
put  an  end  to  the  miferies  of  war,  which  divides  the  two 
nations  under  their  government,  is  equal  to  that  of  his 
Britannic  Majefly ;  but  as  the  zeal  on  both  fides  fliould 
be  alike,  at  the  fame  time  that  the  Moll  Chriilian  King 
fliall  fend  M.  Bully  to  London,  he  hopes  that  the  King  of 
Great  Britain  will  fend  an  Englifh  Minifter  to  France,  to 
treat  concerning  the  fame  objeds  with  his  Miniftry.  His 
Mod  Chriftian  Majefty  expedis  the  anfwer  of  his  Britannic 
Maiefty  on  the  contents  of  this  memorial,  in  order  to  ex- 
pedite and  receive  the  reciprocal  and  necelFary  paflports.

Mr.  Pitt*s  anfwer  contained  a  new  memorial  on  the  part 
of  Eno-land,  in  which  their  arguments  with  refped:  to  the 
epochs  were  far  from  being  juft  :  for,  altho*  Franco  pro- 
pofed,  by  the  memorial  of  the  26th  of  March,  to  nego- 
tiate with  refped  to  the  epochs,  it  was  not  the  lefs  cer- 
tain, that  the  propofition  of  Uti  pojfidetis  was  conneded 
with  thofe  epochs,  whether  the  Courts  agreed  that  they 
Ihould  be  diftant  or  near.  In  fad,  if  it  Ihould  happen 
that  they  could  not  agree  in  that  particular,  it  was  evident 
that  the  propofition  of  Utt  fojfedetts  dropped  with  the  ne- 
gotiation.

Monfieur,  Whitehall,  28th  April,   1761. 

I  Have  laid  before  tlie  King  my  mafter  the  letter  which 
your  Excellency  did  me  the  honour  to  write  to  mc 
the  19th  of  this  month,  as  alio  the  Memorial  which  was 

annexed  to  it. 

His 
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His  Majefty  fincerely  wlflies  to  maintain  an  entire  con- 
formity of  fentiments  with  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  in 
relation  to  the  uniform  and  diredt  method  which  it  is 
proper  to  purfue  in  a  negotiation  equally  delicate  and  im- 
portant. 

The  King  underftands,  Sir,  with  pleafure,  that  his 
Moft  Chriftian  Majefty  has  made  choice  of  the  Count  de 
Choifeul  to  reprefent  him  at  the  Congrefs  at  Augftjurg, 
and  that  that  Ambaffador  will  repair  to  the  deftiiied  town 
at  the  begimiing  of  July  ;  and  the  King  has  charged  mc 
to  inform  your  Excellency,  that  he  has  nominated  the 
Earl  of  Egremont,  Lord  Vifcount  Stormont,  and  Sir 
Jofeph  York,  to  reprefent  him  at  the  faid  Congrefs,  and 
that  his  Ambafladors  will  likewife  repair  to  Augftjurg  at 
the  beginning  of  July. 

It  becomes  me,  on  this  fubjeft,  to  acquaint  your  Ex- 
cellency, that  the  regret  of  the  King  my  mafter  would  not 
be  lefs  than  that  of  the  Moft  Chriftian  King,  to  fee  the 
war  continued  in  Germany,  which  is  deftrud:ive  to  fo 
many  nations. 

I  annex  to  this  letter  a  memorial,  in  anfwer  to  that  of 
j'-our  Excellency  of  tlie  1 9th  inftant,  in  relation  to  the  war 
in  particular  between  Great  Britain  and  France.  It  is 
true,  Sir,  the  principle  of  removing  mifunderftandings  is 
bufinefs,  upon  all  occafions,  cannot  be  too  highly  ap- 
proved ;  therefore  it  cannot  efcape  the  obfervation  of  your 
Excellency,  that  at  the  beginning  of  an  accommodation, 
unexpeifted  alterations  naturally  have  the  eftedt  of  involv- 
ing the  overtures  in  obfcurity  and  uncertainty,  rather  than 
fo  introducing  that  perfpicuity  and  confidence,  fo  indifpen- 
fable  in  a  negotiation  between  two  fuch  great  powers.  As 
the  natural  remedy  againft  inconveniences  of  this  nature 
feems  to  be  the  prefence  of  reciprocal  Minifters,  who, 
treating  by  word  of  mouth,  may  give  an  explanation  im- 
mediately on  ftarting  of  a  doubt,  your  Excellency  will  fee 
by  the  memorial  hereto  annexed,  the  difpolition  of  hi" 
Majefty  in  this  refped:.

r~F^HE  King  of  Great  Britain,  always  influenced  by  the 
t  fame  delire  of  putting  an  end  to  the  miferies  of  the 
war,  which  is  unhappily  kindled  between  Great  Britain 
and  France,  has  with  pleafure  concurred  in  every  meafure 
which  tends  to  remove  the  obflacles  which  impede  fo  falu- 
tary  a  work.  It  is  with  this  view,  that  his  Britannic 
Majefty  will  readily  fend  Mr.  Stanley  to  France,  in  the 
quality  of  his  Minifler,  at  the  fame  time  that  the  Moft 
Chriftian  King  fhall  fend  Mr.  BulTy  to  London. 

As  to  what  remains,  his  Majefly  does  not  find  by  the 
memorial  of  the  26th  of  laft  month,  made  in  the  name  of 
his  Moft  Chriftian -Majefly,  that  the  ground  of  the  propo- 
iition  therein  contained,  concerning  the  reciprocal  con- 
quefls,  is  necefiarily  conned:ed  with  the  periods  propofed  j 
quite  on  the  contrary  ;  it  is  exprefly  about  thole  very 
periods  that  the  Mofl  Chriflian  King  offers  to  enter  into  a 
negotiation,  Thefe  are  the  exprefs  words :  "  Neverthc- 
lefs,  as  his  Majeily  rhay  think  that  the  propofed  periods 
of  September,  July,  and  May,  may  be  either  too  near  or 
too  dillant  for  the  interefls  of  the  Britifh  Crown,  or  that 
his  Britannic  Majefly  fhould  think  proper  that  compenfa- 
tion  fhould  be  made  for  the  whole  or  part  of  the  reciprocal 
conquefls  of  the  two  Crowns  ;  upon  thefe  two  points,  the 
Mofl  Chriflian  King  will  readily  enter  into  a  negotiation 
with  his  Britannic  Majefly,,  when  he  fhall  be  acquainted 
with  his  intentions." 

It  was  in  confequence  qf  an  offer  fo  clearly  expreffcd, 
and  not  capable  of  mifconflru£lion,  that  his  Biitannic 
Majefly  refolved  to  declare,  that  he  was  ready  on  his  p;in: 
to  enter,  vath  fpeed  and  fincerity,  upon  the  propofed 
negotiation,  The  King  of  Great  Britain,  pcrfcvcring  in 
his  intentions,  renews  his  former  declaration  j  aiid  iiis  Bri- 
tannic Mcijefty,  to  leave  no  doubt  with  regard  to  his  in- 
clinations, has  forwarded  the  paffport  hereto  annexed,  and 
will  be  glad  to  receive  one  immediately  in  return  from  the 
Court  ot  I'rance,  that,  by  means  of  a  treaty  by  word  of 
mouth,  as  well  with  refped:  to  the  grouniis  of  tlie  difputc, 
jis  in  relation  to  the  epochs,  as  ulio  in  regard  to  the  com- 

^'cnfatiqu 
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penfatlon  which  may  be  agreed  on  between  the  two 
Crowns,  they  may  be  better  able  on  both  fides  to  clear  up 
doubts,  and  remove  all  ambiguities  from  the  negotiation, 
which,  in  order  to  be  efFediual,  Ihould  be  conduced  on 
both  fides  with  fincerity,  precifion  and  expedition.

S  I  R, 

THE  King,  my  Mafter,  entirely  adopts  the  principle 
advanced  in  the  letter  with  which  your  Excellency 
honoured  me  on  the  28th  of  laft  Month,  as  likewife  in 
the  memorial  thereto  annexed,  withrefped:  to  the  neceffity 
of  difpatching  refpediive  Minifters,  in  order  to  elucidate  a 
number  of  difficulties,  wdiich  it  is  impofiible  to  obviate  by 
letters  and  memorials.  I  Ihould  neverthelefs  have  been 
proud  of  the  honour  of  negotiating  fo  important  an  affair 
perfonally  with  your  Excellency.  No  one  has  a  higher 
confidence  than  myfelf  in  the  integrity  and  the  uncommon 
talents  which  your  Excellency  polieffes,  and  I  do  prefume, 
that  the  intentions  of  the  Kings,  our  mafters,  being  at 
once  determined  on  peace,  the  fagacity  of  your  Excellency, 
joined  to  my  zeal  for  fo  precious  a  bleffing,  would  have 
fmoothed  all  difficulties ;  but  as  our  employs  neceflarily 
keep  us  at  a  diftance  from  a  perfonal  negotiation,  M.  de 
Buliy,  who  is  lifed  to  tranfadt  bufinefs  v^^ith  me,  will  llip- 
ply,  near  your  Excellency,  the  defire  I  have  of  concur- 
ring in  the  falutary  views  of  peace,  which  feem  to  animate 
all  the  belligerant  powers,  I  entreat  your  Excellency  to 
grant  him  }our  favpur,  and  I  am  certain  that  he  will  ufe 
his  utmoft  endeavours  to  deferve  it.

HAVE  received  the  palTport  of  the  King  of  Great- 
Britain,  which  your  Excellency  did  me  the  honour  to 
fend  for  M.  BufTy,  in  quality  of  Minifler  of  the  King  my 
mafter  ;  and  I  fend  you  in  return  his  Majefly's  pafFport  for 
Mr.  Stanley,  whom  his  Britannic  Majefty  has  been  pleafcd 
to  appoint  in  order  to  come  to  this  court  in  the  fame  capa- 
cit)'.  I  think  it  my  duty,  on  this  occafion,  Sir,  to  make 
fome  obfervations,  w^hich  feem  to  me  neceflary  to  warrant 
the  execution  of  the  commifEons  of  thole  two  Minifters. 

1.  The  King  thinks,  that  his  Britannic  Majefty  will 
judge  it  convenient  that  the  two  Minifters  ftiould  be  charged 
with  full  power  from  the  refpedtive  courts,  to  ufe  upon 
occafion, 

2.  That  the  two  Minifters  fliould  each  of  them  have 
letters  of  credence  from  the  Kings  their  mafters,  which 
they  Iball  deliver  to  the  Secretaries  of  State  only  ;  that  is 
to  fay,  in  France,  to  the  Miniftcr  and  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  department  of  foreign  affairs ;  and  in  England,  to 
the  Minifter  and  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Southern  de-» 
partment, 

3.  As  his  Majefty's  intention  is,  that  the  Englifli  Mi^ 
nifter  ftiall  enjoy  the  fame  privilege  in  France,  as  if  the 
two  courts  were  in  the  mid  ft  of  peace,  as  well  with  regard 
to  the  common  intercourfe  of  life,  as  in  maintaining  a  cori- 
rcfpondence  with  the  court  of  England  and  the  other  courts 
of  Europe,  and  laftly,  for  the  difpatch  of  his  couriers, 
and  with  refpecft  to  all  the  prerogatives  and  franchifes  in 

fcneral  incident  to  his  charat^cr  ;  his  Majefty  relics,  that 
'I.  BufTy  will  abfolutcly  enjo}'  the  fame  rights,  preroga- 
tives, franchifes,  and  liberties,  at  I,ondon  ;  it  being  un- 
derftood,  neverthelefs,  that  when  one  or  the  other  arc 
about  l(;i  difpatch  their  couriers  tp  their  own  or  any  other 

court. 
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court,  diey  fhall  be  obliged  to  require  a  paflport  from  the 
Secretary  of  State  in  that  department,  which  Ihall  not  be 
refufed  to  them,  any  more  than  the  neceflary  veflel  to 
tranfport  their  couriers  from  France  to  England,  and  from 
England  to  France. 

4.  We  defire  to  know  when  Mr.  Stanley  will  be  ready 
to  leave  London  in  order  to  repair  to  Calais,  in  order  to 
direft  M.  Bufly's  journey,  fo  that  he  may  repair  to  Calais 
at  the  fame  time,  to  be  traniported  to  England  in  the  fame 
veflel  which  brings  Mr.  Stanley  over,  if  that  is  agreeable 
to  the  court  of  Great-Britain  :  if  not,  the  King  will  keep 
a  veflel  in  the  port  of  Calais,  which  fliall  tranfport  M. 
Bufly  to  England,  in  which  cafe  it  will  be  proper  to  know 
what  kind  of  veflel  his  Britannic  Majefliy  will  chufe  to  bring 
Mr.  Stanley  to  Calais. 

I  believe  your  Excellency  will  find  thefe  obfervations 
proper,  and  that  you  will  fend  me  your  anfwer  as  foon  as 
polfible.

THE  King  my  mailer  has  learnt  with  real  fatisfa<^ion, 
by  the  letter  which  your  Excellency  did  me  the  ho- 
nour to  write  of  the  4th  of  this  month,  that  the  fentiments 
of  the  moft  Chriftian  King  are  conformable  to  thofe  of  his 
Majefly  with  refpedt  to  the  mutual  difpatch  of  the  Minif- 
ters  from  the  tv/o  courts.

3,  It  is  the  intention  of  his  Majefly,  that  M.  BulTy 
fnould  abfolutely  enjoy  in  England  the  fame  rights,  pre- 
rogatives, franchifes,  and  liberties,  as  if  the  two  courts  . 
were  in  the  mid  ft  of  peace,  and  which  Mr.  Stanley,  in

As  to  what  remains,  concerning  the  time  of  the  depar- 
ture of  the  faid  Miniflers,  as  alio  concerning  the  manner 
of  their  croiling  the  fea,  the  King  is  of  opinion,  that,  in 
order  to  obviate  all  difficulties,  Mv,  Stanley  and  M.  Bufly 
may  refpectively  repair  to  Dover  and  Calais,  to  crofs  the 
fea  each  of  them  in  a  veffel  appertaining  to  their  own  na- 
tion, which  the  Kings  their  Mafters  fliail  keep  ready  for 
that  purpofe  in  the  two  ports  aforefaid.  It  is  in  confidence 
of  this  difpofition,  that  I  am  obliged  to  acquaint  yom  Ex- 
cellency, that  the  King  will  difpatch  Mr.  Stanley  from 
London,  fo  that  he  may  reach  Dover  on  the  23d  of  this 
month,  unlefs  we  learn  that  a  time  lb  near  at  hand  fhould 
be  inconvenient  to  the  court  of  France  ;  and  the  King  my 
mailer  relies,  with  full  confidence, ,  in  M.  BufTy's  repair- 
ing to  Calais  on  the  aforefaid  day,  that  the  two  Minifters 
may  crofs  the  fea  without  delay,  as  far  as  the  circumftances 
of  wind  and  navigation  will  permit  them.

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The  courts  in  alliance  with  France,    without  oppofing 
this  negotiation  with  the  court  of  London,  exprelTed  great 
uneafinefs  at  the  reciprocal  difpatch  of  the  two  Minifters  : 
they  were  encouraged,    however,    by  the  promifc  which 
the  King  made  to  them,  of  communicating,    with  the  ut- 
moft  confidence,  a  detail  of  the  feveral  objects  which  Ihould 
be  treated  of,  either  at  London  or  Verfailles.      In  the  de- 
claration made  to  them  on  the  part  of  the  King,  they  at 
once  admired  his  Majefty's  ileadhiefs  to  his  engagements, 
and  that  generoiity,  with  which  he  detennined  to  facrifice 
his  perfonal  interefts,    in  order  to  come  to  a  fpeedy  and 
firm  reconciliation  with  England. 

M.  Buffy  fet  out  for  London  :  his  inflrudtions  were  ex- 
tremely fimple ;  the  bafis  of  them  regarded  the  propofition 
Uti  Fojfidelis^  and  he  was  enjoined, 

1.  To  demand  of  the  Britifh  Minifter,  whether  the 
King  of  England  accepted  of  the  periods  annexed  to  the 
proportion  of  Statu  ^uo,  and  if  his  Britannic  Majefly  did 
not  accept  of  them,  what  new  periods  he  propofed  to 
France  ? 

2.  To  declare  to  the  court  of  London,   That  the  war, 
which  the  King  w^aged  agalnft  England,  was  entirely  dif- 
tind:  from  that  of  the  Emprefs-Queen  againil  the  King  of 
Pruffia,  and  that  confequently,    except  as  to  Wcfel  and 
Gueldres,  which  appertained  to  her  Imperial  Majefly,  the 
King  was  at  liberty  to  caufc  his  forces  to  evacuate  Gottin- 
gen,  HefTe,  and  the  county  of  Hanau,  but  that  his  Ma- 
jefly made  this  evacuation  to  depend  on   two  conditions  : 
firfl,  That  the  court  of  England  fliould  give  })ropcr  Iccu- 
rity,  that  the  army  comiiianded  b)'  Prince  Ferdinand  fhould  * 
be  difbanded,  and  not  fervc  againfl  the  King's  allies.     Se- 
condl}'.  That  his  Britannic  Majefly  would  agree  on  fome 
reflitution  which  fhould  be  judged  reafonable  on  the  part 
of  England,  as  a  compcnfation  for  the  French  rroops  eva- 
cuating Gottingen,    the  Landgraviatc  of  Hcflc,  and  the 
county  of  Hanau. 

Mr.  Stanley  arrived  at  AInrly  at  the  fame  time  that  Mr. 
Bufiy  arrived  at  London.  The  Englilh  Minillcr,  at  the 
very  firfl  conference,  declared  in  the  name  of  his  court, 
that  the  King  his  Maflcr  would  fupport  his  allies  with  effi- 
cacy and  good  faith,    [Thcfc  were  the  terms  he  made  uie 

of.] 
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of.]  The  King's  Minifter,  who  conferred  with  Mr.  Stan- 
ley, anfwered  him  by  a  declaration  equally  precife,  with, 
refpedt  to  his  Majeity's  intention  to  fulfil  his  engagements 
with  regard  to  the  allies  of  France  :  but  as  the  peace  be-  ^ 
tween  the  Emprefs  Queen  and  the  King  of  Pruffia  was  to 
be  negotiated  at  the  congrefs  at  Augfbourg,  which  was 
fixed  for  the  pacification  of  Germany,  the  D.  de  Choifeul 
obferved  that  the  differences  between  her  Imperial  Majefly 
and  the  King  of  PrufHa  were  by  no  means  the  fubjeft  on 
which  the  French  and  Englilh  Minifters  were  reciprocally 
difpatched. 

The  fubfequent  conferences  palTed  in  difcuflUng  the  pe- 
riods fixed  in  the  memorial  of  the  2  6tiiofMarch  ;  but  the 
Englilh  Minifler,  both  at  London  and  Paris,  eluded  giv- 
ing any  pofitive  anfwer  on  that  fubjed:. 

It  is  neceflary  to  obferve,  that  the  Britifh  court  had  ret 
folved  on  the  enterprize  againft  Belleille,  fince  the  memo- 
rial of  the  month  of  March.  The  expectation  of  fuccefs 
from  that  expedition,  no  doubt,  retarded,  on  their  part, 
a  categorical  anfwer  in  relation  to  the  epochs. 

Mr.  Pitt,  being  prefTed  on  that  fubjcdt  by  M.  Bufly, 
had  fliewn  himfelf  averfe  from  declaring  any  thing  decifive; 
on  which  his  Majefly  wrote  to  his  Minifler  at  London,  to 
elucidate  and  fix  prccifely  the  bafis  of  the  negotiation,  rela- 
tive to  the  Uti  Pojfidetis  and  the  epochs,  and  by  that  means 
to  accelerate  the  negotiation  of  peace.  The  ifland  of  Belle- 
iile  was  taken  :  Mr.  Pitt  then  gave  M.  BulTy  the  memorial 
here  annexed, 

The  Memorial  of  the  Britifh  Minifler,  of  the  \']th 
of  June,   1761. 

MR.  Stanley  having  reprefented  by  his  letter  of  the 
8th  of  June,  that  the  D.  de  Choifeul,  inthecourfe 
of  their  conferences,  had  agreed,  "  That  the  epochs  muft 
ftill  remain  a  matter  of  negotiation,  but  that  his  Excellen- 
cy neverthelefs  was  of  opinion,  that  in  the  prefent  flate  of 
that  affair,  according  to  the  natural  and  ufual  courfe  of 
things,  his  mofl  Chriftian  Majefly  having  already  named 
the  ill  of  September,  July  and  May,  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jefly fliould  proceed,  either  by  accepting  of  thofe  days,  or 

by 
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ty  naming  others  more  agreeable  to  his  intentions,  whicti 
were  probably  regulated  by  j^reparations  and  defigns,  of 
which  the  court  of  France  was  ignorant ;  that  this  method 
appeared  to  him  more  likely  to  expedite  the  bufinefs,  than 
the  making  of  reiterated  propofitions  on  their  part,  which 
could  only  be  grounded  on  mere  conjedure."  It  is  upon 
this  footing,  that,  in  order  to  make  a  return  to  the  above 
invitation  on  the  part  of  France,  as  well  as  in  confequence 
of  his  Majefty's  having  accepted  the  propofition  of  the 
faid  court  of  the  26th  of  March  lafl,  his  Majefty  offers  to 
agree  v/ith  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  that  the  firlt  day  of 
July,  September  and  November  following,  ihall  refpec- 
tively  be  the  different  periods  or  epochs,  to  fix  the  Uti 
Pcjidetis  which  France  has  propofed  to  make  the  balis  of 
the  treaty  which  may  be  negociated  between  the  two 
powers.  All  other  conquefts  made  beyond  thofe  period? 
fnall  be  mutually  reftored.  But  as  his  Majeft}'  is  of  opi- 
nion, that  epochs  which  have  no  reference  to  the  adiial 
fignature  of  fomething  obligatory  between  the  two  crowns y 
muit  neceffarily  be  only  a  vain  illufion,  void  of  ufe  or  re- 
ality ;  or  that  it  might  even  happen,  that  in  the  end  they 
may  prove  the  fource  of  intricate  difputes,^  and  dangerou? 
and  captious  altercations ;  and  the  King  having  no  other 
view  but  to  concur  with  the  upright  intentions  of  his  moll 
Chriftian  Majefty,  in  accelerating  and  confirming  the  blef- 
fmg  of  peace  to  both  nations,  his  Majefty  only  offers  to 
agree  to  the  aforefaid  epoch,  on  the  two  follo\^'ing  condi- 
tions : 

I.  That  every  thing,  which  fliall  be  happily  adjuftcd 
between  the  two  crowns,  in  relation  to  their  particular  v/ar, 
Ihall  be  made  obligatory,  final,  and  condufivc,  indepen- 
dent of  the  fate  of  the  negotiation  at  Aaglbourg,  which 
is  to  compofe  and  terminate  the  difputes  of  Germany,  and 
to  rc-eftablifli  a  oreneral  peace. 

1.  That  the  faid  definitive  treaty  of  peaqe  between 
Great-Britain  and  France  fhall  be  concluded,  figncd  and 
ratified,  or  preliminary  articles  to  that  end,  between  this 
and  the  firft  of  Auguft  next. 

The  reftimtion  of  the  prizes  taken  at  fea  ftvall  be  regu- 
lated according  to  the  refpcc'tivc  terms  which  are  ufual  for 
different  parts  of  the  globe ;   which  terms  arc  to  be  com- 
puted 
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puted  from  the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  faid  definitlv'ef 
treaty,  or  of  preliminary  articles  of  peace,  in  cafe  a  ratifi- 
cation enfues. 

The  King,  defiring  farther  to  facilitate  the  falutary  work 
of  peace,  as  far  as  reafon  and  juftice  will  permit,  declares, 
moreover,  that  with  regard  to  Belleille,  his  Majefty  will 
agree,  in  the  faid  future  treaty,  to  enter  into  compenfation 
for  that  important  conqueft. 

With  regard  to  farther  compenfations  for  any  part  of 
the  other  conquefts  made  by  the  crown  of  Great-Britain, 
his  Majefty  referves  himfelf,  till  he  fhall  learn  what  are  the 
moil  Chriftian  King's  defires  in  that  refped:,  which  when 
he  fhall  know,  his  Majefly  will  open  himfelf  with  perfed: 
lincerity  and  good  faith. 

We  fee  by  this  memorial,  the  epochs  which  England 
required  to  determine  the  Uti  Pojftdetis,  were  farther  dis- 
tant by  two  months  than  thofe  offered  by  France  ;  and  it 
was  evident,  that  as  the  enterprize  againfi:  Belleille  had  de- 
termined England  to  defer  her  anfwer  with  regard  to  the 
epochs,  fo  the  fuccefs  of  that  expedition  had  made  them 
refolve  to  fix  the  term  of  July  for  Europe,  fpecified  in  the 
Englifh  memorial,  inftead  of  May,  which  was  propofed' 
by  the  French  memorial. 

England  made  the  epochs  llie  affigned  depend  on  two 
conditions.  The  firft  of  thofe  conditions  departed  both 
from  the  letter  and  the  fpirit  of  the  memorial  of  the  2  6tli 
of  March  :  for  although  France  had  propofed  to  treat  of  a 
peace  feparately  with  England  ;  neverthelefs  his  Majeily's 
intention  was  not  regulated  by  this  principle  of  the  negoti- 
ation, that  peace  could  be  concluded  with  England,  with-" 
out  providing  for  the  peace  of  Germany.  In  fatt,  the 
m^emorial  of  the  26th  of  March,  from  which  the  court  of 
England'  drew  fuch  advantageous  arguments,  opened  with 
this  expreffion,  "  The  m.oft  Chriftian  King  is  delirous  that 
the  particular  peace  of  France  with  England  fhouid  be 
united  with  the  general  peace  of  Europe." 

The  fecond  condition,    with  refpedl  to  difcuffing  and 
fettling  the  articles,  fo  that  they  might  be  iigned  and  rati-  ^ 
fied  by  the  iftof  Auguft,  was  very  difficult-to  be  fulfilled 
in  regard  to  a  war,  v/hich  extended  over  the  four  quarters 
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of  the  globe,  this  condition  propofed  by  England  not  being 
known  to  France  till  the  end  of  June. 

France  returned  no  fpecific  anfvver  to  the  memorial  of 
the  court  of  London ;  but  verbally  acquiefced,  as  far  as 
poffible,  to  the  fecond  condition  :  and  with  regard  to  the 
firft,  the  King  required  the  confent  of  the  court  of  Vienna, 
to  conclude  a  feparate  peace  with  England.  This  confent 
was  neceflary,  lince,  from  the  beginning,  as  is  before- 
mentioned,  it  was  agreed  between  her  Majefly  and  his 
allies,  that  they  fhould  treat  of  peace  feparately  ;  but  that 
all  the  belligerent  parties  Ihould  come  to  a  conclufion  to-^ 
gether. 

Though  the  Emprefs  Queen  was  jierfedily  fenfible  of 
the  prejudice  which  the  alliance  might  fuftain  by  a  nego- 
tiation in  Germany,  at  a  time  that  France  was  at  peace 
with  England  j  yet  her  Imperial  Majelly,  to  oblige  the 
King,  agreed,  on  this  occalion,  to  facrifice  her  own  inte- 
refl  to  the  delire  which  his  Majefly  exprefled  for  the  efta- 
blifhment  of  peace.  This  princefs  confented  to  the  fepa- 
rate accommodation  of  France  with  England,  upon  this 
exprefs  and  equitable  condition,  that  nothing  fhould  be 
therein  llipulated,  which  might  be  contrary  to  the  intereft 
of  the  Houfe  of  Auftria. 

The  conclufion  of  the  Britifh  memorial  contained  a  pro- 
pofition  for  France  to  make  fome  overtures  with  regard  to 
the  compenfations.  The  King  availed  hlmfelf  of  this  inti- 
mation, and  ordered  a  memorial  to  be  prepared,  including 
fpecific  propofitions,  which  put  the  negotiation  in  a  proper 
train,  and  fixed  its  bafis  on  exprefs  and  determinate  points. 

France  was  perfedly  fenfible  how  difadvantageous  it  was 
to  her,  to  make  her  enemies  acquainted  with  the  favoura- 
ble conditions  which  it  was  agreed  to  allow  them,  in  order 
to  fucceed  in  the  re-cftablifhment  of  peace  :  fhe  was  con- 
fcious,  that  it  was  juft  and  reafonable  for  France,  who 
made  the  firfl:  propofition  of  Uti  fcjfidetisy  to  wait  till 
Eno-land  explained  herfelf  concerning  the  compenfations  ; 
but  Ihe  flattered  herfelf,  that  England  was  fincerely  dcfi- 
rous  of  re-eftabiifliing  the  union  between  the  two  crowns ; 
and  the  advantages,  which  would  redound  to  England 
from  the  offers  of  France,  were  fo  vifiblc  and  extcnfivc, 
that  there  was  no  fufpicion  tha,tthe  court  of  London  would 
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mcreafe  the  difiicultles  of  a  negotiation,  which  France  was. 
zealous  to  termin^^te  without  delay,    and  to  the  fjtisfadjtion 
,  of  the  two  powerSr 
■    Before  a  memoriai  of  proportions  was  fent  in  form  to. 
the  court  of  London,  his  Majefty's  Miniiler,  entrufted  to; 
confer  with  M-  Stanley,  gave  him  previous  affurances  of 
the  facrifices  which  his  MajePcy  had  refolved  to  make.    He 
authorized  him  tq  write  word,  that  France  would  guaranty 
the  pofleliion  of  Canada  to  England,    provided  that  Eng- 
land would  reflore  to  the  King  the  iiland  of  Cape  Breton, 
and  confirm  the  right  of  the  French  to  fiih,  and  dry  their-, 
fifh,  in  the  gulf  cf  St.  Lawrence,  upon  the  coafl,  and  in, 
the  ifland  of 'Newfoundland.     As  the  ifland  of  Cape  Bre- 
ton, if  fortified,  might  afibrd  England  matter  of  jealoufy, 
^t|ie' French  Minifter  told  Mr.  Stanley,  that  the  King  en- 
gaged to  deflroy  all  the  fortifications  which  might  remain 
in  that  ifland,  and  not  to  erect  any  r.ew  ones  upon  i^ny 
pretence  Vv^hatever.      The  port  of  Louifbourg  being  to  be_ 
eonfidered  only  as  a  fnelter  for  the  fifhermen  in  the  gulf  of 
St.  Lawrence,  and  on  the  coail  of  Newfoundland,  France, 
offered  to  reflore  the  ifland  of  Minorca  to  England^  pro-, 
vided  they  would  give  up  the  iflands  of  Guadaloupe  and 
Marigalante  in.  return. 

With  regard  to  the  Kaft-Indics,  they  propofed  that  the 
treaty  of  the  Sieurs '  Godeheu  and  Saunders,  made  in  the 
}fear  1755,  fhould  be  confirmed.  Thatfe.'-y,  although 
advajitageous  to  the  Englilh  company,  was  judged  to  be 
ifiofl  effectual  fqr  maintaining  peace  between  the  twocom- 
jjanies,  and  to  recal  them  to  views  of  commejce  much 
i-pore  analogous  to  their  reciprocal  interefls,  than  profpe;as 
oFconquefts, .  which  had  hitherto  kept  them  at  variance. 

With  refpedt  to  Africa,  France  required  that  England 
-Ihould  reflore  either  Senegal  or  Goree,  and  oq  thofe  condi- 
tlons  the  King  declared  that  he  would  evacuate  Gottingen, 
HefTe,  and  the  co{|nty  of  Hanau,  would  withdraw  his 
forces  upon  the  Pvhine  and  the  Maine,  and  would  leave  no 
French  tyoops  in'  Germany,  but  in  proportion  to  wha^ 
troops  .of  the  enemy  remained  ^fTembled  in  tive  Bntifli  ar-' 
.my  at  Weflphalia. 

'.  Mr.  Stanley  took  notes  of  thefe  overtures,  which  were 
m3debytheD.de  Choifeul,  who  told  him  moreover,  that 
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the  proportions  made  to  the  Englilh  Mlnifter  could  only 
be  confidered  as  inthiiaticns  of  conditions  which  might 
poffibl)'  be  agreed  to,  and  as  preliminary  fleps  to  the  me- 
morial which  France  determined  to  tranfmit  to  the  court  of 
Londcn  in  form,  if  the  points  difcniled  in  the  conference 
of  the  Duke  de  Choifeul  with  Mr.  Stanley  fnould  be 
thought  proper  to  ferve  as  a  bafis  for  the  negotiation  of 
peace. 

The  anfvver  from  England  arrived  the  30th  of  June. 
Mv.  Stanley  had  a  conference  with  the  Duke  de  Choifeut 
refpecting  this  anfwer  ;  and  in  the  courfe  of  that  conferenc?^ 
he  Halted  three  difliculties  on  the  part  of  his  court.  The 
firft  concerned  Cape  Breton.  England  abfolutely  refufed 
to  cede  that  ifiand  to  France,  even  upon  the  condition, 
that  no  military  eftablifliment  whatever  fhould  be  kept  on 
foot  there.  Mr.  Stanley  intimated,  that  his  court  had  no 
intention  of  reftoring  any  ifiand  or  port  in  the  gulf  of  St..' 
Lawrence,  or  within  reach  of  that  gulf.  He  added,  that 
England  would  make  no  difficulty  of  allowing  the  liberty- 
of  fifiiing  and  drying  the  fifh  on  the  lliOres  and  coafts  of 
Newfoundland  ;  byt  that  this  would  be  granted  on  condi- 
tion that  Dunkirk  was  demoliflied,  as  it  was  flipulated  tcr 
have  been  by  the  treaty  of  Utrecht. 

Till  this  m.oment  no  m^en'tion  had  been  made  of  Dun- 
kirk, either  in  what  had  paiied  by  word  of  mouth,  or  in 
writing,  with  relation,  to  the  peace  between  the  two  crowns. 

In  tadt,  it  was  unjuit  to  infill:  on  this  article,  fince  the- 
court  of  London,  having  had  this  principle  eftabliihed, 
in  treating  of  peace,  to  adHere  to  the  memorial  of  Uii 
PoJpJetii  of  the  26th  of  March,  they  could  not  pretend 
that  thcprefent  ftate  of  Dynkirkwas  comprized  in  the  Uti 
Fojfideliis  of  France, 

The  liberty  of  f:ihing,  and  the  flicltcr  without  fortifica- 
tions, was  the  compcniation  for  the  ceflion  of  all  Canada, 
and  of  the  guaranty  which  France  offered  to  make  toEng-. 
land  of  that  confTdcrable  part  of  North  America.  The 
Tcilituticn  of  the  ifiand  vA  Minorca  was  certainly  equiva- 
lent to  the  ceflion  of  Guadaloupe  and  Marigalante  ;  and 
the  evacuation  of  Hclle  and  the  other  countries  appcrtain- 
jne:  to  the  Elector  of  Hanover  and  to  the  Landgrave,  was 
compcnfatcd  b}'  the  reltitution  of  Senegal  and  Gorc<?,  and^ 

BcUcifle, 
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Belleiile,  which  had  been  conquered  fince  the  Mcmoriai 
of  the  26th  March,  and  after  the  propofition  of  the  epochs 
propofed  in  that  memorial. 

Befides,  France  had  declared,  at  the  time  of  taking 
Belleiile,  that  iht  did  not  underftand  that  conqueft  was  to 
have  been  an  objed:  of  compenfation,  and  that  Ihe  thought 
the  keeping  of  Belleiile  would  be  more  expenfive  than  pro- 
fitable to  England. 

Mr.  Stanley,  in  oppofing  the  ceflion  of  Ifie  Royal  to 
France,  abfofutely  refufed  the  reflitution  of  Senegal  and 
Goree,  pretending  that  Senegal  could  not  be  fecurely 
maintained  without  Goree  ;  in  the  end,  he  iniifted  on  the 
demolition  of  Dunkirk  as  a  condition  abfolutely  neceflary. 
The  article  relating  to  Germany  was  not  negotiated  on  his 
part ;  and  after  feveral  conferences  it  was  agreed  that 
France  Ihould  prepare  a  memorial  of  fpecific  propofitlons, 
which  fhould  be  fent  to  England.  The  memorial  was 
drawn,  and  is  here  annexed.

THE  negotiations  of  peace  entered  upon  betweeiii, 
France  and  England,  have  proved  that  the  Sove- 
reigns fincerely  wifli  to  re-eftablilh  that  union  and  amity, 
fo  agreeable  to  humanity,  between  the  tw^o  Crowns  ;  and 
the  refolution  in  which  the  King  concurs,  in  conjunftion 
with  his  Britannic  Majefty,  to  terminate  by  a  precife  and 
durable  treaty,  the  differences  which  have  occafioned  the. 
prefent  war,  has  determined  his  Majefty,  abvays  maintain- 
ing the  fpirit  and  letter  of  the  declaration  of  the  26th 
March  laft,  in .  relation  to  the  means  of  procuring  peace, 
to  explain  more  precifely  by  this  memorial,  the  conditions 
which  appear  to  him  moft  proper  to  accomplifh  the  de- 
arable  end  which  influences  him  as  well  as  the  King  of 
England. 

But  the  King  declares  at  the  fame  time,  that  he  entrufts 
^his  propofition  with  the  King  of  Great- Britain,  that  if  it 
ilhould  not  be  accepted  by  his  Britannic  Majefty,  or  Ihould 
pot  ferve  as  a  bafts  for  the  negotiation  of  the  future  peace, 
the  Court  of  London  fhall  in  no  circumftances  take  advan- 
tage of  it,  the  faid  propofition  made  in  confidence  to  thci 
"'■'         '  ^^  King 


King  of  Great  Britain  haying  no  otlicr  objedt  than  the  ac^ 
celerating  of  a  negotiation  in  vvhi(^i  the  two  Crowns  are  fo 
much  interefied.  ,  . 

The  U:i  Pcjfidetis  exprefled  in  the  declaration  of  the 
:2,6Lh  March,  is  adopted  on.  both  fides;  it  would  be  dif- 
ficult for  either  party  to  rejedl:  it ;  for  though  it  was  not 
exprefled,  it  is  properly  according  to  what  they  poffefs 
only  either  lawfully  or  by  conqueft,  .that  the  parties  can 
-.negotiate  together  ccncerning  peace,  and  the  compenla- 
tions  requifite  for  that  purpofe. 

The  periods  of  the  Sialu  ^o,  which  form  the  fecond 
eflential  article  in  the  declaratjon  c£  the  26th  Alarch,  and 
which  have  remained  in  negotiation  between  the  two 
Courts,  have  not  yet  been  fetth:  J,  The  Court  of  France 
has  propofed  the  epochs  of  May,  July  and  September ; 
that  of  England  has  propofed  the  epochs  of  July,  Sep- 
tember and  November.  Tha.t  quefl;ion  will  be  determined 
without  farther  negotiation,  if  the  fchem.e  of  the  iollowing 
treaty  is  adopted  by  the  Court  of.  London,  for  then  all  the 
epochs  will  be  valid,  as  that  of  the  peace  will  unite  the 
fentim.ents  and  opinions  of  the  two  Kings. 

It  is  the  compenfations  therefore  which  will  determine 
the  epochs  and  the  peace,  and  it  is  to  fettle  them  that  his 
Majefty  propofes  the  follovk'ing  articles  to  the .  King  of 
Great  Eritdn.       ■  -        - 

Ardcle  i.  The  King!;  cedes  and  Guaranties  Canada  to 
•  the  King  of  England,  fuch  as  it  has  been  and  in  right 
ought  to  be  poffelled  by  France,  without  reftridtion,  and 
vv^ithout  the  liberty  of  returning  upon  any  pretence  what- 
ever againfl  this  ccffion  and  guaranty,  and  vvithout  in- 
terrupting the  crown  of  England  in  the  entire  pofl'ellion  of 
Canada. 

II.  The  King,  in  making  over  his  full  right  of  fovc- 
rei'T^nty  over  Canndato  the  Kins  of  England,  annexes  four 
conditions  to  the  cciiion.  Firft,  that  the  free  exercile  ot 
the  Pvoman  Catholic  religion  fliall  be  maintained  there,  and 
that  the  King  of  Engl-:nd  will  give  the  moft  prccifc  and. 
effectual  orders  that  his  new  Roman  Catholic  fubjcds  may, 
as  heretofore,  make  public  profefiion  of  their  religion,  ac- 
cording to  the  ritcs^of  the  Roman  Chutch*  ^  i 

...  Secondly^ 
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Secondly,  that  the  French  inhabitants  or  others,  whi 
-kave  been  fubje(5ts  of  the  King  in  Canada,  may  re-tire  inte 
the  French  colonies  with  all  poflible  freedom  and  fecurity ; 
that  they  may  be  allowed  to  fell  their  effecls,  and  to  tran- 
-fport  their  property  as  well  as  their  perfons,  without  being 
reflrained  in  the-ir  emigration,  on  any  pretence  whatever 
(except  for  debt;)  and  the  Englifh  government  Ihall  en- 
gage to  procure  them  the  means  of  tranfportation  at  as  little 
expence  as  poflible; 

,  '  Thirdlyj  that  the  limits  of  Canada,  with  regard  to 
JLouiiiana,  fhall  be  clearly  and  firmly  ellablilhed,  as  well 
as  thofe  of  Louifiana  and  Virginia,'  in  fuch  manner,  that 
after  the  execution  of  peace^  there  may  be  no  more  dif- 
ficulties between  the  two  nations,  with  refped:  to  the  con- 
ftrU(!ition  of  the  limits  V\^ith  rep-ard  to  Louifiana,  whether 
with  refpcd;  to  Canada,  or  the  other  poffeffions  of  Eng- 
land. 

N.  B.  M.  Bufly  has  a  memorial  on  the  fubjedt  of  the 
liiilits  of  Louifiana,  which  gives  him  power  to  come 
to  a  final  treaty  on  that  article  with  the  Miniftry  of 

.    his  Britannic  Majefty. 

Fourthly,  that  the  liberty  of  fifiiing,  and  of  drying  their 
fcod-fifh  on  the  banks  of  Newfoundland,  may  be  confirmed 
'to  the  French  as  heretofore :  and  as  this  confirmation 
would  be  illufory,  if  the  French  veflels  had  not  a  Ihelter 
in  thofe  parts  appertaining  to  their  nation,  the  King  of 
Great  Britainj  in  confideration  of  the  guaranty  of  his  new 
conqueilsj  (hall  reftore  lile  Royal)  or  Cape  Breton,  to  be 
enjoyed  by  France  in  entire  fovereignty.  It  is  agreed,  to 
fix  a  value  on  this  reftitution,  that  France  lliall  not,  under 
any  denomination  whatever,  ere£t  any  fortifications  on  the 
ifland,  and  fhall  confine  herfelf  to  maintain  civil  eilablifii- 
mentS;  there,  and  the  port  for  the  convenience  of  the  fifh- 
ing  veflels  landing  there, 

III.  France  Ihali  refliore  to  England  the  ifland  of 
Minorca,  and  Fort  St.  Philip,  in  the  lame'  condition  it 
was  in  when  it  vp'as  conquered  by  the  King's  forces,  to- 
gether with  the  artillery  belonging  to  England,  w^hich  was 
in  the  fort  at  the  time  of  taking  the  illand., 

.  IV.  In  confideration  of  this  reftitution,  England,  in  her 
•turii^  ihall  reftore  to  France  the  iliand  of  Guadalovpe  and 
-  ■•'•.  ' ..       .  .  .P  3  :       MarigSr^ 
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Marigabnte  ;  and  thofe  two  iflands  fhall  be  ceded  in  the 
fame  condition  they  were  in  at  the  time  they  were  con- 
quered by  the  arms  of  England. 

V.  The  illands  called  neuter,  are  Dominica,  Saint  Vin- 
cent, Saint  Lucia,  and  Tabago.  The  two  firft  are  oc- 
cupied by  the  Carribees,  under  the  protediion  of  France, 
according  to  the  treaty  of  1660  :  they  fhall  remain  in  the 
condition  they  have  been  fince  that  trcaxy. 

The  Crown  of  England  has  not  Vet  fhev\'n  any  title, 
which  gives  them  a  right  over  the  two  lall: ;  ncverthelefs, 
it  fhall  be  a  matter  of  negociation  between  the  two  crowns, 
either  that  the  four  iilands  fliall  remain  abfolutely  neuter, 
or  that  the  two  pofiefled  by  the  Carribbees  alone  ftiall  be 
declared  neuter  ;  and  that  England  fhall  enter  into  polTef- 
fion,  as  fovereign,  over  the  iiland  of  Tabago,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  France  over  that  of  St,  Lucia,  faving,  at  all 
times,  the  right  of  a  third  peflon,  with  whom,  the  two 
crowns  will  explain  thcmlelves,  if  fuch  a  right  exifts. 

VL  It  would  be  advantageous  for  the  companies  of  the 
two  nations  in  the  Eaft-Lidies,  to  abftain  for  ever  from  all 
military  views  and  conquefo,  to  reflrain  themfelves,  and 
mutually  to  affiil:  each  other  in  the  bufinefs  of  commerce, 
which  more  properly  belongs  to  them.  The  precife  litua- 
tion  in  which  the  two  nations  fland,  is  not  known  in 
France  :  wherefore  the  King,  in  order  to  confine  himfelf, 
in  that  rcfpedt,  to  the  objedt  mofl  ufcful,  both  for  the 
prefent  and  hereafter,  to  the  two  companies,  propofes  to 
the  King  of  England  the  treaty  concluded  between  the 
Sleurs  Godeheu  and  Saunders,  as  a  bafis  for  the  re-efta- 
bliihment  of  the  peace  of  Afia. 

Vll.  The  colonies  of  South  America,  in  pofleflion  of 
the  Fiench,  ncceiiarily  require  negroes  to  cultivate  them  ; 
the  French  fettlcments  of  Senegal  and  Goree  fupplied  the 
wants  of  the  French  colonies  in  this  rcfpeft.  England, 
in  keeping  thofc  fettlements,  would  prejudice  France, 
without  procuring  any  pofitive  advantages  for  herfelf ;  and 
the  union  which  the  two  Sovereigns  fo  finccrely  wifli  to 
eftablifh  between  the  two  Crowns,  leaves  no  room  to  fup- 
pofe  that  the  Court  of  London  has  any  fuch  intentions  of 
mifchief.  Ncverthelefs,  France,  with  a  view  to  the  blef- 
linj^s  of  peace,  ofTers  England  the  choice  of  the  pofTcflions 

of 
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of  Senegal  or  Goree,  meaning  that  one  or  the  other  pof- 
feffion  £all  be  reftor  jd  and  guarantied  to  the  King  by  his 
Britannic  Majefty. 

VIII.  The  Illand  of  Belle-Iile  and  the  forti-efs  con- 
quered by  the  arms  of  England  Ihall  be  reftored  to  France, 
together  with  the  ar  iilery  therein  at  the  time  of  the 
conqueft. 

IX.  In  confideratioi  oT  the  8th  Article  to  be  granted 
by  England,  the  King  will  caufe  his  forces  in  Germany  to 
evacuate  the  Landgraviate  of  HelTe,  tlie  county  of  Hanau, 
as  well  as  the  town,  whic.i  fliall  not  be  occupied  by  the 
troops  of  either  power,  leaving  the  navigation  of  the 
Maine  free,  and  thofe  parts  of  the  Electorate  of  Hanover 
occupied  by  the  French  troops ;  and  thefe  evacuations  fnall 
be  preceded  by  a  fufpenfion  of  arms  between  the  two 
Croy/ns,  which  fufpenfion  of  arms  fliall  take  place  .from 
the  day  of  the  ratification  of  the  preliminaries,  or  the 
article  of  the  definitive  treaty,  not  only  in  Germany,  but 
in  all  parts  of  the  world  where  France  and  England  are  at 
war. 

X.  As  the  King  is  under  an  engagement  with  the  Em- 
prefs  Queen,  to  fliipulate  nothing  in  his  treaty  of  peac^ 
with  England  which  may  be  difadvantageous  to  her  It5> 
perial  Majefty,  and  as  it  was  forefeen  that,  in  cafe  of  a 
fufpenfion  between  the  French  andBritiili  forces,  the  Ger- 
man troops  in  the  pay  of  England  might  join  thoie  of  the 
King  of  PrufEa  againft  the  Ailftrian  armies,  the  King, 
faithful  to  his  engagements  v^ritli  his  allies,  and  very  far 
from  intending  to  fettle  any  thing  to  her  prejudice,  pro- 
pofes  to  the  King  of  England,  that  it  may  be  agreed  be- 
tween them,  that  his  Britannic  M?jefty  will  undertake 
that  no  part  of  the  forces  which  compofe  Prince  Fer- 
dinand's army,  Ihall,  under  any  pretence  whatever,  or 
under  any  denomination,  join  the  army  of  his  Pruflian 
Majefly,  or  ad:  ofFenfively  againft  the  Emprefs  Queen  or 
her  allies ;  and  in  like  manner,  no  French  forces,  under 
any  pretence,  Ihali  join  the  Imperial  army,  or  ferve  againil 
the  allies  of  Great  Britain.  To  afcertain  thefe  pofitions, 
it  Ihall  be  farther  concluded,  that  after  thefe  evacuations, 
the  army  of  the  Upper  Rhine,  commanded  by  Marfhal 
Broglio^  fliall  retire  towards  tljie  Maine,  tlje  Necker  and 

die 
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the  Rbi.ie,  occupying  Francfort ;  and  that  of  the  Lower 
Rhine  "commanded  by  Marihal  Soubile,  fhall  on  the  oth^r 
'  fide,    retired  towards  the  B.hine,    occupying  Wefel  arid 
Gu  elders. 

The  countries  belonging  to  the  King  of  Pruffia,  on  die 
Lower  Rhine,  have  been  conquered,  and  arc  aftually  > 
governed  in  the  name  of  the  Empt'efs  Queen  :  the  King 
would  not  undertake  to  evacuate  them  without  the  confent 
of  her  Imperial  Majelly,  and  before  the  fuccefs  of  the  ne- 
gotiation's at  the  Cono-refs  at  Aug-fbourp-,  which  is  to  re- 
ilore  peace  between  the  Emprefs  and  the  King  of  Prufiia  ; 
but  as  It  would  be  difadvantaG:eous  to  the  two  Crowns  to 
maintain  a  ccnfiderable  body  of  national  forces  in  Ger- 
many, which,  in  time  of  peace,  v.ciuld  remain  in  abfolute 
inactivit}',  and,  by  the  conventions  of  the  treaty,  would 
become  ufelefs  in  every  refpcdt  to  the  allies  of  France  and 
England,  the  Kinoj  undertakes,  that,  from  the  time  that 
hh  Britcnnic  Majefty  do  recal  the  Engliili  whom  he  has 
lent  to  his  army  in  Germany,  he  will  caufe  double  the 
number  of  French  forces  in  his  Majeftv's  armies  on  the 
Upper  and  Lower  Rhine  to  return  to  France,  fo  that  ho 
French  troops  fliall  continue  in  thofe  parts,  but  in  pro- 
portion to  thofe  which  the  King  of  England  fl;iall  keep  "in 
pav. 

XL  If  before  the  execution  of  the  treatv,  one  of  the 
two  powers  fhould  make  any  conqueils,  in  whatever  part 
of  the  world  it  be,  they  fliall  be  reftored  without  hefita- 
tion,  and  without  requiring  any  recompence. 

Xil.  The  captures  made  at  fea  by  England  before  the 
declaration  of  the  v/ar,  are  objects  of  legal  reftitution,  and 
A^'hich  the  Kino;  v.'ill  willino-lv  fubmit  to  the  iuilicc  of  the 
King  u'i  England  and  the  Engliili  tribunals  ;  in  facft, 
fubicdts,  who  under  the  faith  of  treaties,  the  law  of 
nations,  and  in  time  of  peace,  follow  their  trade  and  navi- 
gation, cannot  with  juftice  become  luffcrers  bv  the  mif- 
underftandings  fubfiiling  in  the  cabinets  of  the  two  Courts, 
before  they  have  any  intimation  of  it.  Declarations  of 
•war  are  eilablillicd  by  the  law  of  nations,  for  no  other 
purpole,  but  to  make  public  to  the  people  the  contells 
between  their  Sov'erciOTs,  and  to  <iive  rhem  warninir,  that 
their  j)erlbns  and  fortunes  are  in  danger  from  an  enemy. 

Unlcfs 
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tjnlefs  fucli  declaration"  is  agreed'  upon,  there  cr.ii  be  no 
public  fecurity  ;  every  iiidividual  would  be  in  danger^  or 
in  tear,  every  moment  that  he  Hepped  beyond  the.  limits 
of  his  own  country.  If  thefe  principles  are  incontellibiei ' 
nothing  remains  but  to  examine  the  date  of  the  declaration 
of  vyar-,  between  the  two  Crowns,  and  the  date  of-  the 
captures  ;  all  that  has  been  taken  prior  to  the  declaration, 
cannot  be  adjudged  lawful  prize,  without  overthrowing 
the  moil  falutary  laws  ;  it  will  be  in  vain  to  aliedge  that 
the  French  began  hoftilities,  and  that  the  captures  were 
taken  by  way  of  reprizak  What  connedtion  can  there  be 
between  fuppofed  hoftilities  offered  at  Fort  Duquefne,  and 
the  capture  of  trading  veffels  in  the  fouth  part  of  America  ? 
Thefe  hoftilities  are  the  motives  for  the  declaration  of  war  ; 
but  tlie  efteds  of  that  declaration  cannot  take  place,  till 
•after  the  faid  declaration  is  made  public ;  and  it  would  be 
unjuft  to  make  individuals  fuftain  a  lofs,  who  are  totally 
i2:norant  of  the  fafts  and  circumftances  of  a  latent  hoftilitv 
in  a  corner  of  the  world,  which  has  occafioned  a  general 
war  between  the  two  nations. 

This  argument  is  deemed  unanfwerable  in  France  ;  and 
it  is  on  this  footing  that  the  King  challenges  the  right  of 
nations,  to  the  end  that  Ibme  expedient  may  be  agreed 
tipon  in  the  future  treaty  as  a  recompenfe  for  the  captures 
made  upon  his  fubjedts  previous  to  the  declaration  of  warj 
without  entering  into  any  difcuffion  about  reprizals,,  which 
ihould  be  forgotten  when  the  two  Courts  draw  near  to  an 
agreement.  France  confalts  nothins;  .but  the  intereft  of 
the  individuals  whts  have  been  fufferers,  and  does  not  pre- 
tend to  include  the  King's  fhips  taken  before  the  declara- 
tion in  the  fettlernent  of  the  captures,  as  the  lofs  of  the 
King's  Ihips  may  be  ccnlidered  as  a  confequence  of  th^ 
motives  of  the  wan 

XIII.  Though,  during  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  war^ 
the  article  of  former  treaties  which  guaranty  the  fucceffion 
to  the  Throne  of  Great  Britain,  according  to  the  prefent 
eftabiifhment,  has  not  been  infringed,  neverthelefs  the 
King  is  well  difpofed  to  comprize  that  guaranty  in  the 
future  treaty,  if  the  King  of  England  delires  iti 

XIV.  The  prifoners  made  on  each  fide,  as  well  by  fea 
as  land,  fliall  be  fet  at  liberty,  and  lent  home  without 
ranfom,  immediately  on  the  ratiiication  of  the  peace*   . 
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His  Britannic  Maiefly  will  readily  perceive,  that  theic? 
articles  are  not  drawn  in  the  form  of  a  treaty  ;  they  arc 
only  offered  to  hi'n  as  articles  explained  in  their  full  ex- 
tent, which  elucidate  the  fentiments  of  France,  and  put 
the  two  Crowns  in  a  condition  to  treat  upon  certain  and 
dlfllncff  objefts. 

This  memorial  was  fent  to  London  on  the  15th  of 
July*  The  date  is  mentioned,  becaufe  the  Britiili  Miniftry 
reproached  the  French  Mlniiby  with  having  delayed  the 
difpatch  of  the  memorial ;  and  it  is  proper  to  obferve, 
that  the  laft  anfwer  fi'om  England  did  not  reach  France 
till  the  I  ft  of  July  ;  that  there  was  a  neceffity  of  having 
feveral  conferences  widi  Mr.  Stanley,  to  forhi  the  fclieme 
of  a  treaty,  which  comprehended  the  precife  difcuflion  of 
objects  in  ever}'  part  of  the  woHd  where  the  two  Crowns 
are  at  war,  and  which  was  to  produce  the  re-eftabltfliment 
of  peace,  or  the  continuance  of  the  war.  The  reproach, 
of  a  delay  of  fifteen  days,  upon  fo  intercfting  a  bufinefs, 
was  certainly  an  inftance  of  injuftice. 

However  that  point  be  fettled,  it  is  fubmitted  t6  the 
difcernment  and  juftice  of  all  Europe  to  determine,  whether' 
the  memorial  of  France  of  the  15th  July  did  not  confirm 
the  principles  of  reconciliation,  which  had  hitherto  ap- 
peared in  every  ftep  taken  by  that  Crown.  The  Court  of 
France  ad:ed  with  fuch  integrltv,  in  the  confidence  Ihe 
repofed  in  the  pacific  difpofition  of  England,  that  having 
facrificed  confiderable  interefts,  fhe  carried  her  forecaft  fo 
far,  as  to  intimate  to  the  Court  of  London  her  apprchcn- 
fions  left  the  matters  which  remained  to  be  difcufled  be- 
tween Spain  and  England,  and  which  were  not  yet  ad- 
jufted,  fliould  in  the  end  prove  an  obftacle  to  the  duration 
and  folidlty  of  the  peace  which  the  King  and  his  Britannic 
Majefty  were  defirous  of  re-eftabliftilng  between  them. 

In  confcqucncc  of  theie  apprehcnfions,  M.  Bufty  had 
orders  to  remind  the  Court  of  London,  with  refpcdt  to  the 
fubjedt  of  the  neutral  Illands,  fpecificd  In  the  20th  article 
of  the  memorial,  that  his  Catholic  Majefty  made  fome 
claims  upon  thole  Iflands,  with  which  the  Court  of 
Madrid  had  recently  made  that  of  Verfailles  acquainted. 
The  French  Miniller  was  charged  at  the  fame  time  to  re- 
prefent  to  Mr.  Pitt,  how  dangerous  it  would  be  to  deter- 
2  mine 
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mine  the  fate  of  thofe  IHands,  without  pa5'ing  regard  td 
the  claims  of  his  Catholic  Majelly.  M.  Buffy  was  ordered 
16  add,  that  it  was  evident  that  the  Court  of  Spain  would 
agree  to  the  fettlement  ivhich  fhould  be  made  between 
France  and  England,  in  relation  to  the  four  lilands  in 
quellion,  provided  that  the  three  articles  negotiated  at 
London  on  the  part  of  the  Court  of  Madrid,  were  ad- 
jufted  at  the  fame  time  that  the  peace  with  France  fhould 
be  concluded  there  ;  and  to  teftify  a  fincerity  as  laudable 
as  it  was  perfed:,  M.  BulTy  was  charged  to  annex  to  the 
memorial  of  propolitlons,  the  particular  memorial  which 
follows  relative  to  Spain. 

^be  private  Memorial  0/ France,    of  15th  July,  17 61, 
relating  to  Spain. 

AS  it  is  effential,  and  agreeable  to  the  defire  of  France 
and  England,  that  the  projedted  treaty  of  peace 
Ihould  ferve  as  a  baiis  for  a  folid  reconciliation  between  the 
two  Crowns,  which  may  not  be  liable  to  be  interrupted  by' 
the  interefts  of  a  third  power,  and  the  engagements  which 
either  one  or  the  other  may  have  entered  into  previous  to 
their  reconciliation,  he  propofes  that  the  King  of  Spain 
ihall  be  invited  to  guaranty  the  future  treaty  of  peace  be- 
tween his  Majelly  and  the  King  of  Great  Britain.  This 
guarantry  will  obviate  aiiprefent  and  future  inconveniences 
with  regard  to  the  folidity  of  the  peace. 

The  King  will  not  difgulfe  from  his  Majefty,  that  the 
differences  of  Spain  with  England  fill  him  with  apprehen- 
iions,  and  give  him  room  to  fear,  that,  if  they  are  not 
adjufted,  they  will  occafion  a  frefh  war  in  Europe  and 
America.  The  King  of  Spain  has  communicated  to  his 
Majefly  the  three  articles  which  remain  to  be  difculTed 
between  his  Grown  and  the  Crown  of  Britain :  which 
are, 

1.  The  reflitution  of  fome  captures  which  have  been 
tnade  during  the  prefent  war  upon  the  Spanifh  Flag. 

2.  The  privilege  for  the  Spanifh  nation  to  fifii  upon  the 
Banks  of  Newfoundland. 

3.  The  demolition  of  the  Engliih  fettlements  made  upon 
the' Spanifh  territories  in  the  Bay  of  Honduras. 

,    Thefe 
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Tliefe  three  articles  may  be  caiily  adj Lifted  agreeable  to 
the  equity  of  the  two  nations ;  "and  the  King  edrneftly 
wifbes,  that  fome  accommodations  may  be  thought  on,  to 
the  iatisfaftion  of  the  Spanifli  and  Enghlli  nations,  with 
regard  to  thefe^^rrticles ;  but  he  .  annot  difguife  from  Eng- - 
land  the  danger  he  apprehends,  and  of  which  he  muft 
neceflarily  partake,  if  thefe  objedis,  which  fcem  nearly  to 
concern  his  Catholic  Majcfty,  lliould  be  the  occafion  of  a 
war;  His  Majefcy,  therefore,  deems  it  a  principal  point 
of  confideration  in  concluding  a  firm  and  advantageous 
peact?,  that,  at  the  fame  time  that  that  dcfirable  point 
Ihall  be  concluded  between  France  and  England,  his  Bri- 
tannic Majefly  fhould  ter.ijinate  his  differences  with  Spain, 
and  jlgree  to  invite  his  Catholic  Majefty  to  guaranty  the 
■treaty  which  is  to  reconcile  (pray  Heaven  for  ever)-his 
Majefty  and  the  King  of  England. 

As  to  what  remains^  his  Majeily  docs  not  intimate  his 
apprehenfion  in  this  refpect  to  the  Court  of  London,  i)ut 
with  the  moft  fincere  and  upright  intentions  to  obviate 
every  impediment  which  may  arife  hereafter  to  diflurb  the 
union  of  the  French  and  Englifli  nations  ;  and  he  defires 
his  Britannic  Majefty^  whom  he  fuppofes  influenced  by 
the  fame  good  wifties,  freely  to  communicate  his  fenti- 
ments  on  fo  eflential  an  objects 

The  precaution  of  France  to  enfurc  the  folidity  of  the 
peace,  comprized  every  object  which  could  conduce  to  that 
end.  .  The  fuccours  which  his  Majeily  and  the  King  of 
England  afforded  their  allies  in  Germany,  left  a  foiirce  of 
war  ftill  fubf.lling,  and  an  expcnce  detrimental  to  both 
nations.  The  King  judged,  that  the  moft  natural  means 
to  put  an  end  to  the  difputes  which  the  fuccours  to  be  af- 
forded their  refpediive  allies  might  produce,  would  be  .to 
come  to  an  agreement  between  France  and  England,  that 
France,  on  her  part,  fhould  not  yield  any  kind  of  luccour 
to  the  Emprefs-Queen,  and  in  like  manner,  that  England 
fhould  be  bound  not  to  furnifh  any  afliftance  to  the  King 
cf  Pruflia.  It  would  have  been  a  violation  of  good  faith 
to  have  ftipulatcd  this  withdrawing  of  all  fuccour,  without 
the  confent  of  the  allies.  The  King  rccjuired  the  conlent 
of  the  Emprefs-Queen,  and  obtained  it  early  enough,  for 

.  M.  BufTy 
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M.  BulTy  to  tranfmit  the  following  note  to  the  BritiiK 
Minifter  relative  to  that  objedt,  at  the  fame  time  that  he 
gave  him  the  Memorial  of  the  French  propolitions,  and 
that  which  related  to  Spain. 

■   M.  BulTy's  Note  to  Mr,  Pitt. 

INCE  the  memorial  of  the  propofitions  from  France 
was  formed,  and  at  the  inftant  that  the  courier  was 
^•eady  to  fet  out  for  London^  the  King  received  the  con- 
fent  of  the  Emprefs  Queen  to  a  feparate  peace  with  En^ 
.gland,  but  upon  two  conditions : 
.  I .  To  keep  pofleffion  of  the  countries-  belonging  to  the 
King  of  PrulTia. 

2.  That  it  ihall  be  ftipulated,  that  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  neither  in  his  capacity  of  King  or  Eledior,  Ihall 
afford  any  fuccour,  either  in  troops,  or  of  any  kind  what- 
ever, to  the  King  of  Prullia  ;  and  that  his  Britannic  Ma- 
jelly  will  undertake  that  the  Hanoverian,  Heffian,  Brunfr 
\vickian,  and  the  other  Auxiliaries  in  alliance  with  Ha- 
nover, fhall  not  join  the  forces  of  the  King  of  PrulTia,  in 
like  manner  as  France  fhall  engage,  on  her  part,  not  to 
lyield  fuccour  of  any  kind  to  the  Emprefs  Queen,  nor  her 
.allies. 

Both  thefe  conditions  appear  fo  natural  and  equitable  in 
themfelves,  that  his  Majelly  could  not  do  otherwife  than 
-acquiefce  in  them,  and  he  hopes  that  the  King  of  Great 
Britain  will  be  ready  to  adopt  them. 

Upon  reading  thefe  vouchers  with  attention,  it  may  be 
pbferved,  that .  the  memorial  containing  the  propofitions, 
clearly  explains  the  means  of  reconciling  France  and  En- 
gland with  refpedt  to  their- particular  interefls  :  and  that 
the  note.  No.  XIX.  removes  ail  obftacles  which  the  fuc- 
cours  to  be  given  to  the  allies  in  Germany  might  throw  iii 
.the  way  of  a  reconciliation  between  the  two  Crowns.  In 
■fadt,  what  could  be  more  juft  and  advantageous  both  to 
France  and  England,  in  the  circumftances  in  which  they 
flood,  than  wholly  and  abfolutely  to  with4raw  from  the 
war  in  Germany.  Lailly,  in  order  to  prevent  the  flames 
of  war  from  breaking  out  afrelh  in  Europe,  which  the 

complaints 
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roniplaints  of  Spain  might  re-kindle,  and  in  which  France, 
iboner  or  later,  would  have  been  ■^orced  to  have  taken 
part ;  nothing  could  be  deemed  more  difcreet  than  the 
propoiition  contained  in  the  memorial.  No.  XVIII.  more 
efpecially  as  that  propoiition  '%va3  the  natural  refult  of  the 
good  offices  which  his  Catholic  Maje%  had  offered  to  the 
Crown,  the  preceding  years,  in  order  to  mediate  peace 
between  them,  which  kind  offices  had  been  accepted  on 
rhe  part  of  France  by  an  authentic  declaration,  which  had 
jiot  then  been  oppofed  by  England.- 

M.  'Bi-^iTj  laid  thefe  feverai  pieces  before  Mr.  Pitt  on  the 
i3d  of  July.  -'They  had  been  previouily  communicated 
to  Mr.  Stanley,  to  the  end  that  that  Minifter  might  tranf- 
mit  a  circumftanrial  account  of  them  to  his  courts  and 
that  the  Englifh  Minifler  rpight  be  apprized  of  the  objed:s 
iricluded  in  the  ailpatch,  and  might  be  able  to  confer  with 
M.  Buffy  thereupon  without  lofs  of  time.  The  King  had 
even  tranfmitted  very  minute  inflrudtions  to  his  Minifter 
at  London,  which  contained  freffi  expedients  for  recon- 
ciling the  differences  of  France  with  Ei^gland,  in  relation 
to  the  relpeftive  poffeffions  of  the  twp  Crowns  in  America, 
Africa,  and  Afia.  "  His  Majefty  had  forefeen  that  the 
taking  of  Pondicherry,  of  Which  m  account  came  but  a 
few  days  before,  might  occafion  fome  alteration  which  it 
might  be  neceflary  to  obviate  by  frefh  facrifices,  if  fuch 
Hiould  be  deemed  expedient ;  but  the  Englilh  Minifter^ 
in  the  conference  at  which  the  pieces  were  laid  before  him, 
difcovered  his  perfonal  oppofitiori  to  peace  :  he  refufed  to 
agree  to  any  of  the  articles  in  the  memorial  of  propofitions ; 
he  entered  very  little  into  the  particular  motives  of  his  op- 
pofition  ;  he  expatiated  with  fome  warmth  on  the  memO' 
rial  which  related  to  Spain  ;  rejedted  the  note  which  con- 
cerned the  allies  in  Germany  with  difdain  ;  and  concluded 
with  faying,  That  he  would  take  the  dired:ions  of  the 
King  his  Maflcr,  with  rcfpedl  to  thofe  two  laft  pieces, 
and  that  he  would  trnnfmit  to  Mr.  Stanley  the  anfwer  of 
his  Britannic  Maicfty  to  the  proportions  of  France.  In 
confequence  of  this,  Mr.  Pitt,  having  returned  M.  Bufly 
the  memorials  concerning  Spain  and  Germany,  wrote  a 
letter  to  him  on  the  24th  of  Jul)',  conceived  in  the  follow- 
ihg  terms.

SIR, 

HAVING  explained  myfelf,  in  our  conference  yef- 
terday,  wirii  refpe<^  to  certain  engagements  of 
France  with  Spain,  relative  to  the  "difputes  of  the  latter 
Crown  with  Great  Britain, "  of  which  your  court  never  in- 
formed us,  but  at  the  very  inllant  of  making,  as  Ihe  has 
done,  her  firift  propofitions  for  the  feparate  peace  of  the 
two  Crowns ;  and  as  you  have  defired,;  for  ^the  fake  of 
greater  punctuality,  to  take  a  note  of  what  pafied  between 
us  upon  lb  weighty  a  fubjedt,  I  here  repat.  Sir,  by  his 
^^ajefty's  order,  the  fame  declaration,^  word  for  wCrd, 
which  I  made  to  you  yeflerday,  and  again  anticipate  )^ou 
vjixh  refpe6:  to  the  moft  lincere  fentiments  of  friendfhip 
^nd  real  regard  on  the  part  of  his  Majefty  towards  the 
Catholic  King,  in  every  particular  confiftent  with  reafon 
^nd  juftice.  It  is  my  duty  to  declare  farther  to  you  iri 
plain  terms,  in  the  name  of  his  Majefty,  That  he  will  not 
JufFer  the  difputes  ^^ith  Spain  to  be  blended,  in  any  man-» 
ner  whatever,  in  the  negotiation  of  peace  between  the  two 
Crowns  ;  to  which  I  rnuft  add,  That  it  will  be  coniidered 
as  an  affront  to  his  Majefty*s  dignity,  and  as  a  thing  in- 
compatible with  the  iincerity  of  the  negotiation,  to  make 
fafdier  mention  of  fuch  a  circuipllance. 

■  Moreover,  it  is  expefted  that  France  will  not,  at  any 
time,  prefume  a  right  of  intermeddling  in  fuch  dilputes 
between  Great  Britain  and  Spain. 

■  ■  Thefe  conliderations,  fo  juft  and  indifpenfible,  have  de- 
termined his  Majefty  to  0rder  me '  t6  return  you  the  me- 
morial which  bccafions  this,  as  wholly  inadmiflible. 

I  likewife  return  you,  Sir,  as  totally  inadmiflible,  the 
memorial  relative  to  the  King  of  Pruffia,  as  itnplying  an 
attempt  upon  the  Honour  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  fide- 
lity with  which  his  Majefty  will  always  fulfil  his  engage- 
ments with  his  allies.  ,  '  ■  •  •  >

The  llyle  of  this  letter,  and  the  manner  of  returning 
tlie  meiixorialSj  do  not  bear  tjie  marks  of  that  conciliating 

temper. 
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temper,  by  'vvhrch  the  Court  of  England  would  hitherto 
have  been  thought  to  have  been  influenced. 

The  anlwers  to  the  Islemorial  of  the  French  propofitlons.,. 
which  were  remitted  to  Verfailles  on  the  29th  July,  ar« 
extremely  analogous  with  Mr.  Pitt's  Letter  ;  they  are  dic- 
tated v>'ith  an  air  of  haughtinefs  and  defpotifm,  which 
might  have  fnocked  a  Court  of  iefs  confequence  than  that 
of  France.     The  follow  word  for  word.

y  1  S  Britannic  Majefly  will  never  recede  from  the 

i_  entire  and   total  ceiTion  on  the  part  of  France, 

without  any  new  limits^  or  any  exception  whatever,  of  all 
Canada  and  its  appurtenances  ;  and  his  Majefty  will  never 
lelax,  with  regard  to  the  full  and  compleat  ceffion  on  the 
part  of  France,  of  the  Ifle  of  Cape  Breton,  and  of  all  the 
cither  lilands  in  theGulph  or  in^thcPtiver  of  St.  Lawrence, 
with  the  right  of  fiiliing,  which'  is  infcparably  incident  ta 
the  poilelTion  of  the  aforefaid  Cbails,  and  of  the  Canals  or 
Streights  which  lead  to  them. 

2 .  With  rcfi:>e6:  to  fixing  the  limits  of  Louifiana,  with 
regard  to  Canada,  or  the  Engiifli  Pofifefnons  fituate  on  the 
Ohio,  as  alfo  on  the  Coafl:  of  Virginia,  it  can  never  be  al- 
lowed that  whatever  does  not  belong  to  Canada  fhall  ap- 
pertain to  Louifiana,  nor  that  the  boundaries  of  the  laft 
Ftovince  iliculd  extend  to  Virginia,  or  to  the  Britiih  pof- 
fefiions  on  the  borders  of  the  Ohio  ;  the  nations  and  coun- 
tries which  lie  intermediate,  and  which  fonn  the  true  bar- 
rier between  the  aforefliid  province,  not  being  proper,  on 
any  account,  to  be  diredly  or  by  necellary  confequence 
ceded  to  France,  even  admitting  them  to  be  included  in.

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4-  Dunkirk  fliall  be  reduced  to  the  condition  in  which 
it  ought  to  have  been  after  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht,  withcAit 
which  no  peace  can  be  concluded  ;  and  upon  that  condi- 
tion only  can  his  MajeiLy  ever  confcnt  to  enter  on  the  con-? 
fideration  of  the  demand  which  France  has  made,  viz, 
The  reftitution  of  the  privilege  granted  by  the  thirteenth 
article  of  the  fjiid  treaty,  with  certain  lim.itations  and  under 
certain  iefcrid:ions,  for  the  fubjects  of  France  to  filh  and 
dry  their  filh  on  part  of  the  Banks  of  Newfoundland. 

5.  Though  the  titles  by  which  the  Kingdoni  of  Great 
Britain  has,  on  many  occafions,.  maintained  its  nght  to  the 
Iflands  of  St,  Lucia  and  Tabago,  have  never  yet  been  re^ 
futcd ;  and  though  his  Majefty  by  force  of  arms  has  acr 
quired  poffeffion  of  St.  Dominica,  and  of  the  French  Co- 
lony eflablillied  before  the  commencement  of  the  war  ; 
nevertheiefs  his  Msjefty,  from  that  principle  of  moderation, 
which  is  lb  becoming  to  Kings,  vviil  confent  to  an  equal 
partition  of  the  four  Ifiands,  commonly  called  the  Neutral 
Ifiands,  which  partition  iliall  be  regulated  in  the  enfuing 
treaty. 

6.  The  Ifiand  of  Minorca.  Hiall  be  immediately  reftored 
in  the  condition  it  was  at  the  time  of  its  being  taken,  to- 
gether with  the  artillery,  &c.  appertaining  to  that  ifland. 

7.  France  iliall  immediately  reflore  and  evacuate  the 
conquefcs  ilie  has  made  over  his  Majefly's  Allies  in  Ger^ 
many  ;  that  is  to  fay,  of  all  the  States  and  Countries  ap- 
pertaining to  the  Landgrave  ot  Kelfe,  to  tliC  Duke  of 
Brunfwic,  and  to  the  Electorate  of  Hanover,  as  alio  of 
Wefel,  and  of  all  the  places  and  territotics  belonging  to 
the  King  of  Prufiia,  in  polleffion  of  the  arms  of  France. 
In  a  v/ord,  France  lliall  make  a  general  evacuation  of  all 
her  conquefts,  on  the  lide  of  Helfe,  Weflphalia,  and  its 
countries. 

8.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  on  his  part,  agrees  to 
furrender  to  his  Moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  i.  The  impor- 
tant conquefl  of  Belle-Ifle.  2.  His  Majeflv  likewife  con- 
fents  to  furrender  to  the  Moft  Chrifiiian  King  tlic  opulent 
ifland  of  Guadaloupe,  with  that  of  Marigalante. 

■   9.  The  Treaty  concluded  between  Meifrs.  Saunders  and 

Godeheu,  cannot  be  admitted  as  the  bafis  of  the  re-efta- 

blifhment  of  the  peace  in  Afia,  becaufe  that  provifional 
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treat}'  ha^  liad  no  confcquence?,  and  bccaufe  thofc  provl- 
fions  are  by  no  means  applicable  to  the  prefent  rtate  of  af- 
fairs in  the  Indies,  by  the  final  rcdudion  of  the  pofleflions 
and  leLtleinents  of  the  French  company  in  the  Eafi- Indies  5 
but  as  the  perfedt  and  final  fettlement  with  regard  to  that 
country  can  only  be  made  in  conformity  to  certain  rights 
abfolutely  appertaining  to  the  Englilh:  company,  and  as 
the  King  cannot  juftly  dlfpofe  of  their  rights  without  theiF 
conTeni:,  it  mult  neceflarily  be  left  to  the  Companies  of 
the  two  nations  to  adinfl  the  terms  of  accommodation  and 
reconciliation,  according  to  thofe  rules  of  reafon  and  juftice^ 
■which  the  ilate  and  circumflances  of  their  affairs  may  re-- 
quire,  and  mutually  point  out  ;  provided  neverthelefs,  that 
thofe  conditions  are  not  repugnant  -to  the  defigns  and  €quit-i 
able  intentions  of  their  Sovereigns  for  the  peace  and  re-

ID.  The  demand  of  the  reftitution  of  the  captures  at 
fea  before  the  declaration  of  war  cannot  be  admitted  ;  tiicK 
a  claim  not  being  founded  on  any  particular  convention^ 
and  by  no  means  refulting  from  the  law  of  nations,  as 
there  is  no  principle  more  contcftible  than  than  this,  viz* 
that  the  abfolute  right  of  all  hoillle  operations  does  not  re-; 
fuk  from  a  formal  declaration  of  war,  but  from  the  holli- 
litics  which  the  aggreflbr  has  firft  offered.     ,-•  :        - 

T  I.  As  the  indifpenfabie  care  which  is  due  from  his  Ma- 
jefty   to  his  people,  and  the  juft  and  invincible  motives 
which  concern  the  prefervation   and.  fecurity  of  his  king-. 
doms,  authorized  by  the  itiofl  formal  ftipulations  of  folcmn 
treaties  (viz.  thofc  of  P»adf;adt,  and  the  Barriere)  and  even 
by  the  exprefs  and  irrevocable  conditions  of  the  ceflion  of 
the  Low  Countrit?s,  will  not. allow  France  to  retain  poffef- 
fion  of  Oflcnd  and  New  [lort,  the  two  places  aforefaid  fiiall 
be  evacuated,  without  delay,  by  the  French  garrifons  •,  it 
is  for  this  reafon  declared,  that  .the  reftitutions  fpokcn  of

cles relative  to  the  ceffation  of  hoftilities,  fliall  be  fettled 
and  take  place,  according  to  common  ufage  in  fuch  cafes, 
and  as  the  circumftances  in  different  parts  of  the.  world 
Ihall  require. 

13.  His  Majelly  having,  from  the  firfl  overtures  mad« 
on  the  part  of  France,  declared,  that  in  cafe  the  feparate 
peace  between  the  two  crowns  fhould  be  concluded,  his 
Majefty  would  continue,  as  an  auxiliary,  faithfully  to  afiiif 
the  King  of  Prufiia,  with  efficacy  and  good  faith,  in  or-r 
der  to  accomplifli  the  falutary  purpofe  of  a  general  pacifi- 
cation in  Germany  ;  it  fliali  be  free  to  Great  Britain  and 
France,  to  fupport,  as  Auxiliaries,  their  refpeftive  Allies, 
in  their  particular  contefts  for  the  recovery  of  Sileiia,  pur- 
fuant  to  the  refpeitive  engagements  which  ^hofe  Crowns 
have  entered  into. 

1 4.  The  prifoncrs  taken  on  one  fide  and  the  other,  both 
by  fea  and  land,,  fhail  be  releafed  in  the  ufual  manner, 
faving  the  terms  which  may  exift  by  virtue  of  fome  cartel 
or  fome  convention,  which  may  have  relation  to  this 
particular. 

Thefe  Articles  are  not  digefted  into  the  form,  nor  in  the 
detail  of  Articles  of  peace  ;  but  it  is  hoped  thatj  with  re- 
gard to  effential  points,  this,  Memorial  has  that  precifioii 
and  perlpecuit}^  wJiich  leaves  nothing  doubtful,  and  which 
evidently  demonftratcs  the  fmcerity  and  perfcverance  of  his 
Majelly 's  difpofition,  with  rcfpcdt  to  his  intentions  andre- 
folutions  for  the  accomplifhment  of  fo  great  ^  bleffing  as 
that  of  an  entire  peace  between  the  two  crowns. 

The  firft  article  of  this  fketch  entirely  deprived  the 
French  of  the  liberty  of  fifliing  for  cod  ;  and  the  demoli- 
tion of  Dunkirk  required  in  the  4th  article,  only  reftored 
this  liberty  in  part,  with  certaii;!  limitations,  and  under 
certain  reftri<5tions,  which  were  not  explained. 

From  the  fecond  article,  one  might  infer  that  England 
pretended,  not  only  to  keep  an  exclufive  pofleilion  of  all 
Canada,  but  alfoto  make  herfelfmiftrefs  of  all  the  Neutral 
Countries  between' Canada  and  Louifiana,  to  be  nearer  at 
hand  in  order  to  invade  the  lail  Colony  when  flie  Ihall  think 
proper.

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The  third  Article  confiriTcd  the  entire  poficiTicn  of  the 
African  Coaft  in  favour  of  the  Engliili,  and  deprived  the 
French  of  dl  Settlement  in  that  part  for  the  Negro  trade. 

The^iiinth  entirely  annihliiated  the  French  Eail  India 
Compan}". 

The  leventh  and  thirteenth  did  not  appear  conclufive. 
In  fact,  by  thefirfl,  England  propofed  that  Frnrxefnould 
evacuate  Germany,  and  in  the  lecond-fne  agreed,  that  the 
two  Crowns  fnould  fjppcrt  their  Allies  in  that  part  of 
Europe.  *  •  ■ 

Thefe  Anfv^ers,  and  all  thofe  which  England  has  made 
in  the  courfe  of  the  negcciation,  evidently  manifcft  that 
the  Court  of  London  is  averfe  to  all  recoriciliatiorr. 

The  Articles  v/hich  declare  the  Advantages  which  Eng- 
land '  would  feeure,  are  clear,  decifive,  and  even  dictato- 
rial ;  thofe  w4iich  concern  the  interefls  of  France,  are  ob- 
fcure,  lubjcdc  to'  various  conftrudions,  and  leave  a  train 
of  difeufiions,  which,  by  leaving  the  four ce  of  the  war  ftill 
fubfifcing,  v;ould  fiiH  have  redounded  to  the  prejudice  of 
France,  if  fne  had  agreed  to  admit  the  claims  of  England. 

Theie  rcflcdrions  did  not  elcape  his  Majeily's  penetra- 
tion. Neverth(;lefs  his  Majefty  unwilling  to  take  upon.him- 
ielf  the  rupture  of  a  Negociation,  which,  on-  his  part, 
propofed  the  welfare  of  mankind,  he  ordered  a  reply  to  be 
iiiade  i'o  the  Anfwer  from  England,  Article  by  Article,  in 
the- IbllQwihg  Memorial^  in  the  form  of  an  UUimatum.

THE  King  renews  the  Declaration  which  he  made  to 
his  Rritannick  Majcil:y,  to  the  Memorial  of  Propo- 
fitions  for  Peace,  which  has  bccri  tranfmittcd  to  M.  Stan- 
ley, and  to  which  the  Court  of  England  has  given  no  An- 
rwci^-eithcr-by-  word  of  mouth  or  in  writing  :  his  Maj^dy 
again  declai-es,  that  if  the  Negotiation  entered  hito  at  Pa- 
j-is  and  at  London,  for  the  re-cflablifhment  of  Peace  be- 
tween the  two  Crowns,  has  not  the  dcfired  fuccefs,  all  the' 
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Articles  agreed  to  tlia't  Negotiation  by  France,  cannot  be 
reprefented,  on  any  occafion,  as  fettled  points,  any  more 
than  the  Memorial  of  the. month  of  March  lafl^  relative  to 
the  UH  PcJpJetis.  ■ 

I.  The  King  confents  to  cede  Canada  to  England  In  the 
moft  extenfive  manner,  as'  fpecified  in  the  Memorial  of 
Propolitions ;  but  his  Majeity  will  not  recede  from  the 
Conditions  he  has  annexed  to  the  fame  Memorial  relative 
to  the  Catholic  Religion,  and  to  the  power,  facility,  and 
liberty  of  emigration  for  the  ancient  fubjedrs  of  the  King, 
With  regard  to  the  Fifhery  in  the  Gulph  of  St.  Laurence, 
the  King  means  to  maintain  the  immiemorial  right  which. 
his  fubjefdts  have  of  fiihing  in  the  faid  Gulf,  and  of  drying 
their  fifh  on  the  Banks  of  Newfoundland,  as  it  was  agreed 
by  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht.  As  this  Privilege  would  be 
granted  in  vain,  if  the  French  vefiels  had  not  fome  flicker 
appertaining  to  France  in  the  Gulf,  his  Majefty  propofed 
to,  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  the  reftitution  of  the  I  Hand 
of  Cape  Briton  ;  he  again  propofes,  either  that  Ifland,  or 
St.  John,  or  fuch  other  Port,  without  Fottification,  in  the 
Gulf,'  or  within  reach-  of  the  Gulf,  which  m.ay  feiTe  the 
French  as  a  Ihelter,  and  fecure  to  France  the  liberty  of 
filbing,  from  whence  his  Majeily  has  no  intenticn  to  re- 
cede.' 

,,  2. 'The  King  has  in  no  part  of  his  Memorial  of  P.ropo- 
fitidn's,  affirmed  that  all  which  did  not  belong  to  Canada, 
appertained  to  Louiiiana  ;  it  is  even  difficult  to  conceive 
fuch  an  aflertion  could  be  advanced.  France,  on  the  con- 
trary, demands  that  the  intermediate  Nations  between  Ca- 
nada and  Louiiiana,  aS  alfo  between  Virginia  and  Loui- 
iiana, ihall  be  coniidered  as  neutral  Nations,  independant 
of  the  Sovereignty  of  the  two  Crowns,  and  ferve  as  a  bar- 
rier between  them.  If  the  En2;li£h  Minifcer  .would  have 
attended  to  the  Inftrudtions  of  M.  EuiTy  on  this  fubjedt,  he 
would  have  feen  that  France  agreed  with  England  as  to 
this  propofition. 

3.  No  Anfv/er  has  been  given  by  England  to  the  plain 
argument.  That  if  Senegal  cannot  be  enjoyed  In  fecurity 
without  Goree,  England  will  make  no  great  facrihce.  In 
keeping  Goree,  and  reftoring  Senegal  to  France.  Upon. 
this  Article^  Mr.  Stanley  has  acquainted  the  D.  de  Cnoi-  ■ 

Q^S  feul,. 
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feul,  that  fohie  expedients  may  be  agreed  on  between  the 
two  Crowns  :  In  confequcnce  of  which,  his  Majcfty,  out 
of  regard  to  the  blefiing  of  peace,  has  authorized  M.  Bufly 
ro  treat  concerning  thel'e  expedients  with  the  Britiih  Mi- 
niftry. 

4.  The  Court  of  London,  when  they  mean,  to  fecure, 
in  purfuance  of  his  Majefty's  confent,  the  conqucits  they 
pretend  to  maintain,  readily  rely  on  the  Memorial  of  Uii 
Foffidetis ;  but  they  take  no  notice  of  that  Memorial  when 
they  advance  claims  at  the  expence  of  France.  It  cannot 
be  denied  but  that  the  ftate  of  the  Town  of  Dukirk  is  not 
included  in  the  Uti  Pcffidetis. 

According  to  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht,  the  Demolition  of 
JDimkirk  was  not  afiented  to,  as  a  compenfation  for  the 
liberty  of  drying  Codfilh  on  the  Banks  of  Newfoundland  ; 
it  is  the  Ceffion  of  Newfoundland,  on  the  part  of  France, 
■which  is  the  ground  of  that  Compenfation  :  but  the  King, 
to  teftify  to  all  Europe,  his  fincere  defire  of  peace,  and  to 
remove  all  obflacles  which  the  Enemies  to  Peace  may 
thrdw  in  the  way,  authorizes  his  Minifter  at  London  to 
negotiate  concerning  the  ll:ate  t)f  Dunkirk,  fo  foon  as  a 
^convenient  port  Ihall  be  agreed  upon  in  thcGulf  of  St.  Law- 
rence, or  within  reach  of  the  Gulf,  which  Ihall  be  ceded 
to  France,  to  ferve  as  a  ihclter  for  her  filhing  velfels. 

5.  France  has  refuted  the  title  of  England  to  the  An*- 
tilles,  which  are  pretended  to  be  neutral  :  His  Majefty 
neverthelefs,  from  a  principle  of  moderation,  accepts  of 
the  partition  of  the  laid  Iflands  ;  but  fuch  partition  cannot 
take  place  but  in  the  form  Ipccificd  in  the  firll  Memorial 
of  the  French  propofitions. 

6.  It  lecms  as  if  England,  by  her  propofitions,  offered 
the  Ifland  of  Belleille  as  a  compenfation  for  the  Ifland  of 
Minorca  :  As  France  does  not  allow  the  importance  of  the 
conciueft  of  Belleifle,  the  two  Courts  will  retain  their  fe- 
veral  opinions  ;  England  fhall  maintain  her  conqucil,  iUid 
France  fliall  keep  Minorca. 

7.  France  is  willing  to  evacuate,  in  confideration  of  the 
teilitution  to  be  made  by  England  of  the  Ifland  of  Guada- 
loupe  and  Marigalante,    tiie  countries  belonging  to  the 

.    Landgrave  of  Hell'c,  to  the  Duke  of  Brunfwic,  and  to  the 
iLleCtoratc  of  I-Iano\cr,  which  are  or  fliall  be  occupied  by 

his 
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Kis  "Majelly's  forces,  and  of  which  the  conqueft  is  con- 
nedted  with  the  Britilh  War,  linee  the  rupture  of  the  ca- 
pitulation of  Clofter  Seven,  and  which  may  be  feparafcd 
from  the  War  of  the  Emprefs-Queen  with  the  King  of 
Pruffia. 

-.    But  as  to  what  concerns  Wefel,  Gueldres,  and  other 
countries  in  Weftphaha,  belonging  to  the  King  of  PrulTia, 
which  are  aftually  in  pofleffion  of  the  Emprefs-Queen, 
and  where  juflice  is  adminiftered  in  the  Name  of  her  Im- 
perial Majefty,  the  King  cannot  ftipulate  to  furrender  the 
Conquefls  of  his  Allies  ;   and  iuch  an  evacuation,  neither 
in  fad:  nor  by  right,  can  take  place,  without  the  confent 
pf  the  Emprefs-Queen,    at  the  Congrefs  of  Augiburg  ; 
that  Congrefs  being  to  affemble,   in  order  to  terminate  the 
idifferences  which  have  arifen  in  the  Empire,  and  particu- 
larly, thofe  #hich  have  occafioned  the  War  between  her 
imperial  Majefty  and  the  King  of  Pruffia. 
;    8.  The  King  accepts  on  thefe  Conditions  ;  and  in  con- 
sideration of  the  Cefiions  made  by  France,  in  North  Ame- 
rica and  Africa^  as  well  as  in  regard  to  the  fettlement  of 
Punkirk, ,  the  reftitution  of  the  Ifland  of  Guadeloupe  and 
bf  Marigalante.  <.-... 

,9.  The  French  EaflTndia  Company  have  fulfilled  the 
conditions  of  the  Treaty  made  between  Ivleff.  Godeheu  and 
Saunders  :  That  of  England  has  nut  obferved  the  fame 
punftuality.  However  that  may  be,  the  King  is  willing 
to  acquiefce  in  the  9th.,,  Article  of  the  Ullimalum  of  Eng- 
land, in  relation  to  Afia. 

10.  The  King  perfifts^  with  regard  to  the  Captures 
inade  before  the  War,  in  the  contents  of  the  12th  Article 
of  the  firft  Propofitions*  M.  Bufly  is  authorized  to  deliver 
a  Memorial  exprefsly  on  this  fubjed: ;  and  every  one  is 
perfuaded  in  France,  that  this  Objed:  neither  can  nor 
ought  to  break  off  the  Negotiation  between  the  two 
Crowns; 

II.  The  Emprefs-Queen  enjoys  full  Sovereignty  in  the 
towns  of  Oftend  and  Neuport ;  the  King  has  only  lent 
his  forces  to  his  Ally,  to  fecure  thofe  places.  England  has 
no  right  to  impofe  laws  upon  the  King  and  the  Emprefs, 
contrary  to  the  will  of  the  King  and  of  her  Imperial  Ma- 
jefty,  who  do  not  in  the  lealt  violate  the  Treaties  of  the 
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Houfe  of  Auilrla  with  the  States  General.  As  to  what 
remain<^,  his  Majefty  readily  dechres,  that  his  intention 
never  was  to  keep  pofTcffion  cf  the  laid  phices  aUer  the 
eflablirnment  of  peace. 

12.  The  1 2th  Article  of  the  UUimatiim  oF  Encfland 
does  not  feem  liable  to  any  difficulties,  v/hile  the  terms  of 
the  intended  Sufpenlion  Ihall  be  obferved  and  maintained 
with  iinceritv. 

13;  In  Aufver  to  the  Declaration  made  by  Mr.  Stanley, 
that  in  cafe  of  a  ieparate  Peace  between  France  and  Eng- 
land, his  Britannic  ^vlajefly  would  conftantlr- continue,  in 
the  capacity  of  an  Auxiliary,  to  aid  his  Ally  the  King  of 
Pruflia  with  all  his  power,  and  with  the  utmolf  integrity, 
in  order  to  accomplifli  the  happv  ifllie  of  the  War,  and 
the  pacification  of  Germany,  the  D.  de  Choifeul,  in  thcj 
name  of  the  Kino-  his  Mafier,  has  declared  to  Mr.  Stan- 
•ley,  that  his  Majefiy,  wiih  the  fame  view  to  the  general 
pacification,  will  alio  fupport  his  faithful  Allies  with  all  his 
forces,  and  to  the  utmoft  of  his  power,  and  v/ill  take  every 
precaution  which  his  approved  finccrity  and  integrity  Ihall 
luggeft  to  him,  in  order  to  prevent  the  feparate  peace  of 
France  with  England,  from  being  prejudicial  to  them. 

It  is  in  confequence  of  thefe  fcntiments,  that  the  King, 
with  the  confent  of  his  Allies,  is  willing  to  ftipulate,  that 
he  will  p-rant  no  fuccour  of  'anv  kind  to  his  Allies  for  the 

O 

continuance  of  their  War  againft  the  King  of  PrufTia  :  but 
his  Majefty  neither  can  nor  v;ill  enter  into  fuch  an  cngage- 
mi'ent,  unlefs  his  Britannic  Majefty  will  enter  into  the  like 
agreement  with  refpedt  to  the  King  of  Prullia. 

The  Propofition  cf  leaving  France  at  liberty  to  fend 
forces  into  Silefia,  is  unfavourable,  from  particular  circum- 
ilances,  to  the  intereiis  of  the  Emprefs,  and  confequently 
inadmiffiable. 

I'he  King,  therefore,  perfifts  in  the  Propofitions  con- 
tained in  the  loth  Article  of  his  firft  Memorial.  All  that 
can  be  negotiated  with  refpedt  to  thefe  points,  mull:  be  the 
liberty  of  affordin.g  fuccours  in  money  to  the  refpcdtivc  Al- 
lies, Ibfoon  as  it  fnallbe  pofitively  afcertaincd  that  no  pow- 
er Ihall  be  at  liberty  to  furnifa  them  any  fupplies  of  men, 
or  v/arlike  flores,  under  an)^  denomination  whatever. 

14.  The 
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.  14.  The  King  accepts  the  14th  article  of  the  UUiinalum 
of  England. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  Court  of  Great  Britain, -will  allow 
the  precifion  of  die  anfwers  10  their-  Ultimuium,  as  well  as 
the  readinefs  with  which  the  King  endeavours,  even  to  his 
prejudice,  to  i^fe  all  means  to  bring  about  a  reconciliation 
with  the  King  of  Great  Britain. 

M.  Bufly,  on  prefenting  his  Ultimatum,  accompanied 
it  with  the  following  letter,  in  aniwer  to  that  of  Mr.  Pitt, 
of  the  24th  of  Jul}'-. 

Mr.  BulTy's  Letter  to  Mr.  Pitt,  5th  Augull,   1761.- 

S  I  R, 

I  Have  acquainted  my  Court  with  the  letter  of  the  24  tit 
of  laft  month,  with  v^'hich  )^our  Excellency  honoured 
me,  on  returning  the  memorial  I  laid  before  you,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  intereib  of  the  Court  of  Spain  with  refpedr  to 
England,  and  the  note  which  I  thought  it  my  duty  to' 
communicate,  with  regard  to  the  intention  of  the  King 
my  Mafler,  concerning  the  necefiary  iieps  to  put  a  flop  to- 
■  hollilities  in  Germany. 

The  King,  Sir,  orders  me  to  acquaint  your  Excellenc}^, 
that  as  to  what  relates  to  the  intereft  of  the  Catholic  King, 
his  Majelty's  precaution  expreiied  in  the  memorial  Vv'hicll 
I  remitted  to  you,  is  in  confequence  of  that  lincerity  which 
he  profefles  conftantly  to  adopt  in  the  courfe  of  all  his  ne- 
gotiations. The  memorial  which  your  Excellency,  has 
returned  me,  neither  contains  any  menaces,  nor-  any  offer 
of  mediation.  No  other  fentiment  can  be  inferred  from 
it,  than  that  of  the  fmcere  defire  which  his  MajelLy  enter- 
tains, that  the  projedted  peace  between  France  and  Eng  - 
land,  may  be  iirm  and  durable.  Moreover,  the  King- 
refers  himfelf  to  his  Catholic  Majeily  concerning  the  man- 
ner in  which  this  memorial  was  received  and  remitted  ; 
but  his  Majeily  has  charged  me  to  declare  to  your  Excel- 
lency, that  fo  long  as  Spain  fliall  approve  of  it,  his  Ma- 
jeily will  interfere  v/ith  the  intereils  of  that  Crown,  with- 
out deiifting  on  account  of  z  repulfe  from  the  pov/er  w'ho 
oppofes  his  good  oiS,ces, 

With 
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With  refpefb  to  the  matter  of  the  note,  ]ike\vire  returned 
by  your  Excellency,  and  which.relates  to  the  two  lieceflary, 
conditions  of  the  propofed  expedient  for  evacuating  the 
countries  fubdued  by  his  Majeftv's.  artTiS;  his  Majefty  ex- 
ply.ins  himfeif  fully  on  that  article  in  the  Ultimatum,  in 
anfvver  to  that  of  the  C  ou  t  of  London.     HisMajefly  has 
ordered  me  to  declare  further  to  you  in  writing,,  that  he 
will  rather  facrifice  the  power  which  God  has  given  him, 
than  conclude  any  thing  with  his  enemies,  which  may  be 
contrary  to  the  engagements  he  has  contracted,  and  that 
good  faith  in  which  he  glories.     If  England  will  under- 
take to  yield  no  liiccour  to  the  King  of  Pruffia,  the  King^ 
will  engage,    on  the  other  hand,    to  afford  none  to  his 
allies  in  Gcrman)\     But  his  Majefty  will  not  adopt  the 
liberty  of  fuccouring  his  allies  with  a  fupply  of  jnen,  be- 
caufe  he  is  fenfible  of  the  difadvantage  which  nie  prefent 
fituation  of  the  armies  might  occalion  to  the  Empr^fs 
Queen.     His  Majefty  may  ftipulate  not  to  adc  for  the 
benefit  of  his  allies,  but  he  neither  can  or  will  confent  td 
any  condition  which  may  be  detrimental  to  them^ 

It  remains  for  me  to  obferve  to  your  Excellency,  how. 
greatly  my  court  was  aftonifhed,  as  well  at  the  ftile  of  the 
letter  you  wrote  to  me,  as  at  the  Ultimatum  of  England. 
This  ftile,  which  is  fo  little  conformable  to  the  propor- 
tions of  France,  betrays  the  averfion  of  the  Court  of  Lon- 
don to  peace.  The  King,  who  is  very  far  from,  infifting 
on  forms,  when  the  happinefs  of  Europe  is  at  ftake,  has 
ufed  every  endeavour,  in  the  anfvver  to  the  Ultimatum^ 
which,  without  injury  to  the  honoi^r  of  his  Crown,  were 
judged  moft  effectual  to  recall  the  Britifti  Court  to  fenti- 
ments  of  pacification  :  your  Excellency  will  judge,  from 
the  Ultimatum  of  France,  that  I  am  ordered  to  acquaint 
vou  with  what  facility  the  King,  forgetting  the  imperative 
ftile^  fo  unfit  for  negotiation,  which  England  makes  ufe 
of  in  her  anlwers,  enters  into  the  views  of  the  Britilh 
Court^  and  endeavours,  by  the  facrifices  he  makes,  to 
engage  them  to  adopt  the  ftipulations  of  a  realbnablc 
peace* 

If  your  Excellency  is  dcfirous  of  having  a  conference 
with  me  on  the  fubjcd:  of  the  Ultimatum,  I  will  attend 
your  commands,  and  I  fliall  be  very  earncft  to  teftify  the 

difpofitior> 
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difpofition  of  my  Court,  to  make  a  happy  ilTue  of  the 
negotiation  on  foot,  as  alfo  the  peculiar  regard  with 
which,  &c.

At  length,  as  the  Britifh  Minlftry  had  feemed  to  refent 
the  memorial  relative  to  Spain,  his  Catholic  Majefty  autho- 
rized his  Ambaffador  at  London,  the  Count  of  Fuentes, 
to  remit  the  following  note  to  Mr.  Pitt,  which  is  the  in- 
terpretation of  the  memorial. 

Note  of  the  Spaniih  Amhaffador  to  Mr.  Pitt. 

THE  molt  Chriftian  King,  who  wiihes  to  make  the 
peace,  concerning  which  he  propofed  to  treat  with 
England,  at  once  effettual  and  durable,  entruiled  his  in- 
tentions with  the  King  my  Mafter,  expreffing  the  plealure 
•with  which  he  embraced  that  opportunity  of  acknowledg- 
ing his  fenfe  of  the  reiterated  offers  which  his  Catholic 
Majefty  had  made  both  to  him  and  England,  in  order  to 
facilitate  a  juft  and  lafting  reconciliation. 

It  is  from  thefe  principles  ot  iincerity  that  the  moft 
Chriftian  King  propofed  to  the  King  my  Mafter  the  gua- 
ranty of  the  treaty  of  peace,  as  a  meafure  which  might  be 
equally  convenient  to  France  and  England,  and  at  the 
fame  time  alTured  him  of  his  ftncere  intentions  with  refpedt 
to  the  facrifices  he  propofed  to  make,  in  order  to  reftore 
tranquility  to  Europe,  by  an  honourable  and  lafting  peace. 
Such  a  proceeding  of  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  could 
not  but  be  highly  acceptable  to  the  King  my  Mafter,  who 
found  it  agreeable  to  his  own  fentiments,  and  to  his  defire 
of  fulfilling  on  his  part,  with  the  moft  diftinguiftied  con- 
formity, ail  the  connedtions  which  unite  them  both  by 
ties  of  blood  and  their  mutual  intereft  ;  and  moreover,  he 
perceived  in  the  difpofition  of  the  King  of  France,  that 
magnanimity  and  humanity  which  are  natural  to  him,  by 
his  endeavours,  on  his  fide,  to  render  the  peace  as  per- 
manent as  the  viciffitudes  of  human  affairs  will  admit  of. 

It  is  with  the  fame  candor  and  fincerity  that  the  King 
my  Mafter  expreffed  in  confidence  to  the  moft  Chriftian 
King,  that  he  wiihed  his  Britannic  Majefty  had  not  made 

a  dif- 
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a  diflicult}'  of  fettling  the  guaranty,'  on  account'of  tbe  gi'iev- 
ances  of  S})ain  with  England,  as  he  "has  all'  the  reafon  to 
conclude  that  his  Britannic  Majefly  has  die  fame  good  in- 
tentions to  terminate  them  umicabl}',  according  to  reafon 
and  jullice. 

The  confidence  which  the  King  my  Mafter  repofed  in 
France,  gave  ti^at  Court  room  to  teflify  to  his  Britannic 
Majefty  the  fmccrity  of  their  intentions  for  the  re-eftablifii- 
ment  of  peace,  fnice,  by  propofing  the  guaranty  of  Spain.' 
they  expreirccl  their  fmcere  defire  of  feeing  the  intcrcils  of 
Spain  fettled  at  the  fame  tin^e,  which  might  one  day  re- 
kindle the  flames  of  a  new  war,  which  at  prefent  tliey 
wifh  to  cxtinguiih. 

If  the  intentions  of  the  moft  Chriflian  King  and  the 
King  my  Mailer  did  not  feem  fraught  with  fincerity,  the 
King  my  Mafcer  flatters  himfelf,  that  his  Britannic  Majefty 
will  do  him  the  juftice  to  confidcr  his  in  that  light,  finc,^, 
if  they  were  founded  on  any  other  principle,  his  Catholic 
Maiefty  giving  full  fcope  to  his  greatnefs,  would  have 
Ipoken  from  himfelf,  and  as  became  his  dignity. 

I  muft  not  omit  to  inform  you,  that  the  King  my 
Mafler  will  learn  with  furprize,  that  the  memorial  of 
France  could  raiie  a  fentimcnt  in  the  brcail  of  his  Britannic 
Majefty,  entirely  oppolite  to  the  intentions  of  the  two 
Sovereigns. 

But  his  Catholic  Majefty  vail  ahvays  be  pk-afed,  .when- 
ever he  fees  that  they  make  that  progrefs  whicli  he  has 
ever  delircd,  in  the  negoclation  of  peace,  whether  it  be 
feparate  between  France  and  England,  or  general  ;  as  his 
fincere  wifnes  are  to  make  it  perpetual,  by  obviating  every 
fource  which  might  herec^ftcr  unhappily  renew  the  v.  ar. 

For  this  reafon,  the  King  my  Alafter  flatters  himfelf 
that  his  Britannic  Majefty,  animated  with  the  fame  fenti- 
ments  of  humanity  towards  the  public  tranquillity,  will 
exprefs  the  fame  intentions  of  terminating  the  difputes  of 
I^ngland,  with  a  power  which  has  afibrded  fuch  reiterated 
proofs  of  her  friendlhip,  at  the  fame  time  that  it  is  pro- 
pofed  to  reftore  peace  to  all  Europe  in  general. 

The  King  ordered  M.  BufTy,  by  the  inftru^ftions  which 
were  fent  to  him  with  the  Uitimatton,    to  agiec  to  the 

ceflioii 
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ceilion  of  Ccinsda^  in  the  full  extent  which  England  dc- 
iired.it,  fo  that  the  fiilieiy  on  the  coait  and  in  the  Gulf  of 
St,  Laxvrence.Vv'as  maintained  to  France,  and  that  England 
would  appoint  a  port  in  that  part,  which  might  be  fubjeft 
to  the  fovereignty  of  his  ^Majeily,  and  ferve  the  French 
filhermen  for  a  H^elter. 

M.  BuiTy  had  in  charge  to  agree  upon  the  limits  of 
Canada  and  Louifianaj  according  to  the  Englifa  map, 
though  very  unfavourable  to  the  rights  and  poireffions  of 
France.  With  regard  to  Africa,  the  King's  Minifter  was 
authorized  to  conicnt  to  the  cefiion  required  by  England, ' 
fo  that  die  exportation  of  negroes  might  be  confirmed  to 
France  by  fome  expedients  equally  eafy  and  fure  j  and  his 
Majefty  made  the  facrince  of  Dunkirk,  in  comipenfation 
of  the  fecurity  of  nfliing  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  in 
favour  of  his  fabjefts. 

As  to  what  concerns  Alia,  the  Kinp-  authorized  M. 
Buffy  to  agree  that  the  French  and  Englifh  India  com- 
panies, fhould  adjuft  their  refpediiive  interefts  among  them- 
ielyes,  upon  condition  that  they  fufpend  hoftilities  during 
the;  negotiation,  and  that  the  advantages  on  either  fide 
ihould'be  confidered  as  a  compenfation  with  regard  to  the 
tefpe<?i:ive  interefts  of  the  two  Crowns. 

The  King  infifted,  in  the  inftrudlions  he  fent  to  his 
Miniiter  at  London,  upon  the  article  refpcdiing  the  refli- 
tution  of  the  French  vefiels  taken  before  the  war  by  the 
-Englifh  marine.  His  Majeily's  love  for  his  fabjefts  would 
not  allow  him  to  omit  any  thing  to  alleviate  the  diftreflcs 
which  feveral  towns  in  his  kingdom  fuilained  by  means  of 
thofe  illegal  captures.  M.  Bully  had  even  orders  to  pr^fent 
the  following  memorial  on  that  fubjcd:,

^"F^HE  reclaim  of  the  captures  made  by  the  Englifh 
J.,     before  the  declaration  of  war,  is  founded  on  the 
treaties  of  Utrecht  and  Aix  la  Chapelle. 

It  is  not  necefifary  to  contefl  the  principle  that  .the  right 
of  exercifing  hoililities  does  not  always  refult  from  the  for- 
mality 
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mal'ity  of  a  declaration  of  war  ;  but  as  it  is  impradricable 
tor  two  Princes  who  make  war  on  each  other,  to  agree 
jbetween  them  which  is  the  aggreflbr  with  regard  to  the 
dther,  eqnit)'  and  humanity  have  dictated  thefe  precau- 
tions, that  where  an  unforefeen  rupture  happens  fuddenly, 
iatid  without  any  previous  declaration,  foreign  veflels, 
xvfiich,'  navigating  under  the  fecurity  of  peace  and  of 
treati^s-ji  happen  at  the  time  of  the  rupture  to  be  in  either 
(if  the 're'"ped:ive  ports,  fhall  have  time  and  full  liberty  to 
xvithdraw  them/elveSo 

■  This  vyife  provilion,  fo  agreeable  to  the  rules  of  good 
faith/ tonftitutes  a  part  of  the  law  of  nations,  and  the 
article  of  the  treaty  which  fanftifics  thefe  precautions  ought 
to  be  faithfully  executed,  not  with  landing  the  breach  oi 
the  other  articles  of  the  treaty,  which  is  the  natural  con- 
fcquence  of  the  war. 

■  ThelCourts  of  l^rancc  and  Great  Britain  ufcd  this  falu- 
J^ry  precaution  in  the  treati(?s  of  Utrecht  and  Aix  la  Cba- 
pclle ;  in  the  firft,  by  the  nineteenth  article  of  the  treaty 
of  peace,  and  in  the  iecond  of  the  treaty  of  Commerce :  in 
the  fecond,  by  the  third  article  which  renews  and  confirms 
fhefiril.    ^•-      ■  -      .  '    -     . 

If  thefe  treaties  allow  a  proteftion  to  the  refpedtive  fub- 
jccts  who  may  have  ih^ps  in  the  ports  of  either  of  the 
powers,  becaufc,  having  no  opportunity  of  knowing  that 
a  rupture  has  fallen  out,  they  failed  under  the  fecurity  of 
peace  and  under  the  faith  of  treaties ;  by  a  parity  of  rca- 
fon,  all  the  other  fubjed:s  who  are  not  inhabitants  of  the 
refpedtive  ports,  who  have  (hips  at  fea,  fliould  enjoy  the 
fame  fecurity  for  their  veffels,  in  whatever  part  of  the  fea 
they  fliould  be  failing,  otherwise  it  would  follow,  that  the 
Sovereigns  provide  for  the  pxelervation  of  one  }:)art  of  their 
fubjcdts^  from  the  mifcrics  of  a  fudden  rupture/' to  which. 
they  expofc  the  reft,  which  h  abfolutcly  repugnant  to  the 
humany  of  Sovereigns,  and  contrary  to  right  reafon. 

It  is  upon  this  principle  that  the  King  of  France  rcflored 
to  England  the  Engliih  Vcllels  whicii  were  found  in  the 
ports  of  France,  at  the  time  of  the  rupture,  or  taken  at 
lea  before  the  declaration  of  war. 

If  his  Majefty  had  not  caufcd  rhofc  velTcls'to  be  rcftorcd, 
his  Britannic  Maclly  might  have  allcdgcd  that  he  retained 

the 


the  French  velTels  by  way  of  reprifals  ,•  but  the  punctuality 
of  France 'in  conforming  to  the  treaties  ^of  Utrecht  and'Ai:)C 
]a  ChapellCj  and  to  the  principles  refuking  from  thendev 
give  £ngland-  no  pretence  for  refuling  to  fulfil  engage* 
-ments  which  are  reciprocal.  <■        ■         -        .     • 

The  Court  of  France  therefore  does  not  doubt  but  that 
the- Court  of  England  will  agree  to  order  the  reftitution  of 
the  iliips  taken  by  the  Englifli  kom  tlie  French^,  before 
the  declaration  of  the  war.       •  - ;  • 

The  King  llkewife  ordered  his  Miniftcr  to  reprefenr, 
witli  its  full  force,  the  utility  which  would  redound  to  the 
two  Crowns  by  the  total  defertion  of  the  war  in  Germany. 
His  Majelly '  moreover  required  M.  Bufly/  after  having 
ufed  his  utmoft  endeiavoufs  to  perfuadethe  Britifli  Miniftry 
to  acquiefce  in  propofitions  fo/ advantageous  to  England, 
to  wait  for  frclh  inftrudtions,  if  the  Court  of  London 
Ihould  refufe  the  conditions  offered  in  the  Ultimatum  of 
France,  the  King  being  refolved  to  carry  his  compliance 
as  far  as  pofhble,  in  order  to  infpire  the  King  of  England 
with,  pacific  difpofitions. 

^  The  Ultimatutn  of  France,  of  the  5th  Auguft,  arrived 
at  London  the  8th  of  the  fame  month  :  M.  Bufiy  wrote

IMader  the  King  my  Mailer  acquainted  with  the  memo- 
rial,, which,- by.  the  order  of  his  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty,  3'ou  accompanied  the  Ultimatum  of  the  Court  of 
France :  .his  Majefty  perceives  from  thefe  two  pieces,  with 
that  regret  with  which  the  love  of  peace  infpires  him,  that 
the  happy  moment  to  put  an  end  to  fo  many  miferies  is 
not  yet  come. 

.  As  to  v^hat  relates  to  the  ftile  of  the  Ultimatum  of  Eng- 
land in  anfwer  to  the  memorial  of  propofitions  from 
France,  as  like  wife  of  the  letter  which  I  addrefled  to  you 
hy  his  Majefty's  order,  upon  returning  the  two  papers  re- 
i,    .       ,      -  ^  -^       .    '■■'  iative 
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lative  to  Spain  ani  the  King  of  Pruaia,  as  totallv  hiad- 
iTiiffiblc,  the  Iving  orders  me  to  acquaint,  you,  Sir,  that 
his  Majeily  -adheres  both  to  the  form  and  fubilancc  of 
thofc  two  pieces-^. ;iti. which  his  dignity  concurred  with  his 
iuftice  and  gocd.faish,  leaving  ail  the  world  to  judge  which 
of  the  two  Courts  have  Ihcwn  an  averlion  to  peace  during 
,thg".coyrfc- of  .the.  negotiation  ;  whether  it  be  that  Court, 
which  from  a  pxinciple  c£  candour,  not  by  way  of  affuming 
an  imperaLive  tone,  has  alvvays  endeavoured  to  give  open 
anfwers,  in  order  to  uiorten  delays,  by  obviating  mifunder- 
'ft:anding3,  and  to  avoid  the  reproach  of  having   acted  de- 
lufiVely  even  wilIi  an  enemy;  who,  in  the  conditions  of 
peace,  io  far  from  making  an.ili  ufe  of  her  profpcrity,  has 
not  even  infiried  on  ail  thofe  lights  which  the  Uti  prjfidetisy 
sadtiie  nieiriOriai  of  iterance  of  the  26rh  March,    gave 
liG-r,  who,  mcreover,  propofes,  that- alter  the  concl'-.noij 
ef  peace  between  tlie  tvvo  Crowns  they  fliali  refpcfi-ivciy  be 
St;  liberty,  with  regard  to  the  contefc  concerning  Silelia,  to 
fuliil  the  engagements  they  have  conira-iled  with  their  allies ; 
'il  belongs  therefore.  Sir,  to  Europe  to  judge  whether  this 
is  the  Cipurt  which  has  Hicwn  ■■  an  aversion  to  peace,  or 
\7hether  it  is  hot  that.,  which  after  To  many  variations  and 
deiays  on  her  part,  -arbitrarily  continues  to  infift  on  objedls 
i'ii.ALTier\ca,  vv:hi;ch  vye  have  a  right  to  by  the  Uti  PoJftdeliSy 
and  which  vs/ould  make  a  dircdt  attempt  on  the  ellential 
lights  of  our  conquefis  of  Canada  and  its  appurtenances, 
in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawvcncc  ;  which,  in  Germany,  not 
only  refufes.  to  give  up  her  conquel'ls,  gained  over  hisMa- 
jcfly's  Allies,  as  a  juil:  compcnfation  for  the  important  re- 
ilitutions  with  which  his  Majefty  is  willing  to  accommo- 
date France,  but  even  pretends  to  impofe  an   obligation 
on  his  Majcfty  not  to  fuliil  tlie  engagements  of  his  Crowjii 
towards  the  King  of  Frufua  ;   which  moreover,  not  fatis- 
fied  with  thiovv'ing  ^o  manv  infbncrablc  obftacles  in  the 
way  to  peace,  has  not  fcruplcd  to  intcrp.ofe  new  perplexities 
in  oppofition  to   this  j^^rccious  bldling,  for  which  the  na- 
tions figh,  by  intermixing,  too  late,  matters  fo  foreign  to 
the  preient  Negotiation  between  the  two  Crowns,  as  are 
the  difcufTions  between  Great  Britain  and  Spain. 

Such,  Sir,  being  the  condu;!:t  of  the  two  Courts,  the 
King  perceives  with  rcgict  that  the  peace  fo  nnich  defircd 
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Is  far  diftant,  and  tliat  at  this  very  moment  tlie  Court  of 
France  is  willing  to  intruft  it  to  the  uncertain  fate  of  far- 
ther events. 

If  this  is  the  intention  of  France,  his  >,iajefty  relies  on 
the  fame  Providence,  which  has  hitherto  bleiied  his  arms, 
and  the  fincerity  of  his  intentions  to>A'ards  peace  ;  and 
hopes,  that  the  courfe  of  events,  accomplilhing  what  his 
Majefty's  moderation  has  in  vain  attempted,  will  recal  the 
Court  of  France  to  a  more  favourable  difpoiition. 

Neverthelefs,  Sir,  although  I  am  not  at  liberty  to  con- 
fer with  you  concerning  the  Ultimatum  of  your  Court  fe- 
parately,  yet  if  you  defire.  Sir,  that  we  Ihould  have  a 
conference  on  the  two  Ultimatums  of  our  Courts  together, 
I  will  be  at  your  command  when  you  think  proper,  that  I 
may  have  the  honour  to  learn  what  you  have  to  commu^ 
nicate  to  me  with  refped:  to  the  intentions  of  your  Court.

The  many  deliberaLions  of  the  Britifh  court,  and  the 
■delay,  from  the  8th  to  the  30th  of  the  fame  month,  of  the 
anfwer  to  the  UUirMtum  of  France,  renev^^ed  the  hopes  of 
reconciliation  between  the  tv\ro  crowns.  At  length  the  an- 
fwer  came,  and  Mr.  Stanley  remitted  on  the  firfl  of  Sep- 
tember to  the  Duke  de  Choifeul. 

^he  Afifwer  cf  England  to  the  Ultimatum  of  France, 
received  the  ift  of  September,   1 7 6 1 . 

The  Anfvver  of  the  Britiili  Court  to  the  Ultimatum  of  the 
Court  of  France,  remitted  the  17  th  of  Auguft,  by  M. 
Bully,  Miriifter  Plenipotentiary  of  the  Moft  Chriftian 
King,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  his  Britannic  Majefty 
of  the  Southern  department.  i^jfl 

rr^HE  Moft  Chriftian  King  having  repeatedly  declared, 
J^  in  the  Uitimcjum  of  the  court  of  France,  remitted 
to  Mr,  Pitt  by  M.  Buffy,  as  well  as  in  the  Mem_orial  of 
the  proportions  of  peace,  which  was  remiitted  by  the  Duke 
de  Choifeul  to  Mr.  Stanley,  that,  if  the  negotiation  enter- 
ed upon  between  the  two  crowns  has  not  the  defired  effed, 
all  the  articles  conceded  in  that  negotiation  by  France, 
cannot  be  confidered  in' any  cafe  as  points  agreed  upon, 
any  more  than  the  Mem.orial  of  the  month  of  March  laft, 
in  relation  to  the  Uti  pojfidetis  ;  the  King  declares,  in^re- 
■turn,  that  if  the  conceffions  his  Majelly  has  made  to  bring 
about  peace,  fcould  not  be  accepted  by  his  moft  Chrillian 
Majelly,  the  important  reftitutions  offered  to  France,  as 
v/ell  as  the  other  circumftances  herein  after  expreffed,  can- 
not for  the  future  be  confidered  as  given  up. 

I.  The  King  will  not  defert  his  claim  to  the  entire  and 
total  cefiion  of  all  Canada  and  its  dependencies,  without  any 
nev/  limits  or  exceptions  whatever ;  and  likewife  infifts  on 
the  compleat  cellion  of  the  iiland  of  Cape  Breton,  and  of 
the  other  ifiands  in  the  gulf  and  river  of  St.  Laurence. 

Canada, 
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Canada,  according  to  the  lines  of  its  limits,  traced  hy 
'tht  Marquis  de  Vadreuil  himfeif,  when  that  Governor 
furrendered  the  faid  province  b}"  capitulation  to  the  Britifh 
General  Sir  J.  Amheril,  comprehends  on  one  iide  the  ia^kes 
Huron,  Michigan  and  Superieur  ;  and  the  faid  line  drawn 
to  the  Red  Lake,  takes  in,  by  a  ferpentine  progrefs,  the 
river  Ouabachi,  as  far  as  its  jundiion  with  the  Ohio,  apd 
from  thence  extends  itfelf  along  the  latter  river  as  fair  in- 
cluiively  as  its  influx  into  the  Mifiillipph 

It  is  in  conformity  to  this  ftate  of  the  limits  m.ade  by  the 
French  Goveraor,  that  the  King  clanns  the  ceffion  of  Ca- 
nada, a  province  which  the  court  of  France  moreover  has 
offered  anew  by  their  Ultimatum  to  cede  to  his  Britannic 
I^lajefty,  in  the  mojt  e^tenfive  manner,  as  expreffed  in  the 
Memorial  of  Propofitions  of  Peace,  of  the  13th  of  July. 

As  to  what  concerns  the  public  profeiTion  and  exerclfe  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  religion  in  Canada,  the  new  fubjeas  of 
his  Britannic  Majelly  Ihall  be  maintained  in  that  privilege 
without  interruption  or  moleftation  ;  and  the  French  inha- 
bitants, or  others,  who  may  have  been  fubjefts  of  the 
moil  Chridian  King  in  Canada,  ihall  have  full  liberty  and 
power  to  fell  their  effedis,  provided  they  difpofe  of  them 
to  the  fubjeds  of  his  Britannic  Majeily,  and  to  tranfport 
their  property,  as  well  as  their  perfons,  v^athout  being  re- 
trained from  their  emigration  under  any  pretence  ^vs^hat- 
ever,  (unlefs  in  cafe  of  debt,  or  for  the  breach  of  criminal 
laws)  it  being  always  underftood,  that  the  time  granted 
for  the  faid  emigration  fhail  be  limited  to  the  fpace  of  one 
year,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  ratincation  of  the 
■definitive  treaty. 

IL  As  to  what  refpeds  the  line  to  be  drawn  from  Rio- 
Perdido,  as  contained  in  the  note  remitted  by_M.  Bully 
of  the  1 8th  of  this  month,  with  regard  to  the  limits  of  Lou- 
ifiana,  his  Majelly  is  obliged  to  rqea  fo  unexpeSed  a 
propontion,  as  by  no  means  admiffible  in  two  refpeds.   ^ 

I.  Becaufe  the  faid  line,  under  colour  of  fixing  the  li- 
mits of  Louifiana,  annexes  vafc  countries  to  that  province, 
which,  with  the  commanding  polls  and  forts,  the  Marquis 
de  Vandreuil  has,,  by  the  moil  folemn  capitulation,  incon-' 
teftiblv  yielded  into  the  poilelTion  of  his  Britannic  Majefty, 
under'the  defcription  of  Canada  ;    and  that  confequently, 
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liowever  contentious  thie  pretenlions  of  the  two  crowns 
may  have  been  before  the  war,  and  particularly  with  refped: 
'to  the  courfe  of  the  Ohio,  and  the  territories  in  that  part 
fince  the  furrender  of  Canada,  and  the  line  of  its  limits 
"has  been  traced  as  aforefaid  by  the  Marquis  de  Vandreuil, 
all  diofe  o.ppofite  titles  are  united,  and  become  valid  with- 
out contradidtion,  to  confirm  to  Great-Britain,  with  all  the 
reft  of  Canada,  the  polieflion  of  thofe  countries  on  that 
part  of  the  Ohio  which  have  been  heretofore  contefted. 

2.  The  line  propofed  to  fix  the  bounds  of  Louifiana 
cannot  be  admitted,  becaufe  it  would  comprize  in  another 
part,  on  the  fide  of  the  Carolinas,  very  extenfive  countries 
and  numerous  nations,  who  have  always  been  reputed  to 
be  under  the  protedtion  of  the  King,  a  right  which  his 
Majefty  has  no  intention  of  renouncing ;  and  then  the 
King,  for  the  advantage  of  peace,  might  confent  to  leave 
the  intermediate  countries  under  the  proteftion  of  Great- 
Britain,  and  particularly  the  Cherokces,  the  Creeks,  the 
Chicafaws,  the  ChaAaws,  and  another  nation,  fituate  be- 
tween the  Britifli  fettlements  and  the  Miffiflippi. 

III.  The  King  refers  to  the  third  article  of  the  Ultima- 
tum of  England  concerning  the  cefiion  of  Senegal  and  its 
dependencies,  as  v/ell  as  the  ifland  of  Goree,  in  the  moft 
ample  manner,  as  expreffcd  in  the  faid  article  ;  and  his 
Tvlajcfty  renews  the  declaration  which  has  been  made  by 
Mr.  Stanley,  that  if  the  court  of  France  would  fuggeft  any 
reafonablc  expedient  to  provide  themfelvcs  with  negroes, 
which  may  hot  be  too  detrimental  to  the  interefts  of.  the 
Britiih  fubjedts  in  Africa,  he  will  vviliingly  enter  upon  a 
difcuffion  of  this  fubjeft. 

IV.  The  important  privilege  granted  by  the  13th  arti- 
cle of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  under  certain  limitations  aiKi 
reil:rid"tions,  to  the  fubjedts  of  France,  for  fifiiing  and  dry- 
ing their  cod  fifii  on  a  certain  part  of  the  banks  of  New- 
foundland, has  not  been  refuted  by  Great-Britain,  ))ut 
connedted  with  a  reciprocal  fatisfadtion  on  the  part  of 
France,  with  rc.'^in-d  to  the  indifpenfable  objedt  of  Dun- 

'kirk,  which  the  King  has  required,  and  ftill  requires :  it 
is  therefore  on  condition,  that  the  town  and  port  of  Dun- 
kirk ihall  be  put  in  the  condition  it  ought  to  have  been  in 
by  the  laft  treat)-  of  Aix  la  Chapcllc,  that  his  Majefty  con- 
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fents  to  renew  to  France  the  privilege  of  fiihlng  and  of  dry°^ 
iug  their  fiili  by  virtue  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  upon  the 
aforefaid  diftrid;  of  Newfoundland. 

As  to  the  qemand  which  his  moil  Chrillian  Majefly  has 
further  made,  that  his  fubjedls  may  fiih  in  the  gulf  of  St. 
Laurence,  as  alio  to  have  a  port  there  without  fortifications, 
and  fubje6t  to  the  infpedtion  of  England,  as  propofed  on 
the  part  of  the  D.  de  Choifeul  in  his  conferences  with  Mr. 
Stanley  on  that  head,  which  port  fhould  merely  ferve  as  a 
flicker  to  the  iifhino^  boats  of  the  French  nation  which  fhall 
land  there  :.  the  King,  to  manifeil  to  his  moll  Chrillian 
Majefty  and  to  the  whole  world,  the  lincerity  of  his  intea- 
tions  with  regard  to  peace,  will  confent,, 

1.  To  grant  the  French  fubjetfts  the  privilege  of  fifhing 
in  the  gulf  of  St.  Laurence,  upon  this  exprefs  condition, 
that  is  to  fay  ;  That  the  faid  French  fubjefts  fhall  abftaiii 
from  that  particular  fifhery  on  all  the  coafts  appertaining. 
to  Great-Britain,  whether  on  the  Continent  or  on  the  iflands 
iituated  ia  the  faid  gulf  of  St.  Laurence,,  which  filhery  the 
proprietors  only  of  the  faid  coafts  have  conftantly  enjoyed 
and  always  exercifed  ;  {aving  always  the 'privilege  granted 
by  the  13th  article  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  to  the  fubjed:s 
of  France,  to  filh  and  dry  their  cod  filh  on  a  part  fpecified 
on  the  banks  of  Newfoundland,  which  privilege  is  propofed 
to  be  renewed  to  France  as  aforefaid. 

2.  The  King  will  confent  to.  cede  to  his  Majefty  the  ifle 
of  St.  Pierre  with  its  port,  which  iflc,  with  refpedt  to  that 
part  of  Newfoundland  fituate  between  the  bay  of  Placentia 
and  the  bay  of  La  Fortune,  ftands  eaft  fouth  eaft,  and  its 
port  opens  towards  the  north  eaft,  the  interior  part  of 
which  port  is  called  Bourgway  ;  the  ifland  of  St.  Pierre, 
which  the  King  is  wiUing  to  cede,  is  divided  by  a  little 
ftreight  from  another  ifland,  known  by  the  name  of  Ma- 
quelon  or  of  Michelon,  which  lies  to  the  north  of  the  faid 
ifle  of  St.  Pierre. 

To  the  ceffion  of  the  faid  ifle,  as  above-mentioned,  his 
Majefty  annexes  four  indifpenlible  conditions. 

1 .  That  France,  on  no  pretence,  nor  under  any  deno- 
mination whatever,  fliall  ered;  any  fortifications,  either  in 
the  faid  ifle^  or  in  its  port,  and  that  flie  fliall  not  keep  any 
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troops  there,    nor   maintain    an}^    military  eftabliHiment 
whatever. 

2.  That  the  faid  [He  and  the  faid  port  iliall  onh"  ferve  as 
a  Ihelter  for  the  fiihing  veffels  of  the  French  nation,  and 
that  France  Ihall  not  iufTer  the  veflels  of  any  other  nation 
whatever  to  partake  of  the  convenience  of  this  fl'-elter  for 
the  iifhing  boats. 

3.  That  the  pofTeffion  of  the  ifle  of  St.  Pierre,  as  afore- 
faid,  Ihail  not  be  conil-rued  in  any  cafe  to  confer,  tranf- 
mit,  or  participate  in  any,  manner  whatever  the  leafl  right 
or  power  of  iifjing  01  of  oryij^g  cod  fifn  in  any  jiart  of  the 
coait  of  Newfoundland,  beyond  the  diftrid.'  exprefiy  ftipu- 
lated  and  fixed  for  that  purpofe.  by  the  13  th  article  of  the 
treat)'  of  Utrecht,  that  is  to  lay,  a  Lcco  Cape  Bojiavijia 
mmcupatOj  ufque  ad,  extrendtaiem  ejufdcm  Injida^  feptentric- 
nakm,  indeque  ad  1  atus  occidmtale  recurrendo  ufque  ad 
Lacum  Fointriche  apfdUitiim, 

4.  That  in  virtue  of  the  ceffion  of  the  faid  ifland  as 
aforefaid,  an  Englifh  commiffary  fbali  be  allowed  to  relide 
there,  and  the  commander  of  the  Eritllli  fquadron  at  New- 
foundland lliall  be  at  liberty  from  tim-e  to  rime  to  infpcct 
the  faid  ifle  and  the  faid  port,  to  fee  that  the  llipulations 
above  exprelicd  are  pnndiually  obferA'ed. 

V.  The  ]>ropofition  of  an  alternative  fnggefted  by  the 
court  of  Frj.nce,  in  relation  to  the  iflcs  of  Tobago,  St. 
Lucia,  Dominica,  and  -St.  Vincent,  commonly  called 
Neutral  Inlands,  is  by  no  means  admiiriblc.  The  King, 
however,  from  a  principle  of  moderation,  continues  his 
inclination  to  agree  to  an  equal  parrition  of  the  faid  four 
iflands,  to  be  afccrtained  in  the  future  treaty  between  the 
two  crowns. 

VI.  The  King  confents  to  rcflore  to  his  moft  Chriflian 
Majclty, 

1.  The  important  conqucll  of  Bcllciric,  with  the  artil- 
lery, &c.  which  was  therein  at  the  tinie  of  taking  the  laid 
ifland. 

2.  His  JMajclly  likcvvifc  agrees  to  refLore  to  the  moll: 
Chriflian  King  the  fertile  and  wealthy  illand  of  Guadaloupc, 
with  that  of  Marigalante,  with  the  artillery,  occ.  which, 
w:.s  therein  at  the  tinie  cf  taking  the  faid  illands. 

VII.  The 
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VII.  The  iiland  of  Minorca  fliall  be  reftored  to  his  Bri- 
tannick'  Majefty,  as  like  wife  Fort  St,  Philip,  in  the  con- 
dition it  flood, '  and  with  the  artillery  therein,  &c.  at  the 
time  of  taking  the  laid  ifiand  and  fort. 

VIIL  As  to  what  regards  the  reilitution  and  evacuation 
of  the  conquers  made  by  France  over  the  King's  allies  in 
Germany,  and  particularly  of  Wefel  and  the  other  territo- 
'  ries  of  the  King  of  Pruffia,  his  Majefty  perlifts  in  his  de- 
mand relative  to  that  fubieft  in  the  yth  article  of  the  UUU 
matiim  of  England  ;  it  being  always  underftood,  that  all 
the  places  belonging  to  his  Majefiy's  allies  in  Germany 
fnall  be  reflored,  with  the  artillery,-  &:c.  found  in  them  at 
the  time  of  taking  the  faid  places. 

IX.  With  regard  to  the  fuccour  to  be  afforded  to  the 
King  of  PrufEa  on  the  part  of  the  Britifli  crown,    as  an 
auxiliary,  after  the  conclufion  of  the  feparate  peace  be- 
tween Great-Britain  and  France,    his  Majefly  remains  in 
the  fame  inflexible  refolution,  which  he  declared  at  the  firfl 
overture  of  the  prefent  negotiation,  that  he  will  never  defift 
from  giving  conftant  fuccour  to  the  King  of  Pruffia,  as  an 
auxiliary,  with  efficacy  and  good  faith,  in  order  to  attain 
the  falutary  end  of  a   general  pacification   in  Germany. 
With  this  view,  his  Majefty,  far  from  propofing  to  leave 
France  at  liberty  to  fend  armies  into  Silefia,  without  being 
limited  to  the  number  fiipdated  in  her  a£iual  engagements 
with  the  court  of  Vienna,  (a  circumftance  not  to  be  found 
in  any  part  of  the  Ultimatum  ot  England)  has  uniformly 
declared,  as  the  13th  article  of  the  laid  Uliimatum  pro- 
feffes,  that  Great-Britain  and  France  Ihall  be_  at  liberty  to 
fupport  their  refpeftive  allies  as  auxiliaries,    in  their  par- 
ticular contefl  for  the  recovery  of  Silefia,  according  to  the 
engagements  entered  into  by  each  crown. 

The  King  declares  at  the  fame  time,  that  his  Majefty 
has  neither  the  intention  nor  the  authority  to  take  upon 
him  to  inhibit  and  forbid  any  foreign  troops  from  entering 
into  the  fervice  and  pay  of  the  King  of  Pruffia,  however 
his  Majefiy  might  be  inclined  to  confent  not  to  furniffi, 
but  by  means  of  fubfidy,  thofe  fupplies  which  Great-Bri- 
tain fl:^ll  judge  convenient  to  grant  his  Pruffian  Majefty, 
in  purfuance  of  her  engagements.

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X.  With  regard  to  the  captures  made  after  the  com- 
mencement of  hoftilities^  and  before  the  declaration  of 
war,  the  King  continues  of  opinionj  that  fuch  a  demand 
on  the  part  of  France  is  neither  juft  nor  maintainable,  ac- 
cording to  the  m.oft  inconteflible  principles  of  the  rights 
of  war  and  of  nations. 

XI.  Conceri^lng  the  evacuations  of  Oftend  and  Nieu- 
port,  the  Kin2^  cannot  but  refer  to  the  mofl  exprefs  and 
irrevocable  ftipulation  of  the  moft  folem.n  treaties,  and  ex- 
prelTed  in  the  i  ith  article  of  the  Ultmatum  of  Great- Bri- 
tain, as  alfo  to  his  declaration  relative  to  tl^at  iubjed: :  and 
his  Majefty  relics  on  the  fincerity  of  the  declaration  on  the 
part  of  France  ;  that  is  to  fay,  that  "  the  intention  of  his 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty  never  was  to  keep  polfeflion  of  the 
aforefaid  places  after  the  return  of  peace." 

XII.  In  regard  to  the  ceffation  of  hoftilities,  the  King 
perfifts,  in  every  refpecft,  in  the  fame  intentions,  declared 
in  the  12th  article  of  the  Britifh  XJli'matwm, 

XIII.  As  to  what  concerns  the  French  Eaft-India  Com- 
pany, he  can  only  refer  to  the  9th  article  of  the  Ultimatum 
of  Enp;land,  with  regard  to  which  no  difagreement  feems 
to  fabifift. 

XIV.  As  to  the  prifoners  of  war,  the  two  courts  feem 
to  agree  perfectly  on  that  head. 

The  court  of  France  cannot  but  perceive  from  this  an- 
fwer,  the  fincerity  of  his  Majefty's  intentions,  as  well  as 
the  moderation  which  direfts  his  Ivlajefty  towards  the 
means  of  reconciliation  with  the  raoft  Chriftian  King.

The  D.  de  Cholfeul  had  fevcral  conferences  with  the 
Engliih  Minifter  on  the  fubjedt  of  this  anf-Acr  ;  but  M, 
Stanley,  in  thofe  conferences,  as  well  as  through  the  whole 
courfe  of  the  negotiation,  did  not  appear  to  be  authorized 
by  his  court  to  come  to  any  agreement  with  refpett  to  the 
difficulties  which  occurred,  nor  even  to  ckttidate  thofe  ob- 
fcurities  which  occurred  in  the  Englifn  anfwers,  and  par- 
ticularly in  the  9th  article  of  the  laft  anfvver  from  the  court 
of  Eondon.  As  this  Minittcr  was  confined  to  the  letter  of 
the  anfwcr  given  by  his  court,  this  circiunftance  abfolutely 

put 
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put  a  flop  to  all  eclaircilTement  on  thefe  points,  and  took 
away  every  expedient  for  removing  the  obftacles  of  the  ne- 
gotiation. It  was  judged  proper  in  France,  in  order  to 
obviate  thefe  difficulties,  to  fend  a  new  Memorial  to  Eng- 
land, as  a  final  anfwer  to  the  court  of  London.  This 
Memorial  was  fent  to  M.  Buffy  the  9th  of  Sepiember. 

The  lafi  Memorial  of  France  to  England,  the  gth  of 
September,   1 7  6 1 . 

The  Memorial  of  France  to  the  Anfwer  of  England,  tranf- 
mitted  to  the  Duke  de  Choifeul  the  ift  of  September, 
by  M.  Stanley  the  Minifter  of  his  Britannic  Majefly. 

THE  King  accepts  the  declaration  of  the  King  of  Eng- 
land contained  in.  the  preamble  of  the  Anfwer,  and 
renews  that  which  he  before  made  to  his  Majefly  on  this 
head,  in  fuch  manner  that  it  is  concluded  between  the  two 
courts  finally  and  without  ambiguity,  that  if  peace  is  not 
the  refult  of  the  prefent  negotiation,  all  that  has  been  faid, 
written  and  negotiated  between  the  two  crowns,  fince  the 
Memorial  of  the  26th  of  March  inclufive,  to  the  moment 
of  the  rupture,  fhall  be  void  and  of  no  effed:,  and  fhall 
not  be  brought  as  an  argument  in  favour  of  either  of  the 
parties,  in  any  future  negotiation  of  peace. 

Article  L-  The  King  has  declared  in  his  firfl  Memorial, 
and  in  his  Ultimatum^  That  he  will  cede  and  guaranty  to 
England  the  pofleflion  of  Canada,  in  the  mofl  ample  man- 
ner ;  his  Majefly  perfifts  in  that  offer,  and  without;  difcuf- 
fing  the  line  of  its  limits  marked  in  a  map  prefented  by 
Mr.  Stanley  ;  as  that  line,  on  which  England  refls  its  de- 
mand, is  without  doubt  the  mofl  extenfive  bound  which 
can  be  given  to  the  ceilion,  the  King  is  willing  to  grant  it. 

His  Majefty  had  annexed  four  conditions  to  his  gua- 
ranty :  it  feems  that  England  agrees  to  them  :  the  King 
only  conceives,  that  the  term  of  one  year  for  the  fale  of 
the  French  effecfts,  and  for  the  emigration,  is  too  Ihort, 
and  his  JVIajefly  defires,  that  it  may  be  agreed  to  extend 
the  term  of  one  year  to  eighteen  months  at  leaf!:. 

As  the  court  of  England  has  added,  to  the  firfl  article  of 
their  Anfwer  to  the  entire  and  total  ceffion  of  Canada,  as 

agreed 


agreed  between  the  two  courts,  the  word  Dependencies ,  it 
is  neceflary  to  give  a  fpecific  explanation  of  this  word, 
that  the  cefTion  might  not  in  the  end  occafion  difficulties 
between  the  two  courts  with  regard  to  the  meaning  of  the 
word  Dependencies. 

II.  The  firft  paragraph,  with  refpeft  to  the  limits  of 
Louifiana,  contained  in  the  fecond  article  of  the  Anfwer 
from  England,  is  agreed  to  by  France.  The  fecond  pa- 
ragraph is  neither  juil  nor  explicit,  and  it  is  finally  pro- 
pofed  to  exprefs  it  in  the  following  terms. 

^'  The  intermediate  Savage  nations  between  the  Lakes 
and  the  Miffiffippi,  and  within  the  line  traced  out,  fhall 
be  neuter  and  independent  under  the  protedrion  of  the  King, 
and  thofe  without  the  line  on  the  fide  of  the  Englifh  fliall 
be  likewife  neuter  and  independent  under  the  protedilon  of 
the  Kino-  of  England.  The  Enelilh  traders  alfo  ihall  be 
prohibited  from  going  among  the  Savage  nations  be)'ond 
the  line  on  either  fide  ;  but  the  laid  nations  fhall  not  be  re- 
trained in  their  freedom  of  com.merce  .wifh  the  French  and 
Englifh,  as  they  have  exercifed  it  heretofore." 

III.  Although  France  is  fenfible  how  oppofite  it  is  to 
principles  of  conciliation,  that  the  party  which  cedes  Ihould 
propofe  to  the  party  who  has  conquered  and  v/ouid  main- 
tain the  cefiicn  of  pofTeffions  which ,  are  not  perfectly 
known  ;  though  there  is  no  doubt,  but  that  the  manner 
which  England  requires  is  liable  to  innumerable  dilHculties, 
neverthelels  the  King,  to  teftify  his  acquiefcence  in  every 
expedient  which  may  conciliate  the  two  crowns,  is  willing 
to  declare  to  England,  that  he  will  guaranty  the  pofieffion 
of  Senegal  and  Goree  to  that  crown,  provided  England, 
on  her  part,  vvill  guaranty  the  poffeffion  of  the  fettlcments 
of  Anamaboo  and  Ak'^a,  on  the  coaft  of  Africa. 

The  fourth  article  of  the  anfwer  includes  variety  of  ob- 
jefts,  each  of  which  requires  a  particular  explanation. 

England  alvva}S  endeavours  to  connect  the  liberty  of 
fifliing  and  of  drying  the  fiih  o;i  part  of  the  coaft  of  New- 
foundland, granted  by  the  15th  article  of  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht,  with  the  ninth  article  of  the  fame  treaty,  which 
/lipulatcs  the  demolition  of  Dunkirk  :  it  is  given  in  anfwer 
to  England  for  the  fourth  and  laft  time,  that  thole  two  fti- 
pulations  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht  have  nothing  in  common 

between 
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between  tiiera,  -milefs  that  they  are  both  comprized  in  the 
faid  treaty  ;  and  that  the  conceflion  expreffed  in  favour  of 
the  French  in  the  thirteenth  article  of  that  treaty^  is  a 
compenfation  for  the  ceffion  of  Newfoundland  and  Anna^ 
polis  Royal^  made  on  the  part  of  France  to  England  by 
the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  articles  of  the  fame  treaty. 

But  to  the  end  that  the  two  Courts  may  clearly  ynder- 
fland  each  other  on  this  head,  and  for  the  furtherance  of 
peace,  the  King  agrees  to  demolifii  the  works  vvhich  have 
been  made  for  the  defence  of  the  port  of  Dunkirk  iince 
the  beginning  of  this  war,  to  fill  up  the  bafon  which  con- 
tains the  ihips  of  war,,  and  to  defiroy  the  buildings  be- 
longing to  the  rope  yard  :  but  at  the  fame  tim.e  his  Ma- 
-jefty  will  leave  the  trading  port,  which  will  not  receive  a 
frigate,  fubiiiiing  for  the  good  of  England  as  well  as  for 
the  benefit  of  France.  She  will  alio  undertake  not  to 
fuffer  any  maritime  military  eflabliihment  in  that  port ; 
but  the  cunette  ihall  be  left  Handing  round  the  place  for 
the  falubrity  of  the  air,  and  the  health  of  the  inhabi- 
tants. . 

As  to  the  fiihery  and  the  drying  of  fifh  on  the  Banks  of 
Newfoundland,  the  King  requires  that  the  thirteenth 
article  of  the  treaty  of  Utretcht  be  confirmed  by  the  pre- 
fent  treaty. 

Concerning  the  condition  propofed  by  England,  with 
refped:  to  the  liberty  of  fifhing  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Law- 
rence, France  agrees,  that  beyond  the  port  of  Newfound- 
land fpecified  by  the  thirteenth  article  of  the  treaty  of 
Utrecht,  the  French  (unlefs  in  cafe  of  accidents)  cannot 
land  on  the  coafts  appertaining  to  the  Englilh  in  the  Gulf 
of  St.  Lawrence,  whether  to  dry  their  nlh,  or  to  fpread 
their  nets  on  the  faid  coafts  ;  but  without  thefe  two  excep- 
tions the  French  Ihall  be  at  liberty  to  fifh,  without  molef- 
tation,  in  all  parts  of  the  faid  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence. 

With  refpeCL  to  the  ceilion  of  the  ifland  of  St.  Pierre, 
the  fmallnels  of  that  ifiand,  and  its  fituation  near  Plai- 
fance,  make  the  Elino;  of  opinion  that  fuch  a  fhelter  will 
be  illufory,  and  will  rather  ferve  to  breed  contefts  between 
the  two  nations,  than  to  procure  the  accommodations  for 
the  fifnery  of  the  French,  fubjedts,. 

The 
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The  King  had  required  the  ifland  of  Cape  Breton,  or 
the  ifland  of  St.  John  ;  his  Majefly  had  even  reftrained 
himfelf  to  the  little  ifland  of  Conceau,  and  now  makes 
the  fame  propofition  to  his  Britannic  Majefly  ;  or  if  the 
King  of  England,  for  reafons  unknown  to  France,  cannot 
agree  to  the  ceflion  of  the  ifle  of  Conceau,  it  is  propofed 
to  add  to  the  ceflion  of  St.  Pierre,  the  iflands  of  Maquelon 
or  Michelon,  two  iflands,  of  which  one,  which  is  St. 
Pierre,  is  but  three  leagues  wide,  and  Michelon  but  two. 
However  inconiiderable  thefe  two  fettlements  may  be, 
which  do  not  properly  make  one,  the  King  will  accept  of 
them,  and  will  even  oblige  himfelf,  i.  That  neither  in 
one  or  the  other  ifland,  or  in  that  of  Conceau,  if  England 
cedes  the  latter,  there  fhall  be  any  military  eftablifhment ; 
France  will  only  maintain  a  guard  of  fifty  men  to  enforce 
the  police,  which  it  will  be  necefTary  to  maintain  in  thofe 
iflands. 

2.  As  far  as  poffible,  confidering  the  weak  guard  of  the 
police,  the  King  will  prevent  all  foreign  vefiels,  even 
Englifh,  from  landing  at  thofe  Iflands. 

3-  France  does  not  pretend  to  fifh  and-dry  their  fifh  on 
the  Coaft  of  Newfoundland,  but  in  purfuance  of  the  flipu- 
lation  of  the  1 3th  article  of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht,  pro- 
vided it  be  underftood  that  the  French  may  fifli  and  dry 
their  fifh  on  the  Coafls  of  St.  Pierre  and  Michelon. 

4.  Laflly,  the  Kings  allows,  that  an  Englifli  Commif- 
fary  fhall  be  refident  in  the  faid  ifland,  to  be  witnefs  to  the 
pundiuality  with  which  the  flipulated  condition  of  the 
treaty  fhall  be  obferved. 

The  partition  of  the  four  neutral  Iflands  muil  be  fpeci- 
fied  between  the  two  Courts  in  the  preliminaries  ;  France 
^acccpts  the  partition  of  thofe  Iflands  propofed  by  England, 
provided  that  St.  Eucia  be  declared  to  make  part  of  the 
partition  to  be  regulated  in  fa\'our  of  France. 

VI.  The  King,  without  entering  into  any  difcuflion  of 
the  6th  article,  agrees  to  this  article  as  well  as  to  the  7th. 
VIII.  The  King,  with  regard  to  the  8rh  Article,  refers 
to  the  7th  Article  of  his  UUimatum.  It  is  not  in  his  Ma- 
jefly's  power  to  evacuate  countries,  which  appertain  to  his 
ally  the  Emprefs  Queen. 

IX   The 
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IX.  The  nintli  article  oftlie  anfwer  of  England  requires 
fome  explanation,  for  it  is  worded  in  fuch  a  manner  as 
not  to  convey  any  precife  meaning  ;  it  fuppofes  refpedtive 
engagements  on  the  part  of  the  King  towards  the  Em- 
prefs,  and  on  the  part  of  England  towards  the  King  of 
Pruffia,  to  which  the  two  Courts  are  ftrangers.     France 
does  not  fuppofe  that  the  King  of  England  can  hinder  the 
allies  of  his  Crown,  fuch  as  the  Sovereigns  of  Hanover, 
CafTel,    and  Brunfwick,    from  joining  their  forces  with 
thofe  of  the  King  of  Pruffia ;  but  without  entering  into  a 
needlefs  difcuffion,  the  King  is  refolved,  for  the  fake  of 
peace,  to  make  the  moil  important  facrifices,  and  at  the 
fame  time  unalterably  determined,  to  grant  nothing  in  the 
future  treaty  of  peace,    which  may  be  contrary  to  the 
fhipulations  he  has  entered  into  with  his  alhes.     It  is  with 
their  confent,  and  with  mutual  concert,  that  the  King  pro- 
pofes  to  England,  in  relation  to  the  war  in  Weftphalia, 
the  loth  article  of  the  memorial  of  his  Majefty's  propofi- 
tions,  and  the  7th  and  13th  articles  of  the  French  Uiii- 
malum.     The  King  abides  by  thefe  articles  in  anfwer  to 
the  8th  and  9th  articles  of  the  anfwer  of  England ;  not 
xefaling,  nevertherlefs,  to  treat  of  any  frefh  propofitions 
which  England  may  make  on  thefe  heads,  which  fhall  be 
communicated  to  his  Majeilies  allies,    and  to  which  his 
Majefly  will  liflen,  with  the  confent  of  the  Emprefs,    if 
they  are  not  contrary  to  his  Majefty's  engagements  with 
that  Princefs. 

X.  France  is  of  opinion  that  her  proportion  in  relation 
to  the  captures  in  which  the  King's  fubjed:s  are  interefted, 
are  fo  juft,  that  ilie  abides  by  them,  and  refers  xxy  the 
1 2th  article  of  his  proportions  on  that  head. 

XI.  The  King,  after  figning  of  the  treaty,  even  of  the 
preliminaries,  will  give  a  declaration  under  his  hand,  to 
the  King  of  England,  by  which  his  Majefly  will  declare 
that  his  intention  never  was  to  bring  the  towns  of  Oflend 
and  Nieuport  under  his  dominion. 

XIL  Provided  that  the  terms  of  the  cefTation  of  hofli- 
lities  may  not  be  prejudicial  to  either  Crown,  France  will 
agree  to  them. 

XIII.  France  adopts  the  negotiation  between  the  India 
Companies  of  the  two  nations,  on  condition  that  the  nego- 
tiation ihall  be  concluded  at  the  fame  time  with  that  be- 
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twecn  the  two  Crowns,  and  to  that  effect,  each  company 
fhall  enter  upon  their  negotiation  without  delay,  and  fliall 
name  commilTaries  for  that  purpofe. 

XIV.  This  article  will  meet  with  no  difficulty. 

The  Court  of  England  will  do  jullice  to  the  confiderable 
accommodations  which  the  Court  of  France  has  teflificd 
in  this  memorial,  towards  a  reconciliation  between  the 
two  Crowns. 

It  may  be  collcv^led  from  this  memorial,  that  the  firft 
article  of  the  Englifh  anfwer  was  granted  in  the  full  extent 
which  the  Court  of  London  required  ;  France  only  defired 
eighteenth  months,  inftead  of  a  year,  for  the  emigration. 

By  granting  the  firft  part  of  the  fecond  article,  which 
cedes  the  whole  current  of  the  Ohio  to  England,  France 
propofed  in  regard  to  the  fecond  point  of  that  article,  to 
agree  upon  the  nations  which  jDiould  be  reputed  neutral 
between  Canada,  Carolina,  and  Louifiana :  This  propo- 
rtion was  the  more  reafonable,  becaufe  that  by  agreeing 
on  this  divifiQn  of  the  polieffion  of  the  two  nations,  an 
equitable  fyltem  was  adopted,  difcufiions  about  the  limits 
were  prevented  for  the  future,  and  France  did  not  incur 
the  rifk  of  iofing  the  colony  of  Louifiana,  whenever  it 
pleafed  the  Court  of  London  to  invade  it. 

England,  in  her  anfwer,  perfifted  in  requiring  France 
to  name  the  poflefiions  which  the  king  defn^ed'  to  have  on 
the  coaft  of  Africa.  The  third  article  fatistied  that  de- 
mand. 

The  King,  in  the  fourth  Article,  agreed  to  the  demo- 
lition of  Dunkirk,  as  far  as  it  was  poflible  ;  for  it  will  not 
be  practicable,  as  after  the  peace  of  Utrecht,  to  ered: 
afrcfh  a  dam  againft  the  fea,  v\hich  would  inevitably  carry 
it  away  prefently.  As  to  what  remained,  it  was  offered 
to  demolifh  every  thing  at  Dunkirk  which  had  the  appear- 
ance of  a  military  port.  Every  one  muft  be  fenfible  how 
mortifying  fuch  a  dcmdlition  muft  have  been  to  France. 

They  agreed  that  the  liberty  of  lifliing  in  the  Gulf  of 
St.  Laurence,  and  upon  the  banks  and  coafts  of  New- 
foundland, fhould  be  the  compenfation  for  the  demolition 
of  Dunkirk.  They  accepted  the  ccfTion  of  the  Ille  of  St. 
Pierre,  on  conditions  more  than  burthcnfomc :  the  union 
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of  Michelon  to  St.  Pierre  was  of  the  lead  confequence, 
and  the  D.  de  Choifeul  even  affured  Mr.  Stanley  that  fuch 
a  cefEpn  would  not  be  iniifted  on. 

It  is  true  the  King  rejected  the  infpeftion  of  the  Englifii 
Admiral,  and  that  his  Majefty  was  refolved  rather  to  re- 
fufe  the  poffeflion  of  St.  Pierre,  than  to  agree  to  fuch  an 
infpediion,  which  was  ufelefs  for  the  maintaining  the  ftipu- 
lations  of  the  treaty,  and  injurious  to  the  dignity  of  the 
French  nation,  as  that  condition  feemed  to  be  propofed 
only  with  a  view  to  manifeft,  on  the  part  of  England,  an 
ill-timed  fuperiority. 

The  other  articles  of  the  French  memorial  explain  of 
themfelves,  with  iijfticient  precilion,  the  lincere  and  pacific 
intentions  of  his  Majefty. 

The  eighth  and  ninth  articles  of  the  anfwer  of  England, 
could  not  be  agreed  to  in  the  form  they  flood  ;  they  re- 
quired at  leaft,  elpecially  the  laft,  fome  explanation.: 
For  how  could  the  King  caufe  Germany  to  be  evacuated 
by  his  forces,  and  at  the  fame  time  fulfil  his  engagement 
with  the  powers  of  the  Empire  his  allies  ?  There  was  a 
manifeft  contradiction  in  this  propolition.  One  might 
fuppofe  that  England  intended,  by  the  ninth  article,  that 
France,  after  having  evacuated  Weftphalia,  fnould  be  at 
liberty  to  difpatch  forces  into  Bohemia  or  Saxony  to  the 
aid  of  the  Emprefs  Queen.  But  not  to  mention  that  fuch 
a  march  would  have  been  as  difHcult  as  deftructive  to  the 
King's  army,  is  it  probable  that  his  Majefty,  however 
clofely  he  may  be  conneded  with  that  Princefs,  fhould 
abandon  his  poileflions  in  Germany,  conquered  from  his 
real  enemies,  to  march  his  armies  at  a  diftance  from  his 
frontiers,  without  any  commiunication,  fend  his  troops  to 
the  aid  of  this  ally,  and  make  war  upon  the  King  ot 
Prufiia,  who  is  not  his  direct-  enemy  ! 

Such  neverthelefs  was  the  propofiticn  of  England. 
The  King,  in  his  m.emorial,  repeated  what  he  had  faid 
before,  that  the  two  Crowns  fhould  equally  remain  at 
peace  in  Germany,  as  in  the  other  parts  of  the  world,  or 
that  England  fhould  propofe  fom.e  plain  and  honourable 
method  to  conciliate  his  Majefty's  good  faith  towards  his 
allies,  with  his  Majefty's  deiire  of  contributing  no  farther 
to  the  war  in  Germany. 

M.  de 
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M.  de  Buffy  remitted  the  memurlal  of  the  9th  of  Sep- 
tember to  Mr.  Pitt,  on  the  13th  of  the  fame  month,  and 
without  having  received  any  anfwer  to  that  memorial  on 
the  part  of  the  Britiih  Court,  Mr.  Stanley  wrote  to  the  D. 
de  Choifeul  the  followino:  letter,  and  received  the  anfwer 
underneath  on  the  fame  day. 

Mr,  Stanley's  Letter  to  the  'Duke  de  Choifeul,  of  the  20th 
September,   1761, 

S  I  R, 

I  Have  the  honour  to  inform  your  Excellency,  purfuant 
to  the  orders  I  received  yefterday  from  my  Court,  that 
as  the  Court  of  France  has  not  agreed  to  accept  the  pro- 
poiitions  contained  in  the  laft  anfwer  from  the  Britifh 
Court,  the  King  my  Mafher  has  ordered  m^e  to  requeft  a 
paffport  of  )'ou,  to  return  to  England  ;  my  Court  expefts 
alfo,  that  M.  Bufly  will,  on  his  part,  receive  the  fame 
orders. 

As  the  fcate  of  war  has  no  influence  over  the  perfonal 
fentiments  of  the  King  of  England,  with  regard  to  their 
moll  Chriflian  Majcfties,  he  is  perfuaded  that  they  will 
take  part  in  the  eveiit  of  his  marriage,  and  I  have  letters 
in  my  hands  by  which  he  communicates  that  happy  event 
to  their  Majefties.  I  have  the  honour  to  fend  your  Ex- 
cellency the  copies,  and  I  take  the  liberty,  Sir,  to  confult 
your  better  intelligence,  to  inform  myfelf  of  the  molt  fui- 
table  manner  of  remitting  thefe  letters,  in  purfuance  of 
my  credentials,  and  according  to  the  eftabliflied  cuftom 
of  your  Court.

SIR, 

THE  King  has  ordered  me.  Sir,  to  expedite  the  pafT- 
ports  which  are  ncceflary  for  your  return  to  Eng- 
land :  you  will  find  them  annexed.      M.  Bufly  had  orders 
to  demand  an  eclairciliement  with  refpect  to  the  lafl  An- 
fwer 
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fwer  from  England,  and  to  return  to  France  If  thofe  eclair- 
ciffements  were  not  favourable.  They  have  certainly  been 
-  otherwife,  fince  your  court  has  anticipated  his  return  by 
your  recall  However  it  be,  Sir,  his  Majefty  hopes  that 
ibme  more  happy  opportunity  will  produce  more  effedtual 
inclinations  to  peace,  and  he  has  charged  me  to  obferve  to 
•you,  that  you  may  aflure  the  King  of  England,  that  he 
will  always  find  him  difpofed  to  renew  th^  negotiation,  and 
to  confent  to  equitable  conditions,  which  may  eftablilli  a 
firm  union  between  the  two  crowns. 

The  King  molt  fmcerely  takes  part  in  the  marriage  of 
the  King  of  England  ;  if  you  will  fend  me  the  letters  from 
'Ills  Britifh  Majefty,  I  will  remit  them  to  their  Majefties*

■  At  the  fame  time  M.  de  Buffy  underftood  at  London, 
that  a  courier  had  been  difpatched  to  recal  Mr.  Stanley, 
he  explained  himfelf  on  that  occafion  ;  and  after  the  Britilh 
Miniftry  had  confirmed  the  fadV,  he  delired,  agreeable  to 
the  orders  he  had  received,  the  necelTary  pafTports  to  re- 
turn to  France.      ... 

»,  Thus  the  negotiation  betweeo  the  two  crowns  has  been, 
broken  off.  They  who  talk  fo  readily,  and  upon  all  occa- 
fions,  that  we  mufi  make  peace,  do  not  conlider,  that  how- 
ever well  difpofed  a  Sovereign  may  be  for  the  re-eftabliHi- 
ment  of  tranquility,^  his  defire  cannot  be  effedualj  but 
when  it  is  equally  fincere  on  the  part  of  the  other  bellige- 
rent powers  ;  and  it  will  be  admitted,  on  reading  this  me- 
morial, that  the  King  has  omitted  nothing  to  come  to  an 
accommodation  ;  no  one  can  fay,  that  his  Majefty 's  allies 
have  occafioned  the  rupture  of  the  negotiation.  It  has 
been  proved,  that  the  war  which  the  King  maintains  in 
Weftphaiia,  is  a  war  purely  Englifn,  that  it  brings  no  ad- 
vantage either  to  the  Emprefies,  or  to  Sweden,  or  to  Sax- 
ony ;  befidesj  the  propolition  made  by  France,  not  to  af- 
ford any  fuccours,  either  dired:  or  ii>dire(3:,  to  her  allies 
in  Germany,  evidently  demonftrates,  that  the  war  in  Weft^ 
phalia  neither  has  been^  nor  could  be,  an  impediment  to 
the  peaces  ' 
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England  and  fome  other  courts  would  pretend,  that  the 
engagements  of  the  King  with  his  Catholic  Majelly,  and 
the  propofition  made  by  France,  to  conciliate  the  diffe- 
rences of  Spain  with  England  at  the  fame  time  with  thofc 
which  were  the  principal  objedt  of  the  negotiation,  had  fo 
difgufted  the  court  of  London,  that  for  that  reafon  only 
ihe  refufed  the  terms  for  the  conclulion  of  peace.  It  is 
true,  as  has  been  Ihewn  already,  that  the  Britilh  Miniller 
haughtily  rejedted  the  expedient,  which  his  Majefly's  pru- 
dent precaution  induced  him  to  fuggcft  to  England,  with 
a  view  to  conclude  a  firm  peace,  and  to  entirely  obviate 
all  obflacles  wli:h  might  oppofe  the  continuance  of  that 
tranquility,  which  his  Majefl)^  laboured  to  re-eflablifh  :  it 
is  true  likewife,  that  fince  the  firfl  Memorial  of  France, 
there  was  no  farther  notice  of  the  differences  of  Spain  in 
the  propofition  made  by  the  court  of  Verfailles  to  that  of 
London ;  his  Catholic  Majefly  has  even  declared  to  the 
King,  that  if  the  objefts,  which  concerned  the  Spanifh 
monarchy,  ihould  embarrafs  the  negotiation  and  retard  the 
peacf ,  he  agreed  that  thofe  points  Ihould  be  no  farther  ne- 
gotiated on  the  part  of  his  Majefty.  In  fad:,  to  repeat 
it  once  more,  fince  the  firfl  Memorial  of  France,  there  has 
been  no  more  mention  of  Spain.  It  cannot  be  imagined, 
therefore,  that  the  interefls  of  his  Majefly's  allies  have 
proved  an  obflacle  to  the  pacification.  It  remains,  there- 
fore, to  examine  whether  the  negotiation  has  been  broken 
off  with  refpett  to  the  articles  which  are  the  fubjedts  of  the 
particular  difcuffion  between  the  two  crowns. 

It  is  necefl'ary  to  recollect  here,  agreeable  to  the  repre- 
fentaticn  in  the  opening  of  the  Memorial,  what  were  th» 
poffclhons  acquired  fince  the  commencement  of  the  war 
between  the  two  crowns,  to  the  time  when  the  negotiation 
was  entered  upon,  on  the  bafis  of  the  Uii  pojfidetts. 

England  had  conquered  from  France  in  North-Ameri- 
ca, Canada,  and  the  ifles  Royal  and  St.  John,  fituate  in 
the  gulf  of  St.  Laurence  :  in  South  America,  the  ifles  of 
Guadaioupe  and  Marigalante :  in  Africa,  Senegal,  and 
the  ifland  of  Goree  :  in  Afia,  Pondichcrry  and  the  French 
fettlements  on  the  coafi;  of  Coromandel. 

In  Europe,  the  ifland  of  Bclleifle,  attacked  fince  the 
opening  of  the  negotiation,  and  fubfcquent  to  the  epochs 
ot  biaiu  i^iOj  propofed  by  the  court  of  P>ance. 
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The  Uti  pojfidetis  of  France  comprized  in  Afia,  the  Eng 
lilh  fetrlements  on  the  coaft  of  Sjmatra,  and  other  advan- 
tages on  the  fide  of  the  Mogul,  of  which  they  had  yet  re- 
ceived but  imperfeft  accounts.  In  Europe,  the  illand  of 
Minorca,  the  Landgraviate  of  Hefie,  the  country  of  Ha- 
inau,  and  the  town  of  Gottingen  in  the  Eled;orate  of  Ha- 
iiover.  Laftly,  France  had  re-eftabHfhed,  or  could  have 
availed  herfelf  of  the  liberty  which  the  infraction  of  the 
treaty  of  Utrecht  gave  her,  to  rceftablifli  the  port  of  Dun- 
kirk. 

The  King  offered  to  guaranty  Canada  to  the  Englifh  in 
the  utmoft  extent  which  the  court  of  London  required. 

His  Majefty  propofed,  that  the  right  of  fifhing  and  of 
drying  their  fifh  on  the  coaft  and  on  the  banks  of  New- 
foundlandj  Ihould  be  confirmed  to  France,  and  on  that 
condition  flie  confented  to  the  demolition  of  Dunkirk. 

The  King  propofed  to  reflore  the  ifland  of  Minorca  to 
fenglandj  for  the  ceffion  of  Guadaloupe  and  Marigalante* 

His  Majefly  Agreed  to  evacuate  Hefie,  the  county  of 
Hanaii,  ^nd  Gottingen,  provided  that  one  of  the  two  fet- 
tlements  fhe  had  lofl  in  Africa  were  reflored  to  her. 

The  Indian  Companies  of  the  two  nations  were  to  treat 
concerning  their  jiarticular  pacification,  agreeable  to  their 
reciprocal  intei*efts. 

Ifthe  redudtioh  of  Belleifle  fhould  be  acknowledged  a 
legal  conqueft,  though  undertaken  after  the  propofition  of 
Vti  pojftdetis,  France  agreed,  that  the  pofleifion  of  that 
important  ifland  fhould  remain  to  England* 

Who  caft  prfetend  to  fay,  after  the  foregoing  reprefen* 
tatiohj  that  Ffancje  has  not  fcrupuloufly  purllied j  in  all  her 
propofitions,  the  principle  of  her  Memorial  of  the  26th  of 
March  !  Can  any  one,  at  the  fame  time,  deny  that  the 
compenfations,  offered  by  the  King,  were  not  as  advanta- 
geous for  England  as  fhe  could  delire  ? 

Therefore  it  evidently  follows^  that  the  allies  of  France 
In  Germany  could  have  been  no  obflacle  to  the  peace, 
fince  they  take  no  part  in  the^war  which  is  carried  on  in 
Weflphalia,  nor  are  aflified  by  the  King's  forces  in  the 
war  maintained  in  Saxony,  Silefi^,  and  Pomerania.  More- 
over, it  was  propofed  to  England,  on  the  part  of  France, 
that  the  t\vo  courts  fhould  abfolutely  withdraw  themfelves 
from  the  war.  S  2  It 
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It  is  equally  demonflrable,  that  Sprtin  cannot  be  alledg- 
ed  to  have  been  an  impediment  to  tlie  pacification,  as  the 
King  did  not  renew  the  propofition  he  made  to  unite  the 
accommodation  of  the  ditkrences  ot'  that  crown,  with  the 
treaty  under  negotiation  between  the  courts  of  Verfailles 
and  London,  and  his  Catholic  Majeily  approved  of  their 
lilence  in  this  behalf. 

It  is  certain,  that  the  conditions  and  compenfations  of- 
fered by  France,  for  the  conclufion  of  afeparatepeace  with 
England,  arc  all  for  the  advantage  of  the  latter  power ; 
that  the  court  of  London,  had  Ihe  been  inclined  to  peace, 
could  not  make  claims  beyond  her  conqueils ;  and  that 
the  court  plainly  and  clearly  gave  up  every  thing,  which 
was  not  compenfated  by  fome  reftitution  on  her  part. 

This  detail  neceffarily  leads  to  the  queltion,  which  the 
whole  univerfe,  that  fuffers  by  the  miferies  of  war,  muft 
neceffarily  make  :  What  then  has  been  the  motive  of  the 
rupture  of  fuch  an  important  negotiation  ?  That  motive 
has  no  other  principle  than  the  pofitive  averfion  of  the 
court  of  London  to  peace  ;  it  has  proved  impoffible  to  in- 
fufe  a  conciliating  fpirit  into  a  court  lefolved  to  perpetuate 
the  war,  and  k^l's  influenced  by  the  real  interells  of  the 
kingdom  and  the  deitrudion  of  the  human  fpecies,  than 
inflated  with  the  fuccefs  flie  has  had,  and  greed}'  of  thofe 
advantages  fhc  has  farther  in  view. 

•  It  is  with  regret,  that  the  King  finds  himfelf  obliged  to 
continue  an  oppofitLon  by  force  to  the  progrefs  of  the  am- 
bitious defigns  of  his  enemies,  and  under  an  impoffibility 
of  procuring  his  people  that  repofe,  which  his  Majcfty 
wilhed  for  their  welfare.  The  King  trufts,  that  Provi- 
dence will  dilappoint  thofe  vafl  projects,  which  England 
icarce  endeavours  to  difguife,  and  which  threaten  the  fe- 
curity  of  every  Potentate.  His  Majeily,  invariable  in  his 
pacific  difpofitions,  will  be  alwa)'s  ready  to  concur  in  every 
expedient,,  v/hich  may  be  judged  proper  to  re-eftablifh  the 
public  tranquility,  and  will  make  no  difficulty  of  facrifice- 
ing,  even  his  own  interefts,  to  the  glory  and  confolation 
of  relloring  peace  to  his  kingdom  and  to  Europe.

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Preliminary  Articles  of  Peace^  between  his  .Britannic  Ma- 
jefty,  the  moft  Chriflian  King,  and  the  Catholic  King. 
Signed  at  Fontainebleau,  the  3d  Day  of  November, 
1762.     [Printed  from  the  Copy.] 

In  the  Name  of  the  moft  Holy  Trinity. 

THE  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  moft  Chriftian 
King,  animated  with  the  reciprocal  deiire  to  re-efta- 
blifli  union  and  good  underftanding  between  them,    as 
well  for  the  good  of  mankind  in  genera',  as  for  that  of 
their  refpediive  kingdoms,    ftates,    and  iubjecfts,   having 
refle(fted,    foon  after  the  rupture  between  Great  Britain 
and  Spain,  on  the  ftate  of  the  negotiation  of  laft  year, 
(which  unhappily  had  not  the  defired  efFedt)  as  well  as 
on  the  points  in  difpute   btween  the  Crowns  of  Great 
Britain   and  Spain  ;  their  Britannick  and  moft  Chriftian 
Majefties  began   a  correfpondence  to  endeavour  to  find 
means  to  adjuft  the  differences  fubfifting  between  their  faid 
Majefties.     At  the  fame  time,  the  moft  Chriftian   King 
having  communicated  to  the  King  of  Spain  thefe  happy 
difpofitions,  his  Catholic  Majefty  was  animated  with  the 
fame  zeal  for  the  good  of  mankind,  and  that  of  his  fub- 
jedts,  and  refolved  to  extend  and  multiply  the  fruits  of 
peace   by   his   concurrence   in   fucli   laudable   intentions. 
Their  Britannick,  moft  Chriftian,  and  Catholic  Majefties, 
having,  in  confequence,  maturely  confidered  all  the  above 
points,  as  well  as  the  diilcrent  events  which  have  hap- 
pened during  the  courfe  of  the  prefent  negotiation,  have, 
by  mutual  confent,  agreed  on  the  following  articles,  which 
fhall  ferve  as  a  bafis  to  the  future  treaty  of  peace.     For 
which  purpofe,    his  Britannick  Majefty  has  named  and 
authorifed,  John  Duke  and  Earl  of  Bedford,  Marquefs  of 
Taviftock,  &c.  Minifter  of  ftate  of  the  King  of  Great 
Britain,  Lieutenant  General  of  his  Forces,  Keeper  of  his 
Privy  Seal,  Knight  of  the  moft  Noble  Order  of  the  Gar- 
ter, and  his  Britannick  M?jefty's  Minifter  Plenipotentiary 
to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  ;  his  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty, C«far  Gabriel  de  Choheul,  Duke  of  Praftin,'  Peer 
of  France,  Knight  of  the  moft  Chriftian -King's  Orders, 
Lieutenant  General  of  his  Forces,  Counfellor  in  all  his 
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Councils,  and  Minifter  and  Secretary  of  State,  of  his 
Commands,  and  Finances  ;  and  his  Catholic  Majefty  has 
Jikewife  named  and  aurhcrized,  Don  Jerome  Grimaldi, 
Marquis  de  Grimaldi,  Knight  of  the  moll  Chriiiian  King's 
Orders,  Gentleman  of  the  Bed-Chamber  to  his  Catholick 
Majefly  in  Employment,  and  his  A mbaffador  Extraordi- 
nary to  his  moil:  Chriftian  Majefty  ;  who,  after  having 
duely  communicated  to  each  other  their  full  powers  in  good 
form,  have  agreed  on  the  following  articles. 

Article  I.  As  foon  as  the  Preliminaries  fhall  be  figned 
and  ratified,  fincere  frlendfhip  fliall  be  re-ellabli(hed  be^r 
tvveen  his  Britannick  M^efty  and  his  moiV  Chriftian  Ma- 
jcfty,  and  between  his  faid  Britannick  Majefly  and  his 
Catholick  Mi^jefly,  their  kingdoms,  ilates,  and  fubjedls, 
by  fea,  and  by  land,  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  Orders 
fhall  be  fent  to  the  armies  and  fquadrons,  as  well  as  to  the 
fubjefts,  of  the  three  povyers,  to  flop  all  hoflilities,  and 
to  live  in  the  molt  perfecfl  union,  forgetting  what  has 
palled,  of  which  their  Sovereigns  give  them  the  order  and 
example ;  And,  for  the  execution  of  this  article,  fea 
palTes  Ihall  be  giVen,' on  each  lide,  for  the  Ihips, 'whicH 
fhall  be  difpatched  to  carry  the  news  of  it  to  the  relpeftive 
poffelTions  of  the  three  powers.  ''    " 

II,  His  inolt  Chriflian  Majefly  renounces  all  preten- 
fions,  which  he  has  hereto  formed,  or  might  have  formed, 
to  Nova  Scotia,  or  Acadia,  in  all  its  parts,  and  guaranties 
the  whole  ol  it,  with  all  its  dependencies,  to  the  King  of 
Great  Britain ;  Moreover,  his  mofl  Chriflian  Majefly 
cedes,  and  guaranties  to  his  faid  Britannick  Majefly,  iit 
full  right,  Canada,  with  all  its  dependencies,  as  well  as 
the  Ifland  of  Cape  Breton,  and  all  the  other  Iflands,  in  the 
gulph,  and  river  of  St,  Laurence,  without  rcilri(flion,  and 
without  any  liberty  to  depart  from  this  celTion  and  gua-  ■ 
rarity,  under  'any  precence,'  or  to  trouble  Great  Britain  in 
the  pofleffions  above-mentioned.  His  Britannick  Majefly, 
on  his  fide  J  agrees  to  grant  to  the  inhabitants  of  Canada 
the  liberty  "of  the  Catholick  religion  :  He  will,  in  con- 
fequc'nce,  'give  the  mofl  cxa(^l  and  the  moll  effe(5lual 
orders,  that  his  new  Roman  Catholick  fubjedls  may  profefs 
the  worfhip  of  their  religion,  according  to  the  rites  of  the 
Roman  Church,  as  far  as  the  laws' of  Great  Britain  per- 
mit. 
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mit.  His  Britannick  Majefly  further  sgrees,  that  the 
French  inhabitants,  or  others  who  would  have  been  fub- 
jefts  of  the  moft  Chrilllan  King  in  Canada,  may  retire,  in 
all  lafety  and  freedom,  wherever  they  pleafe  ;  and  may  fell 
their  eflates,  provided  it  be  to  his  Britannick  Majefty*s 
fubjedts,  and  tranfport  their  effedis,  as  well  as  their  per- 
fons,  without  being  rellrained  in  their  emigration,  under 
any  pretence  whatfoever,  except  debts, ,  or  criininal  profe- 
cutions :  The  term,  limited  for  this  emigration,  being 
fixed  to  the  fpace  of  eighteen  months,  to  be  computed 
from  the  day  of  the  ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty. 

III.  The  fubjedis  of  France  fliall  have  the  liberty  of 
filhing  and  drying,  on  a  part  of  the  coafts  of  the  illand  of 
Newfoundland,  fuch  as  it  is  fpecified  in  the  Xlllth  article 
of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht ;  which  article  fhall  be  confirmed 
and  renewed  by  the  approaching  definitive  treaty,  (except 
what  regards  the  Ifland  of  Cape  Breton,  as  well  as  the. 
other  Illands  in  the  mouth  and  in  the  gulph  of  Sf.  Lau-^ 
rence:)  And  his  Britannick  Majefly  confents  to  kave  ta 
the  moll  Chriilian  King's  fubjedls  the  liberty  to  fifli  in  the 
gulph  of  St.  Laurence,  on  condition  that  the  fubjofts  of 
France  do  not  exercife  the  faid  fiihery,  but  at  the  diflance^ 
of  three  leagues  from  all  the  coafts  belonging  to  Qrcat 
Britain,  as  well  thofe  of  the  continent,  as  thofe  9f  thej 
Iflands  fituated  in  the  faid  gulph  of  St.  Laurence.  And 
as  to  what  relates  to  the  filhery  out  of  the  faid  gulph,  his. 
moft  Chriftian  Majefty's  fubjedts  lliall  not  exercife  the 
fifliery,  but  at  the  diftance  of  fifteen  leagues  from  the. 
coafts  of  the  Iftand  of  Cape  Breton. 

IV.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  cedes  the  iflands  of  St. 
Peter  and  of  Miquelon,  in  full  right,  to  his  moft  Chrifr 
tian  Majefty,  to  ferve  as  a  ftielter  for  the  French  fiflier- 
men  ;  and  his  laid  Majefty  obliges  himfelf,  on  his  Hoyal 
Word,  not  to  fortify  the  laid  iflands ;  to  ered:  no  build- 
ings there  but  merely  for  the  conveniency  of  the  fiflier)'^ ; 
and  to  keep  there  only  a  guard  of  fifty  men  for  the 
police. 

V.  The  town  and  port  of  Dunkirk  fhall  be  put  into  the 
flate  fixed  by  the  laft  treaty  of  Aix  la  Chapelle,  aad  by 
former  leeaties :  The  Cunette  fhall  remain  as  it  now  is, 
provided  that  the  Englifli  Engineers,  named  by  his  Bri- 
tannick, 
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tanriick  Majefty,  and  received  at  Dunkirk  by  order  of  his  - 
mofl  Chriftian  Majefty,  veriiy,  that  this  Cunettee  is  only 
cf  ulc  for  the  whoifomenefs  of  the  air,  and  the  health  oi 
the  inhabitants. 

VI.  In  order  to  re-eflablifh  peace  on  the  moft  foHd   and 
lafting  foundations,  and  to  remove  for  every  fubjedt  of 
difpute  vvith  regard  to  the  Hmits  of  the  Britilh  and  French 
territories  on  the  continent  of  America  ;  it  is  agreed,  that, 
for  the  future,  the  confines  bet- ,  een  the  dominions  of  his 
Britannick  Majefty,  and  thofe  of  his  moft  Chriftian  Ma- 
jefty,  in  that  part  of  the  world,  fhall  be  irrevocably  fixed 
by  a  line  drawn  along  the  middle  of  the  River  Miliiffippi, 
from  its  foiirce,  as  far  as  the  River  Iberville,  and  fronl 
thence,  by  a  line  drawn  along  the  middle  of  this  R.iver, 
and  of  the  Lakes  Maurepas  and  Pontchartrain,  to  the  fea  ; 
and  to  this  purpofe,.  the  moft  Chriftian  King  cedes  in  full 
right,  and  guaranties  to  his  Britannick  Majefty,  the  River 
and  Port  of  Mobile,  and  every  thing  that  he  poflefles, '  or 
ou^ht  to  have  poiTefled,    on  the  left  fide  of  the  River 
Miiliffippi,  except  the    town  of  New  Orleans,   and  the 
ifiand  in  which  it  is  fituated,  which  Ihall  remain  to  France  ; 
provided  that  the  navigation  of  the  River  Miffiilippi-   fhall 
be  equally  free,  as  v/ell  to  the  fubjeds  of  Great  Britain, 
as  to  thofe  of  France,  in  its  whole  breadth'  and  length, 
from,  its  fource  to  the  fea,  and  that  part  exprefly,  which 
is  between  the  faid  ifland  of  Npw  Orleans,  and  the  right 
bank  of  that  River,  as  well  as  the  paflage  both  in  and  out 
of  its  mouth  :  It  is  further  flipulated,  that  the  veflels  be- 
longing  to  the  fubjeds  of  cither  nation,    fhall    not  be 
fi-opped,  vifitcd,  or  fubjefted  to  the  payment  of  any  duty 
whatfocver.     The  fHpulations,  in  favour  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Canada,  inferred  in  the  fccond  article,  fliall  alfo  take 
place,  with  regard  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  countries  ceded 
by  this  article.-    ■ 

VII.  The  King  of  Great  Britain  fliall  reftore  to  France 
the  iflands  of  Gaiiiieloupe,  of  Mariegalante,  of  Dcfirade, 
of  Martinico,"  and  of  Bcllific  ;  and  the  fortrcfles  of  thefc 
iflands  fhall  bcreftorcd  in  the  fame  condition  they  were  in^ 
.  when  they  Were  conquered  by  the  Britifh  arms ;  provided 
that  the  term,  of  eiglitccn  months,  to  be  computed  from 
the  day  of  the  ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty,  fhall  be 

grantedf 
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granted  to  his  Britaniiick  Majefty's  fubjetfls,  who  ijiay 
have  fettled  in  the  faid  ifiands,  and  other  places  reftored  to 
France  by  the  deiinitive  treaty^  to  fell  their  eftates,  recover 
their  debts,  and  to  tranfport  their  effe^fbs,  as  well  as  their 
perfons,  without  being  reftrained,  on  account  of  their  re- 
ligion, "  or  under  any  other  pretence  whatfoever,  except- 
that  of  debts,  or  of  criminal  profecutions. 

VIIL  The  moft  Chriftian  Kins^  cedes  and  p-uarantles  to 
.his  Britannick  Majefty,  in  full  right,  the  illapds  of  Gre- 
nada, and  the  Grenadines,  with  the  fame  flipulations  in 
favour  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  Colony,  as  are  inferted  ia 
the  lid  article  for  thofe  of  Canada:  And  the  partition  of 
-'  the  illands  called  neutral,  is  agreed  and  fixed,  fo  that  thofe 
of  St.  Vincent,  Dominico,  and  Tabago,  fhall  remain  in 
full  right  to  England,  and  that  of  St.  Lucia  Ihall  be 
delivered  to  France,  to  enjoy  the  fame  in  like  manner  ia, 
full  right :  the  two  Crowns  reciprocally  guarantying  to 
'each  other  the  partition  fo  ftipulated. 
'■  IX.  His  J^ritannick  Majefty  fhall  rellore  to  France  the 
ifland  of  Goree  in  the  condition  it  was  in  when  conquered  : 
and  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  cedes  in  full  right,  and 
"guaranties  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  Senegal. 
'  X.  In  the  Eaft  Indies,  Great  Britain  fhall  reftore  to 
France  the  feveral  Comptoirs,  _  which  that  Crown  had,  on 
the  coaft  of  Coromandel,  as  v^'ell  as  on  that  of  Malal^ar, 
and  alio  in  Bengal,  at  'the  commencement  of  hoftilities 
between  the  two  Companies  in  the  year  1749,  in  the  con- 
dition in  which  they  now  ar^",  on  condition  that  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty  renounces  the  acquiiitions  which  he  has 
made  on  the  coaft  of  Coromandel,  iince  the  faid  com- 
"mencement  of  hoftilities  between  the  two  Companies  in  the 
'year  1749.    '  '  \   ;  " 

His  moft  Chriftian  Majefty,  on  his  fide,  fhall  reftore, 
all  that  he  ftiall  have  conquered  from  Great  Britain,  in 
the  Eaft  Indies,  during  the  prefent  war ;  and  he  alfo  en- 
gages not  to  ered:  any  fortifications,  or  to  keep  any  troops 
in  Bengal. 

XI.  The  Ifland  of  Minorca  Ihall  be  reftored  to  his  Bri- 
tannick Majefty,  as  well  as  Fort  St.  Philip,  in  the  fame 
condition  they  v/ere  in,  when  they  were  conquered  by  the 
arms  of  the  moft  Chriftian  King  ;  and  with  the  artillery 

'■'-  t\x2X 
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tliat  was  there  at  the  taking  of  the  fald  Ifland,  and  of  the 
faid  fort. 

XII.  France  fliall  reftore  all  the  countries  belonging  to 
the  ElcGorate  of  Hanover,  to  the  Landgrave  of  HelTcj  to 
the  Duke  of  Brunfwick,  and  to  the  Count  of  I.a  Lippe 
Buckeljourg,  which  are,  or  Ihall  be  occupied  by  the  arms 
of  his  moll  Chriftian  Majefly  :  the  fcrtrefies  of  thefe  dif- 
ferent countries  fiiali  be  refloreJ  in  the  fame  condition  they 
were  in,  when  they  were  conquered  by  tlie  French  Arms  ; 
and  the  pieces  of  artillery,  which  fhall  have  been  carried 
clfewhere,  fhall  be  repl?xed  by  the  fame  number,  of  the 
fame  bore,  v/eighr,  and  metal:  as  to  what  regards  hof- 
tages  exadte'd  or  given,  during  the  war,  to  this  day,  they 
ihall  be  fent  back  without  ranfom. 

XIII.  Alter  the  ratification  of  the  preliminaries,  France 
fhall  evacuate,  as  foon  as  it  can  be  done,  the  fortrelTes  of 
Cleves,  Wezel,  and  Guelders,  and  in  general  all  the 
countries  belonging  to  the  King  of  Fruffia  ;  and,  at  the 
fame  time,  the  Brit? fk  and  French  armies  ihall  evacuate 
all  the  countries  'which  they  occupy,  or  may  then  occupy, 
in  Weftphalia,  Lower  Saxony,  on  the  Lower  Rhine,  the 
Upper  Pchine^  and  in  all  the  Empire ;  and  each  fhall  re- 
tire into  the  dominions  of  their  refpedtive  Sovereigns :  and 
their  Britannick,  and  moft  Chriftian  Majefties  further  en- 
gage, and  promifc,  not  to  furnifh  any  fuccour,  of  any 
kind,  to  their  refpettive  allies,  who  fh^l  continue  en- 
gaged in  the  prefent  war  in  German}'. 

XIV.  The  towns  of  Oftend  and  Nieuport  fhall  be  eva- 
cuated by  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty's  tnx)ps,  immedi- 
ately after  the  fignature  of  the  prefent  preliminaries. 

XV.  The  decifion  of  the  prizes  made  on  the  Spaniards 
by  the  fubjedts  of  Great  Britain,  in  time  of  peace,  fhall 
be  referred  to  the  courts  of  juftice  of  the  Admiralty  of 
Great  Britain,  conformably  to  the  rules  eftablifhed  among 
*ill  nations,  ib  that  the  validity  of  the  faid  prizes,  between 
the  Britifti  and  Spanifh  nations,  fhall  be  decided  and 
judged,  according  to  the  law  of  nations,  and  according  to 
treaties,  in  the  Courts  of  juftice  of  the  nation,  who  fliall 
have  made  the  capture. 

XVI.  His  Britannick Majcfty  fliall  caufc  all  the  fortificati- 
ons to  be  dcmolifhcd,  which  his  fubjcdts  fhall  have  credted 

in 
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in  the  Bay  of  Honduras,  and  other  places  of  the  territory  of 
Spain  in  that  part  oF  tHe  world,  four  months  after  the  rati- 
fication of  the  definitive  treaty  :  and  his  CathoHck  Majefty 
ihall  not,  for  the  future,  fuffer  the  fubjedts  of  his  Britan- 
nick  Majefty,  or  their  worl^men,  to  be  difturbpd,  or  mo- 
iefled,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  in  their  occupation 
pf  cutting,  loading,  and  carrying  away  Logwood  ;  and 
for  this  purpofe,  they  may  build  without  hindrance,  and 
pccupy,  without  interruption,  the  houfes  ajid  rjiagazines, 
necelfary  for  them,  for  their  families,  and  for  their  ejfedts ; 
and  his  faid  Catholick  MajeAy  allures  to  them^  by  this' ar- 
ticle, the  entire  enjoyment  of  what  is  above  ftipulated. " ' 

XVIi:  His  Catholic  Majefiy  defifts  fronri  all  pretenfion, 
which  he  may  have  formed,  to  the  right  of  fiihiiig  about 
the  ifland  of  Newfoundland. 

XVII  I.  The  King  of  Great-Britain  Ihall  reflore  to  Spain 
all  that  he  has  conquered  in  the  illand  of  Cuba,  with  the 
fortrefs  of  the  Havana  ;  and  that  fortrefs,  as  well  as  all 
the  other  fortreffes  of  the  faid  ifland,  fhall  be  reilored  in 
the  fame  condition  they  were  in  when  they  were  conquered 
by  his  Britannick  Majefty 's  arms, 

'  ZIX.  In  confequence  of  the  reflitution  ftipulated  in  the 
preceding  article,  his  Catholick  Majefiy  cedes  and  guaran- 
ties,''in  full  right,  to  his  Britannick  Majefty,  all  that  Spain 
polie^ts  op  the  continent  of  North-America,  to  the  Eaft, 
'or  to  the  Soiith-Eait,  of  the  river  Miffiffippi.  And  his 
Britannick  \Maje{l:y  agrees  to  grant  to  the  inhabitants  of  this 
country,  above  Ceded,  the  liberty  of  the  Catholic  religion: 
he  will,  in  cohfequeAce,  give  the  mpft  exad:  and  the  moft 
jsftediual  orders,'  tha^his  new  Roman  Catholic  fubjedts 
may  profefs  the  worlhip  of  their  religion  according  to  the 
vtites  pfthe  Pvoman  church,  as  far  as  the  laws  of  Great- 
Britain  permit.  '  His  Britannick  Majefty  farther  agreed, 
that  the  Sj.:>aniih  inhabitants,^  cr  others  who  would  have 
been  fubjetts  of  the  Catholick  King  in  the  Taid  countries, 
may  retire,  in  allfafety  and  freedom,  wherever  they  pleafe; 
and  may  fell  their  eftates,  provided  it  be  to  his  Britkr^nick 
Majefty's  fubjeds,  and  tranfport  their  effed:s,  as  well  as 
their  perfons,  without  being  reftrained  in  their  emigratioh, 
under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  except  debts,  or  criminal 
profecutions :  the  terrri,  limited  for  this  emigration,  being 

fixed 
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fixed  to  the  fpace  of  eigliceen  months,  to  be  computed 
from  the  day  of  the  ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty.  It 
15  further  ftipiilated,  that  his  Catholick  Majefly  fliall  have 
power  to  caufc  all  the  effeftsj  that  belong  to  him,  either 
artillery  or  others,  to  be  carried  away. 

XX.  The  King  of  Portugal,  his  Britannick  Majefl}''s 
^ally,  is  exprcdy  included  in  the  prefent  preliminary  arti- 
cles. And  their  moft  Chriflian  and  Catholick  Majefties 
engage  to  re-eiiabiifh  the  antient  peace  and  fricndfliip  be- 
tween them  and  his  moft  Faithful  Majefly  :  And  they 
promife, 

ifl.  That  there  fhall  be  a  total  ccflation  of  hofl:iIities  be- 
tweeri  the  crowns  of  Spain  and  Poraigal,  and  between  the 
Spanilli  and  French  troops,  on  the  one  fide,  and  the  Por- 
tuguefe  troops,  and  thofe  of  their  allies,  on  the  other,  im- 
mediately after  the  ratification  of  thcfe  preiirhinaries  :    and 
that  there  iliall  be  a  like  cefiation  of  hoftilities  between  the 
refpecf  ive  forces  of  the  moft  ChriHian  and  Catholic  Kings, 
on  the  one  part,  and  thofc  of  the  moil  Faithful  King,  on 
the  other,  in  all  other  parts  of  the  world,    as  well  by  fea 
as  by  land ;    which  ceffation  Ihall  be  fixed  on  the  fame 
epochs,  and  under  the  fan  e  conditions,    as  that  between 
Great-Britain,  France  and  Spain,  and   fhall   continue  till 
the  conclufion  of  the  definitive  treaty  between  Great-Bri- 
tain, France,  Soain,  and  Portugal, 

zc].  That  allliis  moil  Faithful  Maje{]ty's  fortreffes,  and. 
countries,  in  Europe,  which  fliall  have  been  conquered  by 
the  Spanilli  and  French  armies,  fhall  be  reilored  in  the 
fame  condition  they  were  in  when  tliey  were  contjucred  : 
and  that,  with  regard  to  the  Portuguefe  colonies  in  Ame- 
lica,  or  elfewhere,  if  any  change  fliall  have  happened  in 
them,  all  things  fliall  be  put  again  on  the  fame  footing 
they  were  before  the  prcfcnt  ;war.  And  the  mofl  Faithful 
King  fnall  be  invited  to  accede  to  the  prclent  preliminary 
articles,  as  foon  as  fnciU  be  poiTiblc. 

XXI.  All  the  countries,  and  territories,  which  may  have 
been  conquered,  in  an}'  part  of  the  world  whatfoevcr,  by 
the  arms  of  their  Britannick  and  moll  Faithful  Majellics, 
as  well  as  by  thofe  of  their  moft  Chriflian  and  Catholick 
Majcllies,  which  arc  not  included  in  the  prefent  articles, 
cither  under  the  title  of  ccffions^  or  under  the  title  of"  rcili- 

tutions. 
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tutions,  iliall  be  Kftored  without  difficulty,   and  witliout 
requiring  compenfations. 

XXII.  As  it  is  necellary  to  aflign  a  fixed,  epoch  for  the 
feftitutions,  and  the  evacuations,  to  be  made  by  each  of 
the  high  contradiing  parties,  it  is  agreed,  that  the  Britilh 
and  French  troops  ihall  proceed,  immediately  after  the  ra- 
tiiicatioii  of  the  prelimuiaries,  to  the  evacuation  of  the 
countries  which  they  occupy  .in  the  Empire,  or  eHe where, 
conformably  to  the  Xllth  and  Xlllth  articles. 

The  ifland  of  Belleille  fliall  be  evacuated  fix  weeks  after 
the  ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can 
be  done. 

Guadaioupe,  Defiradc;,  Mariegalante,  Martinico,  and 
St.  lAicia,  three  months  after  the  ratification  of  the  de£ni- 
tive  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done, 

Great-Britain  ihall,  likewife,  at  the  end  of  three  months 
after  the  ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it 
can  be  done,  enter  into  polieffion  of  the  river  and  of  the 
port  of  Mobile,  and  of  all  that  is  to  form  the  limits  of  the 
territory  of  Great-Britain,  on  the  fide  of  the  river  Millif- 
fippi,  as  they  are  fpecified  in  the  Vlth  article. 

The  iiland  of  Goree  fhall  be  evacuated  by  Great-Britain, 
three  months  after  the  ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty  ; 
and  the  ifland  of  Minorca  by  France,  at  the  fame  epoch, 
or  fooner  if  It  can  be  done.  And  accordino-  to  the  coudi- 
tions  of  the  IVth  article,  France  fliall  alio  enter  into  poi- 
feflion  of  the  ifiands  of  St.  Peter,  and  of  Miquelon,  at  the 
end  of  three  months. 

The  Comptoirs  in  the  Eafl-Indies  Ihall  be  reftored  fix 
months  after  the  ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty,  or 
fooner  if  it  can  be  done. 

The  ifland  of  Cuba,  with  the  fortrefs  of  the  Havana, 
(hall  be  reftored  three  months  after  the  ratification  of  the 
definitive  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done.  And  at  the 
fame  time  Great- Britain  Ihall  enter  into  poffefiion  of  the 
country  ceded  by  Spain  according  to  the  XlXth  article. 

All  the  fortrefles,  and  countries,  of  his  moft  Faithful 
Majefty,  in  Europe,  Ihall  be  reftored  immediately  after  the 
ratification  of  the  definitive  treaty  :  and  the  Portuguefe 
Colonies,  which  may  have  been  conquered,  Ihall  be  reftored 
m  the  fpace  of  three  months  in  the  Weft-Indies,    and  of 

■     fix 
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(ix  months  in  the  Eafl- Indies;    after  the  ratmcatlcin  of  the 
definitive  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done. 

In  confequence  ivhcreof,  the  ncceff.ry  ord.:^r3  (hall  be 
fent  by  each  of  the  high  contracfting  parties,  with  recipro- 
cal paffports  for  die  ihips  w!iich  Ihall  carry  them,  imme- 
diately after  the  ratification  of  ihe  definitive. treaty. 

XXIII.  All  the  treaties^  of  what  nature  foever,  ivKich 
exifted  before  the  prefent  war,  as  well  between  their  Bri- 
tannick  and  moft  Chriilisn  Majeflies,  as  between  their  Bri- 
tannick  and  Catholick  Majcfties,  as  alfo  between  any  of 
the  above-named  powers,  and  his  molt  Faithful  Majell' ^ 
ihall  be,  as  they  are  in  efledt,  renewed,  and  confirmea, 
in  all  iheir  points,  which  are  not  derogated  from  b}'  the 
prefent  preliminary  articles,  notwithftanding  whatever  may- 
have  been  flipulated  to  the  contrary  by  any  of  the  high 
contracting  parties :  and  all  the  laid  parties  declare,  that 
they  will  not  fuffer  any  privilege,  favour-,  or  indulgence, 
to  fubfilt,  contrary  to  the  treaties  above  confirmed. 

XXIV.  The  prifoners  made  refpeftively  by  the  arms  of 
their  Britannick,  moil  Chrillian,  Catholick^  and  moil 
Faithful  Majefi:ies,  by  land,  and  by  fea,  fhall  be  reftored 
reciprocally,  and  bona  fide,  after  the  ratification  of  tHe 
definitive  treaty,  without  ranfom,  paying  the  debts  they 
Ihall  have  contracted  during  their  captivity.  And  each 
crown  fhall  refpedtively  pay  the  advances  which  fhall  have 
been  made  for  the  fubfillance  and  maintenance  of  their 
prifoners,  by  the  Sovereign  of  the  country  where  the}'  fhall 
have  been  detained,  according  to  the  receipts  and  attefi:ed 
accounts,  and  other  authentic  titles  which  fliail  be  furnilhi- 
cd  on  each  fide. 

XXV.  In  order  to  j)revcnt  all  caufcs  of  complaints  and 
difputes,  which  may  arifc,  on  account  of  fhips,  merchan- 
dizes, and  other  eflTcdls,  which  may  be  taken  by  fea,  it  is 
reciprocally  agreed,  that  the  fliips,  merchandizes,  and  ef- 
fects, which  may  be  taken  in  the  clumnel,  and  in  the 
north  feas,  after  the  fpace  of  twelve  da)  s,  to  be  computed 
from  the  ratification  of  the  prefent  preliminary  articles, 
ihall  be  reciprocally  refiored  on  each  fide. 

That  the  term  iliall  be  fix  weeks  for  the  prizes  takeri, 

from  the  channel,  the  Britifh  feas,  and  the  north  feas,  as 

Yar  as  the  Canary  Ifiands  inclufivcly,  cither  in  the  Ocean, 

or  in  the  Mediterranean,  Three 
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Three  months,  from  the  faid  Canary  Illands  as  far  as 
the  Equinodtial  Line,  or  Equator. 

Laftly,  fix  months,  beyond  the  faid  Equinoctial  Line, 
or  Equator,  and  in  all  other  parts  of  the  world,  without 
any  exception,  or  other  more  particular  defcription  of  time 
and  place. 

XXVL  The  ratifications  of  the  prefent  preliminary  ar- 
ticles ihall  be  expedited  in   good  and  due  form,,  and  ex- 
changed in  the  fpace  of  one  month,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be 
done,    to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  lignamre  of' 
the  prefent  articles. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  underwritten  Minifters  Ple- 
nipotentiary of  his  Britannick  Majefty,  of  his  moft  Chrif- 
tian  Majelly,  and  of  his  Catholick  Majefty,  in  virtue  of 
our  refpedfive  full  powers,  have  ligned  the  prefent  preli- 
minary articles,  and  have  caufed  the  feal  of  our  arms  to  be 
put  thereto.

Chriftian  King's  Orders,  Gentleman  of  his  Catholick  Ma- 
jefty's  Bed-Chamber  in  Employment,  and  his  Ambaffador 
Extraordinary  to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  ;  his  Sacred 
Majefty  the  moft  Faithful  King,  the  moft  iiluftrious  and 
moft  excellent  Lord,  Martin  de  Mello  and  Caftro,  Knight 
Profeffed  of  the  order  of  Chrift,  of  his  moft  Faithful  Ma- 
jefty's  council,  and  his  Ambaiiador,  and  Minifter  Pleni- 
potentiary, to  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty. 

Who,  after  having  duly  communicated  to  each  other 
their  full  powers,  in  good  form,  copies  whereof  are  tran- 
fcribed  at  the  end  of  the  prefcnt  treaty  of  peace,  have 
agreed  upon  the  articles,  the  tenor  of  which  is  as  follows. 

Article  L  There  fliall  be  a  chriftian,  univerial,  and 
perpetual  peace,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land,  and  a  iincere 
and  conftant  friendfhip  ftiall  be  re-eftablifhed  betv^^een  their 
Britannick,  moft  Chriftian,  Catholick,  and  moft  Faithful 
Majefties,  and  between  their  heirs  and  fucceiTors,  king- 
doms, dominions,  provinces,  countries,  fubjed:s,  and 
vaffals,  of  what  quality  or  condition  foever  they  be,  with- 
out exception  of  places  or  of  perfcns :  So  that  the  high  ccn- 
tracfting  parties  Ihall  give  the  greateft  attention  to  main- 
tain between  themfelves,  and  their  faid  dominions  and 
fubjedts,  this  reciprocal  friendfhip  and  correfpondence, 
without  permitting,  on  either  fide,  any  kind  of  hcftiiities, 
by  fea  or  by  land,  to  be  committed  from  henceforth,  for 
any  caufe,  or  under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  and  every 
thing  Ihall  be  carefully  avoided,    which  might,    hereafter. 

Vol.  IL  T  prejudice 
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prejudice  the  union  happily  rc-eftablifhed,  applying  them- 
felvcs,  en  the  contrary,  on  every  occafion,  to  procure  for 
each  other  whatever  may  contribute  to  their  mutual  glory, 
interefls,  and  advantages,  without  giving  any  afiiflance  or 
protection,  dire(?:ly  or  indirettly,  to  thofe  who  would 
caufe  any  prejudice  to  either  of  the  high  contracting  par- 
ties :  there  iliall  be  a  general  oblivion  of  every  thing  that 
may  have  been  done  or  committed  before,  or  fince  the 
commencement  of  the  war,  which  is  juft  ended. 

11.  The  treaties  of  Weflphalia  of  1648  ;  thofe  of  Ma- 
drid between  the  crowns  of  Great-Britain  and  Spain  of 
1667,  and  1670  ;  the  treaties  of  peace  of  Nimeguen  of 
1678,  and  1679  ;  of  Ryfwyck  of  1697  ;  thofe  of  peace 
and  of  commerce  of  Utrecht  of  1 7 1 3  ;  that  of  Baden  of 
1 7 14;  the  treaty  of  the  triple  alliance  of  the  Hague  of 
1 7 1 7  ;  that  of  the  quadruple  alliance  of  London  of  1.7 1 8  ; 
the  treaty  of  peace  of  Vienna  of  1 738  ;  the  definitive  treaty 
of  Aix  la  Chapelle  of  1748  ;  and  that  of  Madrid,  between 
the  crowns  of  Great- Britain  and  Spain,  of  1750  ;  as  well 
as  the  treaties  between  the  crowns  of  Spain  and  Portugal, 
of  the  13th  of  February,  1668  ;  of  the  6th  of  February, , 
17  15  ;  and  of  the  iztli  of  February,  1761  ;  and  that  of' 
the  nth  of  April,  17 13,  between  France  and  Portugal, 
v/ith  the  guaranties  of  Great-Britain  ;  ferve  as  a  bafis  and 
foundation  to  the  peace,  and  to  the  prefent  treat)'  :  and 
tor  this  purpofe,  they  are  all  renewed  and  confirmed  in  the 
befl  form,  as  well  as  all  the  general,  which  fubfifted  bc- 
tvv^een  the  high  contra«iting  parties  before  the  war,  as  if 
they  were  inferred  here  word  for  word,  fo  that  they  are  to 
be  exad:ly  obfcrved,  for  the  future,  in  their  whole  tenor, 
and  religioufl)'  executed  on  all  fides,  in  all  their  points, 
which  Ihall  not  be  derogated  from  by  the  prefent  treat)^ 
notwithflanding  all  that  may  have  been  flipulatcd  to  the 
.contrary  by  any  of  the  high  contrad:ing  parties :  and  all 
the  faid  parties  declare,  that  they  will  not  fufier  any  privi- 
;]egc,  favour,  or  indulgence  to  fubfift,  contrary  to  the 
treaties  above  confirmed,  except  what  lliall  have  been 
agreed  and  ilipulated  by  the  prefent  treaty. 

ill.  Ail  the  prifoners  made,    on  all  fides,    as   well  by 
land  as  by  fca,    and  the  hoftages  carried  away,  or  given 
iluring  the  war,  and  to  this  day,  fliall  be  rcrtored^  with- 
out 
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out  ranfoni,  fix  vveeksj  at  lateil^  to  be  computed  from 
the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratification  of  the  prefent 
treaty,  each  crown  refpediively  paying  the  advances,  which 
fhall  have  been  made  for  the  fubfiilance  and  maintenance 
of  their  prifoners,  by  the  Sovereign  of  the  country  where 
they  fhall  have  been  detained,  according  to  the  atteiled 
receipts  and  eftimates,  and  other  authentic  vouchers,  which 
fhall  be  furnifiied  on  one  fide  and  the  other.  And  fecuri- 
ties  fhall  be  reciprocally  given  for  the  payment  of  the  debts 
which  the  prifoners  fhall  have  contracted  in  the  countries, 
where  they  have  been  detained,  until  their  entire  liberty. 
And  all  the  fnips  of  war  arid  merchant  velTels,  ^vhich  ihall 
have  been  taken  fince  the  expiration  of  the  terms  agreed 
upon  for  the  cefTation  of  hoftilities  by  fea,  fhall  likevvife 
be  reflored  bona  fide,  with  all  their  crews  and  carp-oes  : 
and  the  execution  of  this  article  fhall  be  proceeded  upon 
immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this 
treaty. 

.  IV.  His  mofl  Chriftian  Majefty  renounces  all  pretenfions, 
which  he  has  heretofore  formed,  or  might  have  formed,: 
to  NoVa  Scotia,  or  Acadia,  in  all  its  parts,  and  guaranties 
the  whole  of  it,  and  with  all  its  dependencies^  to  the  King 
of  Great  Britain :  Moreover,  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefty 
cedes,  and  guaranties  to  his  faid  Britannick  Majelly,  in 
full  rights  Canada,  with  all  its  dependencies,  as  well  as 
the  Ifland  of  Capb  Breton  j  and  all  the  other  Iflsnds  and 
Coafts,  in  the  gulph  and  river  of  St.  Laurence,  and  in 
general,  every  thing  that  depends  on  the  faid  Countries, 
Lands,  Iflands,  and  Coails,  with  the  fovereignty,  pro- 
perty, pofTeflSon,  and  all  rights  acquired  by  treaty,  or 
otherwife,  which  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  and  the  crown 
of  France,  have  had,  till  now,,  over  the  faid  Countries, 
Ifiands,  Lands,  Places,  Coafts,  and  their  inhabitants,  fo 
that  the  moft  Chriftian  King  cedes  and  makes  over  the 
whole  to  the  faid  King,  and  to  the  crown  of  Great-Britain, 
and  that  in  the  moft  ample  mianner  and  form,  without  re- 
ftriction,  and  without  any  liberty  to  depart  from  the  faid 
ceffion  and  guaranty,  under  any  pretence,  or  tg  difturb 
Great  Britain  in  the  pofleifions  above-mentioned.  His  Bri- 
tannick Majefty,  on  his  fide,  agrees  to  grant  the  liberty  of 
the  Catholick  religion  to  the  inhabitants  of  Canada  :    He 

T  2  Vv'iH, 
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will,  in  confequence,  give  the  moft  precife  and  moft  effec- 
tual orders,  that  his  new  Roman  Catholick  lubjedts  may 
profefs  the  worlhip  of  their  religion,  according  to  the  rites  of 
the  Romifh  Church,  as  far  as  the  laws  of  Great  Britain  per- 
mit. His  Britannick  Majefty  further  agrees,  that  the 
French  inhabitants,  or  others  who  had  been  fubjects 
of  the  mod  Chriftian  King  in  Canada,  may  retire,  with 
all  fafety  and  freedom,  wherever  they  fliall  think  proper, 
and  may  fell  th;  ir  cftates,  provided  it  be  to  the  fubjedts  of 
his  Britannic  Majefty,  and  bring  away  their  effects,  as  well  as 
their  perfons,  v/ithout  being  reftrained  in  their  emigration, 
under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  except  that  of  debts,  or  of 
criminal  profecutions :  The  term,  limited  for  this  emi- 
gration, fl-jall  be  fixed  'to  the  fpace  of  eighteen  months, 
to  be  computed  from  the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  rad- 
iication  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

V.  The  fubjedis  of  Fiance  fliall  have  the  liberty  of 
fifhing  and  drying,  on  a  part  of  the  coafls  of  the  illand  of 
Newfoundland,  fuch  as  it  is  fpecified  in  the  Xlllth  article 
of  the  treaty  of  Utrecht ;  which  article  is  renewed  and  con- 
firmed by  the  prefent  treaty,  (except  what  relates  to  the 
Ifland  of  Cape  Breton,  as  well  as  to  the  other  Iflands  and 
Coafts,  in  the  mouth  and  in  the  gulph  of  St.  Taurence  ;) 
And  his  Britannick  Majefty  confents  to  leave  to  the  fub- 
jc(fts  of  the  moft  Chriftian  King,  the  liberty  of  fifhing  in 
the  gulph  St.  Laurence,  on  condition  that  the  fubjcdts  of 
France  do  not  exercife  the  liiid  fifliery,  but  at  the  diftance 
of  three  leagues  from  all  the  coafts  belonging  to  Great 
Britain,  as  well  thofe  of  the  continent,  as  thofe  of  the 
Iftands  fituated  in  the  faid  gulph  St.  Laurence.  And  as 
to  what  relates  to  the  iifncr)'  on  the  coafts  of  the  Ifland  of 
Cape  Breton,  out  of  the  faid  gulph,  the  fubjcifs  of  the 
moft  Chriftian  King  fhall  not  be  permitted  to  exercife  the 
faid  fiihery,  but  at  the  diftance  of  fifteen  leagues  from  the 
coafts  of  the  Ifland  of  Cape  Breton  ;  and  the  fifticry  on 
the  coafts  of  Nova  Scotia  or  Acadia,  and  every  where  clfc 
out  of  the  iiiid  Gulph;  fliall  remain  on  the  foot  of  former 
treaties. 

VL  The  King  of  Great  Britain  cedes  th.e  iflands  of  St. 
Pierre  and  Miriuelon,  in  full  right,  to  his  moft  Chrif- 
tian Majefty,. -to  fcrve  as  a  flieltcr  to  the  French  fiftier- 
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men  ;  and  his  fald  mofl  Chrlflian  Majefly  engages  not  to 
fortify  the  fald  iiiands  ;  to  eredt  no  buildings  upon  them, 
but  merely  for  the  convenlency  of  the  fiiliery  ;  and  to 
keep  upon  them  a  guard  of  fifty  men  only  for  the 
police. 

VII,  In  order  to  re-eftablilh  peace  on  folid  and  dur- 
able foundations,  and  to  remove  for  ever  all  fubjeft  ot 
dilpute  with  regard  to  the  limits  of  the  Britifh  and  French 
territories  on  the  continent  of  America  ;  it  is  agreed,  that, 
for  the  future,  the  confines  between  the  dominions  of  his 
Britannick  Majefty,  and  thofe  of  his  mod  Chrifiian  Ma- 
jefty,  in  that  part  of  the  world,  fhall  be  fixed  irrevocably 
by  a  line  drawn  along  the  middle  of  the  River  Mifiiffippi, 
from  its  fource,  to  the  River  Iberville,  and  from  thence, 
by  a  line  drawn  along  the  middle  of  this  River,  and 
the  Lakes  Maurepas  and  Pontchartrain,  to  the  fea  ; 
and  for  this  purpofe,  the  moft  Chrifiian  King  cedes  in  full 
right,  and  guaranties  to  his  Britannick  Majefty,  the  River 
and  Port  of  the  Mobile,  and  every  thing  which  he  poflef- 
fes,  or  ought  to  poflefs,  on  the  left  fide  of  the  Pvivcr 
Mifiiffippi,  except  the  town  of  New  Orleans,  and  the 
ifiand  in  which  it  is  fituatcd,  which  fhall  remain  to  France  ; 
provided  that  the  navigation  of  the  Paver  Mifiifiippi,  fiiall 
be  equally  free,  as  u-eil  to  the  fubjefts  of  Great  Britain, 
as  to  thofe  of  France,  in  its  whole  breadth  and  length, 
from  its  fource  to  the  fea,  and  exprefiy  that  part,  which 
is  between  the  fiid  ifiand  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  right 
bank  of  that  River,  as  well  as  the  paiiage  both  in  and  out 
of  its  mouth  :  It  is  further  fiipulated,  that  the  vefiels  be- 
longing to  the  fubjefts  of  either  nation,  iliall  not  be 
fi:opped,  vifited,  or  fubjedred  to  the  payment  of  any  duty 
whatfoevcr.  The  fiipulations,  inferted  in  the  IVth  arti- 
cle, in  favour  of  the  inhabitants  of  Canada,  fhall  alfo  take 
place,  with  regard  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  countries  ceded 
by  this  article. 

VIII,  The  King  of  Great  Britain  fliall  refiore  to  France 
the  ifiands  of  Gaudeloupe,  of  Mariegalante,  of  Defirade, 
of  Martinico,  ?.nd  of  Beilifie  ;  and  the  fortrefies  of  thefe 
ifiands  fiiall  be  reftored  in  the  fame  condition  they  v/ere  in, 
when  they  were  conquered  by  the  Britifii  arms  ;  provided 
that  his  Britannick,  Majefi:y's  fubjedlsj  who  fiiall  have  fet- 
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tied  in  the  faid  iflands,  or  thofe  who  {hall  have  aiiv  com-' 
mer'.ial  ilt'iirs  to  lettic  there,  or  in  the  other  places  rcftored 
to  Fraac  ov  the  prefenc  treaty,  Ihall  have  liberty  to  fell 
their  lands  and  their  cilates,  to  fettle  their  affairs,  to  re- 
cover their  debts,  and  to  bring  away  their  eifecfts,  as  well  as 
rheir  }^riT:'ns,  on  board  veffels,  which  they  fhall  be  per- 
iilitted  to  .fend  to  the  bid  iilands,  and  other  places  reftored 
as,  above,  and  which  fn all  ferve  for  this  nfc  only,  without 
being  retrained,  On  account  of  their  religion,  or  under  any 
other  pretence  whatfoever,  except  that  of  debts,  or  of  criminal 
profecutions :  and  forthis  purpofe,  the  term  of  eighteen  months 
is  allowed  to  his  Britannick  Majcfty's  fubjedls,  to  be  com- 
puted from  the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the 
preient  treaty  ;  but,  as  the  liberty,  granted  to  his  Britan- 
nick Majefty's  fubjeds,  to  bring  away  their  perfons  and 
their  effects,  in  veiiels  of  their  nation,  may  be  liable  to 
abufes,  if  precautions  v^ere  not  taken  to  prevent  them  ;  it 
has  been  exprefly  agreed  between  his  Britannick  Majefly 
and.  his  moil  Chriftian  Majefly,  that  the  number  of  Engliili 
veiiels,  which  fhall  have  leave  to  go  to  the  fald  iilands 
and  .places  refrored  to  France,  fhali  be  limited,  as  Vv^ell  as 
the  number  Ox^  tons  of  each  one  ;  that  they  fhall  go  in 
ballafr  ;  iliall  fet  fail  at  a  fixed  time  ;  and  Hiall  make  one 
voyage  only,  all  the  effeifts,  belonging  ld  the  Enghll  , 
being  to  be  embarked  at  the  fame  time.  It  hu:  been  fur- 
then  agreqcj,  •  th^it  his  mofl  Chriftian  Majelty  fhall  caufe 
the  necefiary  paffports  to  be  given  to  the  fald  veflcl-i ;  that, 
for  the  greater  fecurity,  it  fliail  be  allow al  to  place  two 
Fpench  Clerks  J  01'  Gviards,  in  each  of  the  faid  vcfTels, 
whicli  iliall  be  vlfited  in  the  landing  places,  and  ports  of 
the,  laid  ifiaiids,  and  places,  reftored  to  France,  and  that 
the  merchandize,  which  fhall  be  found  therein,  Ihall  be 
ccnftfcatcd. 

;  IX,  The  rnoft  Chrifllan  King  cedes  and  guaranties  to 
liis'B.itannick  Majeifv,  in  full  righi,  the  ifiands  of  Gre- 
;mda,  and  the  Grenadines,  with  the  fame  ilipiilatlons  in 
favour  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  Colony,  inferted  in  the 
I Vth, article  for  thole  of  Canada:  And  the  partition  of 
the  iilands  called  neutral,  is  agreed  and  fixed,  fu  that  thofe 
of  St.  Vincent,  Dominico,  and  Tobago,  fhall  remain  in 
full  right  to  Great  Britain,    and  that  of  St.  Lucia  iliall 
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be  delivered  to  France,  to  enjoy  the  fame  likewife  in  full 
right:  and  the  high  contracfting  parties  guaranty  thej)ar- 
tition  fo  ftipulated. 

X.  His  Britannick  Majefty  fliall  reftore  to  France  the 
iilan  J  of  Goree  in  the  condition  it  was  in  when  conquered  : 
and  his  moil:  Chrillian  Majefcy  cedes  in  full  right,  and 
guaranties  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  the  P^iver  Senegal, 
with  the  forts  and  fadories  of  Sr.  Lewis,  Podor,  and 
Galam,  and  with  all  the  rights  and  dependencies  of  the 
faid  R.iver  Senegal. 

XL  In  the  Eafc  Lndies,  Great  Britain  iliall  reilore  to 
France,  in  tlie  condition  they  are  now  in,  the  different  fac- 
tories, v/hich  that  Crown  poiielled,  as  well  as  on  the  coaft 
of  Coromandel,  and  Orixa,  as  on  that  of  Malabar,  as 
alio  in  Bengal,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1749.  And 
his  moll  Chriftian  Majefty  renounces  all  preteniion  to  the 
acquifitions  which  he  has  made  on  the  coaft  of  Coro- 
mandel and  Orixa,  fince  the  laid  beginning  of  the  year 
1749.  His  moft  Chriftian  Majefty  iliall  reftore,  on  his 
fide,  all  that  he  may  conquered  from  Great  Britain,  in  the 
Eaft  Indies,  during  the  prefent  war ;  and  will  exprefly 
caufe  Nattal  and  Tapanoully,  in  the  ifland  of  Sumatra,  to 
be  reftored  ;  he  engages  further,  not  to  ercdt  fortifications, 
or  to  keep  troops  in  any  part  of  the  dominions  of  the  Subali 
of  Bengal.  And  in  order  to  prefcrve  future  peace  on  the  Coaft 
of  Coromandel  and  Orixa,  the  Eno-Hfti  and  French  iliall 'ac- 
knowledge  Mahomet  Ail)^  Khan  lor  iawtul  Nabob  of  the 
Carnatick,  and  Salabat  Jing  for  lawful  Subah  of  the 
Decan  ;  and  both  parties  Ihall  renounce  all  demands  and 
preteniions  of  fatisfadiion,  with  which  they  might  charge 
each  other,  or  their  Indiaii^allies,  for  the  depredations,  or 
pillage,  committed,  on  the  one  fide,  or  on  the  other, 
during  tlie  war. 

XII.  The  Ifiand  of  Minorca  fnall  be  reftored  to  his  Bri- 
tannick Majefty,  as  well  as  Fort  St.  Philip,  in  the  fame 
condition  they  were  in,  when  conquered  by  the  arms 
of  the  m.oft  Chriftian  King  ;  and  with  the  artillery  which 
was  there,  when  the  laid  Ifiand,  and  the  faid  fort  were' 
taken. 

XIII.  The  town  and  port  of  Dunkirk  ihall  be  put  into  thy 
Itate  fixed  by  the  laft  treaty  of  Aix  la  Chapelle,  and  be 
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former  ireatles.  The  Cunette  (liall  be  deflroyed  imme- 
diat:ly  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent 
treat}^,  as  well  as  the  forts  and  batteries  which  Vlefend  the 
enlrance  on  the  fide  of  the  fea ;  and  provifion  fliall  be 
made,  at  the  fame  time,  for  the  wholcfomcncfs  of  the  air, 
and  for  the  heakh  of  the  inhabitants,  by  fome  other 
means,  to  the  fatisfadtion  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain. 

XIV.  France  iliall  reftorc  all  the  cou  ;tries  belonging  to 
the  Electorate  of  Hanover,  to  the  Landgrave  of  Heffe,  ro 
the  Duke  of  Bamfwlck,  and  to  the  Count  of  La  Lipne 
E'-iclcebourg,  which  are,  or  fnall  be  occupied  by  his  moft 
Chriftian  Majefty  arms :  the  fortrcfies  of  thele  different 
countries  fliall  be  reftored  in  the  fam^e  ccndirion  they 
were  in,  when  conquered  by  the  French  Arms  ;  and 
the  pieces  of  artiller}'',  which  iliall  have  been  carried  elfe- 
where,  Ihall  be  replaced  by  the  famie  number,  of  the  fame 
bore,  Vv'cight,  and  m.etal. 

XV.  Li  cafe  the  ftlpulations,  contained  in  the  Xllltli 
article  of  the  preliminaries,  fhould  not  be  comiplcatcd  at 
the  timiC  of  the  iignature  of  the  prefent  treaty,  as  well  with 
regard  to  the  evacuations  to  be  made  by  the  armies  of 
France  of  the  fortreiles  of  Cleves,  Vv'ezel,  Guelders,  and 
of  ail  the  countries  belonging  to  the  King  of  PruiGa,'  as 
v/iih  "egard  to  the  evacuations  to  be  made  by  the  Eritifli 
and  French  armies'  of  the  countries  which  they  occupy  in 
Wcfiphalia,  Lower  Saxony,  on  the  Lower  Rhine,  the 
Upper  Rhine,  and  in  all  the  Empire ;  and  to  the  retreat 
of  the  troops  into  the  dominions  of  their  refpcdlive  Sove- 
reigns :  their  Erltannick,  and  moll  Chriftian  Majcfties  pro- 
mi  fe  to  proceed,  botid  fide,  with  all  the  difpatch  the  cafe 
will  permit  of,  to  the  faid  evacuations,  the  entire  comple- 
tion whereof  they  flipulate  before  the  i^th  of  March  next, 
v,T  fconcr  if  it  can  be  done  ;  and  their  Britannick  and  moil: 
Chriftian  Majefties  further  engage,  and  promife  to  each 
other,  not  to  furniili  any  fuccours,  of  any  kind,  to  their 
vefpcdivc  allies,  vho  Iliall  continue  engaged  in  the  war 
in  Germany. 

XVI.  The  dccificn  of  the  prizes  made,  in  time  of 
pc-ciQQ^  by  the  fubjctts  of  Great  Britain,  on  the  Spaniards, 
Ihall  be  referred  to  the  Courts  of  juiVice  of  the  Admiralty 
oit"  Great  Britain,    conformably  to  the  rules  ellablifhed 
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among  all  nations^  fo  that  the  validity  of  the  faid  prizes, 
between  the  Britifh  and  Spaniiii  nations,  ihall  be  decided 
and  judged,  according  to  the  law  of  nations,  and  accord- 
ing to  treaties,  in  the  courts  of  juftice  of  tlie  nation,  who 
ihall  have  made  the  capture. 

XVII.  His  Britannick  R4ajeily  ill  all  caufe  to  be  ce- 
moiifhed  all  the  fortifications  which  his  fabjedts  fhall 
have  eredied  in  the  Bay  of  Honduras,  and  other 
places  of  the  territory  of  Spain  in  that  part  of  the 
world,  four  months  after  the  ratification  ot  the  prefenc 
treaty :  and  his  Catholick  Maielly  fliall  not  permit  his 
Britannick  Majefty  fiibjedis,  or  their  workmen,  to  be  dif- 
turbed,  or  molefled,  under  any  pretence  whatfoever,  in 
the  faid  places,  in  their  occupation  of  cutting,  loading, 
and  carrying  away  Logwood  ;  and  for  this  purpofe,  they 
play  build  without  hindrance,  and  occupy,  v^'ithout  inter- 
ruption,' the  houfes  and  magazines,  necelTary  for  them, 
for  their  families,  and  for  their  efFefts  :  and  his  Catholick 
Majefly  alTures  to  them,  by  this  article,  the  full  enjoyment 
of  thofe '  advantages,  and  powers,  on  the  Spanifli  coafts 
'and  territories,  as  above  ftipulated,  immediately  after  the 
ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

.XVI 11.  His  Catholick  Majefcy  defifls,  as  well  for  him- 
felf,  as  for  his  fuccefTors,  from  all  pretcnfion,  which  he 
^iiay  have  formed,  in  favour  of  the  Guipufcoans,  and 
other  his  flibjeds,  to'  the  right  of  fi-H.ing  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  the  illand  of  NewfoundknJ. 

XIX.  The  'King  of  Great-Britain  lliall  reflore  to  Spain 
all  the  territory  which  he  has  conquered  in  the  ifland  of 
Cuba,  with  the  fortrefs  of  the  Havana  ;  and  this  fortrefs, 
as  well  as  all  the  other  fortreiies  of  the  faid  ifland,  fliali 
be  reflored  in  the  lame  condition  they  were  in  v/hcn 
conquered  by  his  Britannick 'Majefcy's  arms-,  provided, 
that  his  Britannick 'Majefly's  fubjedts,  who  fliall  have 
fettled  in  the  faid  ifiand,  reflored  to  Spain  by  the  pre- 
fent treaty,  or  thofe  who  fhall  have  any  commercial 
affairs  to  fettle  there,  ihall  have  liberty  to  fell  their  lands, 
and  their  eftates,  to  fettle  their  affairs,  to  recover,  their 
debts,  and  to  bring  away  their  elfedts,  as  well  as  their 
perfons,  on  board  vefiels  which  they  fhall  be  permitted  to 
lend  to  the  faid  ifiand  reitored  as  above,  and  which  ihall 
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ferve  for  that  ufe  only,  v/lthout  being  retrained  on  account 
or  their^  religion,  orunder  s.ny  other  pretence  whatlbever, 
except  that  or  debts,  or  of  criminal  profecutions  :  And  for 
this  piirpofe,  the  term  of  eighteen  months  is  allowed  to  his 
Britannick  Majeily's  fjbjects,  to  be  computed  from  the 
day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent 
treaty  :  but  as  the  liberty,  granted  to  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jei^/s  fubjeas,  to  bring  away  their  perfons,  and  tlieir 
effcfcs,  in  veiTels  of  their  nation,  may  be  liable  to  abufcs, 
if  precautions  were  not  taken  to  prevent  them ;  it  has 
been  exprelly  agreed,  between  his  Britannick  Majefty  and 
Ills  Cathoiick  ^lajcfl:)-,  that  the  number  of  Englifli  vefiTels, 
whicli  fhail  have  leave  to  go  to  the  faid  ifland'^reflored  to 
Sixain,  Hiali  be  limited,  as  well  as  the  number  of  tons  of 
each  one ;  that  the}/  lliall  go  in  ballaft  ;  lliall  fet  fail  at  a 
nxed  time ;  and  fl^all  make  one  vo}-age  only  ;  all  the  ef- 
tears  belonging  to  the  Englifli  being^to  be  embarked  at 
the  fame  time  :  it  has  been  further  agreed,  that  his  Catho- 
iick Maiefcy  fhall  caufe  the  neceHary  pafTparts  to  be  given 
to  the  faid  vclicls  ;  that,  for  the  greater  fecurlty,  it  Ihall 
Be  allowed  to  place  two  Spanlih  clerks,  or  guards,  in  each 
of  the  faid  veffels,  which  Ihall  be  vilited  in  the  landing- 
places,  and  ports  of  the  faid  iiland  reftored  to  Spain,  and 
that  the  mereliandizc,  which  fliall  be  found  therein,  lliall 
be  confifcated. 

XX.  In  confequence  of  the  reflitution  flipulated  in  the 
prcceding  article,  his  Cathoiick  Majelly  cedes  and  guaran- 
ties, in  full  right,  to  his  BritnnnickMajeiU',  Florida,  with 
Fort  St.  Augulfin,  and  the  Bay  of  Pcniiicola,  as  well  as  all 
that  Spain  poireHes  on  the  continent  of  North- America,  to 
the  Eafl-,  or  to  the  South-Eatl:,  of'  the  river  Mifli/Tippi. 
.And,  in  general,  every  thing  that  depends  on  the  faid 
countries  and  lands,  with  the  fovereignty,  property,  pof- 
feflion,  and  all  rights,  acquired  by  treaties  or  othcrwifc, 
which  (he  Cathoiick  King,  and  the  crown  of  Spain,  have 
had  till  now,  over  the  faid  countries,  lands,  places,  and 
their  inhabitants  ;  fo  that  the  Cathoiick  King  cedes  and 
makes  over  the  v^'hole  to  the  faid  King,  and  to  the  crown 
of  Great  jiritain,  and  that  in  the  moil  ample  manner  and 
form.  His  Britannick  Majcfty  agrees,  on  his  fide,  to 
griv.it  to  the  iiiliabitants  of  the  countries  above  ceded,  the 
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liberty  of  the  Catholic  religion  :    he  will  confequeatly  give 
the  mod  exprefs   and  the  mofl  eifeftiial  orders,   that  his 
hew  Roman  Catholic  fubjetts  may  profefs  the  worfhip  of 
their  religion  according  to  the  rites  of  the  Romifh  church, 
as  far  as  the  laws  of  Great- Britain  permit.     Kis  Britan- 
nick  Majeily  farther  agrees,  that  the  Spanilh  inhabitants, 
or  others  who  had  been  fubie&s  of  the  Catholick  King;  in 
the  faid  countries,  may  retire,  with  all  fafety  and  freedom, 
wherever  they  think  proper  ;    and  may  fell  their  eftates, 
provided  it  be  to  his  Britannick  Maj city's  fubje^fts,  ^nd 
bring  away  tiieir  effedis,    as  well  as  their  perfons,  without 
beinp-  retrained  in  their  emip-ration,   under  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  except  that  of  debts,  or  of  crimnial  prcfecu- 
tions  ;  the  term,  limited  for  this  emigration,    being  fixed 
to  the  fpace  of  eighteen  months,    to  be  com.puted  from 
the  day  of  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent 
treaty.     It  is  moreover  ftipulated,    that  his  Catholick  Ma- 
jefly  iliall  have  power  to  caufe  all  theeiiedts,  that  maybe- 
'I'ong  to  him,  to  be  brought  away,  whether  it  be  artillery 
or  other  thing-s. 

XXI.  The  French  and  Spanifn  troops  fhall  evacuate  all 
the  territories,  lands,  towns,  places,  and  caftles,  of  his 
his  mofl  faithful  Majefty,  in  Europe,  without  any  referve. 
Which  fhall  have  been  conquered  by  the  armies  of  France 
and  Spain,  and  Ihall  reftore  them  in  the  lame  condition. 
they  were  in  when  conquered,  with  the  fame  artillery,  and 
ammunition,  which  were  found  there ;  And  with  regard 
to  the  Portuguefe  Colonies  in  America,  Africa,  or  in  the 
Eaft  Indies,  if  any  change  fnall  have  happened  there,  all 
things  fhall  be  reflored  on  the  fame  footing  they  were  in, 
and  conformably  to  the  preceding  treaties  which  fubfifced 
between  the  Courts  of  France,  Soain,  and  Portuo;al,  be- 
fore  the  prefent  war.  -     ■ 

XXII.  All  the  papers,  letters,  documents,  and  archives, 
which  were  found  in  the  countries,  territories,  towns,  and 
places,  that  are  reflored,  and  thofe  belonging  to  the  coun- 
tries ceded,  Ihaii  be,  refpeftively  and  bo7idfide,  delivered, 
or  furniilied  at  the  fame  time,  if  poffible,  that  poileflion 
is  taken,  or,  at  lateft,  four  months  after  the  exchange  of 
the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty,  in  whatever  places 
the  faid  papers  or  docum^ents  n^iay  be  found. 

XXIII. 
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XXIII.  All  the  countries  and  territories,  which  may 
have  been  conquered,  in  whatsoever  part  of  the  world,  by 
the  arms  of  their  Britannick  and  moft  Faithful  Majefties, 
as  well  as  by  thofe  of  their  mofl  Chriflian  and  Catholick 
IvTaJcilies,  which  are  not  included  in  the  prefent  treatv, 
either  under  the  title  of  ceflions,  or  under  the  title  of  refti- 
tutions,  fliall  be  reftorcd  v.-ithout  difficulty,  and  without 
requiring  any  compenfations. 

"XXIV.  As  it  is  neceliary  to  aflign  a  fixed  epoch  for  the 
reflltutions,  and  the  evacuations,  to  be  made  by  each  of 
tlie  high  contrafting  parties,  it  is  agreed,  that  the  Britifli 
and  French    troops  fhall  compleat,    before  the    15th  of 
March  nexi:,  all  that  ihall  remain  to  be  executed  cf  the 
Xllth  and  Xlllth  articles  of  the  preliminaries,  figned  the 
3d  day  of  November  laft,  with  regard  to  the  evacuation 
to  be  made  in  the  Empire,  or  ell'ewhere.     The  ifland  of 
Bellelfie  iliall  be  evacuated  fix  wrecks  after  the  exchange  of 
the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  cnn 
be  done.     Guadaloupe,    Defirade,    IVlariegalante,  Marti- 
cico,  and  St.  lAicia,  three  months  after  the  exchan2:e  of 
the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be 
done.     Great-Britain  Ihall  likewife,    at  the  end  of  three 
months  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  pre- 
fent treaty,  or  fooner  if  it  can  Ije  done,  enter  into  poflef- 
fion  of  the  river  and  port  of  the  Mobile,  and  of  all  that 
is  to  form  the  limits  of  the  territory  of  Great-Britain,  on 
the  fide  of  the  river  Miiliffippi,  as  they  are  fpecified  in  the 
Vllth  article.     The  ifland  of  Goree  fhall  be  evacuated  by 
Great-Britain,  three  months  after  the  exchange  of  the  rati- 
fications of  the  prefent  treaty  ;   and  the  ifland  of  Minorca, 
by  France,  at  the  fame  epoch,  or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done: 
And  according  to  the  conditions  of  the  Vlth  article,  France 
Ihall  likewife  enter  into  pcffeflion  of  the  iilandsof  St.  Peter, 
and  of  Miquclon,  at  the  end  of  three  months  after  the  ex- 
change of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty.     The  Fac-»i, 
tories   in  the  Eaft-Indies  Ihall  be  reftored  fix  months  after 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  jirefent  treaty,  or 
fooner  if  it  can  be  done.     The  fortrcfs  of  the  Havana,  with 
all  that  has  been  conquered  in  the  ifland  of  Cuba,    fhall 
be  rcllorcd  three  months  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi- 
cations of  the  prefent  treaty,    or  fooner  if  it  can  be  done  : 

And, 
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And,  at  the  fame  time,  Great-Britain  ihall  enter  into  pol^ 
feffion  of  the  country  ceded  by  Spain  according  to  the 
XXth  article.  All  the  places  and  countries  of  his  moft 
Faithful  Majefly,  in  Europe,  fhall  be  reftored  immediately 
after  the  exchange  of  the  ratification  of  the  prefent  treaty  : 
And  the  Portuguefe  colonies,  which  may  have  been  con- 
quered, fhall  be  reftored  i.i  the  fpace  of  three  months  in  the 
Weft-Indies,  and  of  fix  months  in  the  Eaft-Indies,  after 
the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty,  or ' 
fooner  if  it  can  be  done.  All  the  fortrefies,  the  reftitutlon 
whereof  is  ftipulated  above,  fliall  be  reftored  with  the ;~ 
artillery  and  ammunition,  which  were  found  there  at  the 
time  of  the  conqueft.  In  confequence  whereof,  the  necef- 
fary  orders  fhall  be  fent  by  each  of  the  high  contracting 
parties,  with  reciprocal  pafl'ports  for  the  fhips  that  ftiall 
carry  them,  immediately  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifi« 
cations  of  the  prefent  treaty. 

XXV.  His  Britannick  Majefty,  as  electorate  of  Bruns- 
wick Lunenbourg,  as  well  for  himfelf,  as  for  his  heirs 
and  fucceflbrs,  and  all  the  dominions  and  poflellions  of 
his  faid  Majefty  in  Germany,  are  included  and  guarantied 
by  the  prefent  treaty  of  peace. 

XXVI.  Their  facred  Britannick,  moft  Chriftian,  Ca- 
tholick,  and  moft  Faithful  Majefties,  promife  to  obferve, 
lincerely  and  bond  fide,  all  the  articles  contained  and  fettled 
in  the  prefent  treaty  ;  and  they  will  not  fuffer  the  fame  to 
be  infringed,  direCtly  or  indireftly,  by  their  refpective 
fubjedrs  ;  and  the  faid  high  contracting  parties,  generally 
and  reciprocally,  guaranty  to  each  other  all  the  ftipulations 
of  the  prefent  treaty. 

XXVII.  The  folemn  ratifications  of  the  prefent  treaty, 
expedited  in  good  and  due  form,  fliall.  be  exchanged  in 
this  City  of  Paris,  between  the  high  contracting  parties, 
in  the  fpace  of  a  mondi,  or  fooner  if  poffible,  to  be  com- 
puted from  the  day  of  the  fignature  of  the  prefent 
treaty. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  underwritten  their  Ambaf- 
fadors  Extraordinary,  and  Minifters  Plenipotentiary,  have 
iigned  with  our  hand,  in  their  name,  and  in  virtue  of  our 
tuU  powers,  have  figned  the  prefent  definitive  treaty,  and 

have 
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have  caufcd  the  feal  of  our  arms  to  be  put  thereto.     Done 
at  Paris  the  tenth  day  of  February,   1763.

Separate  Articles. 

I.  0|OME  of  the  titles  made  ufe  of  by  the  contrading 
j^  powers, ,  either  in  the  full  powers,  and  other  adls, 
during  the  courfe  of  the  negotiation,  or  in  the  preamble  of 
the  prefent  treaty,  not  being  generally  acknowledged  ;  it 
has  been  agreed,  that  no  prejudice  fhall  ever  refult  there- 
from to  any  of  the  faid  contracting  parties,  and  that  the 
titles,  taken  or  omitted,  on  either  fide,  on  occaiion  of  the 
faid  negotiation,  and  of  the  prefent  treaty,  fnall  not  be 
cited,  or  quoted  as  a  precedent. 

II.  It  has  been  agreed  and  determined  ;  that  the  French 
Language,  made  ufe  of  in  all  the  copies  of  the  prefent 
treaty,  fhall  not  become  an  example,  which  may  be  al- 
ledged,  or  made  a  precedent  of,  or  prejudice,  in  any 
manner,  any  of  the  contracting  powers ;  and  that  they 
lliall  conform  themfeives,  for  the  future,  to  what  has  been 
obferved,  and  ought  to  be  obferved,  with  regard  to,  and 
on  the  part  of  powers,  who  are  ufed,  and  have  a  right,  to 
give  and  to  receive  copies  of  like  treaties  in  another  lan- 
guage than  French  ;  the  prefent  treaty  having  ftill  the 
fame  force  and  eficdt,  as  if  the  aforefaid  cuftom  had  been 
therein  obferved. 

III.  Though  the  King  of  Portugal  has  not  figncd  the 
prefent  definitive  trcat\',  their  Eritannick,  mod  Chiiilian,' 
and  Catholick  Majcftics,  acknowledge,  neverthelels,  that 
his  molt  Faithful  Majefly  is  fonr.Ally  included  therein  as  a 
contradting  party,  and  as  if  he  had  exprelly  figned  the  laid 
treaty  :  Confequcntly,  their  Britannick,  moil  Chrillian, 
and  Catholick  Majcflies,  refpedively  anti  conjointly,  pro- 
mile  to  his  mofi  Faithful  Majefty,  in  the  mofi  cxprcfs  and 
moft  binding  manner,  the  execution  of  all  and  every  the

Whereas,  in  order  to  perfect  the 
peace,  between  Us  and  our  good  Brother  the  moft  Faith- 
ful King,  on  the  one  part,  and  our  good  Brothers  the 
moft  Chriftian  and  Catholick  Kin?3,  on  the  other,  which 
has  been  happily  begun  by  the  Preliminary  Articles  already 
figned  at  Fontainebleau  the  3d  of  this  month  ;  and  to  bring 
the  fame  to  the  delired  end,  V/e  have  thought  proper  to 
inveft  fome  lit  perfon  v/ith  full  authority,  on  our  part ; 
Know  ye,  that  We,  having  moft  entire  confidence  in  the

Plenipotentiary,  giving  to  him  all  and  all  manner  of  power, 
faculty,  and  authority,  as  well  as  our  general  and  fpecial 
command  (yet  fo  as  that  the  general  do  not  derogate  from 
the  fpecial,  or  on  the  contrary)  for  Us  and  in  our  name, 
to  meet  and  confer,  as  well  iingly  and  feparately,  as  joint- 
ly, and  in  a  body,  with  the  Ambafiadors,  Commiiiaries, 
Deputies,  and  Plenipotentiaries,  of  the  Princes,  whom  it

IN  order  to  terminate  the  difcufTions,  which  liave  too 
long  fubfifled  in  regard  to  the  liquidation  of  this  paper 
belonging  to  the  fubjefts  of  Great-Britain,  the  two  courts 
have  named  and  appointed  their  refjieftive  Miniflcrs  Ple- 
nipotentiary, viz.  his  Britannick  Majefly,  the  Sieur  Henry 
Seymour  Conway,  Lieutenant-General  of  his  Armies,  and 
one  of  his  Principal  Secretaries  of  State  ;  likewile  autho- 
rized  to  the  fame  effea:  by  the  Proprietors  of  the  laid  Ca^ 
nada  paper  ;  and  his  moft  Chriflian  Majcflv,  the  Sicur 
Count  de  Guerchy,  Knight  of  his  Orders,  Lieutenant.

Article  I.  His  Excellency  General  Conway,  invefled

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of  Deputies  appointed,  as  well  on  the  part  of  the  court  of 
France,  as  on  the  part  of  the  proprietors  of  this  paper  ; 
'which  Commiflaries  or  Deputies  fliall  be  allowed  to  afk, 
through  the  Magiftrate  who  admin ifters  the  oath,  fuch 
queftions  of  the  deponent,  as  they  fhall  judge  neceffary, 
relative  to  the  objed:  of  the  oath.

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thofe  wliicli  Ihall  be  given  for  the  fifty  and  twentj'-five  pef 
cent,  on  the  capitals  of  the  bills  of  exchange,  cards,  or- 
donnances,  &c.  but  the  intereft  of  which  iliall  only  run 
from  the  firft  of  January,  1766  ;  which  fum  of  two  mil- 
lions and  an  half  of  livres  Turnois,  fliall  be  delivered  to 
the  aforefaid  AmbalThdor  immediately  after  the  ratification 
and  exchange  of  the  prefent  convention,  in  reconnoiffance 
of  one  thoufand  livres  Turnois  er-ch,  on  the  exprefs  con- 
dition, that  all  the  Canada  paper  belonging  to  Britifh  fub- 
jedfs,  not  liquidated,  fhall  fliare  the  fame  fate  for  its  re- 
imburfement  as  Fren<"h  paper,  and  fhall  come  in  courfe  of 
payment  with  the  debts  of  the  State,  the  reconnoilTances 
or  rent  contradis  whereof  fhall  be  paid  as  the  other  debts^ 
•without  beiiig  fubjefted  to  any  reduction  whatfoever  ;  and 
on  the  farther  condition,  that  all  the  Englifh  proprietors 
of  the  faid  paper  Ihall  give  up  every  particular  indemnifi- 
cation from  any  caufe  and  pretext  whatfoever. 

XIV.  The  folemn  ratifications  of  the  prefent  convention, 
lliall  be  exchanged  in  good  and  due  form,  in  this  city  of 
London,  between  the  two  Courts,  within  the  fpaee  of  one 
month,  or  fooner  if  it  be  poffible,  to  be  reckoned  from  the 
day  of  figning  the  prefent  convention.

-  XXIL  Le  brock  fera  etabli  avec  juftice,  &  les  brqckers 
feront  refponfables  pour  la  quaiite  des  marchandifes,  &  les 
jCmballages  frauduleux,  &  tenus,  apres  des  preuves  fufii- 
iantcs  contreeux,  de  paier  lespertes  qu'ilpnt  caulees. 

XXIIL  On  fera  un  reglement  pour  prevenir  les  abus

^rs0fj  of  Commerce  and  Na'vigahon  leiween  Great-Britain 

and  Kuftia. 

Article  L 

THE  peace,  friendfnip,  and  good  underflanding 
which  have  hitherto  happily  fublifled  between  their 
majefbies  of  Great-Britain  and  of  all  the  Pvuflias,  Ihall  be 
ratified  and  confirmed  by  this  treaty ;  fo  that  from  this 
time  forward,  and  in  all  time  coming,  there  lliall  be,  be- 
tween the  crown  of  Great-Britain  on  the  one  hand,  and 
the  crown  of  all  the  Ruflias  on  the  other  ;  as  alfo  between 
the  flates,  countries,  kingdoms,  dominions,  and  territories, 
that  are  fubjeft  to  th^m,  a  true,  fincere,  firm,  and  perfect 
peace,  friendfhip,  and  good  uiiderftanding,  which  ihall 
laft  fcr  ever,  and  fhall  be  inviolably  obfcrved,  as  well  by 
fea  as  by  land,  and  on  the  frefli  waters ;  and  the  fubjefts, 
people,  and  inhabitants  on  the  one  part  and  on  the  other,  of 
what  flateor  condition  foever  they  be,  fhall  perform  tocajch 
other  all  acts  of  kindnefs  and  affiftanc^  poflible,  a\-\d  lliall 
not  do  to  one  another  any  hurt  or  injury  whatever. 

II.  The  fnbied:s  of  the  two  High  Contrading  Powers 
fliall  have  full  liberty  of  navigation  and  commerce  in  all 
the  ftates  fituated  in  Europe,  where  navigation  and  com- 
merce are  permitted  at  prefent,  or  fh.aU  be  permitted  here- 
afer  by  the  Hi£rh  Conl;ra(5ting  Pardcs,  to  any  o;her  nation. 
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III.  It  IS  agreed^  that  the  fubjcfts  of  the  two  I^igti 
Contracting  Parties  Ihall  have  leave  to  enter,  trade,  and  re- 
main with  their  fhips,  boats,  and  carriages,  loaded  or  un- 
loaded, in  all  the  ports,  places  and  towns,  where  fuch 
leave  is  granted  to  the  fubjefts  of  any  other  nation  ;  and 
the  failors,  paflengers  and  fliips,  as  well  Britilh  as  Ruffian 
(though  there  fhould  be  among  their  ctevvslnbjed:s  of  forne 
other  foreign  nation)  lliall  he  feceived  and  treated  as  the 
moil  favoured  natio*- ;  and  neither  the  failors  nor  paflengers 
fhall  be  forced  to  enter,  againil  their  will,  into  the  fervice 
of  either  of  the  two  contratling  powers^  excepting.  How- 
ever, flich  of  their  fubjed:s  as  they  may  want  for  their  own 
proper  fervice  ;  and  if  a  domeftic  or  failor  defert  his  fervice 
or  hislhip,  he  Ihall  be  reftored.  It  is  like  wife  agreed,  that 
the  fubjedts  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  fliall  have 
leave  to  purchafe,  at  the  current  price,  all  forts  of  com- 
modities of  which  they  may  Hand  in  need  ;  to  repair  and 
relit  their  Ihips,  boats,  and  carriages  ;  to  purchafe  all  kinds 
of  provifions  for  their  prefent  fubliftance  of  their  voyage  ; 
and  to  remain  or  depart,  at  their  pleafure,  without  left  or 
impediment,  provided  they  conform,  tc  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances of  the  refpediive  flates  of  the  High  Contrafting 
Parties  where  they  may  happen  to  be.  In  like  manner  the 
Ruiiian  fhips  that  are  navigating  the  lea,  and  are  met  by 
Engliili  Ihips,  fhall  not  be  impeded  in  the  courle  of  their 
voyage,  provided,  m  the  Britilh  fea,  they  conform  to  the 
eftablifhed  pradiice  ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  Ihall  receive 
from  them  all  kind  of  afllilance,  as  well  in  the  ports  of  the 
dominion  of  Great-Britain,  as  in  the  open  fea. 

IV.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  fubjedts  of  Great-Britain  lllall 
be  at  liberty  to  bring,  by  water  or  by  land,  into  all  or  into 
fuch  provinces  of  Ruflia,  where  freedom  of  trade  is  per- 
mitted to  the  fubjedts  of  any  other  nation,  all  forts  of  mer- 
chandize or  etfedls,  the  traffic  or  entry  of  which  is  not  pro- 
hibited :  and  in  like  manner  the  fubjedtsof  Pvuflia  ihall  be 
at  liberty  to  bring,  buy,  and  fell  freely,  in  all^  or  in  fuck 
ftates  of  Great-Britain  where  freedom  of  trade  is  permitted 
to  the  fybjedts  of  any  other  nation,  all  forts  of  merchan- 
dize and  effedts,  the  traffic  and  entry  of  which  is  not  pro- 
hibited ;  which  is  alfo  to  be  equally  underfrood  -of  ihc 
manufactures  and  products  of  the  Aliatic  provinceSj  pro- 
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Vided  this  is  not  adualy  forbid  by  fonie  law  at  pfelent 
in  force  in  Great-Britain  ,•  comprehending  all.  forts 
of  merchandize  effedts,  ivhich  the  fubjedls  of  any  other 
nation  may  biiy  there,  and  tranfport  into  other  countries, 
particularly  wrought  gold  and  filver,  excepting  the  current 
coin  of  Great-Britain  :  and  in  order  to  preferve  a  juft 
equality  between  the  Rufiian  and  Britifh  merchants,  with 
regard  to  the  exportation  of  provilions  and  other  commodi- 
tiesj  it  is  further  ftipulatedj  thatthefubjects  of  Ruffia  fhall: 
pay  the  fame  duties  on  exportation^  that  are  paid  by  the 
Britilli  merchants  on  exporting  the  fame  effeffis  from  the 
ports  of  the  R,uffia  ;  but  then  each  of  the  High  Gontradt- 
ing  Parties  fliall  referve  to  itfelf  the  liberty  of  makings  in 
the  interior  parts  of  its  dominions,  fuch  particular  arrange- 
ments as  it  Ihall  find  expedient  for  eticoiiraging  and  extend- 
ing its  own  navigation.  The  Ruffian  merchants  fhall  enjoy 
the  fame  liberties  and  privileges  as  the  Britifh  merchants  of 
the  Ruffian  company  enjoy  ;  and,  as  the  defigri  of  the  two 
High  Gontradting  Parties,  and  the  intention  of  this  treaty^ 
is  to  faciijate  the  reciprocal  commerce  of  their  fubjeOis, 
and  to  extend  its  limits  and  mutual  advantages^  it  is  agreed^ 
that  the  Britifh  merchants  trading  in  the  dominions  of 
Ruffia,  Ihall  hav^  liberty,  in  cafe  of  death,  a  'preffing 
exigency,  or  abfolute  neceffity,  when  there  are  no  other 
means  of  procuring  money,  or  in  eafe  of  bankruptcy,  to 
difpole  of  their  effedts,  whether  of  Ruffian  or  foreign 
mercharidize,  in  fuch  mainner  as  the  perfons  concerned  fhall 
;find  mofl  advantageous.  The  fame  thing  fhall  be  obferyed 
\ntb.  regard  to  the  Ruffian  merchants  in  the  dominions  of 
Great-?rit^i"'  All  which,  however,  is  to  be  underftood- 
>vith  this  r^ilridion,  that  every  fort  of  permiffion,  on  the 
one  fide  and  on  the  other,  fpecified  in  this  article,  fhall 
not  be  in  any  thing  contr3.ry  to  the  laws  of  the  country  ;  and 
the  Britifh,  as  well  as  the  Ruffian,  merchants,  and  their 
factors,  fhall  punctually  conform  to  the  rights,  flatutesy 
and  ordinances  of  the  country  where  they  trade,  in  order 
to  prevent  all  kind  of  fraud  and  impofition.  'Tis  for  this 
reafon,  that  the  decifion  of  fuch  events  happening  to  the 
Britifh  compting-houfes  in  Ruffia,  fhall  be  fubmitted,  at 
Feterfbwrg,  to  the   college  of  commerce,  and  in   other 
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towns  where  there  is  no  college  of  cditrmerce,  to  the  tri- 
bunals that  have  the  cognizance  of  commercial  affairs. 

V.  It  is  agreed,,  that  the  fybjedis  of .  Great-Britain,  if 
they  have  no  rixdollars  to  pay  the  Guftoiiis  or  other  duties 
for  the  merchandize  which  they  import  or  export,  lliall  be 
allowed  to  pay  them  in  other  foreign  coin  of  a  known  name 
and  eftablifiied  value,  equal  to  that  of  the  rixdollar,  or 
an  ths  current  coin  of  Paiflia,  the  rixdoliar  valued  at  a 
hundred  and  twenty-five  copecks  (or  pennies). 

YI.  All  pofiibk  aiTiftance  aiid  difpatch  Ihali  be  given 
to  the  loading  and  uiiloading  of  ihips,  as^  well  for  the  im- 
portation at- the  exportation  of  commodities,  according  to 
the  regulations  on  that  head  eitabliilied  ;  md  they  ihall 
not  be  in  any  manner  detained,  under  the  penaltip  de- 
nounced in  the  faid  regulations.  In  like  manner,  if  tfie 
fubjeds  of  Great-Britain  make  contrads  with  any  chancery 
or  college  whatever  to  deliver  certain  commodities  or  effeds, 
oipon  notifying  that  fuch  commodities  are  ready  to  be  -de- 
livered, and  after  they  Ihall  have  been  adually  delivered 
at  the  time  fpecified  in  thefe  contr.ads,  they  ihall  be 
received,  and  immediartely  thereupon  the  accounts  fliall 
be  fettled  and  cleared  between  the  faid  college  or  chancery 
and  the  Britiih  merchants,  at  the  time  fixed  in  the  faid  con- 
trads.  The  famecondud:  fliall  be  obferved  towards  the 
Rullian  merchants  in  the  dominions  of  Great-Britain. 

VII.  It  is  agreed,  that  the  fubjedts  of  Great-Britain 
may,  in  all  the  towns  and  places  of  Rufiia,  w^here  freedom^ 
of  trade  is  permitted  to  any  other  nation,  pay  for  the  com-; 
modities  they  purchafe  in  the  fame  currei^  coin  of  Rufli?, 
which  they,  take  for  the  commodities  they  fell,  unlefs  in 
their  contradls  they  have  ftipulated  the  contrary  ;  and  this 
ought  to  be  equally  under ftood  of  iluffian  commodities 
in  the  dominions  of  Great-Britain. 

VIII.  In  the  places  where  embarkations  are  ordinarily 
made,  permiflion  iliall  be  granted  to  the  fubje£ts  of  the 
High  Contrafting  Parties,  to  load  their  Ihips  and  carriages 
with,  and  tranfport  by  water  or  by  land,  all  fuch  forts  of 
commodities  as  they  Ihall  have  purchafed,  (with  an  excep- 
tion, however,  of  thofe  whofe  exportation  is  prohibited) 
upon  paying  the  cuitoms, .  provided  thefe  fhips  and  carriages 
conform  to  the  laws. 

IX.  The 
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IX.  The  fubjeas  of  the  High  Contratfbing  Parties  fhall 
pay  no  greater  duty  for  the  importation  or  exportation  of 
their  corQmodities, j,  than  is  paid  by  the  fubjed-s  of  orhef 
nations.  Neverthelefr*,.  to  prevent  on  both  fides  the  defraud- 
ing of  the  cul1:oms,  if  it  fhoiild  be  difcovered  that  ccmtnodi- 
ties  have  been  entered  clandeftinely,  and  without  paying 
the  cuftoms^  they  lliall.be  coniifcated ;  but^  befides  that, 
no  other  punilhment  Ihall  be  inflicted  upoii  the  merchants 
on  either  fide. . 

X^  Permiffion  ihall  be  granted  to  the  fubjects  of  the 
two  cpntrad:ing  partici  to  go,  come^  and  trade  freely  \yith 
thofe  ilateSjj  with  vvhieH  one  or  other  of  the  parties'  fhall 
at  that;  timej  or  at  any  future  period,  be  engaged  in  war, 
provided  they  do  hot  carry  military  ftores  to  the  enemy. 
From  this  permifliqn,  however,;  are  excepted  places  a<^ually 
blociced  up,  or  befieged,  as  well  by  fea  as  by  land  ;  but, 
St  all  other  times,  and  with  the  iingle  exception  of  military 
ftofes^  the  abovefaid  fubje^s  may  tranfport  to  thefe  places 
all  forts  of  commbdit;ies,  as  \\'ell  as  paffengers,  without  the 
,  lead  irhpedimenti  With  regard  to  the  fearchiing  of  mer- 
ejhant-lhips,  men  of  war  anH  privateers  Ihall  behave  a» 
favourably  as  the  r^afoii  of  the  war,  at  that  time  exifting, 
can  poflibly  permit  tovyards  the  rnoft  friendly  powers  that 
Hiall  remain.-iie.uter  ;  obferving,  as  far,  as  may  be,  the  prin- 
ciples aftd  maxims  of  the  law  of  fiatiorisj  that  are  generally 
acknowledged, 

XI.  All  canon,  mortars,  muikets,  piftols,  bombs, 
grenades,  bullets,  balls,;  fufees,;  flint-ftones,  rhatches, 
powderj  iuitp6ti-e,  fulphur,breaft-plates, pikes,  fwords,  belts^ 
car  touch-bags,  faddles  and  bridles,  beyond  the  quantity 
that  may  be  neceilary  for  the  ufe  of  the  fhip  ;  or  beyond 
what  every  man  fervmg  on  board  the  fhip,  and  every  paf- 
fetiger  ouglit  to  have,  iliall  be  accounted  ammunition  or 
military  ftqres  j  and,  if  found,  ihall  be  confifcated,  ac- 
cording to  law,  as  contraband  goods  or  prohibited  com- 
mocjlities ;  but  neither  the  lliips  nor  paffengers,  nor  the 
other  commodities  found  at  the  fame  time,  Ihall  be  detained, 
or  hindered  to  profecute  their  voyage. 

XH.  If,  what  God  forbid  !  the  peace  Ihould  come  to 
be  broke  between  the  two  High  Contracting  Parties,  the 
perfons,  iWps,  and  comuiodities,  Ihall  not  be  detained  or 
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confifcated  ;  but  they  fhall  be  allowed,  at  lead,  the  ipace 
of  one  year,  to  fell,  difpofe,  or  carry  OiT  rhcir  eifett3_j  and 
to  retire  where  ever  they  pleafe  ;  a  fiipulation  that-is  to  be 
.  equally  underllood  of  all  thofe  who  fhall  be  in  the  fea  or 
land  iervice ;  and  they  Ihall  farther  be  permitted,  eitlier 
at  or  before  their  departure,  to  coniign  the  effects  which 
they  fhall  not  as  yet  hare  diipoled  of,  as  well  as  the  debqs 
that  fhall  be  due  to  them,  to  fuch  perfons  as  they  fliall 
think  proper,  in  order  to  difpofe  of  them  according  to 
their  defire,"  and  for  their  benefit ;  which  debts,  the  debtors 
Ihpil  be  obliged  to  pay  in  the  fame  manner  as  if  no' 
fuch  ruptiire  had  happened. 

.  XIII.  In  cafe  of  a  fliipwreck  happening  in  any  place 
belonging  to  one  or  other  of  the  High  Contrafting  Parties, 
not  only  fhall  all  kind  of  affiflance  be  given  to  the  unhap- 
py fufferers,  and  no  fort  of  violence  fhall  be  oiFered  to' 
them ;  but  even  the  eifefts  which  they  fhall  have  faved 
themfelves,  or  which  they  fhall  have  thrown  overboard  into 
the  fea,  fliall  not  be  concealed,  wirh-held,  or  damaged, 
Under  any  pretext  whatibever  :  on  the  contrary,  the  above- 
faid  effedls  and  commodities  fhall  be  preferved  and  reftored 
to  them,  upon  their  giving  a  moderate  recompence  to  thofe 
who  fhall  have  affifted  them  in  laving  their  lives,  their 
fhips,  and  their  commodities. 

XIV.  Permiflion  fhall  be  granted  to  Britifh  merchants 
to  build,  buy^  fell,  and  hire  houfes  in  all  the  territories  and 
towns  of  Ruffia,  excepting,  however,  with  regard  to  the 
pernriiflion  of  building  and  buying   houfes  in  thofe  towns 
of  Rilffiaj  which  have  particular  rights  of  burgerihip  and 
privileges  ihconfiftent with  fuch  indulgence ;  andit  is  expreff- 
ly  fpecified,  that  at  St.  Peterfburg,  Mofcow,  and  Arch- 
angel, the  houfes  which  the  Britiih  merchants  fhall  buy, 
or  caufe  to  be  built,  fliall  be  exempt-  from  all  quartering  of 
foldiers,  as  long  as  they  fhall  belong  to  them,  and  fhall  be 
inhabited  by  them  ,*  but,  with  regard  to  the  houfes  which 
they  fhall  hire  or  let,    thefe  fhall  be  fubjed:  to  all  roe  ufual 
charges  of  the  town  ;  the  tenant  and  landlord  fettii'ig  that 
matter  betv*'een  them.     As  to  every  other  town  of  Ruffia, 
the  houfes  which  they  fhall  purchafCj  or  caufe  to  be  builty 
in  the  fame  manner  as  thofe  which  they  fhall  hire  or  let, 
ihall  not.be  exempted  from  the  quartering  of  foldiers.- 
Vol.  II.  Y  Permiffion 
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I'ermiiHon  fliall  likewife  be  granted  tlieHuffian  mercliantf 
to  build,  buy,  fell,  and  let  houfes  in  Great-Britain  and 
Ireland  in  the  fame  manner  as  is  done  by  the  fubjedts  of 
the  moft  favoured  nations.  They  Ihall  enjoy  the  freeex- 
ercife  of  the  Greek  religion  in  their  houfes,  or  in  fuch 
places  as  are  deftined  for  that  purpofe ;  and  in  like  manner 
tlie  Britifh  merchants  Ihall  enjoy  the  free  exercife  of  the 
iProteltant  religion.  The  fubjed:s  of  either  power,  eftab- 
lalhed  in  Ruffia  or  in  Great-Britain,  Ihall  have  power  to 
difpofe  of  their  eftates,  and  to  leave  them  by  will  to  whom- 
foever  they  think  proper,  following  the  cuftom  and  laws  of 
their  own  proper  country. 

XV.  Paflports  Ihall  be  granted  to  all  Britifli  fubjeds, 
who  defire  to  quit  the  dominions  of  Ruflia,  two  months  after 
they  Ihall  have  fignified  their  defign  of  departing,  without 
obliging  them  to  give  fecurity  ;  and  if,  in  that  time,  there 
appear  no  jufl  caufe  for  detaining  ttiem,  they  fhall  be  al- 
lowed to  go ;  nor  fhall  they  be  obliged  to  apply  for  that 
purpofe,  to  any  other  quarter  than  to  the  college  of  coinr 
merce,  or  to  that  v/hich  may  hereafter  be  eflablifhed  in  its 
place.  The  fame  eafy  methods  of  departing  Ihall,  upon 
like  occasions,  and  agreeable  to  the  cullom  of  the  country, 
be  granted  to  Ruffian  merchants,  who  want  to  quit  the 
dominions  of  Great-Britain. 

XVI.  Britilh  merchants,  who  fhall  hire  or  employ 
domeftics,  iQiall,  in  this  particular,  be  obliged  to  conform 
themfelvcs  to  the  laws  of  this  empire.  And  Ruffian  mer- 
chants fliall  be  equally  obliged  to  do  the  fame  in  Great- 
Britain. 

XVII.  In  all  law-fuits  and  other  proceedings,  the  Brl- 
tiHi  merchants  fhall  be  amenable  only  to  the  college  of 
commerce,  or  to  that  which  fhall  hereafter  be  eflablifhed 
for  the  adminiflration  of  juflice  between  merchants.  But, 
if  it  fliould  happen  that  the  Britilh  merchants  fhould  have 
iaw-fuits  in  any  place  at  a  diftance  from  the  abovemen- 
tioned  college  of  commerce,  both  they  and  the  adverfe 
party  iliall  prefer  their  complaints  to  the  magiflrate  of  the 
iaid  towns,  with  this  provifo,  however,  that  the  Britifh 
merchants  fhall  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  the  fentence 
of  the  magiflrate,  and  to  demand  that  of  the  college  of 
commerce,  if  they  find  themfelves  aggrieved.    The  Ruf- 
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iian  merchants  in  the  dominions  of  Great-Britain,  ihall,  in 
their  turn,  have  the  fame  protediion  and  jufiice,  which, 
according  to  the  laws  of  that  kingdom,  are  granted  to 
other  foreign  merchants,  and  Ihall  be  treated  as  the  fub- 
jed:s  of  the  moft  favoured  nation. 

XVIII.  The  Britifli  merchants  in  Ruffia,  and  the  Ruf- 
fian merchants  in  Great-Britain,  fhall  not  be  obliged  to 
Ihew  their  books  or  papers  to  any  perfon  whatever,  unlefs 
it  be  to  jnake  proof  in  the  courfe  of  juftice  ;  ftill  lefs  Ihall 
the  faid  books  or  papers  be  taken  or  detained  from  tkem. 
If,  however,  the  cafe  fhould  happen,  that  any  Britilh 
merchant  becomes  bankrupt,  he  fhall  be  amenable  at  St. 
Peterfburg  to  the  college  of  com.merce,  or  to  that  which 
fhall  hereafter  be  eftabliflied  for  the  adminiftration  of  juf- 
tice in  mercantile  affairs,  and  in  other  remote  towns,  to 
the  magiftrate  of  the  place  ;  and  he  Ihall  be  proceeded 
againft,  according  to  the  laws  that  are  or  fhall  be  made 
for  this  purpole.  Neverthelefs,  if  the  Britifh  merchants, 
without  becoming  bankrupt,  refufe  to  pay  their  debts^, 
whether  to  the  treafury  of  her  Imperial  Majefl}^,  or  to  in- 
dividuals, it  fhall  be  lawful  to  lay  an  arreit  upon  part  of 
their  effedts  equivalent  to  their  debts  ;  and,  in  cafe  thefe 
^ffedts  fhould  not  be  fufficient  for  difcharging  fuch  debts, 
they  may  themfelves  be  arretted  and  detanied  in  cuilody, 
until  fuch  time  as  the  greater  part  of  their  creditors,  as 
well  with  refpedt  to  number,  as  to  the  value  of  their 
refpedtive  demands,  have  confented  to  their  enlargement. 
With  regard  to  their  effects  laid  under  arreil,  they  fhall 
remain  as  a  depolit  in  the  hands  of  thofe  who  fhall  be 
named  and  duly  authorifed  for  that  purpofe,  by  the  greater 
part  of  their  creditors,  as  is  above  fpecified  :  which  dele- 
gates fhall  be  obliged  to  appraife  the  effedls  as  foon  as  pof- 
lible,  and  to  make  a  juft  and  fair  diftribution  of  them  to 
all  the  creditors,  in  proportion  to  their  refpedtive  demands. 
The  fame  procedure  fhall,  in  the  like  cafes,  be  obferved 
towards  the  Ruffian  merchants  in  the  dominions  of  Great- 
Britain,  and  they  fhall  be  there  protedted  agreeably  to  the 
regulations  made  in  the  preceding  article. 

XIX.  In  cafe  of  complaints  and  law-fuits,  three  perfons 
of  fair  and  unblaiiifhed  charadter,  among  the  foreign  mer- 
chants, fhall, -with,  a  proper  regard  to  circumftanccs,  be 
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named  by  the  college  of  commerce,  and  where  there  is  no 
fuch  college,  by  the  magiilrate,  to  examuie  the  books  and 
papers  of  the  parties  ;  and  the  report  they  lb  all  make  to 
the  college  of  commerce,  or  to  the  magiflrate,  of  Avhat 
they  Ihall  find  in  the  faid  books  or  papers,  fhall  be  held  a 
good  proof. 

XX.  The  comimlfTioners  of  the  cuftom.s  fhall  have  the 
charge  of  examining  the  fervants  or  clerks  of  the  Ruffian 
merchants,    when  they  caufe  their  goods  to  be  entered, 
whether  they  have,    for.  that  effedt,    the  orders  or  full 
powers  of  the  mafters ;  and  if  they  have  not  fuch,  they 
fhall  not  be  credited.     The  fame  conduft  fhall  be  obferved 
towards  the  fervants  of  the  Britifh  merchants  ;  and,  when 
the  faid  fervants,  having  the  orders  or  full  powers  of  their 
maflers,  fliall  caufe  their  goods  to  be  entered  on  account 
of  their  mafiers,    thefe  laft  fhall  be  as  refpcnlible  as  if 
they  themfelves  had  caufed  them  to  be  entered.     All  the 
E-uflian  fervants  employed  in  the  fhops  fnali  likewife  be 
legiflcred,  and  their  mafters  fhall  anfwer  for  them  in  the 
"affairs  of  trade,  and  in  the  bargains  which  they  make  in 
-  their  name. 

XXL  In  cafe  the  Ruflian  m.erchants,  who  are  indebted 
to  the  Britifh  merchants,  withdraw  from  the  places  of 
their  abode  to  other  parts  or  diftricls,  the  college  of  com- 
merce, after  complaints  fliali  have  been  made  to  them  on 
the  fubjed-,  and  proofs  of  the  debts  have  been  adduced, 
fliall  cite  them  three  times,  allowing  them  a  fufficient 
fpace,  to  appear  in  perfon ;  and  if  they  do  not  appear 
within  the  term  prefcribed,  the  faid  college  fhall  condem.n 
them,  and  fliall  fend,  at  the  expence  of  the  plaintiff,  an 
exprefs  to  the  governors  and  waywcdes,  with  orders  to  put 
the  fentence  in  execution,  and  thus  fhall  oblige  the  debtors 
to  pay  the  fums  fpecified. 

XXII.  The  brokerage  fhall  be  fettled  with  juflice;  and 
the  brokers  fhall  be  rejponfible  for  the  quality  of  the  goods 
and  fraudulent  package,  and  fhall  be  obliged,  after  fuf- 
ficient proofs  produced  againfl  them,  to  make  up  the  lofles 
to  which  they  have  given  occafion. 

XX  III.  A  regulation  fhall  be  made  to  prevent  the 
abufes  that  may  be  committed  in  the  package  of  leather, 
hem]',  and  flax ;  and,  if  any  difpute  hap  pen  between  the 
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'buyer  and  the  feller,  concerning  the  weight  or  the  tare, 
the  commiffioners  of  the  cultoms  Ihall  determine  it  accord- 
ing to  equity. 

XXIV.  in  order  the  more  effediually  to  encourage  and 
promote  the  trade  of  Great-Britain,  it  is  agreed,  that  for 
the  future,  the  Englifh  woollen  cloths,  hereafter  fpecified, 
fhall  not  pay  any  greater  duties  on  entry,  than  are  fettled 
in  this  article  ;  viz.  Englifli  cloth  for  the  ufe  of  the  fol- 
diery,  {hall  pay  (in  rixdollars)  only  two  copecs  (or  pen- 
nies) for  every  ariheen  (or  7 1^  yards)  as  a  duty  on  entry; 
coarfe  cloth  of  the  county  of  York,  kno^vn  in  the  Ruffian 
Tariff  by  the  name  of  Coftrogy,  fhall  only  pay  two  copecs 
for  every  ariheen  ;  broad  flannel  fhall  only  pay  one  copec 
per  ariheen  ;  narrov/  flannel  fhall  only  pay  three-fourths  of 
a  copec  per  arfheen,  all  as  duties  on  entry.  And  in  every 
thing  that  regards  the  impofts  and  duties  payable  on  the 
importation  or  exportation  of  commodities  in  general,  the 
fubjedts  of  Great-Britain  fhall  be  always  confidered  and 
treated  as  the  mofl  favoured  nation. 

XXV.  The  peace,  friendfhip,  and  good  underftanding 
fhall  continue  for  ever  between  the  high  contrafting  par- 
ties ;  and,  as  it  is  cuftomar}^  to  fix  a  certain  term  to  the 
duration  of  treaties  of  commerce,  the  above-mentioned 
high  contrafting  parties  have  agreed,  that  this  treaty  fhall 
continue  for  twenty  years,  counting  from  the  day  of  fign- 
ing ;  and,  after  the  expiration  of  that  term,  they  may 
agree  upon  the  means  to  renew  and  prolong  it. 

XXVI.  The  prefent  treaty  of  navigation  and  commerce 
Ihall  be  approved  and  ratified  by  his  Britannick  Majefly, 
and  by  her  Imperial  Majelty  ;  and  the  ratifications,  in 
due  and  lawful  form,  fhall  be  exchanged  at  St.  Peteriburg, 
in  the  fpace  of  three  month,  or  fooner  if  pofiible,  count- 
ing from  the  day  of  figning. 

In  witnefs  whereof,  we  the  under-figned,  in  virtue  of 
the  full  powers  granted  to  us  by  his  Majefly  the  King 
of  Great-Britain,  and  by  her  Iihperial  Majefly  of  aii 
the  Ruflias,  have  figned  the  prefent  treaty,  and  there-^ 
to  fet  our  feals.  Done  at  St.  Peteriburg,  this  20th 
day  of  June,   1766.

lence  which  was  committed  on  the  loth  of  June, 

177c,  at  the  Mand  commonly  called  the  Great  Malouine, 
and  by  the  Englilh  Falkland's  Ifland,  in  obliging,  by 
force,  the  commander  and  fubjedis  of  his  Britannick  Ma- 
jefly to  evacuate  the  port  by  them  called  Egmont ;  a  ftep 

ofFenlive  to  the  honour  of  his  Crown  ; the  Prince  de 

Maferano,    Ambaflador  Extraordinary  of  his   Catholick 
Mfljefty,  has  received  orders  to  declare,  and  declares,  that 
his  Catholick  Majefty,  confidering  the  defire  with  which 
he  is  animated  for  peace,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  good 
harmony  with  his  Britannick  Majefly,  and  refleding  that 
this  event  might  interrupt  it,  has  feen  with  difpleafure  this 
expedition  tending  to  diflurb  it ;  and  in  the  perfuafion  in 
which  he  is  of  the  reciprocity  of  fentiments  of  his  Britan- 
nick Majefly,  and  of  its  being  far  from  his  intention  to 
authcrlze  any  thing  that  might  diflurb  the  good  under- 
5landing  between  the  two  Courts,  his  Catholick  Majefly 
does  difavow  the  faid  violent  enterprize,- — and,  in  con- 
fequeoce,  the  Prince  de  Maferano  declares,  that  his  Catho- 
lick Majcity  engages  to  give  immediate  orders,  that  things 
fhall  be  reftored  in  the  Great  Malouine,  at  the  Port  called 
Egmont,  pi  ecifely  to  the  flate  in  which  they  were  before 
the  loth  of  June,   1770  ;  Foi  which  purpofe  ;  his  Catho- 
lick Majefly  vvill  give  orders  to  one  of  his  Ofhcers,  to 
deliver  up  to  the  OfHcer,    authorized  by  his  Britannick 
Majefly,  the  Port  and  Fort  called  Egmont,  with  all  the 
artillery,  flores,  and  eifetls  of  his  Britannick  Majefly,  and 
his  fubjed:s,    which  were  at  that  place  the  day  above- 
named  ;  agreeable  to  the  inventory  which  has  been  made 
of  them. 

The  Prince  de  Maferano  declares,  at  the  fame  time,  in 
the  name  of  the  King  his  mafler,  that  the  engagement  of 
his  faid  Catholick  Majefly,  to  reflore  to  his  Britannick 
Majefly  the  polTefJion  of  the  Port  and  Fort  called  Egmont ; 
cannot,  ^or  ought,  any  wife  to  afFed:  the  queftion  of  the 
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prior  right  of  ibvereignty  of  the  Malouine  lilands,  other- 
wife  called  Falkland's  Iflands.  Ip  witnefs  whereof,  I  the 
underwr  tten  Ambaffador  Extraordiiisiry,  have  figned  the 
prefent  declaration  with  my  ufual  iignarnre,  and  caufed  it 
to  be  fealed  with  our  Arms.  London,  the  twenty-fecond 
day  of  January,  one  thoufapd  feven  hundred  and  feventy- 
one.

HIS  Catholick  Ma] efty  having  authorized  the  Prince 
of  Maferano,  his  Ambaffador  Extraordinary,  to 
offer,  in  his  Majefty's  name,  to  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, a  fatisfadtion  for  the  injury  done  to  his  Britannick 
Majefty,  by  difpoffefling  hini  of  the  Port  and  Fort  of 
Port  Egmont ;  and  the  faid  Ambaffador  having  this  day 
ligned  a  declaration,  which  he  has  juft  delivered  to  me^ 
expreffing  therein,  that  his  Catholick  Majefty,  being  de- 
iirous  to  reftore  the  good,  harmony  and  friendfhip  which 
before  fubfifted  between  the  two  Crowns,  does  difavow 
the  expedition  againft  Port  Egmont,  in  which  force  has 
been  ufed  againft  his  Britannick  Matefty's  poil^fEons, 
commander,  and  fubje^  ;  and  does  alio  engage,  that  al! 
things  ihall  be  immediately  reftored  to  the  precife  fituatioii 
in  which  they  ftood  before  the  10th  of  June,  1770 ;  and 
that  his  Catholick  Majefty  &21II  give  orders,  in  con- 
fequence,  to  one  of  his  OiScers,  to  deliver  up  to  the

^  every  one,    to  whom  thefe  prefents  may  come, 
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Whereas  a  perpetualdefenfive' alliance,  in  the  words 
and  articles  following,    was,  on  the   i6th  of  May  laS, 
concluded  and  figned  at  Lilbon,  between  our  plenipoten- 
tiaries and  thole  of  the  Lords  the  States-general  of  the 
United  Provinces  on  the  one  hand,  and  thofe  of  the  King 
of  Portugal  on  the  other  :  And  whereas  many  mutual  ad- 
vantages accrue  to  the  moft  ferene  and  moll:  potent  klng^ 
and  kino-doms  of  Great-Britain  and  Portugal,  and  to  die 
high  and  mighty  lords  the  ftates-general  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces,   and  their  fubjeds,    from  the   peace  and   good 
friendlhip,  which  lubfifts  between  the  three  forefaid  powers  : 
And  whereas  it  is  necelTary,  that  that  peace  be  not  only 
pi^ferved  inviolate,  but  be  likewife  ibrengthened  by  firmer 
and  clofer  ties,  by  which  a  ftronger  foundation  may  be 
laid  for  maintaining  the  general  peace  and  tranquillity  tf 
Euro^,  wlikb  the  above-faid  powers  endeavour^  with  all 
th^irmybt^  to&ppon::  they  have  therefore,  for  the  com- 
man  good  k^l,  i^folved  to  enter  into  a  mutual  alliance  ; 
snd  for  that  purpofe  have  granted  cheir  foil  powers  and 
inftrudlonSj,  viz.  the  mo!l  iereneandaoioft^^otentPnnceiS, 
.  Anne,    by  the  Grace  of  God,  Queen  of  Ortr^t-Britain,

near  kinknan,  Duke  of  Cadaval,   Marquis  of  Ferreira-

idngdomi    and  the  high    and  mighty   lords  the   ftates 
general  of  the  united  provinces,  to  Van  Francis  Schonem- 
berg :    which  plenipotentiaries,   by  virtue  of  the  above- 
faid  full  powers  (which,  belbre  the  fignlng  of  this  treaty, 
were  mutuaiiy  exchanged,  examined,  and  admitted)  afrer 
maturely  and  deliberately  weighing  the  matter,  have,  in 
the  name  of  their  above-mentioned  fovereigns,  agreed  and 
confented  ro  the  following  terms  and  articles. 

A-. 
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Art.  I.  All  former  treaties  between  the  above-fai^ 
powers,  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed,  and  ratified, 
and  are  ordered  to  be  exaftly  and  faithfully  obferved.,  ex-=> 
ccpt  in  fo  far  as  by  the  prefent  treaty  is  otherwife  provided 
and  ellabliilied  ;  fo  that  there  fliall .  be  between  the.  faid 
kingdoms  and  ftates,  their  people  and  fubjedis,  a  fincere 
friendlhip  and  perfedl  amity:  They  fhall,  all  of  them, 
mutually  afnit  one  another  ;  and  each  of  the  faid  powers!- 
ihall  promote  the  intereil:  and  advantage  of  the  reft,  as  if 
it  were  his  own, 

II.  If  ever  it  fhall  happen,  that  the  Kings  of  Spain' 
and  France ;  either  the  prefent  or  future  ;  that  both  of 
them  together,  or  either  of  them  feparately,  fhall  make 
war,  or  give  occafion  to  fufpedl  that  they  intend  to  make 
war,  upon  the  kingdom  of  Portugal/  either  on  the  con- 
tinent: of  Europe,  or  in  its  dominioris  beyond  feas ;  her 
Majefty,  the  Queen  of  Great-Britain;  and  the  Lords/  the 
States-general,  fhall  ufe  their  friendly  offices  with  the  laid 
Kings,  or  either  of  them,  in  order  to  perfuade  them  to' 
obferve  the  terms  of  peace  tovvards  Portugal,  and  not  to 
make  war  upon  it.  ,    ,     . 

III.  But  thefe  good  offices  not  proving  fuccefsful,  but 
altogether  iiinefie&ual,  fo  that  war  Ihall  be  made  by  the 
aforefaid  Kings,  or  by  either  of  them,  upon  Portugal, 
the  above-mentioned  powers  of  Great-Britain  and  Holland, 
fliall  make  war,  with  all  their  force,  upon  the  forefaid 
Kings  or  King,  who  fliall  carry  hoftile  arms  into  Portugal  ; 
and  towards  that  war  which  fhall  be  carried  on  in  Europe,; 
they  fhall  fupplv  twelve  thdufand  men,  whom  they  fliall 
arm  and  pay,  as  well  when  in  quarters,  as  in  aftion  ;  and 
the  faid  high  allies  iliall  be  obliged  to  keep  that  number  of 
men  complete,  by  recruiting  it  from  time  to  time  at  theit 
own  expence. 

IV.  And  in  this  cafe  alfo,  the  aforefaid  powers  of  Great- 
Britain  and  Holland,  fhall  be  obliged  to  keep  and  main- 
tain upon  the  coafl  of  Portugal,  and  in  its  harbours,  a 
competent  number  of  men  of  war,  to  defend  the  faid  coafts' 
and  harbours,  the  trade  and  merchant-fliips,  from  all 
hoflile  attem-pts ;  fo  that  if  it  fhall  appear,  that  the  faid 
harbours  and  fhips  are  in  danger  of  being  attacked  with  a 
greater  force  by  the  enemy,  the  faid  high  allies  fhall  be 

obliged 
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t)biiged  to  fend  to  Portugal  fuch  a  number  of  men  of  wa 
tas  ftiall  be  equal,  or  even  fuperior,  to  the  Ihips  and  force 
■©f  the  enemy,  who  fliall  meditate  an  attack  upon  the  above* 
faid  Ihips  and  harbours. 

V.  But  if  the  forefaid  Kings  of  Spain  and  France,  or 
either  of  them,  fliall  make  war,  or  give  occaiion  to  fufpedt 
that  they  intend  to  make  war,  upon  the  provinces  or 
dominions  of  Portugal  beyond  leas,  the  above-mentioned 
powers  of  Great-Britain  and  Holland,  fliall  furnifh  to  his 
Portuguefe  Majefly  fuch  a  number  of  men  of  war,  as  fliall 
be  equal,  or  even  fuperior,  to  the  fliips  of  the  enemy  ;  fo 
that  he  may  be  able  not  only  to  oppofe  them,  but  even  to 
prevent  fudi  atta.ck  or  invalion,  as  long  as  the  war  fliall 
laft,  or  oecafion  require.  And  if  the  enemy  fliall  take 
any  toiX''n,  or  feize  any  place  which  they  may  fortify,  in 
the  forefaid  provinces  and  dt)minions  beyond  feas,  thefe 
fuccours  fliall  continue  until  fuch  town  or  place  be  fully 
•recovered j  ot  more  towns  knd  places^  if  more  fliculd  be 
taken. 

VI.  AH  thefe  auxiliary  Ihips  fliall  be  fubje^fl:  to  the  com- 
mand of  his  Portuguefe  Majefl:y,  fo  that  they  fliall  per- 
form whatever  fliall  be  enjoined  by  his  faid  Majefly  ;  and 
if  they  fliould  fail  to  the  Portuguefe  provinces  and  domi- 
nions beyond  feas,  they  fliall  there  likewife  perform  what- 
ever fliall  be  enjoined  them,  in  the  name  of  his  Majefly, 
by  his  viceroys  and  governors- 

VII.  When  thefe  auxiliary  fliips  of  the  two  powers  of 
Great-Britahi  and  Holland  fliall  be  joined  with  the  Por- 
tuguefe fliips  (in  which  cafe  they  mufl:  always  affiftthem) 
the  admiral  of  the  Portuguefe  fleet,  who  has  the  right  of 
carr\  ing  the  flag^  fliall  give  flgnals,  and  fummon  to  a 
council  of  war,  which  fliall  be  held  in  his  own  cabin  ; 
•and  the  fame  admiral  of  the  Portuguefe  fleet  fliall  iflue  the 
ncceflary  orders  for  executing  thofe  points,  which  fnall 
have  been  vtiolved  upon  in  the  council  of  war  ;  which 
points  the  admirals  of  the  auxiliary  fliips  fliall  execute,  each 
with  his  own  fliips. 

X^IIL  But  if,  at  any  time,  the  fliips  of  the  three  allied 
nations  fliall  be  conjoined  in  order  to  attempt  any  rhing,  in 
which  all  the  allies  are  equally  interefled,  t.[ie  admiral, 
who  has  the  riwht  of  carrvi«]f>  the   flao:,  and  has  under  his

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command  the  greatefl  numbers  of  flilps  of  his  own  nation, 
&all  enjoy  the  right  and  privilege  mentioned  in  the  former 
article,  viz.  of  giving  fignals,  of  fummoning  to  a  council 
of  v/ar  in  his  own  cabin,  and  of  doing  every  other  thing 
.requifite,  as  is  above  fpecifiedk 

IX.  Tlie  twelve  thoufand  men,  which  the  powers  of 
Great-Britain  and  Holland  are  bound  to  fumifh  to  his 
Portuguefe  Majefcy,  and  to  maintain  at  their  own  expence, 
and  occalionally  recruit,  during  the  continuance  of  the' war, 
as  llipuiated  in  the  third  article  of  this  treaty,  Ihall  befub- 
je6t,  not  only  to  the  fupreme  command  of  his  Portuguefe 
Majcily,  but  alfo  to  that  of  his  commanders  or  generals^ 
and  even  of  fuch  of  his  officers,  as  by  their  rank  in  the 
army  are  fuperior  to  them.  But  for  breach  of  orders,  and 
for  the  crimes  and  enormities  of  which  they  fhall  be  guilty, 
they  fhall  be  punifiicd  by  the  com^manders  or  generals  of 
their  own  army,  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  Portuguefe 
themfelves  are  puniilied  by  martial  law,  efpecially  for  thofe 
•crimes  which  regard  the  violation  of  religion. 

X.  The  high  allies  iliall,  in  the  cafe  above-mentioned, 
gi'ant  full  liberty,  and  all  kind  of  aid  and  affiilance  to  the 
commiilaries  of  his  Portuguefe  Majcfty,  to  export  from 
dieir  territories  and  harbours,  all  forts  of  military  ftores, 
liich  as  powder,  balls,  arms,  corn,  and  every  other  kind 
of  ammunition,  that  lliall  be  defired  of  them,  as  well  be-- 
lorging  to  the  lea  as  the  land  fcrvice  ;  and  that  too  at  the 
fame  price  as  the  laid  high  allies  are  wont  to  purchafe  them 
for  their  own  ufe,  and  without  the  leail;  alteration  in  the 
charge. 

XL  If  ever  it  fnould  happen  that  the  Kings  of  Spain 
and  France,  or  either  of  them,  fliould  make  war  upon  the 
kingdom  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  States  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, his  Majeily  the  King  of  Portugal  fl^all  vSc  his 
-friendly  offices  with  the  laid  Kings,  or  with  either  of  them, 
in  order  to  perfuacie  them  to  oblerve  the  terms  of  peace 
tpv\'ards  the  forefaid  kini.j;dom  of  Great  Britain,  and  the 
States  of  the  United  Province-;. 

XII.  But  thefe  good  offices  not  proving  fuccefsful,  but 
altogether  incffeftual,  fo  that  war  Ihall  be  m.ade  by  tlie 
foreiaid  Kings,  or  by  cither  of  them,  upon  the  kingdom 
of  Great  Britain,  or  tlie  States  of  tiie  United  i-rovlr.ces ;   his 
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Majefty,  tlie  IGng  of  Portugal,  ihall,  in  like  manner,  be 
bound  to  make  war,  with  ail  his  force,  upon  the  forefaid 
Kings,  or  upon  either  of  them  :  and  in  this  cafe  iikewife 
the  forefaid  two  powers  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  States  of 
the  United  Provinces,  Ihall  fumifh  him  with  the  fame  fuc- 
cours  of  men  and  ihips,  as  in  the  preceding  articles  are 
ftipulatedj  in  cafe  the  Kings  of  France  or  Spain,  or  either 
of  them,  Ihould  make  war  upon  Portugal,  and  everj 
thing  ihall  be  executed  in  the  manner  there  fpecified. 

XIIL  As  well  in  the  iirft,  as  in  the  fecond  manner  of 
carrying  on  the  war,  his  Majefty  the  King  of  Portugal, 
fiiaii  be  bound  to  maintain  ten  Ihips  of  war  for  his  own 
defence,  and  that  of  his  allies  ;  with  this  provifo,  how- 
ever, that  if  both  the  Spaniards  and  the  French,  or  the 
Spaniards  only,  -fliould  make  war  upon  the  high  allies,  in 
that  cafe,  the  ten  fhips  of  war  of  his  Portuguese  Majefty, 
Ihall  not  be  bound  to  depart  from  the  coaft  of  Portugal, 
becaufe,  while  in  that  flation,  they  will  be  of  very  greaC 
ufe  in  dividing  the  force  of  the  enemy :  but  if  war  ihould 
be  made  by  the  French  only,  it  ihall  then  be  lawful  for 
■the  Portugucfe  fhips  to  aiiiil  the  high  allies,  in  conjuniftion 
with  their  own  fle^s. 

XIV,  No  peace  nor  truce  Ihall  be  made,  but  by  the 
common  conient  of  the  three  allies ;  and  this  league  fhali 
be  perpetual  and  eternal. 

XV,  The  perfonal  privileges  and  freedom  of  trade, 
which  the  fubjefe  of  Great  Britain,  and  the  States  of  the 
United  Provinces,  at  prefent  enjoy  in  Portugal,  the  Portu- 
giieffe  ihall,  in  their  turn,  enjoy  in  the  dominions  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  States  of  the  United  Provinces. 

XVL  If  from  the  copies  of  the  treaty,  in  which  sxx 
agreement  was  made  concerning  Bombay,  between  the 
crowns  of  Portugal  and  Britain,  it  ihould  appear,  that 
either  party  has  tranigreiled,  or  not  fulfilled  the  terms  of 
that  ccnvcnticn,  every  thing  iliall  be  regulated  according 
CO  the  fpjrit  of  the  faid  treaty. 

XVil.  Portuguefe  ihips  ihall  not  be  obliged  to  pay 
any  thing  for  calling  anchor  in  the  port  of  Mailacca, 
uniels  the  other  nations  of  Euro?)e  are  obliped  to  do  the 

XVIIL  Pira- 
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XVIII.  Piratical  lliips,  of  whatever  nation,  fliall  nde 
crnly  not  be  permitted  or  received  into  the  ports  which  their 
Portuguefe  and  Brltannick  Majeilies,  and  the  States- 
General  of  the  United  Provinces,  polTefs  in  the  Eall  Indies, 
but  fhall  be  deemed  the  common  enemies  of  the  Portuguefe> 
the  Englilh,  and  the  Dutch. 

XIX.  In  time  of  peaCe,  there  fhall  b6  admitted  into 
the  greater  ports  of  the  kingdom  of  Portugal,  fix  Ihips  of 
war  of  each  of  the  nations  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  United 
Provinces,  beiides  other  fix  Ihips,  which  were  permitted 
hj  virtue  of  former  treaties  ;  fo  that  in  the  whsle,  twelve 
fhips  may  be  admitted,  and  all  in  the  fame  manner  as  the 
former  fix  were  permittedi  And  into  the  lefler  ports, 
there  fhall  be  admitted  fuch  a  number  of  lliips  as  they 
can  conveniently  receive. 

XX.  The  faid  plenipotentiaries  promifcj  that  their 
above-mentioned  fovereigns  fhall  ratify  this  treaty,  in  due 
and  lawfijl  form  ;  and  that  the  ratifications  fhall  be  ex- 
changed in  thi§  royal  city  of  Lifbon,  within  the  fpace  of 
three  months,  counting  from  the  time  of  Hibfcribing. 

In  witneis  whereof,  we  the  above  named  Plenipoten- 
tiaries of  her  Majefty,  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain,  and  of 
tlie  high,  and  mighty  Lords  the  States-general  of  the  United 
Provinces^,  have  figned  this  inftrument,  and  thereto  fet 
eur  feals.  And  the  plenipotentiaries  of  his  Portuguefe 
Majefty,  in  order  to  avoid  the  controverfy  that  fubiifts 
concerning  the  prerogative  of  the  place  between  the  crowns 
of  Great  Britain  and  Portugal,  have,  agreeable  to  the 
manner  and  cuftom  obferved  between  the  two  Crowns^ 
fer^arately  iigned  and  fealcd  another  inftrument  of  the 
isme  tenor,  changing  only  thofe  particulars,  which  on  ac- 
count of  this  circumilance,  were  to  be  changed.
